Hon. JouHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — The Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital here- 
with respectfully submit their report for the year ended 
January 31, 1907. 

The total number of patients under the care of the 
Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital is now 711, of whom 
295 are men and 416 women. The number cared for one 
year ago was 692. The average daily number of patients 
is 701. The crowded conditions at the men’s department 
still continue, with little hope of relief until the additional 
facilities for which the Trustees have been asking for several 
years have been provided. The maximum capacity of. the 
buildings at the men’s department is rated at 280, yet there 
are now 15 more than that in the institution, and the Board 
‘is constantly compelled to refuse the requests of those who 
wish to have their friends transferred from distant State 
hospitals to the Boston institution, where they may be more 
frequently visited. Indeed, it is sometimes necessary to 
transfer patients from the Boston hospital to less crowded 
State institutions, entailing a hardship on those who are

unable to afford the time and money necessary in visiting 
their friends at distant points. 

The Trustees again renew their recommendation of the 
purchase of the land which the hospital has had under lease for 
a number of years, and which has proved a valuable adjunct 
to the institution, not only by adding substantially to the 
area of tillage land, but by making it possible to retain some 
twenty patients who otherwise would have been transferred. 

In the matter of buildings, considering solely the needs of 
the hospital as at present located, there is no question that 
additional buildings for men are the greatest need; but it 
is also well to consider the needs of the city for a small 
emergency hospital for cases of mental disease. Such a 
hospital would bear to the Boston Insane Hospital the same 
relation that the Relief Station does to the Boston City Hos- 
pital. Cases of sudden mental disease would be taken there 
for care and examination for commitment instead of going to 
the City Prison as at present. The need of such a hospital 
or relief station has long been recognized by all who have to 
do with the care and custody of cases of mental disease. 
Boston is distinctly behind many other cities in regard to 
this connecting link between the public and the insane hos- 
pitals. At present the only place where such cases can be 
sent pending their examination as to their sanity (if repeated 
or long-continued examinations are necessary) is to the 
hospital at Deer Island, a penal institution. The hospital 
at Deer Island has an average of 15 to 15 such cases under 
treatment all the time. It is true that a large percentage of 
these cases are suffering from delirium tremens, a very un- 
satisfactory class of cases to deal with, and possibly deserving 
less sympathy than cases of mental disease, but they are of 
course none the less entitled to consideration, especially since 
their final condition is due almost always toa primary mental 
weakness just as truly as is the case with the insane. Such 
a relief hospital should be more centrally located than this 
hospital, and it would act as a clearing house for all the cases 
of mental disease that came under the public charge, some of 
the cases going to the different State institutions, others 
being sent into the Boston Insane Hospital wards, and still 
others passing back into the general life of the community 
after a few days or a few weeks without the necessity of a 
formal commitment to an insane hospital. Some modifica- 
‘tions of the present law would doubtless be necessary, but 
this should be an easy matter to bring about in view of the 
success that other cities have had in meeting this same 
problem. 
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The administration of the hospital during the past year 
under the superintendency of Dr. William Noyes has been 
highly satisfactory. No changes have taken place in the 
medical staff within the year. The gross weekly per capita 
cost for the care of the patients has decreased from $4.71 to 
$4.509. The appropriation for the support of the institution 
was $165,000. Rigid economy will be necessary to conduct 
the institution another year with the same amount, inasmuch 
as the Board has complied with the State law requiring an 
eight-hour day, without decrease of salary, for certain classes 
of employees, and the natural growth of the city will bring 
a larger number of patients to be cared for.

Farm products to the amount of $18,725.99 and garden 
products valued at $4,295.13, which have been supplied for 
hospital uses, should also be included in the income account. 
The city also received from insane in State institutions 
$1,323.90. 

There have been some changes in the Board of Trustees. 
Mr. Walter J. Donovan, whose term expired in May, was 
succeeded by Mr. Michael S. Morton, and Mrs. Mary T. 
- Morrison succeeded Emily P. Howard, whose term ended at 
the same time. In October, Mrs. Catharine L. Marion, who 
served the Board for nine years, acting ably for three years 
as its secretary, resigned, and the vacancy has not yet been 
filled. Mr. Michael J. Jordan was elected secretary. 

A detailed report of the year’s operations is given in the 
annual report of the Superintendent. The Trustees wish to 
express their thanks to those who have contributed during 
the year to the entertainment of the patients, and the mem- 
bers of the hospital staff, who have rendered faithful and 
efficient service.

At the request of the State Board of Insanity the statisti- 
cal tables at the end of the report ave made up for the year 
ending September 30, 1906, in order that they may be uniform 
and comparable with the reports of the State institutions. 
It should be borne in mind, therefore, that the comments that 
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follow are based on the above table, which carries the hospital 
statistics to December 31, 1906. 

The admissions for the year were 3816, 125 men and 191 
women, as against the 168 men and 248 women—total 416— 
admitted last year, making a total of 100 less admissions. 
The commitments this year were 266, last year 326. The 
transfers to the hospital this year were 7, while 85 were 
transferred to the hospital last year, a large transfer of 25 
women having been made in December, 1905, on the opening 
of a new ward in the Stedman building. The emergency 
admissions also fell off from 52 last year to 388. ‘The settle- 
ments of the emergency cases were about evenly divided, 20 
having a Boston settlement and eighteen being State cases. 
The number of cases recorded as recovered was 32 this year, 
being exactly twice the number, 16, that recovered last year. 

As was explained in the last report, the extension of time 
of trial visit from sixty days to six months left the condition 
of a large number of patients uncertain statistically, as they 
were still on trial visit and their condition could not be 
definitely determined until their hospital record was closed. 
No disadvantages have developed after a year’s trial of this 
extended period, and it has everything to commend it. 

Although the admissions were 100 less than last year, it 
should be noted that the daily average population was this 
year 701, as compared with 671 last year, and the whole 
nuinber treated was this year 1,121 and last year 1,087. 

The deaths during the year were 138, which is 11.7 per 
cent. of the whole number treated and 18.9 of the daily 
average population. 

One male patient committed suicide by drowning in the 
watering trough in the pasture. He had never been con- 
sidered suicidal, and was in a ward of quiet, middle-class 
patients, none of whom require special observation. It is 
probable that he escaped through one of the windows of the 
general dining-room. 

The general statistics of all the insane hospitals, including 
this one, up to October 1, 1906, shows that 30 per cent. of 
the first admissions to the Boston Insane Hospital were sixty 
years of age or over. This percentage is exceeded only by 
one other institution, the insane wards of the State hospital 
at Tewksbury, 30.64 per cent. 

The percentage of the State hospitals are, respectively, 
15.96 per cent., 17.10 per cent., 21.58 per cent., 22.22 per 
cent. and 25 per cent. 

The receiving of such a large proportion of persons over sixty 
years reduces our recovery rate and increases our death rate 
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The general health of the patients has been good and 
there has been no epidemic. 

As in all hospitals for the insane, we have a certain num- 
ber of cases of tuberculosis, and the problem of dealing with 
them causes much anxiety. Several of the State institutions 
have already instituted special methods of care for these 
patients, but along essentially different lines. In discussing 
our problem with those conversant with what other hospitals 
are doing, it has seemed wise to delay making specific 
recommendations until the different plans could be worked 
out somewhat more fully and the plan best fitted for this 
hospital be adopted. The matter is mentioned in this place 
in order that it may be felt that it is receiving careful con- 
sideration. 

The work of the Training School has gone forward very 
satisfactorily, and the nursing service at the women’s depart- 
ment is in very satisfactory condition. 

The condition of the nursing service at the men’s depart- 
ment is less satisfactory from the difficulty of getting suit- 
able attendants for the wages paid. A general increase in 
wages is taking place in all State institutions, and we shall 
have to meet this, as indeed is only proper should be done. 

A new sun parlor is in the process of construction at the » 
men’s department. It is connected with the day room of the 
infirmary ward in the south wing and extends out twenty- 
eight feet in a southwesterly direction. It is thirty-two feet 
wide and has a rounded front. In construction it matches 
the present buildings in every way except that it has a 
copper instead of a shingled roof. It will be a constituent 
part of the present day room, and will add greatly to the 
comfort of the feeble old men and will relieve the present 
crowded condition of this ward. : 

By using the two small rear dormitories, each containing 
six beds, and the two single rooms adjoining these for bed 
cases, in addition to the single rooms of Ward 4, or the 
infirmary ward, it has been found possible to relieve the day 
room of this ward of bed cases during the daytime, but beds 
are still placed in the day room at night for the use of the 
stronger patients who are up and about during the day. 

At the women’s department a drain has been put in from 
the rear of the boiler house and laundry, across the pond and 
under Morton street to the new sewer that runs across the 
grounds of the men’s department. This relieves the pond 
of the water that flowed into it from the laundry and boiler 
house and has improved the condition of the pond very much, 
but the surface water still continues to flow into it. 
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The condition of the pond was still further improved by 
the digging of a new channel for the brook diagonally across 
the low-lying land at the corner -of Harvard and Morton 
streets, so now none of the water from the brook finds its 
way inte the pond. This work was done by the sewer 
department. after a personal inspection by His Honor the 
Mayor. 

The filling in of this pond is urgently needed, as it is a 
mere boghole and breeding place for mosquitoes, and in addi- 
tion is extremely unsightly. It is hoped that the work begun 
by the Sewer Department in deepening and straightening the 
portion of the brook that flows through the grounds of the 
women’s department may soon be taken up and carried on 
through the grounds of the men’s department. This work 
has long needed to be done. 

A new and artistic stone bridge has been put across the 
brook where the farm road crosses it, and the road itself has 
been straightened and widened. 

Last fall the roadways at the women’s department around 
the office building, in front of the stable and down to the 
B building, were surfaced with cracked stone dust and rolled 
down with a steam roller, kindly placed at our disposal by the 
Park Department. 

Last fall for the first time the trees and shrubs of the 
grounds of both departments were seriously infested with the 
egos of the gypsy and brown-tail moths. The work of 
destroying these eggs has been carried on through the fall 
and winter; more work will be done in the spring, and from 
this time forward we shall have this work added to the 
recular farm work. , 

The rooms finished off last year in the third story of the 
E building of the women’s department have been occupied by 
nurses for some time, and answer their purpose admirably. 

Iron fire-escapes have been placed on the central group of 
wooden buildings at the women’s department, the nurses’ 
home and the A building, and a fire-door cut through the 
brick wall of this latter building, with a ‘fire-escape to 
roof of the Superintendent’s office. In addition to these fire- _ 
escapes, a set of extension ladders and roof ladders of the 
latest patterns has been purchased for each department. 

The undesirable condition arising from there being only 
one engine and dynamo at the men’s department will soon be 
changed. Late in 1906, contracts were made with the Ridg- 
way Engine Company for a 125-horse-power engine and 
with the Crocker Wheeler Company for an 80-kilowatt 
dynamo. These are both to be installed at the women’s 
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department, duplicating in horse power and kilowatts the 
engine and dynamo already there. The 57- horse- -power 
engine and 40-kilowatt dynamo now at the women’s depart- 
ment will be moved to the men’s department, and then each 
plant will be equipped with two units, giving when com- 
bined a considerable margin above present needs and allowing 
for future growth, and in case of emergency one unit of 
either plant will be sufficient for the needs of that depart- 
ment. 

A fire-proof brick vault for the storage of records and 
papers has been built under the office at the women’s 
department. 

I would renew the suggestion of my last annual report, 
for the installation of rain baths for the more expeditious 
bathing of patients in a central bathroom. 

The electric ight wiring of the laundry should be renewed 
at an early date. 

A private telephone line between the two departments 
would add greatly to the efficiency of administration and 
put every part of the institution in communication with the 
other. 

Granolithic walks at the women’s department are needed ; 
otherwise the present plank walks will have to be renewed. ' 

There have been no changes in the medical staff. I wish 
to return my thanks to them, and to the other officers for 
their loyal and faithful services. The employees as a body 
deserve commendation for their patience and good work under 
very trying conditions. 

To your Board I desire to return my thanks for the kind- 
ness and consideration shown me.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1907, is herewith 
respectfully submitted. 

During the past year, which is the tenth in its existence, 
the department lost one of its personnel through the death of 
Patrick J. Welch, who had served the city faithfully and 
efficiently for about twenty years. His place has been filled 
by a permanent appointment, with the consent of the Board 
of Civil Service Commissioners. The regular force employed 
in the office and for the maintenance of the transportation 
and ambulance service consists at the present time of twelve 
persons, in addition to the registrar and the two examining 
physicians. 

The various activities of the department are stated below 
in detail. No specifically new functions have been under- 
taken that lie outside the regular duties. Since its organi- 
zation the work of the department, as the admitting agency 
to city and state institutions, has grown year by year. This 
fact is most accurately reflected in the number of applica- 
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tions received and acted upon. The actual number of persons 
distributed among institutions does not always keep pace 
with the number of applications, for the simple reason that 
certain institutions are incapable of receiving all persons 
who may wish to enter them. A gradual increase in the 
number of persons who, for various causes, have become 
incapacitated for work, and require public care, is a natural 
concomitant of the growth and congestion of the population. 
The condition would incline to the abnormal if there were 
a marked relative diminution in the number of would-be 
public wards, even in so prosperous times as those of the 
past year. 

In all matters relating to the care of the dependent and 
defective classes, and the affiliations with other branches of 
the city government, the general status of the department 
remains unchanged. 


INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENTS. 


As the constituted admitting agency to city and state 
institutions for adult dependents who reside in Boston, it 
continues to be the chief duty of the Institutions Registra- 
tion Department to receive applications for the admission of | 
paupers, the commitment of the insane, dipsomaniacs and 
other defectives, and to dispose of them after careful inqury 
into the liability of the city for the support of those who 
are not wards of the State. 

In the year ending January 31, 1907, there were investi- 
gated a total of 7,217 settlements, or 1,084 more than in the 
preceding year. T his is a larger increase in the settlement 
work than has occurred for some years. While the figures 
indicate a growing demand for institutional care, they are, 
for the reasons indicated above, considerably in excess of the 
actual admissions and commitments to institutions. 

The Children’s Institutions Trustees continue, as in former 
years, to avail themselves of the services of the department 
in the investigation of settlements of children. The totalnum- 
ber of such settlement cases was 539, which is an increase of 
twenty-one for the year. This is a smaller increase than 
exhibited last year, but not a little in excess of other years. 

The settlement work entails a good deal of investigation 
outside the office; that is, in order to obtain the information 
and evidence upon which the settlements are actually deter- 
mined, the homes of applicants must be visited, and their 
relatives or friends interviewed. The number of settlements 
investigated, aside from those relating exclusively to children, 
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is always larger than the actual number of applications 
made immediately to the department, for the reason that 
many dependent persons for whose support the City of Bos- 
ton is liable are sent to public institutions from other cities 
and towns. 


ToTAL ADMISSIONS AND COMMITMENTS. 


The direct applications to the department for some form of 
institutional care numbered 5,015, an increase of 45 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This increase in applications 
did not result in a larger number of admissions and commit- 
ments, which show a total of 4,435, or 58 less than last year. 
In 49 cases it was necessary, for valid reasons, to refuse the 
applications, or in 10 less than in the preceding year; 531 
applications were withdrawn, which exceeds the correspond- 
ing number for 1905-06 by 113. 


ADMISSION OF PAUPERS. 


Paupers invariably constitute the largest class with which 
the department has to deal. It should be understood that 
many to whom this designation must be applied, because the 
law declares them paupers, do not necessarily become perma- 
nent public charges. Applicants who resort to the state and 
local almshouses for medical treatment, and make more or 
less complete recoveries, are numerous. 

The paupers admitted to city and state institutions were 
distributed among them as follows:

The increase of ten pauper admissions for the year is 
unusually small. So far as the Boston Almhouse and Hos- 
pital is concerned, the fact that the number of inmates shows 
practically no fluctuations simply means that the capacity of 
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the institution has been and remains exhausted. During the 
year many patients suffering from tuberculosis who otherwise 
would have been sent to Long Island were cared for at the 
City Hospital. 

It is more surprising to observe a decrease of twenty-eight 
in admissions to the State Hospital, to which are sent exclu- 
sively persons without a legal settlement in Boston. for a 
long time past the admissions to this institution have invari- 
ably shown an increase. It has been customary to send 
thither very many persons who are ill with tuberculosis and 
cannot obtain institutional treatment elsewhere. During the 
past year, however, not a few tuberculosis patients without 
a Boston settlement have been sent to the City Hospital, 
and others have been referred to an agent representing 
the Trustees for the Consumptives’ Hospital. It is hardly 
probable that the diminution in the cases sent to the State 
Hospital denotes even a partial decrease in the number of 
tuberculous persons who need hospital care. 

At no time have more persistent efforts been made on the 
part of official bodies, physicians, charity workers and others 
to prevent advanced cases of consumption from being treated 
in their homes. The results are reflected in the crowded 
conditions of the hospital at Long Island, where beds for ad- 
ditional patients often cannot be provided. This unfortunate 
condition will probably prevail until the new hospital for 
consumptives is well established. At the present time there 
is hardly room for those whose removal from their homes is 
necessary as a measure of public safety, and for whom there 
is slight hope of ultimate recovery. . 

The admissions to the Long Island Almshouse of the 
merely indigent show but slight fluctuations from year to 
year, though obviously somewhat affected by the prevailing 
policy in granting or denying applications. Being purely an 
admitting agency, the Institutions Registration Department 
is governed in this matter by the regulations adopted by the 
officials in charge of the Long Island institution. 

The number admitted to the Charlestown Almshouse shows 
an increase of 49 over last year, and affects, to some extent, 
the slight decrease at Long Island. 

During the year there were removed no less than 167 
sick persons in the ambulance — a fact which further attests 
the extent of the dealings of the department with the very 
sick. It happens occasionally that patients are so near to 
death that their removal cannot in decency be undertaken. 
As in former years the department ambulance is placed at 
the disposal of private institutions for use in emergency cases. 
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COMMITMENTS OF THE INSANE, DIPSOMANIACS AND 
EPILEPTICS. 


The preliminary medical examination of applicants for 
commitments are made by two regularly employed physicians, 
with occasional outside assistance. In all 852 medical ex- 
aminations were made, or 129 less than last year. The 
examinations resulted in the commitment of 943 persons, a 
decrease for the year of 68. 

The largest class of commitments were of the insane, in 
all 524 persons, or 46 less than last year. They were dis- 
tributed among hospitals as follows:

The causes that govern the fluctuations in the number of 
insane for whom application for commitment is made are 
difficult to discover. To be sure, all Boston cases of in- 
sanity are not committed through the Institutions Registra- 
tion Department, but if there were any startling increase of 
the insane in the city it would certainly appear in the present 
returns. 

The commitments to the Massachusetts Hospital for Epi- 
leptics numbered 82, as against 34 in the preceding year, a 
decrease, therefore, of 2 cases. 

A total of 294 persons were sent to the Observation 
Hospital at Deer Island, or 11 less than in 1905-06. While 
the number of this group of cases varies from year to year, it 
gives no promise of a permanent reduction. Of the persons 
committed to Deer Island, 178 men and 87 women had 
delirium tremens; 55 menand 29 women were sent down for 
medical examination in regard to their sanity, and 18 were 
subsequently committed to public hospitals as insane. 

In almost every annual report of the department the fact 
has been deplored that, for lack of proper provisions, it is 
necessary to send not only persons suffering from delirium 
tremens, but also many who must be placed under observation 
_ until their mental condition can be ascertained, to a hospital 
which, however admirable in its way, is still a part of a penal 
institution. It is not creditable to Boston that it still lacks 
a fully equipped detention hospital particularly designed for 
the reception of persons whose sanity is in doubt. Less 
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progressive cities have made better provisions for this class. 
A detention hospital should in all large centres be made a 
part of the general hospital system. ‘To place men and women 
who, while away from home and friends, become unbalanced, 
in a prison cell for safekeeping, can hardly be characterized 
as humane treatment. It makes little difference whether 
persons approach the verge of insanity through direct fault 
of their own or through causes beyond their control ; in either 
case they should not be made to suffer even temporary con- 
finement behind the bars, and they should not later on be 
committed to a hospital which is a part of a general prison 
merely for observation. ‘There is still another class for which 
a detention hospital is needed, namely, the insane who, pend- 
ing the necessary medical examination and commitment, are 
kept in their homes at imminent risk to themselves and their 
surroundings. 

The commitments of dipsomaniacs to the Foxboro State 
Hospital dropped from 102 in the preceding year to 93. 
Prior to 1905 a marked decrease in the number of commit- 
ments of Boston residents to this hospital took place, cover- 
ing several years. It was probably a direct result of the 
more rigid policy adopted in regard to exclusion of unfit 
applicants, seconded by the persistent refusal of this depart- 
ment to effect the commitment of any palpably incurable 
cases, and of all persons of a known penal record. Neverthe- 
less, both this year and last, the commitments of dipsomaniacs 
have been numerous and show no sign of diminishing. 

In view of the transition stage through which the Foxboro 
State Hospital is now passing, the question unavoidably 
presents itself, what shall be done with these numerous local 
victims of the liquor habit unless the Commonwealth con- 
tinues to provide for their institutional treatment? How far 
the Foxboro Hospital has met expectations as a curative 
establishment for drunkards is for others to decide. That it 
has given a new lease of sober life to some is a matter of 
record. Here it need only be emphasized that it has at least 
afforded temporary safety to large numbers of dipsomaniacs 
and to their families. No substitute for it is in sight, and no 
other existing institution should be burdened with this 
peculiar class of patients. It is inconceivable that a return 
to jail commitment should be sanctioned in many cases of 
inebriety where the question is merely one of affording refuge 
from an evil habit. Disease is not cured by imprisonment. — 
Yet without a special institution for dipsomaniacs a recourse 
to discredited and discreditable methods might become 
inevitable. 
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THE MontTuHLyY BULLETIN. 


As for some years past the department continues to publish 
a monthly bulletin showing by classes the number of persons 
supported by the City of Boston in city and state institu- 
tions, as well as the number of those who receive out-door 
aid from the municipality. The bulletin will hereafter 
appear in a revised and improved form. 

The following figures taken from the issue of January 31, 
1907, summarize, for each class, the number of persons 
maintained wholly or in part at the expense of the city on 
that date. As the insane in state institutions are now cared 
for at the cost of the Commonwealth they are no longer 
included. 

In state institutions there were supported by the City of 
Boston 26 dipsomaniacs, 202 feeble-minded, 59 epileptics, 
and 14 paupers—a total of 301, or 14 more than on the 
corresponding date of last year. 

In the city institutions there were 1,217 prisoners, as 
against 1,440 a year ago, of whom 969 were confined at the 
Deer Island House of Correction, a decrease of 223, and 248 
in the Suffolk County Jail, an increase of 6. There were, .in 
addition, at Deer Island 2 children of sentenced mothers, 
and 19 persons in the Observation Hospital. 

The local almshouses contained a total of 971 inmates; 850 
at Long Island, or 71 less than a year ago, and 121 at the 
Charlestown Almshouse, or 6 more; the total decrease was 
thus 65. 

In charge of the Overseers of the Poor were 89 persons — 
77 at the Wayfarers’ Lodge and 12 at the Temporary Home 
for Women. 

The insane under the care of the Boston Insane Hospital 
numbered 708, an increase for the year of 16. 

The City Hospital had 761 patients, almost equally divided 
between the sexes; an increase of 69 over the number on 
the corresponding date of 1906. 

The Children’s Institutions had 353 inmates, of whom 120 
were at the House of Reformation, and 233 at the Parental 
School. The numbers a year ago were larger by 40 in the 
House of Reformation, and 48 in the Parental School, or a 
total of 88. 

The total population of all public institutions in Boston 
numbered 4,151, as against 4,691 on the same date of 1906, 
a diminution of 540. As shown, the decrease occurred 
chiefly in the commitments of persons to the penal and 
children’s institutions. 
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Outside of institutions there were 1,467 children in charge 
of the Board of Trustees for Children. Of these 458 were 
on probation, 421 indentured, and 588 boarded in families. 
The total number of these children shows an increase of 
196 over last year, the excess being largely of children on 
probation. 

In all 3,395 out-door poor were cared for by the Overseers 
of the Poor, while 2,635 were carried on the rolls of the Sol- 
diers’ Relief Department. 

The total of all classes in Boston institutions and of those 
receiving out-door aid was 11,617, a decrease of 92 as com- 
pared with last year. 

During the entire month of January, 1907, the whole 
number of dependents, defectives, and delinquents supported 
wholly or in part by the City of Boston (including those in 
state institutions and the cases relieved by the police and by 
this department) was 19,043, a diminution of 733 as com- 
pared with 1906. 

The figures are on the whole gratifying. ‘The decline in 
persons of the prison class is, no doubt, in considerable part 
attributable to the operation of new legislation in regard to 
the treatment of drunkenness. The statistics relating to 
dependents make it plain that the amount of distress neces- 
sitating public relief shows a diminution relative to the 
growth of population, and in no one class is it above the 
normal in prosperous times. 

It can truthfully be said that relief, and in ample measure, 
is afforded all persons in genuine distress who apply for it. 
Self-evidently, under lax management it would easily be pos- 
sible to augment the number of dependents both inside and 
outside of institutions. But while present standards of 
admission are maitained, no person in real want need go 
unrelieved. Others have learned that applications are useless. 


REGISTRATION. 


Efforts are being continued to put the large accumulation 
of important material relating to settlement history into a 
better shape for reference and for its preservation. As here- 
tofore, the department seeks to collect and keep in conve- 
nient form full information about all persons who come into 
relations with the city as public charges, and to supply 
officials and private individuals who are entitled to it with 
needful facts concerning persons who are supported by the 
municipality. An intelligent disposition of applications 
demands a thorough knowledge of the previous history of 
the applicant, particularly in his relations to public aid. 
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The inventory of the vffice, given on another page, shows | 
how extensive is the material that is kept on file for reference. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Acting on the opinion of the Corporation Counsel, rendered 
in 1905, to the effect that the city is not liable for the sup- 
“port of inmates of the Massachusetts School for Feeble- 
minded who have a legal settlement in Boston, payment for 
this group continues to be refused. If the courts should 
eventually sustain the contention that such feeble-minded 
belong in the same class as the insane, and, therefore, to be 
paid for by the Commonwealth, it would mean an annual 
saving to the city of, approximately, $25,000. 

A large part of the routine work of the office cannot be 
exhibited in an annual report. The bare totals of the 
number of applications received, the number of persons dis- 
tributed among institutions, etc., give but a faint indication 
of the amount of detail involved. In endeavoring to per- 
form its duties to the satisfaction of all, the department is not 
a little handicapped by inadequate and unfit office facilities. 
The basement receiving rooms are scarcely habitable in cold 
weather, and at all times unsanitary. Yet it may at any day 
be necessary to keep very sick persons there for hours at the 
time, with no opportunity for segregating the well from those 
who may be in an advanced stage of a communicable disease. 
In short, these rooms are a constant menace to the health 
both of applicants and the department force. 

Of the office itself, it can only be repeated that it is entirely 
unsuited for its purpose, being located, as it were, on a public 
thoroughfare used as a short-cut between Tremont street and 
Court square. A more serious feature is that applicants of 
all kinds and conditions elbow each other at the same narrow 
counter. There is no opportunity for segregating the tramp 
from the respectable applicant, and absolutely no privacy for 
those who come to reveal the sad histories of their nearest 
and dearest. 

FINANCIAL. 

A total of $23,500 was appropriated for the year. The 
department spent $23,368.53, leaving an unexpended balance 
of $131.47. No increase in appropriation is sought. As has 
been demonstrated heretofore, the department can do its 
work-and keep within a reasonable allowance.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


LAMP DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1906-1907. 


Hon. JoHNn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —I have the honor to submit for your consideration 
the annual report of the Lamp Department for the year 
1906. 

The amount appropriated for this department for the 
financial year ending on January 31, 1907, was $820,000, 
and there was #6,804.01 transferred later from other depart- 
ments, making a total of $826,804.01. 

The amount paid for hghting the electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps in 1906, as compared with that of 1905, is shown as 
follows :

An increase of $16,773.31 for electric lamps, a decrease of 
$2,824.17 for gas lamps, and $2,774.28 for naphtha lamps. 

The increase in the amount paid for electric lamps was 
occasioned by the installation of thirty-two new lamps and 
the relighting of forty-two lamps that had been cut out tem- 
porarily. An unpaid balance of $8,503.74 due the Brookline 
Gas Light Company for arc-lamp service in Brighton, fur- 
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nished previous to last year, was paid for out of this year’s 
appropriation and the account settled. 

Although the total number of gas lamps was increased by 
565, the amount paid for said lamps was decreased on account 
of the reduction in the price of gas by the gas company. 

The reduction in the amount paid for naphtha lamps is 
accounted for by the decrease in the total number of said 
lamps maintained by 152. 

The gas company has been actively engaged this year in 
extending its mains in the outlying districts, and 195 naphtha 
lamp-posts have been connected with the new mains and 
gas lamps substituted. These lamps were located as follows: 
West Roxbury 110, South Boston 34, Dorchester 16, Rox- 
bury 13, Brighton.12, and East Boston 10. 

Three hundred and one new gas lamps have been installed 
in the several sections as follows: Dorchester 73, Brighton 52, 
Roxbury +5, South Boston 40, West Roxbury 34, City 
Proper 33, East Boston 20, and Charlestown 4. 

Twenty gas lamps that were out temporarily have been 
relighted and 7 have been replaced that were discontinued. 

Forty-five new naphtha lamps have been installed and one 
replaced in the following sections: West Roxbury 23, Dor- 
chester 7, Brighton 6, South Boston 4, East Boston 4 and 
City Proper 3. 

Care has been assumed of 8 new fire-alarm signal box 
lamps. 

The 91 new triple-mantle boulevard gas lamps and the 
18 single-mantle gas lamps that were changed to triple- 
mantle gas lamps have been located at important corners 
and at locations where additional light was necessary in the 
following sections: South Boston 71, City Proper 15, Dor- 
chester 12, Roxbury 5, East Boston 6, and Brighton 1. 

Seventy of these lamps in South Boston were located on 
the Strandway between the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad bridge and K street. 

Thirty-two new arc lamps have been installed in such 
- locations as an absolute need for them seemed to demand. 
They were located in the following sections: City Proper 11, 
East Boston 6, Dorchester 5, Roxbury 4, South Boston 4, 
Brighton 1, and Charlestown 1. Nine temporary are lamps 
on Franklin Field and 4 on the North Brighton Playground 
were installed for the purpose of lighting the skating 
grounds during the season. 

One temporary arc lamp was also installed during work 
on the Stony-brook sewer at the crossing of Washington 
street, Ward 23. 
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Twenty gas lamps and 8 naphtha Jamps have been dis- 
continued; 27 gas lamps are out temporarily on account of 
stoppage of service pipes and 10 removed during building 
operations. Five are lamps have been discontinued and 
removed where it was found that they could be dispensed 
with and still have the streets well lighted. 

The total number of lamps, of all kinds, set up, relighted 
and replaced during the year was 505. The total number 
of lamps discontinued and out temporarily was 65 —a total 
net increase of 440. 

The locations of 43 gas lamp-posts, 28 naphtha lamp-posts, 
24 arc lamp-posts, 2 gas brackets and 1 are bracket have 
been changed on account of building operations, new railroad 
locations, the elimination of grade crossings, subway work, 
changes in street lines and grades or for the better lighting 
of the streets and alleys. 

Four hundred and seventy-one lamp-posts and 5 lamp 
brackets have been set for new gas, naphtha, are and fire- 
alarm lamps; 27 lamp-posts have been set in place of 23 gas 
lamp-posts and 4 naphtha lamp-posts that were struck by 
teams and broken; 11 gas, 9 naphtha and 1 are lamp-posts 
have been set in place of lamp brackets; + are brackets have 
been set in place of lamp-posts and 8 gas lamp brackets have 
been repaired. 

Fifty-three gas, 35 naphtha and 5 are lamp-posts have 
been straightened; 536 gas, 52 naphtha and 28 are lamp-posts 
have been reset to line and grade; 21 gas, 3 naphtha and 6 
arc lamp-posts that have been discontinued have been re- 
moved from the streets; also 8 gas brackets and 1 are bracket 
have been removed from the walls of buildings. 

Six hundred and fifty-one new service pipes have been laid, 
and 109 have been removed and cut off from the main pipes ; 
38 services have been reconnected with new mains and 81 
renewed or relaid that were trapped or otherwise affected; 52 
leaks in service pipes were repaired and 182 services have 
been cleared. 

There have been 746 glass street signs and 255 numbers 
attached to the gas and naphtha lanterns. Metallic shades 
for the arc lamps and ground glass shades for the gas lamps 
have been placed in various sections on request of citizens. 

The department having used all of the lamp-posts that it 
had on hand, there were purchased at different times during 
the year 370 iron lamp-posts at a cost of $9 per post. 

After consultation with the President of the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company an agreement was entered upon 
whereby no charge for furnishing and laying the service 
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pipes from the gas main to the base of the lamp-post was to 
be made. All other expenses of setting and maintaining the 
-lamp-posts and service pipes and risers to be paid for by the 
city as in the past. 

In May, 1906, the price paid for the triple-mantle gas 
lamps was reduced from $70 to $61.40 per lamp per annum, 
after a conference had been had with the lighting company. 

Along Washington street and the side streets leading from 
the same in Roxbury and West Roxbury, the are lamp-posts 
were lowered so as to throw more light under the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company’s structure, and the relocation 
of existing gas lamps and the installation of additional gas 
lamps in such places as were darkened by said structure was 
attended to. 7 

There was received from the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, for the sale of the old electric lamp-posts that were 
removed at the time that the present style posts were 
installed, the sum of $1,503.22. This sum was deposited with 
the City Collector. 

Frequent complaints have been received at this office from 
citizens residing in different portions of the city where trees 
in the summer time seriously interfere with the proper light- 
ing of the streets owing to the denseness of the foliage and 
the lowness of the limbs casting dark shadows, resulting in 
the almost total eclipse of illumination. A systematic and 
judicious trimming of the trees in these localities should be 
conducted. 

Many of the arc lamps on the public parks, particularly 
along the Riverway, Olmsted Park, Jamaicaway, Arborway 
and Franklin Park, were set some years ago between the drive- 
ways and bridle paths, during which time the young trees and 
shrubbery have grown around and about these lamps, shutting 
off the light so that nearly one-half of the illumination is 
lost. 

These are lamp-posts should be relocated so as to admit of 
a better lighting of these driveways and dark areas. 

There are a large number of gas lamps as well as naphtha 
lamps in the city and suburbs that should be relocated on 
account of the fact that many of the streets and alleys have 
undergone changes in the past and the lamps as now located 
could be rearranged to advantage. , 

The bracket lamps attached to houses and fences in alleys 
and narrow streets are frequently damaged by teams striking 
against them, or the mantles are broken by the constant slam- 
ming of gates and doors, and thus making it almost impossible 
to render efficient service. 
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It is the intention of the department to discontinue as far 
as practicable the use of iron lamp brackets and to substitute 
iron lanip-posts in place of the same. 

The new triple-mantle boulevard gas lamps of 180-candle- 
power, which the present administration has adopted to a 
large extent in lighting the boulevards and important streets, 
have given good satisfaction. 

A single-mantle 60-candle-power lamp is being placed in 
the alleys and courts throughout the city where there are 
entrances to tenement houses, and this has already shown 
good effect in the suppression of vice and the cleanliness of 
those localities. 

Trips of inspection to Washington, Baltimore, New York, 
Philadelphia, Providence and Portland to obtain data in 
relation to the lighting systems in use in those cities were 
made at various times during the year, and a large amount of 
valuable information was obtained. 

The expenses of the department for the year are shown in 
a tabulated statement at the end of the report; tables show- 
ing the average aunual cost of maintaining the number of 
incandescent, arc, gas, naphtha and fire-alarm lamps that 
were in use in the various sections of the city on January 
10, 1907, at the present contract rates; other tables showing 
the increase or decrease of the different kinds of lamps in the 
several sections.

ELEcTRIC LIGHTING. 


The arc lamps located in the City Proper, East Boston, 
South Boston, Dorchester, Roxbury and West Roxbury are 
furnished by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company ; 
those in Charlestown by the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
Company, and in Brighton by the Brookline Gas Light 
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Company. The new lamps used are the enclosed series are 
lamp of 500 watts, and are placed on hard pine poles, with 
ornamental iron tops and porcelain-lined reflectors, devised 
to meet the requirements of the law. (Chapter 228, Acts 
1895.) ? ; 

The ornamental iron tops, etc., are not in use in the 
Charlestown district. Direct current lamps are in use in all 
the districts, except in Brighton, where alternating current 
lamps are 1n use. 

The companies set all the arc lamp-poles as located and 
ordered by the Superintendent of Lamps, and are required to 
keep and maintain all the lamp-poles, lines and lamps used 
for the city’s lighting in good condition to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent.

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ELECTRIC CONTRACTS. 


The following is a copy of the contract for arc lamps made 
with the Boston Electric Light Company on February 20, 
1894, with the new extension of said contract dated August 
29, 1898; and the assignment of said contract to the Edison 
Electric Uluminating Company, November 26, 1901: 


THis AGREEMENT, made and entered into this twentieth day of Feb- 
ruary, A.D. 1894, by and between THE Boston ELECTRIC LigHT Com- 
PANY of Boston, a corporation duly established under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called ‘‘ the Company,”’ 
of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal corporation in the 
County of Suffolk, Massachusetts, and hereinafter called ‘ the City, ”’ 
of the second part: 


WITNESSETH : 

First. The Company agrees to furnish for a period of five years from 
and after this date such number of electric arc-lights as may be legally 
located in the streets, ways, squares and public places of the City, 
except in those portions of the City formerly Brighton, Charlestown, 
or part of Brookline. . 

Said arc-lights to be furnished as follows: For thirteen hundred and 
fifty lights, and any additional lights to the number of fifteen hundred, 
at the rate of thirty-eight and one-half cents each per night ; for fifteen 
hundred and any additional lights up to seventeen hundred and fifty, 
at the rate of thirty-seven and one-half cents each per night ; for seven- 
teen hundred and fifty and any additional lights up to two thousand, at 
the rate of thirty-six cents each per night; and for two thousand or 
over, the rate of thirty-five cents per light per night ; provided, however, 
that if two thousand lights are erected by December thirty-first of the 
present year, the price paid shall be thirty-five cents per light per night 
for the entire number from February first, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
four, and if a less number is in use on that date (December 31, 1894), 
then the price paid for the entire number from February 1, 1894, shall 
be reduced so that the cost to the City of such lights shall be at the 
prices fixed for the number next below the number in use December 31, 
1894 ; the adjustment to be made in the bills payable December 1, 1894 ; 
and January 1, 1895. In ascertaining the number of lights in use on 
said December 31, 1894, the lights furnished by the Company for the 
parks and public buildings shall be counted. Said arc-lights are to be 
kept lighted continuously between dusk and dawn, during such hours 
as the Superintendent of Lamps may direct, the total number of hours 
per year not to exceed thirty-eight hundred and fifty. 

Whenever lamps are connected to underground wires belonging to 

the City, or any department thereof, the price will be one cent per lamp 
less per night than otherwise. 
_ The electric current to be furnished for the arc-lights is never to be 
less than nine and six-tenths amperes, at the pressure at each lamp not 
less than forty-eight volts, being an electrical energy of four hundred 
and sixty-one watts. If less amperes are used then the volts shall be 
enough greater to require four hundred and sixty-one electrical watts 
per lamp, and giving a nominal candle-power of two thousand. 

Carbons used must be one-half or seven-sixteenths inch in diameter, 
of the best quality and style adapted for street lighting, and must burn 
uniformly, and give a clear and steady light. The globes are to be of 
clear glass, unless otherwise ordered by the Superintendent of Lamps, 
free from lettering, and all of the best quality and proper shape to 
avoid casting rings and streaks of light and shadow. 

All globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and washed as frequently as may be considered 
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necessary by the Superintendent of Lamps; and any globes. that may 
become broken are to be immediately replaced by sound ones. 

The present overhead system of construction is to be used, the Com- 
pany only to connect City posts with such adjacent underground wires 
as may be hereafter located in the Company’s conduits for commercial 
lights; in which case the City is to prepare the posts so as to allow of 
the passing of the cable up through them. 

Second. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the City 
harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for damages, 
costs and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons or property 
arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or from any use 
of its wires and apparatus, and from any and all claims for damage by 
reason of any infringement of patent rights in the use of lamps, lights, 
wires, poles, machinery, and appliances connected therewith. 

Third. And further, the said Company agrees that should any of the 
lamps fail to burn uniformly and give a clear steady light, to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Lamps, the Company will, at its own 
expense, replace them with others'‘satisfactory to said Superintendent. 

Fourth. The Company agrees at its own expense to maintain an 
efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the hours 
which they are in use, so that any lamp which fails to burn properly 
shall be promptly reported and putin order, or immediately replaced. 

For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be employed to 
enable each lamp to be examined at least three times during each night. 

Fifth. The City agrees that, if said Company shall well and faithfully 
perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its parts, 
first satisfying the said City that no proceedings either in law or equity 
have been begun against said City on account of any infringement of 
patent rights, or the wrongful use or injury by said electric lamps, 
lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances, or any of them, then 
the City will pay the Company monthly during the period of this 
contract such sum as the total number of lights burning at the price 
named may amount to. In case any such suit or suits against said 
City shall have been begun, or notice of aclaim for damages shall 
have been given, the City shall pay any amount due under this con- 
tract, notwithstanding such suit or notice, if the Company shall 
furnish the City with a bond of indemnity with satisfactory sureties. 
Said sum shall be in full payment and discharge for any and all 
expenses attending the care, maintenance and use of such lights and 
apparatus, and it is hereby understood and agreed that if through 
accident, or other cause, the said lamps, or any of them, shall fail 
to be lighted, and kept so lighted, as stated above, any night or nights 
during the period of this contract, then for each lamp that shall fail 
to be lighted there shall be deducted from the sum to be paid by said 
City an amount for each light not so lighted equal to the rate to be 
paid for lighting the same under this contract as provided. In case 
the actual current -supplied to any of the lamps shall be less 
than called for herein, payment shall only be made for the actual 
current as ascertained. The amount to be based pro rata on the 
amount which would be paid were the current equal to that required 
hereby, unless said deficiencies should amount to over twenty per 
cent. of the current called for, in which case no payment shall be 
made, the lights being considered useless. 

And further, this is not to be construed to imply a right to continue 
to furnish lights under this contract at reduced currents. 

For the purpose of making tests of currents and of examining the 
lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appliances with the view of learn- 
ing whether the Company is complying with the terms of this agree- 
ment, it is further understood and agreed that at all proper times the 
City, by such person or persons as the Superintendent of Lamps may 
authorize, shall have access to all said lamps, wires, poles, apparatus 
and appliances in the City, and also to the plants of the Company, 
and shall have the further privilege at any time, and at all times, of 
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attaching in any of the circuits, at such point or points as they may 
select, one or more ammeters or other measuring instruments, and 
to maintain the same during its pleasure, and have the further right 
to remove at any time one or more lamps for the purpose of testing 
the candle power of such said lamp or lamps. 

This contract shall continue in force for five years from the date 
hereof, subject to appropriations; and shall continue thereafter until 
a new agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration of 
six months after notice, in writing, by either party of its election to 
terminate the contract. 

In consideration of this contract and of the above promises of said 
City, the Company agrees to furnish electric arc-lights for the light- 
ing of the public buildings, parks and public grounds, when so re- 
quested to do by the departments having charge of said parks, 
buildings and public grounds, at the same rates, and on the same 
conditions, provided for in this contract; this clause also to apply to 
the lights mentioned in contract for the Fens, dated October 7, 1893. 

In WITNESS WHEREOF, said Company, by its proper officers, and 
said City, by its Superintendent of Lamps, duly authorized, have 
hereunto set their hands and seals. 


AGREEMENT FOR THE EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING 
CONTRACT BETWEEN THE BOSTON ELECTRIC LIGHT 
COMPANY AND THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


It is hereby agreed, in consideration of the mutual covenants 
herein contained, that the contract now existing between the Boston 
Electric Light Company and the City of Boston, dated February 20, 
1894, shall be, and hereby is, extended, subject to appropriations 
from year to year, for the term of ten years from and after February 
20, 1899, and thereafter until a new agreement is made, or until the 
expiration of six months after notice, in writing, by either party, of 
its election to terminate the contract, which notice may be given at any 
time after nine (9) years and six (6) months from February 20, 1899, 
upon the following terms and conditions, namely: 

First. Said Company shall, immediately upon the execution of 
this instrument, apply to the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston and the Board of Park Commissioners of said city for the 
grant to said Company of the necessary locations, and, upon receiv- 
‘ing such grant, shall forthwith set and connect in the streets and 
parks of the City, without any charge or expense to the City, two 
thousand three hundred and _ sixty-five (2,365) wooden lamp-poles 
belonging to the Company, with ornamental iron tops and porcelain- 
lined reflectors substantially of the same size, style, and kind as 
those now erected and in use on Arlington street, and to be shown 
on plans and specifications to be signed by the parties hereto and 
then attached to this instrument. Said new poles shall be set sub- 
stantially in the same locations in the public streets and parks as 
those now occupied by the iron lamp-posts belonging to the City, 
which latter posts shall, when the new posts are ready for setting, 
be removed by the Company, which shall keep an account of the 
expense of the removing and handling of said posts, and shall, if 
practicable, sell the same, at the best price obtainable, accounting to 
the City for any surplus realized over and above such expense; but 
said locations may be varied so far as may be necessary to secure a 
better and more uniform distribution of the light in any given 
locality. All locations in the public streets shall be approved by the 
Superintendent of Lamps before application for such locations is 
made to the Board of Aldermen ; and all locations in the public parks 
shall be approved by the Board of Park Commissioners; but the 
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Company shall, from time to time, apply to the Board of Aldermen 
for such locations (less than all) in the public streets as shall then 
have been approved by said Superintendent. : 

The Company further agrees to set and connect, without charge 
or expense to the City, similar wooden lamp-poles with ornamental 
iron tops and porcelain-lined reflectors for all City arc-lamps in 
addition to the present number of two thousand three hundred and 
sixty-five (2,365) which may be ordered by the City during the term 
of this agreement, and to place the same in such locations in the 
streets, ways, squares and public places in any part of the City as 
may be required by the Superintendent of Lamps, and authorized by 
the Board of Aldermen, and in such locations in the public parks as 
may be agreed upon between the Company and said Board of Park 
Commissioners, and in such other places as may be required by the 
Mayor of said city. 

But it is expressly understood and agreed that the foregoing pro- 
visions of this agreement as to the substitution of new wooden 
poles for the present iron lamp-posts shall not be operative unless 
and until the necessary locations shall be granted by the Board of 
Aldermen and the Board of Park Commissioners as aforesaid; and 
further, that the operation of the remaining provisions of this in- 
strument shall not in any way be affected by the foregoing provisions 
as to the poles, but said remaining provisions shall become operative 
upon the signing hereof whether said new locations are granted by 
the Board of Aldermen and the Board of Park Commissioners and 
said poles are substituted for the present poles or not. 

All the poles, lines and lamps of the Company used for the City’s 
business shall be kept and maintained by the Company in good order 
and condition. 

Second. The Company shall replace all of its present open arc 
nominal 2,000-candle power City lamps with its new enclosed arc- 
lamps as fast as practicable after the starting up of the Company’s 
new station in South Boston, as many new lamps as possible to be 
put into use before the ground freezes in 1898, and all of said lamps 
to be put into use before July 1, 1899. Said new enclosed arc-lamps 
shall be of substantially the same kind and style as those now in use 
on Arlington street, and shall be of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in United States Letters Patent No. 603630, dated May 
10, 1898, and shall require an electrical energy of not less than five 
hundred (500) watts on the average, and not less than four hundred and 
eighty (480) watts in any case. The price to be charged by said Com- 
pany and paid by said City for said new enclosed arc-lamps shall be 
as follows :

In estimating the number of lights for the purpose of fixing the 
price, as aforesaid, all arc-lights furnished by the Company for the 
City shall be counted. 

For all lamps connected to underground wires belonging to the City 
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in the public parks, Common and Public Garden, the price shall be one 
cent per lamp per night less than the price hereinbefore provided. 

Third. At any time within ninety days prior to the expiration of the 
periods of two years and six months and seven years and six months, 
respectively, after February 20, 1899, if the Mayor of said City shall so 
elect and notify said Company, in writing, and in any event at the expir- 
ation of the period of five years after February 20, 1899, an arbitration 
shall be had as follows: Said Mayor and said Company shall each 
appoint one arbitrator within thirty days after the notice aforesaid and 
within thirty days after the expiration of said period of five years, and 
the two arbitrators so chosen shall appoint a third disinterested arbi- 
trator. If either party fails to appoint an arbitrator within said thirty 
days, the other party may appoint both arbitrators, and these shall 
appoint a third disinterested arbitrator. Said arbitrator shall there- 
upon hear and consider the evidence and arguments of the parties and 
shall determine the following matters: 


(1.) The proportion of the actual output of electricity or electrical 
energy generated at the station or stations of the Company for the 
public lights provided for in this contract, as compared with the 
Company’s entire output, both to be measured in kilowatt hours, 
it being agreed by the Company that it will measure and record 
its electrical output on behalf of the said public lights, and also, 
but separately, its electrical output on behalf of its other business, 
and that such measurements and records shall be subject to the 
inspection, at all reasonable times, of the City Engineer of said 

City. Such inspection, however, shall be regarded as confidential, 

and the results thereof shall not be exhibited or be made known 

to anybody except the Mayor of said City. 

(2.) The total investment of the Company, computed by taking the 
total cost of the land, buildings, plant, poles, lines, conduits, 
cables, meters, machinery, apparatus and other appliances owned 
and used by the Company for the manufacture and distribution of 
electricity. 

(3.) The investment of the Company on account of its public busi- 
ness computed by taking the proportion of the Company’s total 
investment, determined as provided in the second clause of this 
article, that the Company’s electrical output on behalf of the 
public lights bear to its total output, measured as provided in 
the first clause of this article. The foregoing method of com- 
puting the investment of the Company on account of its public 
business is adopted by the parties as the fairest and most equi- 
table method now known to them; but it is agreed that if, at the 
time of any arbitration, the three arbitrators shall unanimously 
be of the opinion that some other method of computing the 
investments of the Company on account of its public business 
would be more fair and equitable, such other method may be 
used by them. 

(4.) The total operating expenses of the Company, meaning the 
annual outlay for fuel, water, supplies, wages, salaries, insurance, 
accidents, rent, taxes, and all other expenditures incurred in the 
manufacture and distribution of electricity and the general con- 
duct of the Company’s business except expenditures on account 
of depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs. 

(5.) The operating expenses of the Company on account of the 
public lights, computed by taking the proportion of the total 
operating expenses of the Company, determined as provided in 
the fourth clause of this article, that the Company’s electrical 
output on behalf of the public lights bear to its total output 
measured as provided in the first clause of this article. 

(6.) The undivided or surplus earnings of the Company, being its 
gross annual income derived from the sale of electricity, less 
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operating expenses, determined as provided in the fourth clause 
of this article, and the amounts paid out for interest and divi- 
dends; and the percentage which the Company’s annul surplus 
thus determined bears to the total investment of the Company, 
determined as provided in the second clause of this article, 
exclusive of the land. - 


(7.) An allowance for depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs of 
the Company’s investment in plant and property used in its pub- 
lic business, computed by taking the same percentage of the 
value of the Company’s investment on account of its public busi- 
ness, determined as provided in the third clause of this article, 
but excluding the land, as the total amount of the undivided 
earnings of the Company, found as provided in the sixth clause 
of this article, is of the Company’s total investment, determined 
as provided in the second clause of this article, but exclusive of 
land; but such allowance shall not exceed 7 per cent, of the 
Company’s said investment on account of its public business, 
exclusive of the land. 


(8.) An allowance for interest or profits, computed at 6 per cent. per 
annum on the Company’s investment on account of its public 
business, determined as provided in the third clause of this 
article; but in case the cost of any part of the Company’s invest- 
ment shall have been met by the issue of bonds bearing interest 
at a lower rate than 6 per cent. per annum, and any of such bonds 
are still outstanding, the amount thereof shall be apportioned 
between the Company’s total investment and its investment on 
account of its public business, in the proportion to electrical 
output measured as provided in the first clause of this article; and 
the allowance provided for in this clause shall be computed on so 
much of the Company’s investment on account of its public business 
as is represented by said bonds at the rate actually paid thereon, 
and on the remainder of its said investment at the rate of 6 per cent. 
per annum. 


If the cost of manufacturing and distributing the public lights fur- 
nished by the Company, and the allowances for depreciation and profit 
determined as provided in the fifth, seventh and eighth clauses of this 
article, amount in the aggregate to a sum less than the price then being 
paid by the City, the price of said lights shall be reduced for the 
remainder of the term of this contract, or until again reduced by arbi- 
tration as herein provided, to a sum equal to the said cost of manufac- 
turing and distributing said lights, plus said allowances for depreciation 
and profit as aforesaid. 

The decision of a majority of said arbitrators in any of the aforegoing 
matters shall be binding on both parties to this agreement. 


Fourth. If, in case of arbitration as aforesaid, the City shall claim 
and shall give the Company not less than sixty days’ notice of such 
claim, that a discovery, invention, or method of producing, distributing 
or converting electricity for arc-lights has been made and put into 
successful commercial use, by the adoption and use of which the cost 
of producing, distributing or converting electricity for street lights, 
including interest and depreciation, could be substantially reduced 
below the cost, including interest and depreciation, at the time of such 
arbitration said City shall, unless said Company shall agree to adopt 
the discovery, invention or method in question as soon as practicable, 
have a right to submit its said claim to said arbitrators, who shall, 
after hearing and considering the evidence and arguments of the parties 
thereon, make a finding upon the claim aforesaid. And if such arbi- 
trators shall sustain such claim, they may make a reduction in the price 
to be charged and paid for lights hereunder by such an amount as they 
shall deem to be fair and reasonable in view of the fact so found. 
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And if the Company shall adopt or agree to adopt as soon as 
practicable the discovery, invention, or method named in said notice 
given by the City to the Company, the arbitrators shall take said fact 
into consideration in determining the total operating expenses of the 
Company and the operating expenses of the Company on account of the 
public lights, as provided in clauses (4) and (5) of Article Third of this 
indenture, and shall be governed in fixing said items of operating 
expenses by the expeuse involved in or the saving to come from the 
future use of the new discovery, invention or method in question, and 
not by the expense incident to the past use of the invention or method 
supplanted. 

Fifth. The provisions of the contract of February 20, 1904, requiring 
that ali globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and that the lampsare to be examined at least three 
times during each night, are hereby annulled. Said globes shall be 
brushed and kept clean to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Lamps. 

Sixth. All the terms, conditions and provisions of the contract of 
February 20, 1894, not affected by this extension and modification 
thereof, shall remain in full force and effect till the termination of the 
contract as hereby extended.

ELECTRIC CONTRACT WITH CHARLESTOWN GAS AND 
ELECTRIC COMPANY. 


The City of Boston, a municipal corporation in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and the Charlestown Gas and 
Electric Company, a corporation duly established under the 
laws of said Commonwealth, agree as follows : 


ARTICLE I. The Company shall provide the electric arc-lights 
now in use inthe Charlestown District of said City, as and where now 
located, and similar arc-lights in such other places in the highways, 
squares, parks, public grounds, public buildings and other places in said 
district as may, from time to time, be ordered by the board or officer 
having authority to place or locate lamps in such places. 

ARTICLE II. Said Company, before February 1, 1905, if the 
board or officer having authority in the premises shall grant the Com- 
pany locations therefor, shall provide and set up new enclosed elec- 
tric arc-lamps in place of the other lamps above described; all such 
lamps so substituted to be substantially like those now in use on 
Arlington street, in said City, of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in the United States Letters Patent No. 603630, dated 
May 10, 1898, of the best quality and style for street lighting, with 
clear glass globes, free from lettering, unless otherwise ordered 
by said board or officer, and of the best quality and shape, to avoid 
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casting rings and streaks of light and shade. The Company shall 
continue to have the right to use, free of charge, the iron hoods or 
reflectors now belonging to the City, and the City shall supply to 
said Company, free of charge, such additional similar hoods as may 
be necessary for use in connection with all lamps, whether of the 
present or enclosed are pattern, hereafter installed in addition to 
those now in use; and said Company, before said February 1, 1905, 
if the board or officer having authority shall grant the Company 
locations therefor, shall set and connect in the streets of said Charles- 
town District of said City, without charge or expense to the City, 
wooden lamp-posts belonging to the Company, in place of and sub- 
stitution for an equal number of iron lamp-posts belonging to the 
City, said wooden posts to be substantially of the same size, style 
and-kind as those now erected and in use on Arlington street, in 
said City. When the wooden posts are ready for setting, the iron 
posts shall be removed by the Company, which shall keep an account 
of the expense of the removing and handling of said posts, and shall, 
if practicable, sell the same, at the best price obtainable, accounting 
to the City for any surplus realized over and above such expense; 
but if there shall be no such surplus, the Company may retain all 
sums realized from the sale of said iron posts, as the consideration 
for the erection of said wooden posts without other expense to the 
City. The locations of the new wooden posts shall be substantially 
the same as those of the old iron posts, unless varied by said board 
or officer to secure a better and more uniform distribution of the 
light in any given locality; it being expressly understood and agreed 
that the foregoing provisions of this agreement as to the substitution 
of new wooden poles for the present iron lamp-posts shall not be 
operative unless and until the necessary locations shall be granted by 
the board or officer having authority in the premises as aforesaid; 
and further, that the operation of the remaining provisions of this 
instrument shall not in any way be affected by the foregoing provisions 
as to the poles, but said remaining provisions shall become operative 
upon the signing hereof, whether said new locations are granted or not. 

ARTICLE III. Said Company shall keep all electric arc-lamps now 
or hereafter set up in said district for the City, and the posts, carbons, 
hoods and globes therefor, clean and in good condition, satisfactory to 
the Superintendent of Lamps of said City; and shall keep said lamps 
properly lighted, so as to give a clear and steady light, during such 
hours between dusk and dawn, not exceeding thirty-eight hundred and 
fifty (8,850) hours in any one year, as the board or officer ordering them 
shall require ; each old lamp to be lighted by a current of electricity, 
furnishing usually in the lamp an electrical energy of not less than four 
hundred and sixty-one (461) watts, and each new electric arc-lamp sub- 
stituted as aforesaid to be lighted by a current of electricity, furnishing 
usually in the lamp an electrical energy of not less than five hundred (500) 
watts, and neyer less than four hundred and eighty (480) watts; said Com- 
pany shall employ a sufficient number of capable inspectors to inspect the 
lamps during the hours of burning, and promptly report at the office of 
said Company every lamp not so kept, and said Company shall immedi- 
ately, to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, cause every such 
lamp so reported and every such lamp found to be put in good condition 
or replaced by a new electric arc-lamp. 

ARTICLE IV. Said Company shali assume the defence of, and hold 
the City, its agents and employees, harmless from any and all suits 
arising in doing anything above required of the Compary or its em- 
ployees, from the use of any invention, patent or patent right, or 
material, labor or implement, or arising from any act, omission or 
neglect of the Company, its agents or employees. 

ARTICLE V. Said City, by such persons as said Superintendent may 
authorize, shall have access to said lamps, posts and reflectors, and the 
machines, wires and other apparatus and appliances used in making or 
distributing electricity to said lamps; may at any time attach and 
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maintain at any point or points in the circuits of such electricity one 
or more ammeters ; and may at any time remove any lamp and test the 
same. 

ARTICLE VI. The City, as full payment for everything furnished 
or done by or resulting to the Company in carrying out this contract, 
shall, after the first day of each and every month during the con- 
tinuance thereof, pay on bills presented prior to the fifteenth day of 
the preceding month, approved by the board or officer ordering the 
same, for each electric arc-lamp kept in good condition and well 
lighted as aforesaid prior to said day and not paid for, if furnished 
with electricity by underground wires paid for by the City, the sum 
of thirty-four (84) cents; otherwise the sum of thirty-five (35) 
cents for each night that the lamp is so kept; but if any such lamp 
shall fail to be so kept during any part of said hours, the City may 
deduct for that night from said sum a proportional part thereof, as 
determined by said Superintendent, and if during any night the defi- 
ciency of the electrical energy in any lamp shall be twenty (20) per 
cent. or more of the required energy, as so determined, the City shall 
make no payment for that night for that lamp; and if such deficiency

The following is a copy of the contract with the Brook- 
line Gas Light Company for furnishing arc-lamps in the 
Brighton District: 


The City of Boston, a municipal corporation in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and the Brookline Gas Light 
Company, a corporation established under the laws of said 
Commonwealth, agree as follows: 


ARTICLE I. The Company shall maintain the existing electric arc- 
lamps in the district which includes the territory which was formerly

Brighton and the territory bounded by Muddy river, Charles river and 
the Town of Brookline as and where now located, and may until Octo- 
tober 1, 1901, continue to use free of charge the iron hoods or reflectors 
of said City on said lamps, but on or before that date shall substitute 
new enclosed electric arc-lamps for said existing lamps ; and the Com- 
pany shall from and after the date hereof furnish and set up new 
enclosed electric arc-lamps in such other places in the highways, 
squares, parks, public grounds, public buildings and other places in said 
district as may from time to time be ordered by the board or officer 
having authority to place or locate lamps in such places; and said Com- 
pany forthwith, after being requested thereto by the Superintendent, 
when duly authorized, shall furnish lamps on Commonwealth avenue 
between Brighton avenue and Chestnut Hill avenue in such places, and 
with such hard pine poles, as he shall specify, and shall on or before the 
expiration of five years from the date hereof replace the poles with the 
wooden lamp-posts hereinafter described, and furnish electricity for 
lighting said lamps by an underground conduit. 

ARTICLE II. The Company shall furnish and set up all new electric 
arc-lamps to be furnished as aforesaid, of the enclosed pattern (sub- 
stantially like those now in use on Arlington street in said City), with 
clear glass globes free from lettering unless otherwise ordered by such 
board or officer, of a quality and shape to avoid casting rings and 
streaks of light and shade, and of a style approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Lamps of said City. 3 

ARTICLE III. The Company shall furnish for all such enclosed arc- 
lamps, wooden lamp-posts belonging to the Company, substantially of 
the same size, style, and kind as those now in use for said lamps on 
said Arlington street, and shall remove and sell all posts for which the 
wooden posts may be substituted, shall keep an account of the 
expense of such removals and sales, and account with, and pay over to, 
the City the surplus, if any, out of said sales over and above said 
expense, and shall have no claim upon the City for any part of said 
expense except as provided in this Article. The Company shall 
inform said Superintendent when about to substitute any post and 
shall place the post in the same location as the post for which the 
wooden post is substituted, unless the Superintendent shall vary the 
location to secure a better and more uniform distribution of light. 

ARTICLE LV. The Company shall keep all electric arc-lamps now or 
hereafter set up in said district for the City, and the posts, carbons, 
hoods or globes therefor, clean and in good condition, satisfactory to 
the Superintendent of Lamps of said City; and shall keep said lamps 
properly lighted so as to give a clear and steady light during such hours 
between dusk and dawn, not exceeding thirty-eight hundred and fifty 
(8,850) hours in any one year, as the board or officer ordering them shall 
require; each old lamp to be lighted by a current of electricity, fur- 
nishing usually in the lamp an electrical energy of not less than four 
hundred and sixty-one (461) watts, and each new electric arc-lamp fur- 
nished as aforesaid to be lighted by a current of electricity furnishing 
usually in the lamp an electrical energy of not less than five hundred 
(500) watts, and never less than four hundred and eighty (480) watts; 
said Company shall employ a sufficient number of capable inspectors to 
inspect the lamps during the hours of burning, and promptly report at 
the office of said Company every lamp not so kept, and said Company 
shall. immediately, to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, cause 
every such lamp so reported, and every such lamp found to be defective. 
to be put in good condition or replaced by a new electric arc-lamp. 

ARTICLE V. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the 
City harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons or 
property arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or from 
any use of its wires and apparatus, and also to assume the defence of 
and to hold the City, its agents and employees, harmless from any and 
all claims for damage by reason of any infringement of patent rights in 
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the use of lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances con- 
nected therewith. 

ARTICLE VI. The City, by such persons as said Superintendent 
may authorize, shall have access to said lamps, posts and reflectors, and 
the machines, wires and other apparatus and appliances used in making 
or distributing electricity to said lamps; may at any time attach and 
maintain at any point or points in the circuits of such electricity one 
or more ammeters; and may at any time remove any lamp and test the 
same. 

ARTICLE VII. The City as full payment for everything furnished or 
done by or resulting to the Company in carrying out this contract, 
shall, after the first day of each and every month during the continu- 
ance thereof, pay, on bills presented prior to. the fifteenth day of the 
preceding month, approved by the board or officer ordering the same, 
the sums hereinafter stated for each electric arc-lamp kept in good 
condition and well lighted as aforesaid prior to said day and not paid 
for, viz.: 


For each lamp of a number not less than 249 85e. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 250 nor more than 299 344c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 800 nor more than 349 d4c, 
For each lamp of a number not less than 359 nor more than 399 383¢c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 400 nor more than 449  383c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 450 nor more than 499 = 824c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 500 nor more than 599 ~— 2c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 600 nor more than 699 314¢e. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 700 nor more than 799 _—81c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 800 nor more than 899 = 304e. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 900 nor more than 999 _—30¢e. 


provided, however, that if any such lamp shall be furnished with elec- 
tricity by an underground wire belonging to the City, the price for 
each lamp per night shall be one cent less than the above prices, and if 
any such lamp shall fail to be kept as aforesaid during any part of the 
hours required therefor, the City may deduct for that night from the 
price therefor otherwise due a proportional part thereof as determined 
by said Superintendent, and, if during any night the deficiency of the 
electrical energy in any lamp shall be twenty (20) per cent. or more of the 
required energy, as so determined, the City shall make no payment for 
that night for that lamp; and if such deficiency occurs for more than 
five (5) nights in succession, on the same light, said Superintendent with 
the approval of the Mayor, may make such reduction in the sum to be 
paid per lamp or lamps for each night as he shall determine. 

ARTICLE VIII. This contract shall commence with the date hereof, 
and continue in force, subject to an appropriation therefor for each 
year, until February 20, 1909, and thereafter until six (6) months after 
either party shall, in writing, notify the other party that the contract 
is to be terminated, which notice may be given at any time after four 
(4) years and six (6) months from the date hereof.

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An agreement for incandescent lighting was entered into 
on the first day of June, 1904, with the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, for a term of five years, at the rate 
of ten cents per kilowatt hour. 

The following is a copy of the contract: 


This agreement entered into this first day of June, 1904, by and 
between The Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Boston, a corpo- 
ration duly organized by law and herein called the Company, and the 
City of Boston, a municipal corporation duly established by law and 
herein called the City, witnesseth: 

Whereas, the City is desirous of obtaining electricity from the Com- 
pany for use (as herein defined) at various places in said City; and . 

Whereas, the Company is desirous of supplying such electricity upon 
the conditions herein defined. 

Now, therefore, the Company agrees that it will supply the electricity 
necessary for carrying out this contract, supplying the requisite num- 
ber of incandescent lamps ; and that all bills therefor shall be rendered 
monthly at the rate of ten cents per kilowatt hour. But said Company 
shall not be required hereby to furnish any electricity hereunder in the 
Brighton or Charlestown districts of said City, or in any other part or 
parts thereof which the Company shall certify in writing that it cannot 
reach with its lines. 

The City agrees that it will take the Company’s: electricity as a gen- 
eral illuminant to the exclusion of all electric illumination furnished by 
any company or person other than the City in all buildings which it now 
controls or may hereafter own or control during the continuance of this 
contract, including the Suffolk County Court House and other County 
buildings (not meaning hereby to exclude the City from the use of 
illuminants other than electricity, if it so desires), except such elec- 
tricity as may be furnished to the City by the said Company under the 
existing contract between said Company and said City dated February 
20th, 1894, and extended August 29th, 1898, and that it will pay for the 
Company’s service as hereinbefore stated, and that the minimum pay- 
ments hereunder shall not be less than Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) 
per year. 

It is mutually agreed that the isolated plants of said City now installed 
as follows: Austin Farm, Canterbury and Harvard Streets; Dover 
Street Baths, Dover Street; Fire Department Headquarters, Bristol 
Street; City Hospital, 750 Albany Street; Pierce Farm, Walk. Hill 
Street; Public Library, Copley Square; Wire Department, 11 Wareham 
Street; Long Island Almshouse and Hospital, Long Island; House of 
Correction, Deer Island; Head House, City Point; House of Reforma- 
tion, Rainsford Island; Old Harbor Point Pumping Station; Parental 
School, Spring and Webster Streets; are not included in this contract. 
But the Company shall have the right to supply any and all addi- 
tional current needed in the operation of such isolated plants or any 
of them, and shall supply said current at the contract price of ten cents 
a kilowatt hour. 

This contract shall be operative on and after the first day of June, 
1904, and shall continue for five (5) years from such day, subject to 
appropriations from year to year, and be considered renewed from year 
to year thereafter unless a written notice to the contrary is given by 
either party at least one month prior to the expiration of the contract 
or any renewal thereof. 

All contracts for furnishing electricity now existing between the City 
and the Company, except the contract before mentioned dated Feb- 
ruary 20th, 1894, and extended August 29th, 1898, are hereby cancelled. 

It is mutually agreed that the printed terms and conditions annexed 
hereto, in so far as they are not inconsistent herewith, are a part of 
this contract. 
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In witness whereof, the parties hereto have hereunto, and to another 
instrument of like tenor, set their hands and corporate seals the day 
and year above written.

TERMS AND CONDITIONS. 


For the purpose of determining the amount of electricity used, a 
meter shall be installed by the Company upon the Customer’s premises 
at a point most convenient for the Company’s service, upon the reading 
of which meter all bills shall be calculated. All bills shall be ren- 
dered monthly upon corresponding days of each month, as near as may 
be, and shall be due and payable at the office of the Company within 
ten days thereafter, and the Customer shall have no right to the 
discounts provided for in this contract, unless payment is so made 
within said period. 

In case the supply of electricity should be interrupted or fail by 
reason of accident or otherwise, such interruption shall not constitute a 
breach of this contract, nor shall the Company be liable for damages 
by reason of such failure, and it shall in no case bea condition prece- 
dent to the Company’s right to recover hereunder, to allege, or prove, 
that no interruption in the supply of electricity has occurred. The 
Company, moreover, may discontinue service at any time without 
notice whenever the Customer has violated this contract, or any other 
contract for the supply of electricity existing between the parties 
hereto; should the Company waive any such violation on the part of the 
Customer and resume its service, the Customer shall not be relieved 
from its obligations under this contract, but the contract shall continue 
in full force. 

All lamps, meters and other appliances furnished by the Company 
shall remain the property of the Company. It is agreed that all wires 
upon the premises of the Customer to which the Company’s service 
will be connected, shall be so installed that the Company may carry out 
this contract, and shall be kept in proper condition by the Customer; 
that the Customer will give, or obtain, all necessary permission to 
enable the agents of the Company to carry out this contract, and to 
enter the premises at all reasonable times, so long as any of the Com- 
pany’s property remains therein, for the purpose of keeping in repair 
or removing its property, or inspecting its own or the Customer’s wires 
or apparatus, and the Customer will not permit such access, for said 
purposes, to parties other than its own employees or the authorized 
representatives of the Company, or persons duly authorized by law. 

The Customer will be responsible for all damage to, or loss of, Com- 
pany’s property located upon the Customer’s premises and used in 
carrying out this contract, unless occasioned by Company’s negligence. 
In case this contract provides for the supply of incandescent lamps, itis 
agreed that the Company will furnish lamps for renewals in place of 
unbroken lamp bulbs returned to the Company; it is agreed that the 
Customer shall pay the Company for broken bulbs or lamps unac- 
counted for. 
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NAPHTHA LIGHTING CONTRACT. 


ARTICLE 1. The City of Boston may, by its Acting Superin- 
tendent of Lamps, sign this contract, and in such case the under- 
signed Contractor shall, before the end of the fifth day thereafter, 
give to the Superintendent a bond satisfactory to him in the 
form hereto annexed. If the contract is signed and the bond 
not given as aforesaid, the contract shall be null and void, 
and the City shall not be required to account for the check left: 
herewith, or for any part thereof, but if the contract is not signed, 
or if it is signed and the bond given as aforesaid, the check or 
the amount thereof shall be paid to the Contractor on receipt 
therefor. 

ARTICLE 2. The Contractor, if the contract is signed and a bond 
given as aforesaid, shall furnish and do for the City as hereinafter 
specified, shall allow his employees to lodge, board and trade where- 
_ soever and with whomsoever they may choose, and shall save the City, 
its agents and employees, harmless from all claims against them, or 
-any of them, arising from the use of any invention, patent or patent 
right, material, labor or implement by, or from any act, omission or 
neglect of, the Contractor, his agents or employees, in carrying on the 
contract. 

ARTICLE 38. The City shall keep from any money earned under the 
contract so much as the Superintendent shall direct of the amount of 
any expense, loss and damage determined by him to have been 
incurred by the City through failure of the Contractor to carry out 
his obligations under the contract, and if the whole of the amount is 
not so kept the Contractor shall pay to the City the balance within one 
month after it shall be determined by the Superintendent; the City 
shall make payments as provided in the Specifications, and they shall 
be in full for everything required of the Contractor under the contract 
and for every injury and loss sustained by him in carrying on the same.

SPECIFICATIONS OF THE CONTRACT. 


SECTION 1. Payments. —The Superintendent, on the first day of 
each month prior to the month in which the contract is completed, 
shall estimate the amount to be paid under the contract to the tenth | 
day of the preceding month, and the City, unless otherwise required by 
law, shall pay the balance to the Contractor; and within thirty-five 
days after the contract is completed, the Superintendent shall deter- 
mine the balance to be paid under the contract, and the City shall 
retain until he directs the payment thereof such sum as he determines 
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to be required to settle claims for anything furnished or done for 
carrying on the contract, and claims against the City, its agents or 
employees, relating to the contract, and, unless otherwise required by 
law, pay to the Contractor any excess over the sum to be retained. 

Secor. 2. The things to be furnished and done. —(a.) The Contractor, 
three months from the signing of the contract by the Superintendent, 
is to have the charge of all naphtha lanterns then used by the City for 
lighting its streets, and within ten days thereafter is to remove all other 
lighting apparatus from the lanterns and furnish them, as directed by 
the Superintendent, with an open-flame naphtha lighting apparatus 
that will give for fourteen consecutive hours a light equal to that given 
by a good four-foot gas burner burning four feet of fourteen-candle gas 
per hour, or with a boulevard incandescent lighting apparatus that will 
give a light equal to the best of the boulevard lanterns, now used in 
lighting the streets of the City, and thereafter, within ten days after 
being directed by the Superintendent to furnish any street lantern with 
either apparatus, is to conform to the direction; the Contractor is to 
keep to the satisfaction of the Superintendent each lantern so furnished 
and its head, except the lanterns that the Superintendent shall from 
time to time discontinue the use of, in good repair, well painted and 
cleaned, and its apparatus in good repair and condition, supplied with 
naphtha of the best quality seventy-four degrees to seventy-six degrees 
gravity, and lighted during the time each night, not exceeding fourteen 
hours, required in time cards from time to time given to the Contractor 
or left at his business address aforesaid, so as to give the light aforesaid 
during all said time; the Contractor is to report in writing at the office 
of the Superintendent on Thursday of each week the number of each 
kind of said lanterns lighted on each of the preceding seven nights, and 
on the tenth day of each month the number of each kind lighted as 
aforesaid on each night subsequent to the last report, stating in each 
report the name of each person lighting the lanterns, and the locations 
of those lighted by him, and is to immediately notify in writing the 
Superintendent of any damage to any such lantern or its post or 
other support. 

(b.) The City is to furnish the Contractor, upon the execu- 
tion of the contract, with fifty lanterns to replace others from 
time to time removed by him to be repaired, said fifty lanterns to be 
returned to the Superintendent in good condition upon the termination 
of the contract, and the contract is to continue, subject to the neces- 
sary appropriation being annually made therefor, for five years from 
the date thereof, and thereafter until terminated by three months’ 
notice in writing of either party, and on the termination the Contractor 
is to remove his apparatus and leave the lanterns uninjured by him; 
after the termination and until the removal the apparatus may be used 
for lighting without any compensation to the Contractor, or may be 
removed by the Superintendent; the City is to pay as aforesaid for each 
year of three thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight (8,828) hours 
—for each open-flame lantern kept lighted as aforesaid the sum of 
twenty-two and ;'j, (22;5);) dollars; for each boulevard lantern kept 
lighted as aforesaid the sum of twenty-nine and ;2% (29,2°,) dollars. 

If any lantern is not kept lighted as aforesaid during all the time 
required by said time cards a proportional deduction in the price afore- 
said, as determined by the Superintendent, is to be made therefor. 


GAS LIGHTING CONTRACT. 


The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, a corporation 
duly established under the laws of the State of Maine, hav- 
ing a usual place of business in the City of Boston, in the 
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County of Suffolk, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
hereinafter called the Contractor, of the first part, and the 
City of Boston, a municipal corporation in said Common- 
wealth, hereinafter called the City, of the second part, agree 
as follows: 


ArtioLeE I. Said Contractor shall have the charge of all gas- 
lanterns hereafter used for lighting the streets and places of said 
City, except such lanterns as said Contractor shall be notified from 
time to time by the Superintendent of Lamps of said City to discon- 
tinue; shall within four months after June 1, 1899, place on every 
post designated, within one month after the date hereof, by said 
Superintendent, a boulevard lantern of said Contractor like the lan- 
tern deposited as a sample in the office of said Superintendent and 
marked ‘‘ Welsbach Boulevard No. 1,’? and shall within five days 
after being notified by said Superintendent so to do, place on every 
additional post specified by the said Superintendent, and furnished 
with a supply pipe from the gas main to the top of the post, a simi- 
lar lantern; shall, when required by said Superintendent, furnish in 
place of any lantern, whether owned by the City or said Contractor, 
other than a boulevard lantern, a lantern of the pattern now kept in 
said office as specified by said Superintendent, or any other lantern, 
if the Contractor and the Superintendent shall so agree; shall place 
and maintain on every gas-lantern when in use, whether owned by 
the City or said Contractor, a Welsbach burner and mantle, and fur- 
nish gas and keep it burning in every such lantern during the hours 
shown on time cards to be furnished by said Superintendent, so as 
to give a sixty (60) candle light; shall keep all lanterns when in use 
in good repair and condition and well painted, and properly replace 
all broken or displaced glass and signs on said lanterns before the , 
next time of lighting, the signs to be furnished by the City, but 
placed and kept securely fastened by the Contractor; shall clean all 
lanterns when in use as often as once a week, and oftener if required, 
to keep the light from being obstructed; and shall when it removes 
a lantern without substituting another therefor, properly plug the 
pipe so that the gas will not escape therefrom. 

The Superintendent of Lamps and the Contractor may agree at any 
time to install in lieu of gas-lamps as many Welsbach naphtha lights of 
sixty (60) candle power each with boulevard lanterns of approved pat- 
tern as may be necessary to fully carry out this contract, same to be 
kept and maintained as herein provided under and subject as to cost 
and other requirements to all the other provisions and obligations of 
this contract applicable thereto. 

ARTICLE IJ. Said Contractor shall report in writing at the office of 
said Superintendent on Thursday of each week, and on the ninth of 
each month, the number of said lanterns lighted on each night subse- 
quent to the last report, giving in each report the name of each person 
engaged in lighting the lanterns and the number lighted by each 
person, 

ARTICLE III. Said Contractor shall have the use of all property now 
belonging to the City, and used by the Superintendent of Lamps in car- 
rying on the duties of his department, as the Contractor considers 
necessary to carry out this agreement; shall keep the same in good con- 
dition and repair, and replace any thereof that shall be destroyed or 
injured, and shall return the same to said City in like good order and 
condition when the lanterns to be placed within four months from the 
time this contract goes into effect are so placed. 

ARTICLE IV. Said City shall lay and maintain all gas pipes to the 
burners in the care and charge of said Contractor and keep the same in 
good condition and repair; as full payment for everything furnished or 
done by, or resulting to, the Contractor in carrying out this contract, 
shall for each year of three thousand eight hundred twenty-eight (3,828) 
hours pay for each and every lantern taken care of and lighted by said 
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Contractor as aforesaid, at the rate of thirty (80) dollars per year, in 
proportional monthly payments on the first day of each and every 
month ; provided, however, that if any lantern has not been kept and 
lighted in accordance with this contract during all the hours required 
by said time card a proportional deduction, as determined by said 
Superintendent, shall be made; and provided, further, that if at any 
time by reason of a reduction by any gas company in the price of gas, 
the Contractor shall procure its gas supply at a lower average price per 
lamp for the whole number of lamps lighted than the average price 
paid for gas by the Contractor when the system provided for herein is 
fully installed, the said rate paid by the City shall be reduced by the 
amount of the reduction in the price of gas so secured. (It is under- 
stood and agreed that any reduction made prior to the complete instal- 
lation of the Welsbach system shall be calculated in the deduction 
from the rate to be made as before provided with like force and effect 
as if made thereafter, but the Contractor shall receive the full rate until 
such installation is complete.) The Contractor shall render to the City 
statements every three months, showing such reductions, if any, and the 
amounts of same accrued during the prior three months shall be de- 
ducted from the next payments due the Contractor. The said rate paid 
by the City shall then be adjusted in accordance with such reductions. 

ARTICLE V. This contract shall take effect June 1, 1899 (which 
date may be changed by mutual consent), and shall continue in force, 
subject to the necessary appropriation being made for gas lighting, for 
the term of seven years from June 1, 1899; but any change of date 
shall not relieve the Contractor from its obligation to have the 
Welsbach system as provided herein fully installed and in operation 
within four months from June 1, 1899, and shall continue thereafter 
until anew agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration 
of three months after notice in writing which may be given prior to 
said date by either party of its election to terminate the contract at the 
end of the period of seven years as herein provided, and on such ter- 
mination the said Contractor may remove its lanterns and all other 
property by it furnished under this agreement, providing the same is 
not purchased by the said City. If at the expiration of said term the 
Mayor of said City desires that the City shall purchase the lanterns, 
burners and mantles of said Contractor and notifies the Contractor to 
that effect, the Contractor shall convey the same to the City upon terms 
to be agreed upon by the parties at that time, and, if they cannot agree, 
the same shall be fixed by three persons, one to be selected by the 
Mayor of said City, one by the Contractor, and the third by the two so 
selected, and the decision of a majority thereof shall be binding upon 
the parties ; and provided, further, that the contract shall continue for 
a second period of seven years if the Mayor of said City shall within 
three months from the expiration of the first period of seven years so 
notify in writing the Contractor.

Str, — The undersigned respectfully submits herewith a 
report of the business and doings of the Law Department of 
the city for the year ending January 31, 1907. | 

Many cases of great importance and involving large 
amounts have been. tried and disposed of during the year. 
Among those disposed of was the Westminster Chambers 
case, which has been before the courts in different forms 
since 1898. Judgment was finally obtained by the plaintiffs 
and the amount paid by the city. 

A very interesting case, and one involving entirely new 
questions, which has been tried was that of the proprietors of 
Boston Pier or Long Wharf to recover damages for the 
taking by the Transit Commission of a horizontal plane or 
section underneath their wharf, for the purpose of the con- 
struction and maintenance therein of the East Boston tunnel. 
This was probably the first case ever tried in this country in 
which damages were claimed for the taking of real property 
entirely beneath the surface of the ground, and important 
and difficult questions, both of law and fact, arose in the 
course of the trial. 
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During the year the last of the cases brought to vacate 
the assessment for the South Terminal Station, which had 
been carried on appeal by the plaintiffs to the United States 
Supreme Court, was dismissed. The validity of the act 
authorizing the levying of these assessments was contested 
by many different parties on different grounds, but it has 
been uniformly and finally sustained by the courts. 

Some changes have taken place in the department during 
the year. Samuel M. Child, who was originally appointed 
on September 10, 1895, resigned on January 1, 1907, after 
nearly twelve years of useful and valuable service. : 

On July 24, 1906, David D. Leahy and Edward F. Buck- 
ley were appointed as assistants to the Corporation Counsel.

Mr. Solomon Lincoln was reappointed a Trustee for five 
years from May 1, 1906. The Board organized by electing 
Mr. Solomon Lincoln President, Rev. Dr. James De Nor- 
mandie Vice President, and Miss Della Jean Deery Clerk.

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It has been deemed advisable to add a column to the table 
of expenditures showing ata glance the percentage of each 
of the items. 

While it may seem (or rather while it is) unsatisfactory 
that but 144 per cent. has been devoted to the purchase of 
new publications of all kinds, we have to accept the fact 
that the running expenses can be reduced only by a radical 
departure from the system to which the public has become 
accustomed, and which, we believe, it would be sorry to lose. 
After all, as the following table makes clear, the percentage 
which we spend for publications does not compare unfavorably 
with such other large public libraries as we could easily use 
for comparison, being, in fact, larger than in any of the others 
except one.

Unfortunately comparisons with New York and Philadel- 
phia are not possible, since figures are not at hand from those 
cities. 

The share devoted to general maintenance — 23.27 per 
cent. —is not unduly large in consideration of the various 
ways in which the library serves the public, apart from the 
ordinary giving out of books at the desks of the various 
libraries and reading rooms. For instance, the sending of 
books from the Central Library to the various branches and 
stations, instead of forcing borrowers to go to the Central, 
the maintenance of many small deposits for the convenience 
of isolated groups of citizens, and the co-operation with the 
schools necessarily involve a heavy expense. 

One new reading room has been opened at City Point. 
Its circulation of 17,835 volumes in a little more than six 
months places it, as the Librarian remarks, among the larger 
readiig rooms. While this would seem to fully justify its 
establishment, it is to be remembered that, as shown in the 
Librarian’s report, very nearly seventy per cent. of the circu- 
lation for home use from the ten branches during the past 
two years has been fiction, and that the percentage of fiction 
taken for home use from the reading rooms is even a little 
greater. This includes juvenile books classed as fiction, the

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percentage of fiction for adults issued from the branches being 
36.40. This can hardly be considered a satisfactory condi- 
tion. Nevertheless it should be borne in mind that it leaves 
out of account the extensive use of books within the build- 
ings, which is constantly increasing, and which, except, per- 
haps, in the case of children, is mainly for more serious 
purposes than the reading of fiction usually indicates. Still 
the time will come when the question will be raised whether 
so large an expense for fiction is justified. Thinking people 
have lost faith in the shibboleth, much in vogue a generation 
ago, that the habit of reading poor, not to say trashy, books 
will breed a longing for something better. The Trustees are 
able to say that great care has been given to the choosing of 
books, and that of late years the average merit of those taken 
- by the Library has risen decidedly. ‘The list of additions to 
the Library in the Librarian’s report deserves special atten- 
tion. It is very gratifying to note that the total number of 
accessions exceeds that of the preceding year by 3,901 vol- 
umes. ‘This increase is due chiefly to purchase, the number 
of books bought exceeding that of the year before by 3,883. 

The Library has suffered a great loss by the sudden death 
on February 9, 1906, of Mr. Edward B. Hunt, who became 
head of the Catalogue Department in 1899. He was most 
efficient and respected in his department, of which he became 
the head after a long apprenticeship. Although they regret 
his loss, the Trustees are glad to feel that his place has been 
satisfactorily filled by the promotion of Mr. S$. A. Chevalier, 
formerly the first assistant. Indeed, the Trustees can con- 
eratulate the public as well as themselves on the efficiency of 
the several heads of departments. 

During the year many repairs have been made both in the 
central and the branch hbrary buildings which have been 
needed to preserve and to increase their usefulness. 

Among the various efforts made by the Library to co-operate 
with educational forces, that in connection with the Lowell 
Lectures should be alluded to, since more time and thought 
is given to it year by year; principally by facilitating the 
circulation of suitable books of reference. 

As more fully referred to in our last Annual Report, the 
transfer of medical books from the Central Library to the 
Boston Medical Library (which in as far as these books are 
concerned is to be looked upon as a station of the Public 
Library) is progressing, but is by no means completed. 
The question of determining just what constitutes a medical 
book is not always easy. It is the policy of the Trustees to 

ransfer such books as are in the special province of those 
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practising and studying medicine, and to retain in the Cen- 
tral Library works on hygiene, sanitation, hospital construc- 
tion and science which, though valuable to the physician, 
should be kept for the use of those of other professions. 

For detailed information as to the operation of the Library 
the Trustees recommend the study of the Librarian’s report.

The membership of the sub-committees into which the 
body was divided appears in the report of the committee, 
which as usual is published hereinafter. The Trustees cor- 
dially recommend the study of this interesting document. 
The committee complains that “a large proportion of its 
members had paid no attention to their appointment, had 
attended none of the meetings, either of the general or sub- 
committees, and had done no work whatever.” The report 
says that “several suggestions were made at various times 
that some steps should be taken in the future by the Trus- 
tees to secure a better attendance to their duties on the part 
of the members of the Examining Committee.” It is the 
custom of the Trustees to reappoint for a second year mem- 
bers who have served but once. Thus the committee is 
composed of two classes, those who are serving for the first 
time and those who are serving for the second. This year 
no member of the committee who has not attended a single 
meeting has been reappointed for 1907-8. This is as far as 
this Board can go. 

It has sometimes been thought that the suggestions of the 
Examining Committee have not received from the Trustees the 
consideration they deserved. Nothing could be more natural 
than such an idea. It is to be remembered, however, that of 
the recommendations of examining committees some relate to 
questions of policy in library management concerning which 
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there may be diverse opinions, and if the opinion of the Board 
is not that of the Examining Committee, it is both just and 
proper that the Board should adhere to the course it believes 
to be right. Again, it is to be expected that a committee 
should make various recommendations which are not acted 
upon because of expense, or because the change would inter- 
fere with important considerations, or because the Board may 
believe that other reforms should take precedence. Finally, 
a committee which is not charged with the carrying out of its - 
recommendations may very easily underestimate the disturb- 
ance of existing conditions that some changes might occasion. 
For these and other reasons it is not surprising that many 
recommendations, some of them of much merit, come to 
naught. Probably it always will be so; but the Trustees 
would take this opportunity to express their high apprecia- 
tion of the spirit which induces so many very busy men and 
women to serve their fellow citizens by devoting their time 
to the interests of the Library. 

A very important event occurred in June, 1906, when the 
American Medical Association met in Boston for the first 
time in thirty years, bringing together many thousand intelli- 
gent and progressive men and women from all parts of the 
country. Recognizing that the Public Library of Boston is 
one of the first institutions such a gathering would wish to 
see, the Trustees made every effort to do justice to the occa- 
sion. For several days guides conducted parties of visitors 
over the building every hour during the day. ‘There was 
an exhibition of a very interesting and valuable collection of 
engravings and photographs of distinguished physicians and 
surgeons and of pictures of medical scenes. Many of 
these were loaned for the occasion. On the evening of June 
5, a reception was given by the Trustees to the members of 
the Association and to their families to meet his Honor the 
Mayor. The reception was most agreeable. The attendance 
surpassed that of any previous gathering in the Library. The 
guests seemed more than pleased. ‘The Trustees were very 
cordially and efficiently supported in this undertaking by 
Mayor Fitzgerald. a

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1907, is hereby submitted : 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system includes : 

The Central Library on Copley Square. 

Ten branch libraries with permanent collections of 
books. 

Seventeen delivery stations (all but one of which are 
reading rooms), and also as places of deposit or delivery, 
forty-four engine houses, twenty-seven institutions and 
ninety-six public and parochial schools. The total number 
of agencies through which the circulation of books is 
provided is, as will be seen, one hundred and ninety-four, 
as compared with one hundred and ninety-nine in 1905-06. 
The decrease is entirely in the lst of subsidiary agencies 
(places of deposit, etc.), which vary in number from year to 
year. 

One important new reading room has been established 
during the year, namely, the City Point Reading Room, 
located at 617 Broadway, opened for service July 18. 


FINANCE. 


A record of the receipts and payments for the year is to be 
found in the statement of the Library Auditor (Appendix I.) 


BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT AND GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The usual routine rgpairs have been made as required to 
maintain in good order the extensive engineering plant at the 
Central Library. There have been no accidents or breaks - 
interfering with the. permanent and effective operation of the 
engines and dynamos. The boilers and motors are in good 
order. A five-horse power motor has been installed in the 
carpenter shop, replacing one of two-horse power, a change 
made necessary by an increase in the capacity of the wood- 
working machinery employed. 
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Repairs have been made as needed upon the system of 
piping, in general, and additional piping has been put in to 
_ extend the vacuum cleaning apparatus to parts of the build- 
ing not covered by the original installation. The electric 
and hydraulic elevators have been maintained in good order, 
and are regularly inspected. The consumption of fuel at the 
Central building has been substantially the same as for the 
preceding year; 1,600 tons of coal were burned, as against 
1,650 tons received. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN LIGHTING. 


During the year 50 additional electric lamps have been 
installed at the Central Library ; and various improvements 
effected by means of reflectors put in place. In the Cata- 
logue Department, increased light has been provided by 
means of lamps encircling the five columns in the centre of 
the room. 

GENERAL REPAIRS. 


The following general repairs have been carried out at the 
Central building : 

The Periodical Room (No. 1) has been repainted, and a 
book elevator installed; the tile roofing of the building has 
been extensively repaired, including the replacement of 246 
tiles which were broken or cracked; and repairs have been 
made to obviate leaks on the roof of the courtyard arcade. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS AT BRANCHES. 


A considerable amount of new furniture has been pur- 
chased for the branches and reading rooms, including new 
bookcases at the Brighton and West Roxbury Branches 
and at Upham’s Corner. Entirely new plumbing has been 
installed by the Public Buildings Department at the East 
Boston and Jamaica Plain Branches, and this Department 
has also made repairs upon the roof and upon the plumbing, 
and has repainted the interior at Station A (Dorchester Lower 
Mills), and painted the interior at Dorchester Branch. We 
have uncased and reset the radiators at the West End Branch, 
a needed improvement, and have installed a low pressure 
heating boiler, and a large hot water supply boiler, with 
other plumbing improvements at the South End Branch. 
At Station F (Mount Bowdoin), our landlord has made cer- 
tain necessary repairs and provided a new sidewalk and fence. 
Ventilators anda glass screen to shut out’ draughts have 
been provided at Station G (Allston). Extensive repairs 
have been made at the Roxbury Branch by the Trustees af the 
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Fellowes Athenzeum. Several additional fire extinguishers 
have been placed at branches and stations. Wooden tablets 
of uniform design and lettering have been placed outside the . 
reading rooms, displaying the hours of opening and closing. 


Lost AND MISSING BOOKs. 


At the Central Library during the year 907 books have 
been recorded as missing. Of these, 221 were missing from 
or through the Children’s Room, and 228 from or through the 
collection used for the deposit stations. From the general 
stacks, apart from fiction, only 143 were missing. Of the 
fiction collection at the Central Library 139 volumes were 
missing, from the open shelves of new books exposed in Bates 
Hall 42, and the Bates Hall open-shelf reference collection 
showed a loss of 67. On the other hand, of the stack books 
drawn for hall use in Bates Hall only 16 were reported as 
missing. 

At the branches and reading rooms 719 volumes were 
recorded as missing from the open shelves and only 55 from 
closed shelves. ‘The number missing from the open shelves 
at the branches was less by 124 than for the preceding year. 
But the number missing at the reading rooms showed an 
increase, there being 196 volumes lost from the permanent 
collections, as against 103 missed during the preceding year, 
and 225 volumes were lost from books deposited at these 
rooms, as against 210 for the year 1905-1906. As will be 
seen, 1,140 volumes, in the aggregate, were reported as miss- 
ing through the branches and reading rooms outside the 
Central Library. 

Each year a considerable number of the books reported as 
missing in a previous year re-appear at the Central Library 
or at one of the branches or reading rooms. They are 
usually returned as surreptitiously as they were taken away. 
For example, of books previously missed at the Central 
Library, 240 were returned in 1902; 389 in 1903; 336 in 
1904; 304 in 1905; and 251 in 1906. At the branches, 
where the open shelf privileges are more general, the results 
are not nearly so favorable, only a small part of the missing 
books ever being found. 

From what has been said it will be plain that the exposure 
of books upon the open shelves, and their use without much 
restriction, results in a considerable loss, part of which is 
temporary, in a library used by the mixed population of a 
great city. Careful examination of the figures cited indicates 
also that the books taken are principally of the cheaper sort, 
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that many of them are books taken by children, and that in 
numerous instances they are taken not primarily by theft, but 
through informal or irregular borrowing, in disregard of the 
proper rules relating to charging upon a library card. It is 
also clear, from our experience, that many books taken from 
the open shelves, no doubt with the intention of returning 
them, never are returned ; probably being thrown aside or for- 
gotten by the irresponsible persons who took them. 

There seems to be no reason for modifying the opinion 
expressed in previous reports. Unquestionably the open- 
shelf system, toward which public libraries have moved dur- 
ing the last ten years, is of great public benefit and 
convenience. That it promotes the use of books no one can 
douht. It must be admitted, however, that there are 
serious evils attending it unless it is carefully guarded. — If 
the missing books involved merely pecuniary loss the matter 
would not be of much importance. The expense might be 
charged to profit and loss, and considered justifiable in view 
of the advantages derived. But if books may be taken 
without observance of rules, made for the benefit of the 
Library patrons no less than for the convenience of adminis- 
tration, and returned or not, as those who take them may 
decide, a tendency towards demoralization is at once estab- 
lished, affecting particularly the young. This is far more 
serious than the money loss involved. 

Recently we have put in operation at certain branches 
and reading rooms a system which contemplates the continu- 
ance of reasonable open-shelf privileges, guarded, however, 
so as to supervise and control more closely the young 
persons who use them. ‘The essential points in this system 
are the following: A library card or other ticket of identifi- 
cation must be presented at the custodian’s desk before 
access to the children’s shelves is granted; persons under 
eighteen years of age must conform to the same requirement 
before being admitted to the shelves containing non-fiction 
for adults; no one under eighteen years of age is permitted 
to have free access to shelves containing fiction for adults. 

Obviously, these rules put the younger patrons of the 
Library under certain restraint as to the open-shelf privi- 
leges. But the restraint is of a kind that involves no great 
hardship, while at least permitting the custodians to scan 
more closely those who are admitted to the shelves. It is 
expected that the slight formality required in the presenta- 
tion of a card at the desk will operate as a deterrent to the 
irresponsible visitor. The plan remains an experiment at 
present, but, so far as tried, it promises improvement. An 
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incidental result is the maintenance of better order than 
formerly in some of the more crowded children’s rooms. 
Where the plan has been tried for a considerable period the 
custodians report that this is a result, and that the serious 
use of the books is promoted; also that the library card has 
apparently acquired an increased value. The card holders 
feel their responsibility more deeply. The invasion of the 
rooms by irresponsible groups, who come for mischief only, 
has ceased. A change in the rules relating to children’s 
fines, hereafter mentioned, also bears upon the matter of loss 
of books from-the cliildren’s s open shelves. 


MopIFICATION OF RULES RELATING TO CHILDREN’S 
FINES. 


Under the rules heretofore in force, the non-payment of 
fines levied whenever books were not returned within the 
prescribed time deprived the delinquent of library privileges. 
As to adults, this rule, which is usual in all public libraries, 
does not seem unreasonable. With respect to children, how- 
ever, who generally depend upon others for the payment of 
the fines, in many instances thoughtlessly incurred, condi- 
tions appeared which it was desirable to remedy. 

Since no limit was set to the deprivation of privileges, 
except by the payment of the fine, large numbers of children 
became permanently debarred from the use of the Library. 
The difficulty was increased on account of the fact that 
fines, small in amount at first, due from children who were 
not able themselves to pay ¢ and who were often unwilling to 
ask their parents for the money, or who did not fully appre- 
ciate the state of the case or the effect of the rule, would 
run to amounts so large that payment involved a burden 
greater than the parents were willing to assume. 

The Library has in recent years made a determined effort 
to attract children within its influence. The work it is doing 
and hopes to do with children is of the largest importance. 
Manifestly a rule that operated to discourage or prevent the 
use of the Library by children required modification. The 
purpose of the fine was to secure prompt return of books 
taken by one borrower in order that others might enjoy the 
privilege of using them. In the majority of cases the knowl- 
edge that a fine will otherwise be incurred is sufficient to 
secure regular observance of a rule, without which equal 
privileges cannot be extended to all. 

In order to establish a penalty which children can under- 
stand, and which is expected to secure the result aimed at in 
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the fining system, without permanently excluding children 
from the Library, the rule as to fines has been modified so 
that all fines incurred by persons who are under sixteen years 
of age at the time the fine begins to run shall be cancelled at 
the end of six months. This, in the case of children under 
sixteen years of age, substitutes deprivation of the use of a 
library card, during a fixed term of six months, for the pay- 
ment of a fine in money. If the delinquent prefers, the fine 
can be paid in money, as before, at any time within the six 
months, and the card will then be at once returned to the 
person in whose name it is issued. 

This change in the rule as to children’s fines is expected to 
have an indirect effect in diminishing the loss of books from 
the open shelves. Under the old rule, a boy or girl who had 
incurred a fine which remained unpaid, and thereby lost the 
use of a library card, could easily abstract a book from the 
open shelves without the formality of having it charged. 
The fact that the library card was permanently withheld 
unless the fine was paid put before the delinquent a strong 
temptation to secure a book in an unauthorized way. If 
obtained once without detection, the act was repeated, dis- 
regard of rule became chronic, and the scheme was easily 
communicated to others. Since it is now known that after 
an interval the card will be returned, the temptation is weak- 
ened, and it is probable that fewer books will be taken with- 
out having them charged. 

Since the change in the rule, many children who had lost 
the use of cards through the non-payment of fines have 
reclaimed them. At one large Branch, 115 cards were thus 
re-issued within a single month. The unpaid fines on these 
amounted to $36.09, but much of this would probably never 
have been paid. ‘In this one instance there were 115 young 
persons deprived of the home use of books without limit, 
unless they yielded to the temptation to obtain them irregu- 
larly from the open-shelves. 


Booxs RECEIVED. 


In continuation of our regular routine, all important 
American, English and Continental catalogues and publish- 
ers’ lists have been carefully scanned, and the Library has 
been represented at the leading auction sales of the year. 
Accessions from these sources and by gift include many 
important works, apart from current publications, which 
properly find a place in a Library like ours, and which 
materially enhance the value of our collections to scholars as 
well as to the general reader. 
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The work of catalogue examination must be performed 
with discrimination, and with knowledge not only of the 
departments of literature covered, but of what this Library 
already contains. In making selections for purchase a shrewd 
knowledge of values is frequently needed, especially as 
relates to rare books and early imprints. The routine work 
involves much drudgery, and the care with which it has 
been performed by the various members of the staff to whom 
it is entrusted deserves appreciative acknowledgment here. 

Mr. James L. Whitney has continued his especial oversight 
of the current American and English lists. Auction sale 
catalogues of rare books, and those covering certain special 
departments of literature, have been examined by Mr. 
Fleischner, the Assistant Librarian; Dr. Muss-Arnolt has 
devoted particular attention to foreign lists and reviews; 
Mr. Murdoch has covered the catalogues, lists and reviews of 
scientific books; Mr. Bierstadt of the Reference Department, 
Mr. Ward of the Branch Department, Mr. Maiers of the 
Ordering Department, and others of the regular force have 
been of great assistance; and the experience and knowledge 
ot Miss Macurdy, Chief of the Ordering Department, have 
ia no slight degree aided the administration in the important 
work of selection and purchase, 

As in previous years, all important books currently pub- 
lished in this country have been submitted to the Library for 
direct examination as they have come from the press. ‘These, 
as well as the results of the preliminary examination of cata- 
logues by members of the staff, have passed under the review 
of the Librarian, and, as usual, the selections have finally 
been submitted to a voluntary committee of the Trustees, 
the perfected lists coming for approval or rejection, in whole 
or in part, to the full Board each week. 

The results for the year of this careful system of selection 
and purchase are shown in the following statistical statement, 
which also shows the accessions by gift and exchange :

ENGLISH PROSE FICTION. 


Continuing the policy established in previous years, the 
purchase of fiction has been restricted within conservative 
lines. Substantially all new publications in fiction have been 
carefully examined, however, and selections made up to the 
limit permitted by the established standard. 

The total number of new books considered was 715. Of 
these, 167 titles were selected for purchase, and 1,662 copies 
bought. Replacements of fiction already on our catalogue, 
and the supplying of additional copies, have required the 
purchase of 4,810 volumes. 

Expressed in terms of percentage, the expenditure for fic- 
tion, including new purchases, replacements and additional 
copies, amounted to 14.48 per cent. of all book expenditure, 
as against 18.65 per cent. in 1905-06 and 20.21 per cent. in 
1904-05. The somewhat smaller relative expenditure for 
fiction, shown in this comparison, is due to the fact that much 
of the larger aggregate expenditure for the year was neces- 
sarily devoted to the standard reference books required in 
the newer reading rooms. 

The following detailed account of the accessions of the 
year is from the report of Miss Theodosia E. Macurdy, Chief 
of the Ordering Department :

REVIEW OF PURCHASES, 1906-07. 


There have been bought this year 23,494 volumes, ex- 
ceeding by 3,901 the number bought in 1905-06. From the 
wide range of subjects covered by these accessions some of 
the more important will be noted. 


AMERICANA. 


No very ane collections of Americana have been sold at 
auction, and much of the material obtained, relating to colonial 
and revolutionary affairs, has been found in the catalogues of 
foreign booksellers.

NEWSPAPERS. 


The Eighteenth Century newspapers have not received as 
many accessions as usual, doubtless owing in part to the fact 
that great gains have been made on our deficiencies since 
1900. About 3850 numbers in all were added, of which 62 
were to the file of the Boston Weekly Post Boy, 95 to the 
Boston Evening Post, 1 to the Boston Gazette (the number 
containing the Boston Port Bill, May 14, 1774), 26 to the 
Boston Weekly News Letter (of which 20 were published 
before 1750), 1 to the New England Chronicle and 80 to the 
Pennsylvania Gazette, including the postscript issue of De- 
cember 24, 1773, containing the account of the Boston Tea 
Party, the first news of that event published in Philadelphia. 


PERIODICALS. 


On the other hand, a larger number than usual of periodi- 
cals published in the United States from 1795-1850 have been 
secured, including many complete sets of short-lived serials, 
of which The Thespian Oracle, Philadelphia, 1798, the first 
American theatrical magazine, may serve as an example. 

The file of the Massachusetts Magazine has been completed 
with the exception of four numbers, 8, 9, 11 and 12 of 
Volume 8, 1796, and the files of the early Almanacs are also 
beginning to show the result of persistent attention. Low’s, 
for instance, now lacks but two years, 1766 and the last 
issue for L827. In this connection, the earliest Almanac 
acquired was John Tulley’s, published in Boston, for the 
year 1698. 

BROADSIDES. 


Two of the more important Broadsides, selected from the 35 
purchased, are noted as follows: (1) Massachusetts. In the 
House of Representatives, September 17, 1776. Whereas 
doubts may arise in the minds of some of the good people of 
this State, who are willing to go out at this important junc- 
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ture against our unnatural enemies .. . about what time 
they shall be held in that service (Boston, 1776). Signed 
by J. Warren, Speaker, and John Avery, Dep.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Prominent among the purchases of interest was the 
acquisition of 39 volumes of material relating to the Boston 
Fire Department and fires in Boston from 1824-28, 1864-87, 
including 5 volumes of manuscript records kept by the late 
John S. Damrell; 14 volumes of the International Library 
of Technology ; 41 volumes of the Zeitschrift fiir Mathematik 
u. Physik, for the Bowditch Library, completing the set; 10 
volumes of the Ashbee facsimile reprints of the Shakespeare 
quartos, and 23 volumes of early editions of the separate 
plays; 82 volumes (complete sets) of the Abhandlungen 
und Berichte d. Kénig-Siachsischen Gesellschaft der Wissen- 
schaften. Mathematisch-physische Klasse; 45 volumes of 
the Publications de L’Ecole d. langues orientales vivantes ; the 
complete works of Thoreau in the “ manuscript edition ” in 20 
volumes (for the Artz Collection); the complete works of 
Poe in 17 volumes; the complete works of Disraeli in 
20 volumes; of Besant and Rice in 18 volumes; the 
History of Science by H. S. and E. H. Williams in 5 
volumes, and the History of Nations, edited by H. C. Lodge, 
in 26 volumes. 

Among the examples of superior book production acquired 
by the Library during the year has been the Ashendene 
Press edition of Dante’s Divina Commedia, in 8 volumes, 
London, 1902-5, perhaps the most beautiful edition of this 
work ever printed. ‘T’he text is in old faced type, printed 
on pure vellum throughout and illustrated with wood 
engravings, copied by W. Hooper and C. Keates from the 
Venice edition of 1491, with illuminated initials. Bound in 
limp green vellum. 

Other examples are the Song of Roland, translated from 
the French by Isabel Butler, Boston, 1906, a folio edition 
with colored illustrations taken from Charlemagne’s window 
in Chartres Cathedral; The Triumph of Petrarch, translated 
by Henry Boyd with an introduction by Guido Biagi, Boston, 
1906, folio edition with plates in facsimile of 15th century 
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engravings in the British Museum, printed in humanistic 
type; and the volumes, as far as issued, published by the 
Merrymount Press in the Humanists’ Library, a series of 
books “each one . . . characteristic of some aspect of the 
culture which flourished in Western Europe during the 
period of the Renaissance.” 

Additions of note have also been made to the Civil War 
literature in the 20th Regiment Collection; to the collection 
of Chapbooks, and to the history and literature of the Nether- 
lands. ‘To the collection of fine arts the accessions have been 
mainly current publications of which a partial list is given. 
A list is also given of a number of single works on various 
subjects to which more than ordinary interest attaches.

- PHOTOGRAPHS. 


There were purchased 1,717 photographs, including 167 
color prints of buildings and scenery in the United States. 
In the collection were 241 photographs of historic houses, 
_ principally in Massachusetts, 62 of Alaskan scenery, and 24 
of the newly discovered petrified forests of Arizona. 

The gifts of photographs numbered 513, and the largest 
and most important collection given was that presented by 
the Woman’s Education Association of 246 mounted pictures 
of New Zealand and Australia. 


AUCTION SALES. 


The records of auctions show 80 sales in which the Library 
placed bids, or 26 more than in 1905-6. The amount of 
money authorized to be expended was $6,788.39; the amount 
actually expended was $2,973.28. The number of titles bid 
for was 956; the number secured was 666, or 69 per cent., 
comprising 1,777 volumes. In nearly all of the Boston sales 
the Library was personally represented. 


ACCESSIONS AT BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


To the Branches and Stations a total of 9,984 volumes 
was added. Eliminating certain special purchases for 
reading rooms hereafter mentioned, the branch accessions 
fall behind their last year’s total by 169 volumes, due in 
great part to the reduction of replacements of fiction, which 
reached an aggregate of 1,978 volumes (120 additional copies, 
1,858 replacements) as against 3,676 last year. There were 
also added 904 volumes of current fiction, making in all 
2,882 volumes. 

-Eight hundred and seventy-five volumes of carefully 
selected works of popular interest, including some necessary 
books of reference, 281 volumes of fiction, also 14 periodi- 
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cals, were placed in the new reading room in South 
Boston. | 

There was also a special purchase made of encyclopedias, 
dictionaries, histories, etc., for other reading rooms. Another 
special outlay was $150 for new books for Station Q at 
Upham’s Corner, and Station J at Codman Square. These 
accessions made the station collections approach more nearly 
to uniformity, and will doubtless tend largely to increase 
their usefulness. 

The newspaper list has been enlarged by 80 new subscrip- 
tions, 19 of which were for papers published in the Ws) 
States and 11 foreign. 


GIFTS FOR 1906-07. 


The nuinber of givers was 3,861. For the preceding year, 
1905-06, the number was 3,570, or 291 less than this year. 
The gifts comprise 12,486 volumes, 20,182 serials, 83 news- 
paper subsciptions, 513 photographs, 296 broadsides, 38 manu- 
scripts, 605 maps, 35 posters, 1 medal, and 7 miscellaneous ~ 
items. It is a pleasure to record a larger number than usual 
of genealogies presented to the Library, also that requests for 
gifts of books have met with generous response.

THE CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Edward B. Hunt, Chief of the Catalogue Department 
since February 1, 1900, died suddenly February 9, 1906. 

Mr. Hunt entered the Library service June 1, 1883, as an 
_ assistant in the Catalogue Department. By successive pro- 
motions he served in important positions in the Department, 
finally becoming its Chief on February 1, 1900. His entire 
service covered 22 years 8 months and 9 days. : 

His natural qualifications for the important work entrusted 
to him, his literary attainments, and his exact and scholarly 
methods, developed through years of experience, made him 
one of the most valuable members of our staff. 

Mr. Hunt was born in Sudbury, Massachusetts, on Feb- 
ruary 19, 1855. After passing through the public schools 
of that town he entered the Boston Latin School, and later 
Harvard College, graduating thence in the Class of 1878, 
with the degree of A. B., and honors in the classics. 

On account of trouble with his eyes, he lost his annual 
examinations in his sophomore year, and in consequence was 
forced to pass them all during his junior year. This fact 
prevented his béing chosen for Phi Beta Kappa. During the 
last two years of his course his rank was in the first third of 
the class. 
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After graduating, from 1878 to 1881, he was an instructor 
in the classics, mathematics and English at a private school 
in Newburyport, Massachusetts. Later he became tutor to the 
son of Hon. R. J. C. Walker, of Williamsport, Pennsylvania, © 
and afterward served Mr. Walker as his Pree eernee in 
Washington.

CATALOGUE CARDS FINISHED AND FILED. 


The Catalogue Department has added 161,520 cards to the 
Central Library catalogues during the year. Besides these, 
16,321 cards have been sent to the branches and 5,784 filed 
in the Co-operative Index. The total output of cards thus 
becomes 183,625. Of the Central Library cards, 61,733 
have been added to the Bates Hall cabinets, duplicating the 
number placed in the official catalogue cases below; and 
38,054 have been inserted in the catalogue cabinets of the 
Special Libraries. One card for each title printed has been 
sent to the Library of Congress.

GENERAL DEPARTMENTAL WORK. 


The work upon the Catalogue of the Allen A. Brown 
Musical Collection has been advanced, and 115 galleys set 
up in the Printing Department. This Important work 
requires much attention in the Department, and it will be 
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continuously carried forward until completed. New cabinets 
containing 312 trays have been- placed in position in the Bates 
Hall Catalogue room, and the entire catalogue re-arranged 
and the trays re-labelled. 

The re-cataloguing and re-classifying of our entire col- 
lection of Massachusetts laws and legislative documents, 
alluded to last year, has been completed, except as to a few 
volumes temporarily inaccessible. 

The sets of Colonial laws have been collated and pre- 
pared for the bindery. This collection of Colonial laws 
was at the same time catalogued, and is now for the 
first time represented by printed catalogue cards giving 
accurate descriptions of the volumes. 

The increasing use of the card catalogue demands an 
enlarged amount of work to replace soiled and damaged 
cards. During the year, as this replacement has gone for- 
ward, some of the catalogue headings have been revised and 
reprinted. Many new guide cards have been made for the 
convenience of the public, and many subjects which had 
- become over-grown in respect to the number of titles repre- 
sented have been more minutely classified. 

A list of books in modern Greek contained in the Library 
has been prepared for printing; and also a manuscript list of 
the Hebrew and Judzo-German works. 


SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. W. G. T. Roffe, officer in charge, has prepared the 
annual statistics of the Shelf Department, as presented in 
Appendix IV. 

The number of volumes located by the Shelf Department 
during the year aggregated 15,772; the principal classes 
being: Bibliography, 356; History, Biography, and Geog- 
raphy, General, 421; American, 2,079; English, 1,181 ; 
French, 441; Italian, 182; German, 523; Greek and Latin, 
180; Spanish, 60; Oriental, 510; Theology, Ecclesiastical 
History, etc., 1,157; Social Science, Political Economy, etc., 
886 ; Jurisprudence, 151; Medical Science, 281; Mathematics, 
Physical Science, etc., 8393; Useful and Mechanic Arts, 644 ; 
Music, 360; other Fine Arts, 722.

The total number of volumes in the Central Library, 
branches, and independent reading rooms is 903,349 
volumes. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


Mr. Lindsay Swift, Editor of Library Publications, presents 
the following statement of the documents issued under his 
supervision during the year: 

The Monthly Bulletin, twelve issues from March, 1906, 
through February, 1907, containing a total of 428 pages, and 
the Annual List, issued early in January, 1907, and con- 
taining 272 pages. The editions of the Monthly Bulletin 
are regularly 5,000 copies a month, except the four issues 
from June to September, inclusive, when they are 4,000 a 
month. The edition of the Annual List this year was 3,600 
copies. 

In September, 1906, there also appeared a new edition 
(20,000 copies) of the Rules and Regulations, 14 pages.

REGISTRATION. 


The statistical tables relating to registration appear in 
Appendix VI.

On February 1, 1906, there were 76,661 active cards on 
record, and at the end of the year, January 31, 1907, there 
were 76,782. During the year the Department has replaced 
38,805 cards for others filled, soiled or lost. The occurrence 
of contagious diseases in families has required the tempor- 
ary recall of 1,202 cards. The requirements of 88,070 
persons have been attended to during the year.

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CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. — CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Miss Alice M. Jordan, Custodian of the Children’s Depart- 
ment, has presented a report from which the following 
extracts are taken: 

The work in this department has followed the usual lines 
of direction of reading, assistance in looking up school sub- 
jects, lessons to classes, visiting schools, and advisory counsel 
in the choice of books for schools, small libraries and homes. 
The aim of all these activities is to place good books within 
the reach of children. 


ISSUE. 


The issue of books to borrowers applying in the rooms at 
the Central Library was not so large as in the years imme- 
diately preceding, but this has permitted a better opportunity 
to be personally helpful to individuals. Direct issue for the 
year was 51,573; the year previous it was 58,033. Through 
the Branch Department 17,262 books have been sent by the 
daily delivery to borrowers, making a total circulation of 
75,795 from the children’s rooms at the Central Library, as 
compared with 78,737 in 1905-06. In addition about 500 
volumes were sent by the Branch Department to vacation 
schools, home libraries, and to supplement the ordinary school 
deposits. 


REFERENCE WORK. 


There has been a satisfactory increase in the use of the 
reference collection. Although the text-book collection 
requires, and will ultimately receive new editions to replace 
old ones, it is much used by teachers and pupils. <A better 
- quality of reference work is noticeable, due in part, perhaps, 
to the instruction given classes from the schools, which has 
now continued for five years. During 1906 about 800 pupils 
have been instructed in this manner. This number includes 
some students, not children, who expect to become teachers 
later. Such pupils are the more appreciative because their 
need to use the Library in their future work as teachers 
makes the knowledge of its resources of obvious import- 
ance. 


SCHOOLS. 


The relations of the Children’s Department and the pub- 
lic’schools are cordial, and co-operation is promoted by visit- 
ingand meeting teachers and pupils in the school room. It 
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has also been possible for the custodian to meet with two of 
the new associations of parents connected with certain school 
districts and bring to their notice the provision made for chil- 
dren by the Library. 

As productive of a closer union of interests an exhibition 
of pupils’ work in hand-loom weaving was shown in the Chil- 
dren’s Room in June. Eight schools contributed examples of 
this handiwork, which for the first time had formed a part of 
the course in manual training. The exhibition was stimu- . 
lating to the children and attracted equally the attention of. 
adult visitors. | 

LISTS. 


A new departure has been made this year in the prepara- 
tion by this Deparment of book lists on special subjects for 
publication in the Monthly Bulletin. ‘Two such lists were 
completed, one of books on gardening, the other containing 
titles of educational books. The first one was also printed in 
separate leaflet form in the spring. It was designed to fur- 
nish children who had started home gardens with the names 
of simple books giving practical instruction to amateurs. It 
has been used to advantage by clubs and settlements and 
vacation schools. ‘The preparation of the second list was 
undertaken with the help of teachers in different kinder- 
garten training schools, who for several years have made ac- 
tive use of the reference collection of books on education and 
child study. This list is proving a great convenience to the 
many students of kindergarten subjects who use the Library. 
Two short lists of books for school use, on Washington and 
Lincoln, were also made and duplicated for distribution in 
branches and reading rooms. | 


PICTURES. 


In connection with the gardening lists, pictures were pre- 
pared and supplied to clubs and social centres. There has 
also been a continuation of the practice of providing teachers 
with pictures illustrating industries and trades, or material to 
be used in teaching history and geography. Requests for 
such pictures are in excess of the supply. 


Batres HALL. 


The number of readers who during the year use the reading 
tables in Bates Hall has not diminished. During the month 
of January, when the severest weather conditions prevailed, 
a count of call slips showed that 27,257 volumes were brought 
from the stacks to the Hall, and the unrecorded use of refer- 
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ence books taken from the open shelves undoubtedly increased » 
the number of volumes in use to fully 50,000. The enlarged 
freedom of access to the shelves makes it impossible to give 
a complete statement of the books consulted, but an indica- 
tion of the extensive use of the Bates Hall facilities is shown 
in the fact that 730,000 call slips have been required during 
the year, 440,000 for hall use and the others for home use. 
The maximum attendance at any one time was recorded at 
four o'clock P.M., December 16, at which hour’ 325 readers 
were present. In one month only has the maximum attend- 
ance fallen below 100, namely during August. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


THE FINE ARTS DEPARTMENT. 
Photographs. 


The following additions have been made to the photograph 
collections, in the Fine Arts Department: 498 photographs ; 
109 process pictures; 834 colored photographs. 

Of the photographs, 331 are of pictures in the Berlin Pic- 
ture Gallery, so that we have now a very good po suas 
of that collection. 

A large addition has been made to the collection of colored 
photographs. ‘These are in great demand for circulation 
among schools, and the very large increase in circulation of 
pictures is undoubtedly due to this addition to our resources. 
Among the pictures added are nearly 200 photographs of 
types of people and a very full set of views of Austria-Hun- 
gary. The total number of photographs now shelf-lsted is 
18,274; of process pictures 7,420; colored photographs 
1,854. | 

The figures above giyen do not include 849-photographs 
which have not been added to the regular collections, but 
which are to be kept in portfolios and located on shelf 
numbers. Among these are 246 photographs of Australia, 
Tasmania and New Zealand, given by the Woman’s Education 
Association ; 97 pictures of Japan and China; 242 pictures 
of Historic Houses in New England; 102 views of Alaska, 
New Mexico, Arizona and California. Fifty-one portraits 
have been added to the portrait collection. 


Lantern Slides. 


During the year 820 lantern slides were added, making the 
entire collection now number 1,830. In the summer a large 
number of slides of Italian paintings were purchased. ‘The 
others were made to illustrate the public lectures. 
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Cireulation of Books. 


The total number of books issued for home use from the 
Fine Arts Department for the year was 15,785. Of these 
10,005 were issued from the desk in the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment, the remainder through other departments. 

The largest number of books were issued in January, 
when 1,891 were charged ; the smallest number in June, when 
there were 814 issued. 


a The Use of Books in the Department. 


No record has been kept of the number of books issued for 
hall use, but the attendance has been large and the tables 
reserved for the Art schools have been well filled and their 
students have made a large use of books. 


Catalogues, Ete. 


A very large number of new catalogue cards has been 
filed, and the entire catalogue has been shifted so that all the 
empty drawers which had been reserved for growth are now 
in use. The indexing of important articles in the current 
magazines has been continued as last year. 

The cataloguing of photographs and process pictures of 
sculpture has been completed by artists and subjects, and a 
beginning has been made of cataloguing the sculpture plates 
in illustrated books and portfolios, as has already been done 
in the case of painting. 

As last year, there was a thorough reading of the shelf list 
of photographs and-process pictures during the summer. 


Circulation of Portfolios. 


The comparative tables of the circulation of pictures show 
that there has been a gain of 77 per cent. over all previous 
years in the total circulation. 

Of pictures in portfolios loaned to public schools there 
was a gain of 229, as compared with those sent out in 
1905-06, which was at that time the largest number ever 
issued. 

Portfolios were borrowed by 77 public schools, as against 
57 in 1905-06. ~Certain schools have received a large num- 
ber of portfolios, it appearing that of the 493 issued more 
than half were sent to 14 schools. Sixteen schools have 
received portfolios which never requested any before. On 
the other hand, 25 schools which borrowed portfolios in 
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previous years have not done so this year. There has also 
been a large increase over all other years in the number of 
portfolios issued to clubs. 


Visits of Classes. 


As in past years the lecture hall and the west gallery in 
the Fine Arts Department have been used by schools, clubs 
and classes for regularly appointed meetings. A record of 
the visits has been kept, and in the attendance of schools 
there has been an increase-~of 572 persons over the preced- 
ing year, of clubs.an increase of 214, and in the attendance 
of private classes a decrease of 542. 

Besides these, regular study tables have been reserved 
throughout the year for the Massachusetts Normal Art 
School, the Museum School of Design and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and for certain periods of time for 
the Evening Drawing School, classes from Wellesley College, 
Simmons College, Miss Sacker’s School and the Emerson 
School of Oratory.

During the year 1,604 special eae ee have been 
written, 731 cabinet catalogue cards copa ts and 293 photo- 
graphs shelf-listed. 

Books have been reserved for Wellesley College and Emer- 
son School of Oratory classes. An exhibition illustrating the 
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illumination of books was held in the Barton-Ticknor in 
February, 1906. Manuscripts, excluding those illuminated, 
have been transferred to the MSS. Room. The Barton cata- 
logue has been supplied with approximately 3,000 guide 
cards. 

Cabinets kept in the Barton have been heretofore cata- 
logued in the Fine Arts catalogue only, an arrangement 
causing much inconvenience to Barton readers. Such cards 
as are already in the Fine Arts catalogue are being copied 
for the Barton, and new sets are now regularly sent here by 
the Catalogue Department. 


ALLEN A. BROWN MUSIC ROOM. 


Of the volumes added to this collection 194 were given by 
Mr. Brown, and 11 came from other sources. 

Among the important orchestral scores received may be 
noted Nicordé’s Gloria, Loeffler’s Villanelle de Daiable, 
Mahler’s Sixth Symphony and Debussy’s La Mer; among 
the operatic scores, Bizet’s Don Procopio, Humperdinck’s 
Heirat wider Willen, Jacques-Dalcroze’s Bonhomme Jadis 
and Massenet’s Ariane. 

The work of comparing the Fine Arts catalogue with the 
Brown catalogue has been continued from “ Music” through 
“Songs with Music, T.” Cards in the Fine Arts catalogue 
not previously entered in the Brown catalogue have been 
copied and filed in the latter. Cards in the Brown catalogue 
with Fine Arts numbers, but not entered in the Fine Arts 
catalogue, have been copied and filed in the latter as far 
as ‘Songs with Music, A.”

A cata- 
logue of the exhibition of prayer books and other books of 
devotion, continuing from July 15 to February 1, as above 
noted, has been published by the Library. 


DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


Mr. James L. Whitney, Chief of this Department, reports 
that exclusive of the regular series of the Congressional 
documents of the United States, and the Parlimentary docu- 
ments of Great Britain, the entire collection numbérs 13,931 
volumes. During the year 1,241 volumes have been added. 
The gifts through the American Statistical Association, 
whose library is in our custody, comprised 612 volumes and 
1,610 numbers or parts of volumes. These have been re- 
ceived from various governments and from societies and in- 
stitutions, as follows: From the United States, 182 volumes, 
543 parts; Central and South America, 384 volumes, 149 
parts; British Empire, 147 volumes, 241 parts; the Conti- 
nent, 249 volumes, 677 parts. 


MANUSCRIPTS. 


Mr. Whitney, Custodian of Manuscripts, has prepared the 
following data as to the accessions for the year: 

Numerous manuscripts of local interest have been received 
recently, including an order dated Boston, June 12, 1681, in 
regard to the smuggling of negroes into Nantasket, and a 
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vote of the Town of Boston, March 26, 1734, to establish 
three market places. There is a draft of a letter from the 
Provincial Congress at Concord to the Selectmen of Boston 
and Committee of Correspondence, dated April 4, 1775, ask- 
ing for a conference “‘ upon a matter of the last importance 
to the Town and Province,” and a letter and documents as 
to the disposition of troops at the time of the siege of Boston, 
and the condition of affairs within the town; also a draft of 
a proposed subscription for the benefit of the children of 
Joseph Warren. 

Among later papers are a statement of the committee 
appointed to secure a statue of Washington, by Chantrey, 
which is now in the State House at Boston, and a descrip- 
tion of the monument designed for the Pilgrim Society of 
Plymouth, in 1854, the movement for which was never car- 
ried out; also the signatures of sixty-five prominent citizens 
of Boston, agreeing to form a regiment, as volunteers from 
Boston, to aid in enforcing the laws and protecting public 
property in Massachusetts, dated September 12, 1862. 

The records and history of the Boston Fire Department, 
in many volumes, in manuscript and print, have been received, 
also documents relating to the Boston Light Infantry, 1838— 
1844. 

The history of the Atlantic Telegraph is given in docu- 
ments, originals and copies, eighty-seven in number, dated 
from 1854-1867. These papers include reports of meetings 
and addresses, with letters from Cyrus W. Field and others. 

Nearly all the manuscripts added to the Library in recent 
years have been catalogued, and arranged, singly or in groups, 
in folders. These folders or envelopes number 1,000. 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


The following details relating to the operation of the 
Branch Department for the year are drawn from the Report 
of Mr. Langdon L. Ward, Supervisor. 


CIRCULATION. 


The total circulation for the branch system, including that 
through the Central Library and from schools and _institu- 
tions, is 1,188,856 volumes, as against 1,210,498 volumes in 
the year preceding. There is a loss, therefore, of one and 
seven-tenths per cent. The branches show a loss of three 
per cent., but the stations, schools and institutions the slight 
gain of three-tenths of one per cent. Every branch but 
West End has lost in circulation. The loss of over 10,000 
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volumes at the South Boston Branch is to some extent 
accounted for by the establishment of the City Point Read- 
ing Room. The combined circulation of the South Boston 
Branch and the new reading room is, however, many thou- 
sands of volumes greater than the circulation of the branch 
alone for the preceding year.

While there is a loss in all classes, the greatest decrease is 
in fiction, both juvenile and adult. Fiction forms 69 per 
cent. of the total. 

The proportion of juvenile books of all kinds to the whole 
issue is 40 per cent.; at the two large reading rooms it is 40 
per cent. Now that the Chief of the Registration Depart- 
ment has for two whole years classified card holders witha 
dividing line of sixteen years instead of eighteen, as formerly, 


it is interesting to note that the children who hold cards are. 


a little less than 39 per cent. of the total in both years. 
Neither the juvenile circulation, however, nor the number of 
juvenile card holders shows accurately the proportion of chil- 
dren who draw books from the Library, since children read 
many books not strictly juvenile, many adults, especially 
those who are foreign-born, read juvenile books, and many 
children use a parent’s card. But it is probable that the 
children who take books from the Library number from 40 
to 45 per cent. of its constituency. 

Only four stations have gained in circulation during the 
year. These are the new reading rooms, G, Q, R and T. 
The other new reading room, station J, has nearly held its 
own, with a circulation of 45,020 volumes. 

Since it was only for part of the year 1905-06 that Stations 
G, J, R and T were maintained as reading rooms, under 
direct control of the Library staff, the following comparison 
of the present circulation with that of the year 1904-05 may 
be interesting :

The circulation of the new City Point Reading Room has 
been 17,885 volumes for a little over six months. ‘This in- 
dicates an issue of over 30,000 volumes per year and puts it 
in the class of large reading rooms. 

The percentage of fiction in the issue from the reading 
rooms is 71. 

In individual cases the reason for a loss in circulation is 
often easily found in a change in the character of the popula- _ 
tion. The Custodian of Station S$ (1154 Tremont street) 
reports that the most intelligent readers and frequenters of 
the reading room have moved to better portions of the city, 
and their places have been filled by uncultured people, some 
of whom cannot read. In many cases, as has been pointed 
out before, circulation is affected by the large deposits at the 
schools. ‘That it is also diminished by a more generous sup- 
ply of reference books at the reading room is asserted by 
the Custodian of Station N, who says in her report: ‘“ The 
larger the supply of reference books, the greater is the ten- 
dency to de the work at the library rather than. take the 
books home.” 

There is also a close connection between the circulation 
and the supply of new books. For example, the Custodian 
' of the East Boston Branch remarks: “ A large portion of the 
loss in circulation during the year lies in the first nine months, 
when the accessions averaged 38 a month and the record of 
direct home use was 7,033 less than for the same period last 
year. For the last three months the accessions averaged 159 
a month and the record of home use was only 76 less than for 
the same period last year. Thus it will be seen that an 
increase in the supply of new books (including replacements, 
which circulate as well as new titles) affects the daily issue 
immediately.” 

The Custodian of the South Boston Branch gave the fol- 
lowing statistics in her report for April last to illustrate the 
Same point: *

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At most branches and reading rooms the week day attend- 
ance either increases or continues good. 

The Sunday attendance and circulation of books have been 
in general satisfactory, though Station G, R and T are used 
principally for reading, and the issue of books is very small. 
The City Point Reading Room has been open on Sunday with 
a large attendance and issue of books. 


DEPOSIT WORK. 


The total number of volumes sent on deposit from the 
branches and two reading rooms was 16,792, as against 15,570 » 
the preceding year. ‘This includes deposits from certain 
branches to neighboring reading rooms and to three institu- 
tions, but 12,074 volumes, more than two-thirds of the whole, 
were supplied to the schools. These were sent for the most 
part in small lots, and their selection and return to the 
shelves, and the making of the necessary records, involve a 
very large amount of labor. And this, like some other things, 
is a comparatively recent addition to the function of the 
branches, dating only from the year 1899, when six schools 
were supplied with deposits from branches for the first time. 
Meanwhile the number of assistants is very little larger. 


REFERENCE WORK. 


Reference work steadily increases in amount and quality 
at most of the branches and reading rooms. Though the 
ordinary adult public ask for comparatively little help of this 
kind, yet many adults who are studying in the evening 
schools and at home are glad of assistance, as well as members 
of study clubs. Many of these clubs use the neighboring 
branch or reading room to great advantage. ‘Their wants are 
kept in view when books are bought, and books are sent 
frequently from the Central Library for their use in response — 
to requests. ‘The largest proportion of reference work, how- 
ever, is done for the pupils of the grammar and high schools. 
All through the annual reports for this year of the Custodians 
of branches and reading rooms are scattered allusions to the 
increase of this part of the work. As examples I give the 
following extracts: ‘ We made an especial effort to interest 
teachers, visiting the school often to see what was needed and 
to be prepared for topics to be taken up. Our reference 
department is flourishing; it seems to be busy most of the 
time. We have spent much time in helping groups of pupils 
in the use of reference books, teaching them how to use them 
to the best advantage.” (From the report of the Custodian, 
Station F.)

“Two tables are filled every day after school, from four 
until six, with pupils requiring help with their lessons.” 
(From the report of the Custodfan, Station J.) 

“Both afternoon and evening the rooms have been 
crowded, and much time needs to be spent in keeping order 
and assisting reference workers. ‘The station is much used 
for reference and school work.” (From the report of the 
Custodian, Station Z.) 

We keep it steadily in mind that the reference work of 
~ the branches and reading rooms is perhaps their most im- 
portant function. 

PICTURES. 


The lending of pictures from the branch collections to the 
reading rooms, schools and clubs shows an increase of 101 per 
cent., 9,749 pictures having been sent out, as against 4,849 
the preceding year. These collections of pictures and 
picture bulletins, which were described at some length in 
the last annual report of this department, are steadily 
growing. 

Five hundred and eight portfolios of pictures have been 
‘sent from the Fine Arts Department this year through the 
branches and stations to schools, clubs and classes, as com- 
pared with 194 sent during the preceding year, an increase, 
of 161 per cent. 

The monthly exhibitions at the branches and reading 
rooms of pictures from the Central Library have been 
appreciated more than ever, as several Custodians report. 

The branches and some reading rooms have had also fre- 
quent exhibitions of their own pictures and picture bulletins. 
Other reading rooms have exhibited pictures borrowed from 
branches, from -the Children’s Department at the Central 
Library or from the small deposit collection of pictures, from 
which 525 were lent this year.. 


BOOKS. 


_ There have been added to the ten branches 2,966 volumes 
of new books, as against 3,291 in the year preceding and 
5,799 in 1904-05. The replacements number only 2,168 
volumes, as against. 3,456 the year before. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The cost of the branches and stations, exclusive of sta- 
tionery and other supplies, was $91,719.74, an increase 
of $2,018.30 over 1905-06. The branches, however, have 
cost only $61,882.70, a decrease of $1,819.13 from the 
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amount spent in 1905-06. The expense for salaries has 
increased a little, but the cost of nearly all other items, 
including repairs and furniture, has decreased. Books have 
cost $1,406.43 less than in 1905-06. 

The stations have cost $29,300.69, as against $25,534.62 
last year. Nearly $3,000 of this, however, was spent on 
the new, City Point Reading Room. The cost of books for 
the permanent collections of the stations, and of periodicals, 
was $0,622.42, as compared with $3,854.63 for the preceding 
year. 


THE SCHOOLS AND THE BRANCH DEPARTMENT. 


There have been sent on deposit to the schools during the 
past year from the Central Library and the branches 19,546 
volumes, as against 19,092 in 1905. 

The number of teachers supplied during the year by the 
branches and reading rooms was 326, as against only 270 in 
_the preceding year. 

Books have been reserved at the branches and reading 
rooms for the use of schools, on 131 different OCCASIONS, the 
total number of volumes being 1,941. 

Circulation in schools, from deposit collections, is estimated 
to be 75,989 volumes. 

The new High School of Commerce is now regularly sup- 
plied with books from the Roxbury Branch. 

The great increase in the number of pictures-sent to the 
schools has been already noted. 

The work with evening schools has been systematized as a 
result of conferences with Mr. Lamprey, the Director of 
Evening Schools. Registrations for library cards are to be 
taken at all such schools, as they have been already taken at 
some. Deposits of books will be sent as freely as to the 
day schools, though not for home use. Library books are less 
essential, however, at the evening schools, and may not be 
asked for by all masters. 

A list of the evening schools has been sent to all the cus- 
todians, and schools have been assigned to certain branches 
and reading rooms, as the day schools are. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY ACTIVITIES — BRANCH DEPARTMENT. 


Deposit Work. 

The number of volumes sent on deposit from the Central 
Library was 34,049, as against 35,262 volumes the preceding 
year. The decrease is not ARG however, since the fig- 
ures for 1905 include a large number of volumes which were 
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returned from certain shop stations that were discontinued, 
and which were sent out again almost immediately to reading 
rooms newly established in the same districts. With five 
less stations to supply, the deposit work has been actually 
larger even with a very small supply of books. On the 
other hand the daily issue, which can be controlled only indi- 
rectly by this department, steadily loses. 

The percentage of fiction in the books sent on deposit was 
only 40.7. 

Among the new plnées of deposit are: Civic League 
House, High School of Commerce, St. John’s Seminary, St. 
John’s Parochial School, and four engine houses. 

The deposits of seven reading rooms have been enlarged 
during the year. Many further increases are desirable. 

Though for the larger part of the year the deposit collection 
received few books, and for nearly two years had had very 
few replacements of books worn out, yet the net gain for the 
year is 2,290 volumes. This js due to the fact that in 
November last a large part of the replacements which had 
been held for consideration were approved and. ordered. 
They will be a factor in the work of the coming year. 

The estimated circulation for the year of the books of the 
deposit collection is 87,337 volumes. 

At the annual shelf reading all the volumes but two were 
accounted for. 

Daily Issue. 

Only 79,265 volumes have been issued this year from the 
Central Library on cards, through the Branch Department, 
as against 89,121 in the preceding year. ‘The classified issue 
for two years is as follows :

Since the loss is entirely in fiction, and the issue of non- 
fiction shows a positive gain, the result is not surprising and 
not much to be regretted. The percentage of unsuccessful 
cards is necessarily high, 47.6, and the percentage of fiction 
in the issue, 63.2, very moderate. The latter percentage 
was 68.9 in the preceding year. 
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As was the case last year, there isa much greater decline 
in the issue of books for adults than in juveniles. 

A delivery of books to the garrison of Fort Warren, every 
two weeks, has been established.

Of the 5,736 volumes of Central books, 3,352 were from 
the deposit collection. 

For sume time past nearly all the branch books in the 
so-called Bates Hall style have been bound with marbled paper 
sides instead of full canvas. The canvas, though durable, is 
unpleasant to handle and absorbs dirt readily. The art can- 
vas, in which the fiction is bound, is a very unsatisfactory 
material. As an experiment, books were bound a year ago 
in linen buckram, in cowhide and in keratol. These books 
have now been brought together, and we find that either the 
linen buckram or the cowhide back with keratol sides would 
be satisfactory.

THE DEPARTMENT OF PATENTS. 


In this important department we now receive, through 
arrangements effected with agents in London during the 
year, the English specifications and drawings, separately, a 
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soon ag issued, instead of waiting until bound volumes are 
made up. Thus we are now able to supply early information 
from the English Patent Office. The German patents have 
for some time been received in this way. 

During the year there has been hung in the Patent Room 
a framed: copy of the specification of an English patent, with 
seal attached, issued to John James Greenough, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., dated May 3, 1851, for an invention for apply- 
ing electricity as a motive power for the first time. . 

The records for the year show that 57,868 books were 
consulted in the Patent Room, as against 63,078 in 190506. 
The number of persons consulting the books was 2,856, an 
increase of 619 as compared with the previous year. Of 
these 1,780 were residents and 1,076 non-residents. 


THE PERIODICAL RooM, CENTRAL LIBRARY.

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The number of different papers now represented by issues 
regularly filed is 357, the number added during the year being 
49, as against 8 discontinuations. ‘The room is extensively 
used, especially on Sundays. 

The newspaper files were consulted by 2,380 persons during 
the year, of whom 902 were non-residents. The number of 
bound volumes consulted was 9,489, as against 6,225 in 
1905-06. Additional shelf room has been provided in the 
Newspaper Filing Room, sufficient to accommodate about 
1,500 bound volumes. 

We are constantly adding to our files of early Boston 
papers, such as the News Letter, Boston Gazette, Columbian 
Sentinel, etc., and thus perfecting our sets as opportunity 
permits. Several volumes of newspaper clippings relating to 
Boston fires, collected by the late John 8. Damrell, have been 
received during the year, and: may now be found in the News- 
paper Department.

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These figures require explanation in order that the condi- 
tions reflected by them may not be misunderstood. It is not 
to be inferred that the use of the Library as a whole is 
decreasing. The table relates to eireulation for home use only, 
and this constitutes but one element in the activities of the 
Library. The circulation in Bates Hall, in the Fine Arts 
Department, the Patent Room, the Children’s Rooms, and 
other reading rooms of the Central Library and at the read- 
ing tables of the several Branches and Stations, much of it 
from open shelves, without the filing of call slips, is not 
recorded, and therefore cannot be shown in figures. This 
unrecorded circulation is largely for the purpose of study and 
mental improvement. In making this statement there is no 
intention of ranking one kind of circulation above another; 
or of assuming that reading for recreation is to be dis- 
couraged or that the use of beoks in the reading rooms is 
necessarily more important than their use at home. ‘The 
reading room circulation is extremely important, however, and 
is constantly increasing as the facilities for it are enlarged. 
If it could be represented statistically and combined with the 
figures respecting home use, it would no doubt be seen that 
the use of books in the aggregate is continually gaining. 

By reference to the preceding table it will be noted that 
the circulation through schools and institutions shows an 
increase, principally due to the enlargement of that valuable 
part of our work which depends upon co-operation with the 
educational institutions of the city, public and private; and, 
incidentally, although the figures do not appear in the table, it. 
may be stated that, as shown on page 31 ante, the issue from 
the Children’s Rooms at Central, including both direct circula- 
tion and that through applications received from the 
branches, has risen from 78,737 to 75,795. 

The circulation for home use, which this year shows a 
decline, is variable, and appears to be affected by factors some 
of which we may control, others being entirely beyond the 
influence of the Library administration. We have found 
that weather conditions affect it. As pointed out in the 
report for 1905-06, protracted inclement weather in- 
creases the home use of books, but weather such as prevailed 
during the months of January, February and March, 1906, 
permitting out-of-door sports and freedom of movement, 
reduces the number of books drawn from the Library for 
home reading. This statement applies to the circulation for 
the first three months of the year covered by the present 
report. 
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General business activity no doubt affects this circulation. 
If persons are continuously employed they find less time for 
reading. ‘This perhaps accounts for part of the decrease of 
the year, especially as it is found that the attendance re- 
corded at certain specified hours in the periodical room at the 
Central Library shows a decline as compared with the preced- 
ing year.* ‘The same statement applies to the Newspaper 
Room at Central. On the other hand, the use of the Patent 
Room, which is principally reference use resting on the 
demands of business, has increased. 

The constant increase of reference works at the Central 
Building, and also at the branches and stations, accom- 
panied by larger deposits at the schools, is another factor 
tending to diminish the circulation for home use; and the 
dimmution in the supply of new books made available for 
circulation during the early months of the year, due in part 
to the necessary diversion of a part of our funds to the 
fitting up of new reading rooms in this and the preceding 
year, also accounts for part of the loss.t 

Indeed, a decline in circulation for home use follows a 
decline in the number of new books, and we have found that, 
up to a certain point, it makes little difference whether the 
accessions are entirely new books or new copies of old books 
replacing copies worn out or lost. The bright, fresh covers 
have an influence in bringing the books into circulation, 
especially when displayed upon the open shelves. This is 
most graphically brought out in the following table showing 
the number of accessions, including replacements as well as 
new titles, for the first seven and last five months of two 
successive years, in comparison with the circulation for home 
use during the same periods:

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If the circulation for the present year is analyzed by means 
of this table, it is at once apparent that, as compared with 
the preceding year, the decline during the first seven months 
from 949,282 to 891,170 followed a decline in the number of 
volumes acquired from 10,300 to 7,550. During the last five 
months of 1906—07 as compared with the last five months of 
1905-06 the number of volumes acquired increased from 
5,401 to 8,222, and the circulation increased from 559,210 to 
570,233. It is also clear, from this table, that although the 
circulation for the year declined from 1,508,492 to 1,461,403, 
the months in which the decline is shown were those in which 
the number of volumes acquired also show a decline; the cir- 
culation as compared with the preceding year showing an in- 
crease after the first of September, and continuing to increase 
during rest of the year, following an increase as compared 
with the preceding year in the number of volumes acquired. 
The total number of volumes acquired in each year did not 
greatly differ. 

It may be added, although the statement passes beyond 
the period covered by this report, that the upper movement 
in circulation shown in the last five months of 1906-07 as 
compared with the corresponding months of 1905-06 has 
continued into the subsequent months. 


SUNDAY AND EVENING SERVICE.

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AlN OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1906-1907. 


To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library : 


The first meeting of the Examining Committee for 1906— 
1907 was held at 3.30 P.M. Friday, May 18, 1906, in the 
Lecture Room of the Library. 

According to custom, Rey. Dr. DeNormandie receivéd the 
Committee on behalf of the ‘Trustees, called the meeting to 
order, and explained the duties of the Committee. Twelve 
members of the Committee were present, Mr. Curtis and Mrs. 
Edson arriving after the close of the meeting. 

After the withdrawal of Dr. DeNormandie, Thomas Minns, 
Esq., was chosen temporary Chairman. By a subsequent 
vote, Rev. Daniel Merriman, D.D., then absent, was elected _ 
permanent Chairman, Dr. William H. Ruddick Vice-Chair- - 
man, and Mrs. Henry 8. King Secretary. | 

It was voted that each member .present be requested to 
choose three sub-committees on which he preferred to serve, 
and that, with these preferences in mind, the Chairman be 
authorized to appoint the various sub-committees. 

It was voted to request Mr. Fleischner of the Library staff 
to address the Committee and answer any questions that 
might be asked. The Committee then adjourned to make 
an inspection of the various departments of the Library. 

The Examining Committee met again at 3.50, May 23, 
in the Trustees’ Room, when the various sub-committees 
were announced as follows:

This list of the several committees was sent to each mem- 
ber of the general committee, and each chairman was re- 
quested ‘to call his committee together for the discharge of 
their special duties, and to be ready to make a report of their 
action later. 

Every opportunity was given to these various committees 
to visit and inspect .the different departments of the Library 
and its branches during the following months. 

The third and final meeting of the general committee was 
held in the Lecture Room of the Library at 3 P.M. Tuesday, 
January 22, 1907, to receive and take action upon the 
reports of the sub-committees and to consider any general 
suggestions that might be made. The chairmen of all the 
sub-committees were present and made reports in detail. 
While most of these committees had held more than one 
meeting during the year, giving considerable attention to the 
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subjects with which they were entrusted; and ‘while many 
of them, both as chairmen and individual members, had 
devoted a great deal of time and labor to their special work, 
much regret was expressed by the Committee that a large 
proportion of its members had paid no attention to their 
appointment, had attended none of the meetings, either of 
the general or sub-committees, and had done no work what- 
ever. Several suggestions were made at various times that 
some steps should be taken in the future by the Trustees to 
secure a better attendance to their duties on the part of 
members of the Examining Committee. 

After hearing and discussing the reports of the sub-com- 
mittees, it was voted that all these reports be referred to the 
Chairman, and that he be requested to make the report of the 
Committee to the Trustees, appending thereto each of the sub- 
committees’ reports in full, that the Trustees might see the 
details if they should desire. The Committee then adjourned 
sine die. 

The Chairman herewith submits an abstract of these reports : 

Administration. — The Library is well organized. ‘The 
heads of departments are well equipped, the assistants alert 
and courteous. The Library has a rapidly increasing use, 
and the city is urged to make large appropriations for it, 
while wealthy citizens are asked to add to its permanent 
funds. 

Better artificial lighting and more advertising of the 
Library are urged. A permanent attendant in the Women’s 
lavatory in the Central Library is recommended, with a 
charge for soap and towels. 

It is also suggested that arrangements should be made by 
which books may be ordered by mail or telephone to be held 
at the Central Library until a fixed hour for patrons. 

The extension of the Vacuum Cleaning System is com- 
mended, and also the great advantages which the Library 
affords to foreigners. 

Books. —It is suggested that the collection of German 
books is behind the times. In English there seems to be too 
much room taken up by stories that are harmless, to the 
exclusion of those that have real distinction. It is thought 
that too much emphasis may be laid, in the selection: of 
fiction, upon “the average uncultivated reader,” since such 
readers may be able to appreciate better literature. A com- 
mittee to submit lists of books in which they have personally 
found satisfaction is suggested. 

Branches. — The work of this Committee has been so 
_ exceptionally diligent and thorough, and their report is so 
minute and complete, that it is herewith submitted in full. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. HY 


BRANCHES. 


The Sub-committee on Branches has visited all branches 
and stations and reports the following conditions : 

Administration. — Strong, economical, just. 

Examination and Test Papers. — Admirable in every 
respect. 

Salaries. — Generous, barring the $5 wage. This the 
committee believes to be too low. It therefore recommends 
that it be raised in all instances where the week’s work 
means morning as well as afternoon hours. 

Charging System. -— Not sufficiently simple. Computations 
should be by days of the year rather than by days of the 
month, and hbrary cards should be either done away with 
(see Boston Athenzeum) or else held by the staff (see South 
End Branch). 

Method of Fining. — Imperfect, in so far as it relates to 
the child. Fines should be retained, lest all responsibility to 
the parent cease; yet an option might well be offered the 
child as to the method of payment, whether it shall be in 
money or in service (for suggestions as to service, errands, 
etc., see Station W). Were this done there would be smaller 
likelihood of past records standing against children. Also 
class distinction, as between the well-to-do and the poor, 
would vanish. 

Circulation. — Over-emphasized. Competition is too keen. 
Were the total circulation only of all branches and stations, 
as against the circulation of individual branches and stations, 
given out by the Library authorities, either to the public or 
to custodians, one incentive at least to too active a competi- 
tion would be removed. 

Repetition. — Care should be taken not to repeat work 
already a successful part of the work of another city 
department, or indeed of any institution. The Story Hour 
at Brighton illustrates this point. The hour is for younger 
children only, and the story is the story pure and simple of 
the kindergarten, told, however, less skilfully than in the 
kindergarten. Such being the case, the kindergarten work 
already forming a successful feature of the School Depart- 
ment’s work, there seems little real necessity for the Library's 
attempting to duplicate it, even in part. In its place, there- 
fore, the committee recommends the substitution of short | 
talks on books and authors to small groups of older children. 

The South End Story Hour (Thursday evening) is more 
satisfactory, in that it is broader in scope, offers larger oppor- 
tunity, touches the older child only, is more skilfully handled, 
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and ig in no sense repetition. Its work is not that of the 
School Department.. Neither is it that of the Settlement. 
It is strong, experimental work, illustrating active and intelli- 
gent co-operation on the part of three institutions, the Library, 
the Museum and the Settlement. } 

Service Rendered Library by Staff. — Loyal, intelligent. 

Condition of Books. — Excellent. 

Ventilation. — Charlestown and East Boston Branches and 
Stations P and R excepted, fair ventilation is everywhere 
possible. Rarely, however, is it found. In three tests of 
heat registration made in six branches and stations, only one 
thermometer registered as low as 73°, whilst several touched 
84°. Windows are too rarely opened, air is not kept circu- 
lating and radiators are on full power. 

Heating. — Extravagant. Fires are too large and too quick. 
Slower firing would mean a smaller purchase of coal. 

Lighting. — Good, except for those rooms using electricity. 
For these the committee recommends that the arms of the 
electric standards be reversed, that is, placed at right angles 
to the tables rather than lengthwise. A reader could then 
sit back in his chair, keep his book in his hand, and have the 
light from over his shoulder. 

School Registration. — Eminently satisfactory. 

Concerning Books.— A higher degree of literary excel- 
lence should be sought for in the selection of all Catholic 
books other than the standard Catholic works. 

Books in foreign languages. —More should be purchased, 
not only for the sake of the older people who can read but 
their mother tongue, but also for the sake of the child, to 
whom the knowledge of two languages will mean, in after 
life, an advantage in commercial and industrial competition. 

Books in general. — The crying need of the department is 
an immediate addition to its general deposit. 

Juvenile books. — Fewer should be purchased. There are 
too many, and too large a proportion are of a trivial character. 
The committee recommends a reduction, in titles, of 50 per 
cent., believing this to be none too sweeping. 

The Children’s Side of the Work. —'Too much is done for 
the child, not enough for the adult. This over-emphasis 
affects the proper balance of the work asa whole. Young 
men are daily demanding technical works relating to profes- 
sions and trades, and more reading space is needed for grown 
people. Until these two wants are supplied, nothing further 
should be done for the child. 

Age Limits. — The committee favors the raising of the 
age limit from 12 to 18 (evening hours only) for all branches 
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and stations where the attendance of children crowds out 
that of adults; and the lowering of the age limit from 1€ to 
12 in the use by the child of the adult library in those 
branches having children’s rooms. The committee knows 
that custodians are permitted to use, and do use, discretion- 
ary power in regard to this matter; still, it feels that a 
wrong is done the child who, at the age of 12, 15, 14, 15, is 
not allowed freedom of access to the open shelves of an 
adult library. Were the standard works on English litera- 
ture kept in duplicate copy in the children’s rooms the 
present age limit (16) might not be unjust. 

Children’s Rooms. —* Adult” literature is needed. The 
books in the children’s room at the South End Branch (to 
cite but one instance) number 2,400 volumes, every one of 
which, barring certain histories, reference works, and the 
Cambridge edition of the poets, is listed in the finding list 
as “juvenile” literature (Y). Cooper, Dickens, Washing- 
ton Irving, George Eliot, Shakespeare are totally without 
representation. ‘Thackeray and Scott have but one volume 
each, Hawthorne but two, and even Miss Yonge but her 
simplest stories. .The collection should at once be broadened 
in scope, not by increasing the number of books, for 2,000 to 
3,000 volumes is a thoroughly workable library, but by drop- 
ping present titles and substituting new ones (adult ones). 
It is quite possible, too, that reading rooms for grown people 
might solve more successfully, and at less cost than children’s 
rooms, the vexed problem of overcrowded branches and sta- 
tions. If, for example, further growth becomes at any time 
possible at Upham’s Corner, the committee hopes it may be 
in this direction. 

School Affiliation. — Not as close as it should be. It is 
suggested, and the committee approves the suggestion, that 
a higher standard of co-operation be secured by asking the 
School Committee to designate some one master to act for 
the schools. 

Transportation of School Deposits.— The committee has 
studied existing conditions and tabulated results. But 58 
per cent. of .the total number of schools served are found to 
have Library delivery, with a still lower percentage, Central 
excluded. It is also noted that a marked unevenness exists 
in service: — certain sections of the city (Brighton, Dor- 
chester, Central) receiving full delivery, other sections 
(South End, Roxbury, West Roxbury) but partial delivery ; 
and still others (Hast Boston, South Boston [one school 
excepted], Jamaica Plain) no delivery whatever. Again, 
that the 42 per cent. of schools furnishing their own trans-

portation suffer because of the extra burden to the teacher, 
necessitated by pupil service, in the wrapping and tying into 
parcels of thousands of books yearly (7,000 volumes for four 
branches); because of the necessity of taking boys from 
their classes to fetch and carry; because of the establish- 
ment of a point of possible friction between teacher and 
custodian. The committee therefore condemns the present 
system as not only unsatisfactory, but as scarcely creditable 
to a large city. It believes that all sections of the city 
should receive equality of service, and that delivery, whether 
by auto, wagon, hand or express, should be wholly by one 
agent, and that agent the Library. 

Concerning Circular of Superintendent of Schools, No. 6, 
1901. — Interpreting “ any losses of books” (see paragraph 2) 
to mean “all losses of books,” the committee feels that the 
Library’s practice of at times allowing the teachers to pay 
for such losses themselves is a breaking in spirit, if not in 
fact, of the school agreement. Teachers should undoubtedly 
have the right to protect themselves against an unjust repri- 
mand by a school authority, but this protection would come 
more naturally and with greater dignity-from the School 
Committee than from the Library. Again, as long as the 
present practice continues, it might be well to recognize it 
in the Annual Report, for the reason that not to do so is 
_ misleading in that the omission conveys the impression that 
“the bill for missing books for the year... paid for by 
the School Committee...” (p. 49, Annual Report 1905-06) 
is the bill for the total loss, whilst in reality there is a 
further loss unaccounted for. | 

Portable Reading Rooms.— The committee desires to see 
portable reading rooms introduced, believing that they 
would prove serviceable in out-lying and in tenement dis- 
tricts. It favors the experiment of erecting one on the Ath- 
letic Field, Field’s Corner, and believes that another might 
solve the problem of where to move to, for Station P, could 
ground be leased for the purpose from the Female Asylum. 

Branches. —'Tl'wo branches, Dorchester and Jamaica Plain, 
are no longer located at centres of population. Were both 
closed, and reading rooms substituted, the public would 
gain. 

Stations. — The raising of Station Q into a branch, in view 
of the excellent work it is doing as a reading room, would, 
in the opinion of the committee, be a retrogressive act. It 
would also be an extravagance, for it would mean extra 
expense with no corresponding gain in service. 
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In the discussion in the general committee of this report 
on branches the great need of larger and better quarters for 
the Dorchester Branch was emphasized, where the accommo- 
dations are inadequate for the growing district. One member 
of the Committee on Branches strongly expressed the opinion 
that no reading room should be placed within 400 feet of a 
liquor saloon, and deplored the bad conditions surrounding 
one or two such rooms where there was much disturbance. 
This opinion was controverted by the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, who urged that such places were just those where 
reading rooms were most needed to counteract the saloon. 

Especial attention was called to the condition of North 
Brighton, as needing better facilities, and regret was 
expressed that the room there had been closed. 


Catalogues. 


The Cataloguing Department is in excellent condition. 
The need of better lighting of the Bates Hall catalogue and 
of more cabinets has been met. It is suggested that valuable 
space is taken up by the co-operative catalogue, which appears. 
to be little used. -Clean cards are being supplied as rapidly 
as possible. The catalogue room is better lighted. The new 
label on the drawers of the Bates Hall catalogue is com- 
mended. A useful work is the entering under distinct titles 
of valuable monographs, and this is being continued. Cata- 
logues in Branch Libraries are in excellent condition. The 
faithfulness and efficiency of the workers in the Catalogue 
Department are commended. 


Finance. 


The Auditor’s Report recently issued is a very complete 
statement and does not call for special examination at this 
time. The funds of the Corporation are by law invested by 
the Treasurer of the City of Boston. The expenditure of 
the income of said funds is made by requisition upon the 
City Treasurer under a strict system of supervision and 
responsibility by the Trustees. 


Printing and Binding. 

The Binding Department appears to be well equipped and 
to produce work of excellent character. Colors and mate- 
- vials chosen make for durability. The Printing Department 
should be one of the most important in the conduct of the 
Library. At present its limitations in equipment and scope 
are such that it is not fulfilling its opportunity for usefulness. 
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The making of card catalogues has been developed to a high 
standard. P = 

It is suggested that the department is not adequate to the 
needs of the Library. There is a small job press for the card 
catalogues; all of the other press work is done on a small 
old style cylinder which is not well adapted to its work. It 
is recommended that a small rotary press be provided. 
Under present conditions various kinds of printing have to 
wait their turn in press work, so that only one order can go 
on at one time. 

It is recommended that the routine of the office be changed 
so as to relieve the Superintendent of proofreading. 

It is also recommended that there be co-operation between 
the various departments, so that the demands upon the 
printing office can be determined in advance. In this way 
it is thought that the output may be doubled at small cost. 

It is strongly urged that, as the printing and binding are 
carried on in a manufacturing building, where there are auto- 
mobile establishments, the danger from fire is great; and the 
risk of loss of valuable books, being repaired or bound in the 
bindery, is too serious to be incurred. 


Fine Arts. 


The committee made two careful examinations of this 
department, They commend the facilities afforded teachers, 
students, classes and groups, from public and private schools, 
to copy, study and receive lessons on works of art. The 
arrangements for putting pictures on special subjects into the 
hands of teachers in the public schools through the branch 
libraries seem to be excellent. 

It is suggested that, in addition to other timely exhibitions 
of pictures and photographs, it might be well if a series of 
pictures of the Madonna could be placed on view at 
Christmas time. a 

It is also suggested that there is need of a special guide 
board to the Fine Arts Department, to be placed at the foot 
of the stairway leading thereto. 

In conclusion, the committee trusts that its work may be 
of some slight advantage to the Trustees in their arduous 
responsibilities in the administration of a great public insti- 
tution.

TRUSTEES FOR FIFTY-FIVE YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 
Trustees from. 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865’; William 
W. Greenough, from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes ; Samuel me Tis 
Abbott, May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince, 
October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln has 
served since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
‘1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five 
citizens at large until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless re-elected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board by an 
alderman and a councilman was abolished, leaving the Board 
as at present, consisting of five citizens at large, appointed by the 
Mayor.

DEAR Sir, — In conformity to chapter 8, section 24, of 
the Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Department of Markets for the year ending January 
lek OO ¢ 

The leases of the stalls and cellars in Faneuil Hall Mar- 
kets issued for the term of five years from April 1, 1902, will 
expire on March 31, 1907, and are a subject for the considera- 
tion of the City Council. 

The work of the department has been of a general routine’ 
nature. The rents have been paid promptly; the ordinances 
and regulations for the government of the markets have been 
cheerfully complied with; the pure food laws have met the 
hearty approval and support of the lessees, and the provisions 
offered for sale within the market limits have been of excel- 
lent quality. 

The work done by the Inspectors of Provisions, under the 
Board of Health, in preventing the distribution of provisions 
unfit for food, has been of great assistance in the work of this 
department, and we have been required to condemn a much 
less quantity than in some former years. 
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During the past year the wiring of the market houses for 
the use of telephones and such business as is connected with 
the Superintendent’s office had become in such bad condition 
that, under the direction of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, it was condemned, and has been renewed in the 
most approved manner, and will now last for many years. 
Such work as was necessary to be done by the Telephone 
Company was done at their expense, the Department of 
Public Buildings caring for the part belonging to the Mar- 
ket Department. 

In addition to such ordinary repairs as are assumed by the 
Department of Public Buildings the lessees have, at their 
own expense, made many expensive improvements in the 
premises leased to them, which has been of benefit to the 
property of the city. 

The public convenience station in the basement of Fan- 
euil Hall Market, which was provided for some three years 
ago, has proven to be all that was expected of it, and has 
been a great accommodation to the public in this crowded 
section of the city. There should, however, be some arrange- 
ment to provide for caring for the waste from these apart- 
ments during the time of a heavy rainfall, or at a season of 
very high tides. The outlets from the convenience station 
are considerably below the grade of high water level, and on 
several occasions, on account of the common sewer being 
filled with water, we have been obliged to close the con- 
venience station to the public during several hours of the 
day. If this was not done the apartments would be 
flooded to a depth of ten or twelve inches, besides flooding 
the cellars in which the lessees have thousands of dollars in 
merchandise. The closing of these apartments while the 
market house is open is a great inconvenience, as during the 
busy season they are used by from fifteen to eighteen hun- 
dred persons daily. Arrangements should also be made to 
provide some relief to the cesspool which is expected to retain 
the waste water from the market when the sewers are filled 
with water. The market sewer is connected directly with this 
cesspool, and if it has to remain closed more than ten or 
twelve hours every cellar in the market house is liable to 
become flooded and cause a heavy loss to merchandise belong- 
ing to the lessees. 

With the exception of these suggestions for the relief of 
the convenience station and the market sewer there should 
be no necessity for any but ordinary expense, so far as that 
part of the buildings used for market purposes is concerned, 
during the coming year.

The condition of the pavements on North and South 
Market streets is such that both streets should be repaved 
during the coming year. If only one of these can be favor- 
ably considered, it should be North Market street, which is in 
very bad condition and should be first attended to. As new 
pipes for gas, water, sewers and cold storage have been pro- 
vided within a few years, it would seem that if these streets 
were repaved in accordance with modern methods they 
would not need to be disturbed except for some cause which 
could not be foreseen and provided for before commencing 
the work. 

During the year the department has condemned and caused 
to be destroyed as unfit to be used for food two hundred 
sixty (260) pounds poultry; two hundred eighty-three (283) 
rabbits and small game; two hundred eighty-eight (288) 
guinea hens; one hundred thirteen (113) pounds lamb; 
two hundred seven (207) pounds fish; thirteen hundred six 
(1306) quarts berries; besides large quantities of fruit and 
vegetables, which have been sent to the dumping scow. 

The police detailed for duty at the market limits have 
made seventy-seven (77) arrests for the following offences: 
Drunkenness, twenty-nine (29); larceny, twenty-three (23); 
assault and battery, fifteen (15); picking pockets, two 
(2); cruelty to animals, three (3); obscene language, two 
_ (2); refusing to place team as ordered, two (2) ; disorderly, 
‘one (1); total, seventy-seven (77).

During that period the membership of the board has 
undergone one change. Mr. Harold E. Brenton was suc- 
ceeded as trustee by Mr. Daniel P. Shedd, who was appointed 
July 16, 1906. Ata meeting held October 8, Mr. Franklin 
was re-elected chairman and Mr. William A. Leahy secre- 
tary.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The appropriation for the department this year was 
$20,000. The expenditures were the same. Office expenses 
consumed $2,218.60 of this amount, and the remainder was 
devoted to concerts. The number of concerts actually paid 
for was 118, besides one special small concert, scheduled 
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separately. The average cost per concert! has diminished 
thirty-two per cent. in the last five years, as appears by the 
following table:

There has been no reduction, but rather an increase, of 
wages during this period, and more men are employed, over 
seventy-five per cent. of the appropriation being now paid 
out as wages to musicians. ‘The department has also pur- 
chased a library of band music and built a new portable 
stand out of the appropriations for current expenses. 

Several factors have contributed to this gratifying result, 
which enables the department, with a slightly increased appro- 
priation, virtually to double the number of concerts. ‘The 
purchase of the music library has resulted in a substantial 
saving, and the compensation of the band conductors this 
year has been adjusted to the scale paid in New York City. 
But the decisive factor has been the increase in size of the 
municipal band. By dividing the present band of fifty, two 
excellent bands of twenty-five have been formed, and the 
concerts given by these organizations, while far less expensive, 
are for many purposes quite as satisfactory as those formerly 
given by a band of forty.

Besides arranging these concerts, the department rendered 
assistance, in an advisory and executive capacity, to the joint 
special committee of the City Council on Independence Day. 
Two concerts were given on that day by the Municipal Band, 
one on the Common in the afternoon and one at Orient 
Heights in the evening; and the usual large number of out- 
side professional bands were engaged. 

The distribution of the concerts shows that every section 
received its proportionate share and that the total number 
was almost double the largest number given in any previous 
year. Eleven concerts were given on the Common with a 
band of fifty performers, under the leadership of Mr. E. N. 
Lafricain, who conducted the Municipal Band in 1905; and 
two sections of twenty-five performers each, conducted by 
Mr. Lafricain and Mr. Frank E. Partr idge, rendered pro- 
grams in the parks and at other suitable locations. In most 
respects, as we have intimated, the bands of twenty-five were 
found an entirely adequate substitute, especially in the minor 
concerts, for the larger band which was engaged in previous 
years; while the band of fifty, the largest ever employed by 
the city, was heard to excellent advantage on the Common.

As appears by the list printed above, a number of new 
locations were visited by the bands this summer. Of the 
concerts given in these places the most interesting, perhaps, 
were the two given at Long Island for the poor in the City 
Almshouse and Hospital, and one given in the basement of 
the Washington School for the pupils of the vacation school. 
The most important were those given in Franklin and 
Olmsted Parks. Ideal spots, retired, shady and attractive, 
were selected in both reservations — that in Franklin Park 
near Abbotswood and that in Olmsted Park in a depressed 
field directly south of Jamaica Pond. In the former six con- 
certs were given and in the latter five, all on Saturday after- 
noons. One Sunday afternoon concert, also, was given :at 
Jamaica Pond,a Saturday afternoon concert at the Overlook, 
Franklin Park, and an evening concert in the Playstead. 
The attendance on Saturday afternoons at Abbotswood aver- 
aged 2,500 when the weather was pleasant, and on the whole 
no better concerts have ever been given by the department than 
those at this location. The attendance at the Overlook and 
the Playstead was also large, but Jamaica Pond, in spite of | 
its great natural beauties and its accessibility, did not seem 
to attract more than moderate-sized audiences. 

Saturday afternoon concerts given in the pavilion at 
Charlestown Heights, like those given at Wood Island Park 
last summer, were comparatively unsuccessful. It is evident 
that conditions in some parts of Boston are different from 
those in Brooklyn, where all the summer concerts are given 
on Saturday and Sunday afternoons. 

The general attendance this year was fully up to the stand- 
ard of previous seasons. As the number of concerts was 
nearly doubled, this means that twice as many persons 
enjoyed the benefit of this free public music. 

Except at one concert, during which missiles were thrown 
by mischievous boys, there was no open disorder during the 
season. Nevertheless the conditions at the evening concerts 
in the more populous sections are unfavorable in the extreme. 
Huge throngs are attracted to the vicinity of the band-stands, 
but frequently, like all unorganized aggregations of men, 
they defeat the very purpose of their assembling by restless- 
ness and continual noise. Rational enjoyment of the music 
is impossible amid these distractions, and, in the natural dis- 
appointment that follows, the belief arises that some defici- 
ency in the music itself is responsible for its failure to charm. 
The fault, however, lies outside the music, in the conditions 
ofthe performance. The same audience, if seated in a the-

atre or at a summer resort, might listen with breathless 
attention to a far inferior performance of the program, which, 
rendered on an open platform at a street corner, makes little 
or no impression upon them. 

It was for this reason we presented in our last annual 
report a plan for establishing a dozen or more concert grounds 
or music centres in the local parks, where desirable condi- 
tions can be obtained. Chief among the improvements : 
ueeded are suitable band-stands. We pointed out that 
Boston, so well supplied with other public conveniences, is 
poorly equipped in this respect, as compared with places like 
New York, and outlined a plan by which attractive pavilions, 
with seats around them in some places, could be built with- 
out loss to the city out of the funds expended in carting 
from place to place the present portable stand. We wish to 
renew our recommendations contained in that report, and to 
urge especially the desirability of erecting stands at Abbots- 
wood, Franklin Park, and at the south side of Jamaica Pond, 
in the locations which have been so thoroughly tested this 
. year.

In the winter of 1906-07 the Municipal Orchestra was 
increased to ten men. The attendance this year, though 
fluctuating greatly in different sections, has averaged over 
600 to aconcert. The experiment of combining a lecture fea- 
ture with the music has been tried recently, and a page of 
the program, devoted to notes on the compositions played, 
has been found of considerable educational value. 


SALE OF ORGAN. 


The organ formerly located in the Vine-street building 
was sold to Mr. Marks Angelovitz, September 17, 1906, for 
$400. It had previously been offered to five leading organ 
dealers, none of whom cared to bid for it, and Mr. George 
S. Hutchings, of the Hutchings-Votey Company, employed by 
the department as an expert to appraise its value, strongly 
advised the acceptance of Mr. Angelovitz’s offer. As the 
space occupied by the instrument, nearly eight hundred square 
feet, was desired for other purposes, and as its damaged con- 
dition forbade its further use without an outlay approxi- 
mating a thousand dollars, the trustees had no option but 
to dispose of it on the best terms obtainable.

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STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,060, a decrease of 142 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 310 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 145 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


The statistics contained in the following pages relate to 
those who have been sheltered at the Wayfarers’ Lodge dur- 
ing the calendar year, January 1 to December 31, 1906. 
The facts expressed in figures were obtained and recorded 
upon the admission of the individual. Self-evidently, when 
large numbers of lodgers are received it is impossible to seek 
any verification of the statements of the individual. It 
might appear to some that data obtained in an often hurried 
manner are little to be trusted; and, doubtless, a closer 
inquiry would reveal a number of inaccuracies, if not of 
untruths. Yet the fact remains that all tabulations made at 
different periods of statistics relative to the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge conform so closely upon all main points that the gen- 
eral reliability of the facts must be accepted. It should be 
remembered also that practicaliy all the questions put to 
would-be lodgers are not of a nature to provoke suspicion. 
As arule the class of persons sheltered at the Lodge finds 
it much easier to state the truth than to invent untruths, 
when no ulterior motive can be served by prevarication. 
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The tables give details concerning 8,247 individuals. 
This is a smaller number than the average for several years. 
The total lodgings furnished during the twelve months in - 
question numbered 18,621. It therefore appears that many 
were at the Lodge for more than one night. Some remain 
for several nights in succession, while others return after an 
absence of a month or so. 

The least satisfactory answers, on the whole, are obtained 
in regard to the previous residence of lodgers. While a 
classification by the places whence they came would not be 
particularly illuminating, it is clear that neighboring cities 
and towns continue to furnish the great majority of the 
lodgers. Only a few come from other states. Actual resi- 
dents of Boston rarely have occasion to seek the Lodge. Its 
inmates may be divided into three general groups: 

1. Those who naturally gravitate toward Boston in order 
to find work, or simply use Boston as a stopping place on 
their way to other parts of the Commonwealth. In this, 
which appears to be the largest group, are many skilled arti- 
sans and operatives of itinerant tendencies, who never 
remain long in one place. It is a well-known fraternity of 
rather unsteady habits. 

_ 2. Those who go to Boston to spend their earnings in 
having a good time, and do it so successfully that they 
become stranded. This class of wayfarers is always numerous. 

3. The group of unskilled workers with little inclination 
toward steady employment unless driven by necessity. Many 
members of this group, doubtless, hover on the border of the 
tramp class. Real tramps, however, shun the Lodge with its 
work test and, to them, generally, uncongenial atmosphere. 


COUNTRY OF BIRTH. 


As shown in Table I. the American-born lodgers form 57 
per cent., more than one-half, of the whole number. This is 
a slightly higher percentage than appeared in previous tabu- 
lations. In conformity with their numerical representation 
in the State at large, the Irish show the largest proportion 
of all foreign-born, although with a somewhat reduced per- 
centage as compared with six years ago. The lodgers born 
in Canada and the British Provinces stand second among the 
foreign-born lodgers, with 8 per cent. The English and 
Scottish are more numerous among the lodgers than the 
number of these nationalities in the whole population would 
seem to warrant. On the other hand, lodgers born in Italy 
and in Russia and Poland are proportionately rare, one 
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reason for it being that they are largely residents of Boston. 
It is characteristic of Italians, as well as Russians and 
Poles (both the latter meaning chiefly persons of Hebrew 
origin), to seek assistance among their countrymen, and not 
in public institutions. 

AGES. 


More than 70 per cent. of the lodgers were found to be 
between 20 and 44 years of age. The largest percentages 
are shown in the age groups 30-34 years (165.2 per cent.) and 
35-389 years (16.5 per cent.). These percentages are in 
closest agreement, even as to details with previous tabulations, 
and warrant the general statement that about 75 per cent. of 
the lodgers are men who either have not reached maturity, 
or are of an age when they should still possess full physical 
vigor. The percentages show a rapid decline beginning 
with the age group 45-49. Less than four per cent. were 
found to be over 60 years of age. If the Lodge gave shelter 
mostly to the worn-out workers, and to the vagrant and 
vicious class, it is certain that much larger numbers would 
have appeared in the higher age groups. 


CoNJUGAL CONDITION. 


Table III. does not show a single lodger to have been 
divorced, and it is probable that some men are unwilling to 
make a correct statement on this point. But the fact 
remains that a large majority of the lodgers are single. This 
is attested by previous tabulations, and is in comformity with 
the youthfulness of many of them. In general, it may safely 
be said that from 80 to 85 percent. are single. The 
widowed show an increased percentage as compared with 
that of six years ago, and probably include some who should 
properly be classed as divorced. 


PHYSICAL CONDITION. 


It bears out statements already made in regard to the 
general character of the lodgers that 98.3 per cent. were 
found to be able-bodied, meaning thereby of sufficient. vigor 
for the ordinary pursuits of wage-earners. Precisely the same 
percentage of able-bodied was found in the tabulations of 
1900. In all 81, or one per cent. of the whole number, were 
found to be defective, that is, suffering from some _per- 
manent physical infirmity or deformity handicapping them 
as workers. ‘This is additional corroborative evidence of the 
fact that few persons resort to the Lodge who are not fully 
capable of earning a living. Very few persons who can 
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properly be called sick apply for lodgings, but convalescents 
recently discharged from hospitals are not rare. 


INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS. 


The classification of lodgers according to their status as 
skilled or unskilled workers is based upon the answers to the 
inquiry whether the men have or have not learned a trade. 
Because a lodger replies that he has learned this or that trade, 
it does not follow that his last occupation was in that trade. 
According to Table V., 33.9 per cent. of the lodgers claimed to 
have a definite trade. Stated occupations not requiring any 
special training were of course excluded. Two former 
tabulations gave 29.4 and 59.1 per cent. of the lodgers as 
skilled workmen. The 33.9 per cent. returned for 1906 are 
therefore in close correspondence with the results of pre- 
vious investigations, and warrant the generalization that above 
30 per cent. of the lodgers have at some time been engaged in 
skilled pursuits. Doubtless, most of them continue to follow 
the same trades more or less intermittently. Operatives in 
shoe factories and mills form the most numerous groups of - 
skilled workers. The migratory tendency of such operatives 
is a well known fact. 


EARNINGS PER DAY. 


The statements received from lodgers concerning wages 
relate to the amount last received. Their most recent em- 
ployment may, in some instances, have been of a temporary 
character and the wages stated less than they could earn 
while working at a trade. As shown in Table VI., 56.5 per 
cent. earned from $1.75 upwards per day. About 33 per cent. 
of the total received $2.00 or more, which coincides precisely 
with the percentage returned as skilled workers. ‘These wage 
statistics, therefore, support the classification made of the 
lodgers according to their industrial status. The 66 per cent. 
earning not above $1.75 per day may be regarded as repre- 
senting the 66 per cent. classed in Table IV. as unskilled 
workers. The rise in wages of late years invalidates any 
comparisons with the last investigation which covered the 
year 1900 as to the amounts received now and then. 

Every inquiry made so far into the general status of the 
persons who come to the Wayfarers’ Lodge for a shelter, 
points to the fact that this institution is chiefly utilized by 
men who are temporarily without means because of lack of 
employment, or because they have spent their earnings to the 
last cent, as in many cases they probably intended todo. On 
the whole, they belong to the class of the fairly deserving.

A bequest of five hundred dollars was received by the 
Lodge from the executors of the will of the late Charles E. 
French. The sub-committee having charge of the Lodge 
have not yet decided in what way they will expend this sum, 
although several suggestions have been made and are now 
under consideration. 


City TEMPORARY HoME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Home is in excellent condition. There has been no 
change in the staff, and no change in the organization of the 
Home. It was instituted as a refuge for women and children 
in need of temporary shelter and food, while endeavoring to 
procure employment, or to find friends able and willing to 
provide for them. 

The committee have made every effort to make it a place 
where homeless but respectable women may find shelter with- 
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out injury to their self-respect, and to that end they have 
made and enforced rules which discourage the coming of 
habitual vagrants. 

Every woman coming to the Home receives a clean bed, 
good food and intelligent help in finding some home for the 
future. A woman under the influence of liquor, however, is 
not permitted to sleep in the dormitories. 

The children are under the supervision of an experienced 
matron, who has charge of the nursery. 

A number of children, some with mothers and some with- 
out, are brought to the Home to be fed and cared for during 
the day. They require even more care than those who 
spend the night, and they often receive fresh clothing. 
They do not appear in these records. 

There is a greater demand for houseworkers than we can 
supply, and the number of places secured this year is smaller 
than last, one reason being that we have had 96 individual 
women less. The average length of stay of each woman has 
been greater, so that the difference in total lodgers is only 25. 

The number of women admitted after 7.45 P.M. is always 
large, being this year a little more than one-fifth of the total. 

There were 51 more children this year sent to the Home 
by the city and State, and there were 16 foundlings instead 
of the four of last year. Some of the foundlings were in a 
terrible condition from exposure. ‘They received the care of 
an experienced nurse. 

Other societies sent 40 children; last year 62. The 65 
places found for mothers with children required special care 
and attention. 

The work of the Home is done by the inmates. They 
also prepared the bread sent to the Wayfarers’ Lodge, 
8,211 loaves. A few women receiving aid from the city 
paid for it by sewing in the Home. 

The number of women from prison is 40 less than last 
year; that from the almshouse is only 3 less. Those com- 
ing from the almshouse have usually some weakness which 
prevents them from doing steady work. They receive but 
low wages and make frequent changes. We place them 
under the most favorable conditions in our power, and con- 
sider it an advantage to the city to have them employed even 
if only for a short time. 

For the many useful articles which have been sent in the 
committee are most grateful. They have all given comfort 
or pleasure. The lst of donors is as follows: The Boston 
Sewing Circle, new clothing for women and children; Mrs. 
F. A. Chapman, clothing and toys; Mrs. A. West, clothing 
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for men and women; Mrs. Jacobs, clothing; Miss Helen M. 
Allen, clothing; Faith and Hope Association, playthings ; 
Joseph King, scrap book; Mrs. Alta Atwood, magazines, and

We have continued the collection of the expense of caring 
for sick poor at the City Hospital. Two visitors and a clerk 
are stationed there who also act in behalf of the Board of 
Health in determining settlements of victims of contagious 
diseases and seeing to the collection of the sums due from 
the State and the cities and towns for the care of such per- 
sons at the hospital or elsewhere. The direct expense to 
this department of this work during the past year was 
$3,148.04.

DEATH OF Dr. Otis H. MARION. 


The death in March of Dr. Otis H. Marion deprived us of 
the services of our physician in the Brighton district, who 
had served us faithfully in that capacity for years. As. his 
successor the Board elected Dr. Charles W. Pierce. 


INCREASED Cost OF OUR WoORK. 


We have been obliged to increase the price which we pay 
for the coffins in which we bury the pauper dead and also to 
pay a considerably larger price for the delivery of our grocer- 
ies. This latter increase kas been ten per cent. 


DEATH OF THOMAS F. TEMPLE. 


Thomas F. Temple, for twenty years a member of this 
Board, and for nearly ten years its chairman, died on the first 
day of January, 1907. Although Mr. Temple resigned from 
the Board in 1890, some of our present members served with 
him and well remember his genial presence and his good 
work. Suitable resolutions prepared by a committee appointed 
for that purpose were passed by the Board, and Mr. Temple’s 
picture in our Board room was draped in mourning for thirty 
days. 


RESIGNATION OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 


Since our last report we have lost by resignation two 
valued members of the Board. ‘They had both given years of 
earnest, painstaking attention to the duties devolving upon 
them as overseers, and their loss is greatly felt by us. 
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Dr. Frederick W. Stuart had served for ten consecutive 
years, and his counsel has been of the wisest. His special 
knowledge as a physician was frequently of great benefit to us, 
and he freely gave a great deal of valuable time to his work 
as overseer of the poor, personally visiting families in many 
instances and always ready to respond to any call made upon 
him. 

Mr. James H. Conley had served for six years, and only 
resigned because of the imperative demands of his business 
affairs. A man of the utmost rectitude, and with a large 
hearted interest in the welfare of the poor, he was constant 
in attendance upon the meetings of the Board and the various 
committees, and was ever ready with his good advice and 
generous services. 

The City of Boston can ill afford to lose the help of such 
public spirited citizens as Dr. Stuart and Mr. Conley. 


LONGWoopD REAL ESTATE. 


During the year extensive repairs have been made upon 
several of the houses owned by the Board as trustees of the 
David Sears Fund. ‘They are situated on Plymouth street, 
bordering upon the parkway, and the rentals have been con- 
siderably increased. All are now occupied by good tenants. 
The total assured rental of the four houses is now $2,150. 
Even at the advanced rental we are not receiving an adequate 
income from the Longwood real estate, and it would be wise 
to dispose of it by sale should the opportunity arise. 


Trust Funps. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation has increased $5,945.31 during the year, and is 
now $815,218.72. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt and the Thayer Funds is 258, an increase of six over 
the number aided on February 1, 1905. During the year 
twenty-six have died, one has gone to an insane asylum, 
three to Home for Aged Men, one to Home for Aged Women, 
one has withdrawn, one has been transferred to city list, and 
in four cases we have stopped the pensions which we had 
been giving. Forty-three new names have been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $3,981.26; 27 children are now supported on this 
fund. 
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For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1906, see state- 
ment submitted herewith. Extracts from the wills estab- 
lishing these trusts will be found at the end of this report. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer, submitted 
herewith, show receipts and expenditures during the last 
twelve months in detail. The books and accounts have been 
audited by an expert accountant whose certificate is hereto 
annexed.* A schedule of the personal property in our hands 
February 1, 1907, is also annexed.

Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
cifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “ A.B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice 
Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pember- 
ton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, 
Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A citizen 
of Boston,’ Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George 
Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca 
A. Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 
1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. ‘The income of this fund is to be expended, at the 
discretion of the overseers, in semi-annual payments to the 
poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Hducation Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and decayed 
householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty years of 
age, persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the town of 
Boston until 14 years of age.” 

Mason Fund. — A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called”; interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid _ semi-annually 
towards the salaries of the chaplains of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar 
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for the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence 
of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged to take ‘shelter 
in the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Over- 
seers of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always | 
giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Inucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the pos- 
session of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of 
Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, appreved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity in 
all its forms in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of human life and render the condition of the 
poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the Town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the Town of Brighton: ‘ Income 
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to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said 
festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said 
Selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of 
said Brighton in such a manner as said Selectmen shall judge 
best and most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Goy. Wil- 
ham Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the poor, 
sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 18865. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— A legacy from the 
late Moses Hunt: ‘The income to be devoted to the relief and 
welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said 
Boston which was Charlestown.” Ten thousand dollars, 
received March 7, 1889, has been invested in a City of Boston 
note. 
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Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — A bequest of Caroline 
C. Thayer (who died about 1891) to be paid over to the 
city after the death of two sisters, the last of whom died in 
September, 1899. The fund was received in May, 1900. 
“Income to be annually appropriated for the benefit and use 
of Protestant widows and single women, without distinction 
of color, preference always to be given to those who have 
seen better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the will 
of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in accord- 
ance with the wish of the donor.

Charity Building. — The four rooms occupied by the Board 
and its officers have furniture needed for their use, desks, 
cases, chairs, etc. 

City Temporary Home is supplied with furniture necessary 
to provide temporary accommodations for homeless women 
and children. 

The Lodge for Wayfarers, for men, has furniture suitable 
for its use. At the Lodge and at the wharf, hired for the 
storage of wood, there are at the present time about 100 
cords of wood ; also one wagon. 

In a storehouse in the yard of Charity Building are the 
following groceries for delivery to the poor, also store

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


SIR, ear outside of the 
ordinary park and playground maintenance. The only addi- 
tion to the park area is 4,422 square feet of rocky ledge on 
the westerly boundary of Franklin Park, the whole ledge 
now being within the park lines. 

The work of adapting the new lines of the Huntington- 
avenue entrance and the Art Museum lot to the roads and 
reservations of the Fens, which was under way last year, was 
completed in October. ‘This reconstruction was done under 
an agreement with the Trustees of the Art Museum, whereby 
the changes were made by them, without expense to the city. 

The advent of the gypsy and brown-tail moths has added 
a good deal to the labor and responsibility of the depart- 
ment. These pests have spread to such an extent that no 
part of the city is now free from them. ‘Their destructive 
powers are so great that, unless repressive measures are 
steadily maintained, they are, where infestations occur, capa- 
ble of destroying all tree life in two or three years. 
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These insects are of foreign origin, and they increase at a 
tremendous rate when transplanted into new fields. In the 
countries from which these moths have been introduced they 
are held in check by parasitical insects, so that their ravages 
are not so noticeable as those of the tent caterpillar here. 
The authorities of the State are now importing parasites that 
prey upon the moths, in the effort to restore Nature’s balance 
in the most practical way. Until this is accomplished the 
trees of the city can only be saved from destruction by 
spraying their foliage with poisonous solutions in summer 
and destroying the nests and eggs of the moths in winter. 
These measures have been diligently employed in the Park 
Department, and as a result no appreciable damage has been 
done by the moths on the territory under our control. 

The dust nuisance has been greatly increased since auto- 
mobile travel has become so popular. In the effort to combat 
this, an emulsion of crude petroleum was applied last season 
to about twelve miles of roadway. The experiment proved 
successful, in that the dust was laid perfectly on the roads 
treated, for two months, at a cost little exceeding that of 
watering. 

The method employed has disclosed other advantages in 
its favor: the dust was laid both night and day, a soft brown 
color was imparted to the road, the road surface was made 
more elastic and pleasanter to travel upon, and a saving in 
the wear and tear of the roads was noticeable. We are now 
extending its use, believing that it will be much more effi- 
cient than ordinary watering, and but little more expensive. 
We have received but little complaint of the smell, and we 
are sure that the public considers it preferable to the dust. 

Playground extension is one of the most important parts 
of the work of this department, and we are glad to be able 
to report the addition to our list of playgrounds of one in the 
Fens of twelve and one-half acres. This playground has been 
made at little cost by filling a part of the Fens basin and raising 
the grade of the adjoining salt meadows. An appropriation for 
some needed fencing and grading will make it available for 
winter skating as well as for summer games. ‘The play- 
eround is being used now, although it is still in the rough. 
It will serve as a convenient playground for Wards 10, 18 
and 19. 

Roxbury and Jamaica Plain are the districts at present 
most in need of playgrounds of the larger size, where boys 
and young men can play baseball. A greater need, however, 
is for small neighborhood playgrounds for children. Large 
boys and young men can, on their wheels or at small cost, 
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reach more distant playgrounds, while children can at most 
go only a block or two away from home. Small playgrounds 
of half an acre or less, well placed through the more popu- 
lous parts of the city, under the charge of suitable female 
instructors, would greatly supplement school work in the 
education of the young. 

Franklin Field, although it has forty acres of levelled 
ground suitable for play, is now too small for the demand 
made upon it on Saturday afternoons and holidays. It lacks, 
too, entirely in locker and shelter accommodation. The 
remaining thirty-four acres of the field should now be graded 
and a locker building erected to meet the increasing demand 
for its use. 

Franklin Field, as a playground, is a grand success. Its 
use is not confined to the residents of any particular district, 
but it is constantly used by residents of all sections. 

No better use of city funds can be made than for the 
purchase of new playgrounds, and no citizen of Boston can 
make a better gift to his fellow citizens or one of more 
enduring value to many generations than a playground. 

The operations of the department in detail for the year 
are shown in the subjoined report of our valued Superin- 
tendent.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, JAMES M. PRENDERGAST AND 
DANIEL H. COAKLEY, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed under the direction of your board during the 
year 1906. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


To meet the increasing needs of the department the old 
blacksmith’s shop at the service yard was equipped as a 
stable for ten horses. Offices for the Superintendent, the 
Assistant Superintendent and the general timekeeper were 
fitted up in the upper story of the new storage building. A 
new storeroom, conveniently arranged for the quick hand- 
ling of tools and more valuable stores, was made in the 
lower story of the building. These accommodations were 
much needed and will greatly facilitate the work of the 
department. New walks were constructed in Long Crouch 
Woods, extending from the corner of Walnut avenue and 
Seaver street to a point nearly opposite Humboldt avenue, 
with two branches, one leading to the golf links and the 
other to Seaver street near the proposed site of the sanitary 
building. 

THE FENs. 


The changes in the roads, walks, etc., consequent on the 
exchange of land with the Trustees of the Museum of Fine 
Arts, have been completed, with the exception of the plant- 
ing, which will be done in the spring. 

The filling of the Fens’ playground has been continued. 
This is now nearly completed. All suitable material offered is 
being received for the purpose of raising the surface and 
grading it to a basin-like form for flooding in winter for skat- 
ing and other sports. An appropriation is needed for fenc- 
ing and grading, and for a convenient bridge, before the 
playground can be opened for public use. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The work of repairing that part of Commonwealth avenue 
between Beacon street and the Newton line, recently placed 
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under the care of your department, was commenced early 
last spring. From the grinding of fast automobile travel 
the roadways were in many places reduced to the condition 
of loose stone piles. Four steam rollers were used in the 
work, which was rapidly pushed until one continuous road- 
way between Warren street and the Newton line had been 
completely resurfaced, as also one continuous piece lying be- 
tween Essex street and Brighton avenue. 

Much work was also done in edging turf spaces and in 
a general cleaning up. From lack of means no preparation 
could be made for planting trees —a very necessary im- 
provement — and for the same reason road repairing was sus- 
pended. 


CHARLESBANK. 


The construction of the marginal conduit by the Charles 
River Basin Commission having been completed, your depart- 
ment relaid the walk and did some preliminary grading. A 
general relocation of the crosswalks opposite the abutting 
streets, however, is necessary. Until this can be done and 
the Charles-street fence is extended, the work cannot be 
satisfactorily completed. For the extension of the fence an 
appropriation is needed. 

A report on the work of the women’s division, prepared by 
a committee of the Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene 
Association, will be found elsewhere in this report. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The trees at this popular outing place continue to grow 
vigorously; the shade they now afford is fully appreciated 
by the thousands who frequent the park. Repairs and an 
extension of the tennis grounds were made here last season. 
The sanitary and locker house is much in need of repairs 
caused by settlements in the foundations. For this an 
appropriation is needed. 

Athletic work in the gymnasium, skating, tennis, baseball 
and cricket are popular sports at this park. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


Charlestown Heights required only the ordinary work of 
maintenance. 


MARINE PARK, CASTLE ISLAND AND THE STRANDWAY. 


Marine Park and Castle Island received only the usual 
maintenance care. A steamboat service between the two 
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places was conducted on regular schedule time. At Castle 
Island landing dredging is required to permit of the use of 
larger boats. 

The loam space between the drive and the street lying 
between Newman street and the railroad bridge was planted 
last spring; this completed the planting of the Strandway. 
Considerable fencing was erected in the planting space near 
Newman street and at the L-street bathhouse, in the effort 
to stop indiscriminate travel across and through the shrub- 
bery. It has been fairly effective, and much less damage is 
now done. 

The work of filling the playground opposite Newman 
street has steadily progressed, and a considerable addition to 
' the playground has been made thereby. A part of the newly 
filled ground has been graded and equipped with apparatus 
for the use of children. An appropriation is needed for 
fencing the children’s playground. Sanitary accommodations 
are also needed for both sections of the playground; this may 
be provided in one building. The grounds are flooded for 
skating in winter and are much used. 


CHESTNUT HI“L PARK. 


An appropriation is needed for the grading, loaming and 
planting of the newlv acquired land on the north boundary 
of Chestnut Hill Park. The border of the park is insuff- 
ciently screened at this point, and delay in planting means 
delay in the execution of the purpose for which the land was 
purchased; it would be well if provision could be made at 
once for doing the work. Of trees and shrubs for planting 
the ground we have an abundance in our nursery. 

On Sundays and holidays Chestnut Hill Park continues to 
be a favorite breathing place for thousands of people who 
come mostly from the crowded tenement districts of the 
city. The ball field and tennis courts, too, are much used. 


PLANTATIONS. 


The plantations of young trees made generally throughout 
the Park Department during the past nine years have made 
excellent growth. The trees were planted thickly and 
thinned out each winter as growth progressed; they now 
‘ range from ten to twenty-five feet in height. Although the 
results have been satisfactory, better results could have been 
secured had there been sufficient funds available for a more 
thorough cultivation and fertilization. The many pieces of 
ground prepared during the winter of 1905-06 were planted 
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last spring, principally with oaks. For general planting in 
the parks the oak is proving to be the most satisfactory and 
adaptable tree; even at Wood Island and Marine parks, 
where we have conditions of the greatest exposure to the 
sea, they hold their own equally well with elms, lindens, 
poplars and willows. 

The usual work of cutting out overcrowding and debili- 
tated trees was done. Although this work has been prose- 
cuted regularly each season for the past, ten years, the 
continued improvement in the growth of the trees resulting 
from this treatment makes necessary its continuance to give 
further room for the spread of each season’s growth; this 
refers to young plantations as well as to old woodlands. 

The damage to pines and other evergreen trees is more 
apparent with each season, due to the sooty deposit on their 
leaves, which is rapidly killing the old trees and deteriorating 
the younger onés. Unless some remedial measures can be 
taken against the smoke nuisance, the use of coniferous trees 
for permanent effects will have to be abandoned in the parks. 

Much work in the thinning out of shrubbery was done 
during the past year. In many places large quantities of old 
and depreciated shrubbery were removed and the ground 
replanted. 

During the past year we have been successful in the 
manufacture of cement concrete fence and seat posts; several 
hundred of eaeh have been made and used in the various 
parks. The use of cement concrete for this purpose will | 
very materially lessen maintenance charges, as, if properly 
made, the material is weather and time proof, while the cost 
is only slightly more than that of wood, being respectively 
sixty-nine and seventy cents per post. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 
Talbot and Blue Hill Avenues. 
(77 Acres.) 


About ten acres of this playground were ploughed, levelled, 
and covered with about three inches of heavy loam from the 
high ground in the nursery nearby; it was then seeded, and, 
without any delay, was thrown open to the public. In spite 
of the hard use it received during the summer, a good stand 
of turf remained in the fall. The heavy loam proved a 
sufficient bond for the light, shifting, peaty surface, and made 
a good footing for players. For the past three years a ten- 
acre section has been treated each spring in this way. Another 
season will see the whole of the forty acres of level ground 
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improved, to the great satisfaction of the thousands of ball 
players who use the field. 

I would emphasize the urgent necessity there is for a field 
house on this fine playground. Plans have been prepared by 
your department for a building containing locker, sanitary, 
bathing and shelter accommodations, the estimated cost of 
which is about $26,000. Thousands of players use the field 
each week without facilities for changing and for the safe 
keeping of their clothing. The field is a city, not a district, 
playground; it is used by the employees of business firms in 
all lines for their Saturday and holiday contests. Not only 
do the players enjoy the games, but a much larger number of 
their friends, many of whom are ladies, are equally interested 
in the sports. An enlargement of the ground available for 
play is contemplated. In view of this, that part of the 
nursery which lies in the line of the proposed extension is 
being cleared in readiness for the time when an appropriation 
will be available for grading. Baseball, football, tennis, cricket, 
skating and bowling on the green are the principal sports. 


' CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
Dorchester Avenue and Park Street. 
(5.8 Acres.) 


This playground has been much used by the children on 
their side of Geneva avenue, under a female teacher; and on 
the other side of the avenue by men and boys, playing ball 
and quoits and putting the shot. The grounds need an 
appropriation for grading and fencing. 


SAVIN Hitt BEACH. 
Springdale and Denny Streets, Dorchester. 


(18.6 Acres.) 


An additional building, containing 548 lockers for bathers, 
was erected here last season. This relieved the pressure for 
larger accommodation, which has been felt for the past two 
years. Skating was provided this winter as in the past. A 
needed improvement is the filling of the marsh for a play- 
ground; sand for the beach is also needed. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 
Neponset Avenue. 
(18 Acres.) 


Neponset playground was used for baseball and for 
skating. A children’s corner is also established in charge of 
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a female teacher. This playground needs filling for extend- 
ing the usable area. 


Mystic PLAYGROUND. 


Chelsea Street and Mystic River. 
(2.3 Acres.) 


In Mystic playground the children’s corner, in charge of a 
female teacher, is popular, and so is the baseball diamond. 
Sanitary accommodations are needed here. 


RoGERS PARK, 


Lake and Foster Streets. 
(6.9 Acres.) 


Rogers Park contains facilities for ball playing and a small 
skating area. An appropriation is needed for carrying a 
small brook under the ground in a conduit, to permit of an 
enlargement of the area for sports; planting of the borders, 
too, should be provided for. Sanitary accommodations are 
lacking. 


NortH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 


Western Avenue and Harvard Street. 
(14 Acres.) 


A good opportunity is presented here for a fine playground. 
Material is needed for grading the surface, and the borders 
of the ground require preparation and planting with trees. 
Fencing would be desirable. At present accommodations are 
provided for ball playing, quoiting-and skating. A sanitary 
building is needed. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 


La Grange Street, near Centre Street, West Roxbury. 
(11 Acres.) 


During last winter the settlement in the centre of this play- 
eround was partially filled with ashes by the City Sanitary 
Department. These settlements, due to the underlying peat, 
which yields unequally under the pressure of the filling used 
in grading, interfere materially with the full use of the ground. 
More filling and a new system of drainage are necessary to 
correct this. Tennis, baseball, football and skating are the 
sports provided at this playground. 
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A vacated police station, facing Centre street, has been 
turned over to the Park Department, in which it would be desir- 
able toinstall sanitary accommodations, which are much needed. 


ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 
South Walter and Robert Streets. 
(3./ Acres.) 


This playground furnishes accommodations for baseball, 
tennis, football and skating. A sanitary building is needed. 


COLUMBUS—AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 


_ © Aeres.) 


This playground is turned over to the control and direc- 
tion of the Civic League, the Park Department maintaining 
the grounds and ice field. 


PRINCE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Prince and North Bennet Streets. 
(0.4 Acre.) 

In this little playground swings, teeters and other simple 
apparatus are maintained for the children of the extremely pop- 
ulous district in which it is located. A female teacher is in 
charge. 

FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Corner of M Street, South Boston. 
| (4.6 Acres.) 3 


From lack of funds the out-door gymnasium is not yet 
completed. The sports here include baseball and football 
and skating in winter. 


FELLOWS—-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Fellows and Hunneman Streets. 
(0.85 Acre.) 


Equipped with apparatus for children, with a female 
teacher in charge. Sanitary accommodations are needed. 


COTTAGE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Near Maverick Street, East Boston. 
(3.55 Acres.) 


This playground is fitted up for baseball, football, skating 
and quoiting. An appropriation is needed for fencing and 
for sanitary accommodations. 
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Forrest Hi~tus AND Mt. Hops PLAYGROUND. 


Between Washington and Florence Streets. 
Ra(2.On Ares, ) 


This fine piece of ground, which is in fair condition for 
use, could be much improved by a little grading. A sani- 
tary building is needed. ‘The playground is equipped with 
three baseball diamonds. : 


MARCELLA-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Corner Ritchie Street. 
(4.5 Acres.) 

This playground has been largely used during the past 
season. It contains three baseball diamonds. The locker 
room in the building has not yet been fitted with lockers. 
A 10-foot expanded metal fence is needed around a portion 
of the grounds to stop driven balls from going over into the 
streets and adjoining property. 


RANDOLPH-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Albany and Randolph Streets. 
(2.8 Acres.) 


This playground is very much used. It contains baseball 
diamonds and a children’s corner, where apparatus is in- 
stalled for children. A female teacher is in charge. The 
building standing on the grounds when purchased has been 
fitted up for basket-ball, on the lower floor; its upper floor 
is now being fitted up for a children’s in-door gymnasium. 


COMMONWEALTH PLAYGROUND. 
C, D and Cypher Streets, South Boston. 
(8.07 Acres.) 

Filling and grading has been in progress on this play- 
ground during the past season, without, however, interfering 
much with its use by ball players. It is being graded, as is 
our practice in the grading of playgrounds, in a saucer form 
to flood for skating in winter.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSA- 

_ CHUSETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSO- 
CIATION IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND 
CHILDREN’S DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 12, 1907. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — The past year, the sixteenth of our 
supervision at Charlesbank, has been one of unusal pleasure, 
for the happiness and at-home feeling of the children has 
been strongly in evidence. Their little bows and courtesies 
on entering and leaving the classes, their shy friendliness or 
their more boisterous regard has proved their affection for 
the city enclosure, which to so many of them is the only 
steady summer resort they know. ‘The more the population 
in that part of Boston has changed in nationality the plainer 
has become the hygienic and moral necessity for just such a 
playground as Charlesbank affords. 

The number in attendance from April 23 to October 18 
1906, inclusive, has been 132,650. There have been 13 
gymnastic classes for women and 11 for children, the latter 
far outnumbering the former, who, however, came regularly, 
and some of them from long distances. The lessons 
consisted of free standing exercises, apparatus work and 
dancing steps, save as the children had gymnastic and other 
games instead of apparatus work, which was familiar to them 
through their every-day fun and exercise upon the trapezes, 
parallel bars, etc. Relay races, cat and rat, dodge and medi- 
cine ball, London bridge, ring toss were the favorites as 
games. 

Given as harmless but encouraging prizes for good 
behavior were worsted balls, skating caps and capes, paper 
dolls, raffia mats, etc., all made by the Superintendent anc 
her assistants from the chance contributions of friends. 

The number of baths taken, though far from what is 
desired, was yet in excess of previous summer seasons, num- 
bering 3,824. A spray bath after all is not as much sport as 
a free public bath in a large tank, but it may be quite as 
conducive to health when soap is freely added, as at Charles- 
bank. 


PARK DEPARTMENT. . Le 


The mothers and babies constitute an important part of 
Charlesbank population, as they picnic on the grass with 
newspapers for tablecloths, or take magazines outdoors from 
the huge box of reading matter kindly sent by friends. 

We are very fortunate in the Superintendent, Miss Miriam 
Harris, who has sole charge during the summer vacation of 
the public schools, when Miss Mary Jewett Price is assistant 
superintendent, and on Saturdays in the early spring and in 
the autumn, when Miss Emma Phelps has that position. 

During the winter of 1905 and 1906, owing to the 
unfinished condition of the bridge, there were no evening 
classes. Yet each afternoon and all day on Saturdays the 
big playroom of the Lodge was open for any who sought its 
shelter and amusement, with Miss Phelps in-charge. There 
is no limit to the making of puzzles and dissected maps and 
to the capacity for perpetual swinging. Owing to the same 
reasons which operated last year, the Lodge again is open this 
winter, 1906 and 1907, only to the same limited extent. 

But a playroom is a far better resort than a street, and its 
slight cost of maintenance is largely offset by the strong 
moral influence acquired over the children through the 
presence of the same teachers and friends all the year round. 
We look forward with pleasure to the time when, with 
improved lighting of the room, we shall be able to resume the 
evening classes for women.

Sir,— As Official in Charge of the Pauper Institutions 
Department, I respectfully submit herewith my report for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1907. 

This department has charge of the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital at Long Island, the Almshouse at Charlestown, and 
the steamer “ John Howard.” 

The force in the Boston office, where the bookkeeping for 
both institutions and the purchasing for the Long Island 
institution is done, remains unchanged, and the work has 
been well done.

The Boston Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island is in 
charge of Mr. James F. English as Superintendent, who con- 
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tinues to discharge his duties satisfactorily. He has made 
many needed improvements in the buildings and grounds, 
details of which will be found in his report. He has given 
especial care to the comforts of all persons sent to this institu- 
tion, the best evidence of which is seen in the improved con- 
dition both in the hospital and almshouse. 

Dr. Nathan P. Thayer was appointed resident physician 
June 15, 1906, succeeding Dr. Simon F. Cox, resigned. 

We have had no resignation in the Visiting Medical Staff, 
which remains the same except for the death of Dr. Walter 
A. Lecompte, Aurist, and the appointment of Dr. Percy 
Brown as Radiologist. 

The President and Secretary of the Visiting Medical Staff 
have in every way shown.a desire to do all in their power for 
the benefit of the hospital, and I am under many obligations 
to them for their practical, kindly advice, which has been 
cheerfully given. 

The average daily population at Long Island has been as 
follows :

The per capita expense per week in the almshouse depart- 
ment has been $2.09. 

The per capita expense per week in the entire institution 
has been $3.77, an increase of 40 cents over the per capita 
expense of the previous year. Of this increase, 25 cents is 
due to a decrease in the average population, which is 57 less 
this year than last. ; 
. The appropriation for the maintenance of the institution 

at Long Island for 1906-07 was $160,140, of which amount 
there remained a balance of $3,252.47. 

The extraordinary expenditure for the overhauling of the 
electric lighting plant at Long Island has added considerably 
to the expense of this institution, but we have been enabled 
to do this and make other additions to the hospital and 
almshouse within the appropriation provided. 

The increase in farm products the past year has been very 
satisfactory. 

On June 14, the regular graduation exercises of the Train- 
ing School for Nurses were held in the Chapel. An address 
was made by Rev. Henry E. Murray of Charlestown. 
Diplomas were awarded to eighteen nurses who had com- 
pleted the course of training. 
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The resident medical staff and the nurses at the hospital 
have performed their duties with care and patience. The 
number of nurses has been increased. 

Religious services, Catholic and Protestant, are held at the 
island, the Rev. Matthew McDonald, S. J., residing at the 
institution and giving all his time for the benefit of the 
inmates. The visiting chaplain, Rev. William B. Toulmin, 
has been regular in his ministrations at the institution. 

The discipline of the institution and the hospital has been 
most excellent. 

I desire to call your attention especially to the report of 
the Visiting Medical Staff of the Long Island Hospital, so 
far as it relates to the overcrowding of this institution. I 
am perfectly in accord with them, but I can see no way to 
prevent this, and, in my opinion, it will increase so long as 
the institution is made a receptacle for all classes of patients 
whom no other hospital cares to receive. At the present 
time the hospital is overcrowded. 

With the force of doctors, we have been able to give good 
care and attention to all those who have been admitted, but 
it has been impossible to provide a sufficient corps of nurses 
to do the necessary work, and the nurses have been very 
much overworked. If a sufficient number of nurses were 
secured, it would not be possible to care for them, as the 
nurses’ quarters are now overcrowded, and, if the institution 
at Long Island is to be continued as a hospital to receive all 
those classes of patients that are or have been sent to it, it 
will not only be necessary to enlarge the hospital by the 
addition of new wings, but it wull be absolutely necessary to 
add to the present nurses’ home a sufficient number of 
rooms to care for an additional fifteen or twenty nurses. 

I -feel very strongly that Long Island is not a suitable 
place to send many of the cases that go there, particularly 
cases of phthisis and tuberculosis, and believe that some 
other and more convenient place should be provided for them. 
While for many purposes an island is desirable, particularly 
where isolation is necessary, for hospital purposes I believe 
it to be very undesirable. In the first place, the delay in 
reaching there with the patients and the difficulty of their 
friends visiting are important objections. My belief is that 
a hospital to care for these cases should be established on the 
mainland where patients could be within easy reach of their 
families and friends, as well as where they could have the 
almost constant attention and services of the Visiting Medical 
Staff, and, while a hospital for consumptives is being estab- 
lished by the city, I am informed by some of the trustees of 
that hospital that this will not relieve the present or future 
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situation at Long Island. I would urge most strongly that 
some provision be made immediately to care for this class of 
patients now at Long Island and those who are to go there 
in the future, and am strongly opposed to the expenditure of 
any more money by the city in building additional hospital 
accommodations at Long Island. Long Island is well 
located for an almshouse, and as such can meet the wants of 
our city in that direction for many years to come, but to 
continue the hospital would require, as I have suggested, the 
expenditure of a great deal of money. A different class of | 
buildings would have to be erected, as the present buildings 
and their construction are not such as should be used for 
hospital purposes. 

I sincerely trust that this matter will receive early atten- 
tion, and that Boston may have established in a proper place 
such a hospital to care for its unfortunate sick as is 
demanded by present conditions. 

This department should have for its own use a larger 
steamer than the present steamer, the “ John Howard,” which, 
because of age and its present condition, will naturally have 
to go out of service before a great while. I trust an appro- 
priation may be made to furnish the department with such a 
new steamer. 

The extension of the wharf on the north side of the island 
is absolutely necessary, for many times during the year it is 
impossible to reach it by steamer. 

I would suggest also that some part of the buildings at 
Long Island be set apart and furnished for a recreation hall 
for the officers and attendants. Isolated as they are, there 
should be some effort made to make life as pleasant for them 
as possible. It would be aninducement for them to continue 
longer in the service of the department, and the best assist- 
ance we have comes from those who have had most experience. 
This question has been urged strongly by many boards of 
trustees, and I hope something may be done at an early date. 

The Charlestown Almshouse continues to care for about 
the same number as in former years. The Superintendent, 
Miss Sarah G. Weeden, and her officers are to be congratu- 
lated upon the very pleasant results of their labor. The 
condition of the institution and the discipline among the 
officers and inmates is all that could be desired. Many 
improvements have been made during the year, and the 
buildings and grounds are in most excellent condition.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, LONG ISLAND.

DEAR Sir, — The report of the Almshouse and Hospital 
at Long Island, for the year ending January 31, 1907, is 
herewith respectfully submitted, together with such recom- 
mendations as I feel would increase the value and efficiency 
of the plant and tend to better the care and comfort of the 
inmates. 

The statistics of admissions and discharges are shown in 
the following table :

Much has been accomplished during the year in the way 
of repairs and improvements, and among the many I might 
mention the complete overhauling of the electric lighting 
system in the old hospital; enlarging the crematory ; concrete 
walks laid at the west side of hospital; electric stoves in 
diet kitchen; slop-hoppers in toilets of each wing of the hos- 
pital; bath-tub, toilet and sink installed in the nursery ; 
sun platform built the full length of Ward B; renovating 
apothecary store, and repairing salt water pipe lne and 
installing new steam pipe line from hospital to power-house. 
In the women’s building the electric lighting system has 
been completely overhauled, and wires are now being laid in 
conduit, thus avoiding danger of fire; concrete walks have

been laid in front of this building; window screens and a 
hot closet have been installed. The interior of the men’s 
building has been painted and renovated, as has also the 
chapel. A tennis court has been laid out in front of the 
Nurses’ Home. 

The butcher shop has been transferred from the basement 
of the men’s building to the old laundry building, and a 
new ice chest built. A new pantry has been built in this 
building to enable me to enlarge the officers’ dining-room. 

Our farm has been productive of good results, but has not 
come up to my expectations, owing to circumstances entirely 
beyond my control. Our herd, though small and wholly 
inadequate for our needs, is in good condition. We lost 
twelve head through tuberculosis and have now thirty-one 
head. During the year a colt was born and is at present in 
good condition. I would recommend the purchase of twenty 
additional cows, thereby enabling us to produce all the milk 
from our own farm that is used here. 

We have accommodations for fifty-four tuberculosis 
patients. At the present time we have 110 cases with no 
means of proper isolation. ‘The excess numbers are a men- 
ace to the health of the other patients, and steps should be 
taken at once to remove them to some place where they can 
be isolated, and ultimately to remove all cases of this kind 
from the institution. 

The inmates have been entertained on an average of once 
a month by various parties, who have in many cases volun- 
teered their services gratis, and to whom I have on your 
behalf extended thanks. ‘Three band concerts have also been 
given during the summer, two by the Municipal Band of 
Boston, and one by the Boys’ Band from Thompson’s 
Island. 

The religious welfare of the inmates has been carefully 
attended to and looked after by Rev. Matthew McDonald, 
S.J., and Rev. William B. Toulmin. 

In my last report I made mention of the work on the 
embankment in the rear of the women’s building. I had 
hoped to carry the work through to completion during the 
year just closed, but owing to lack of help I was unable to 
do so, and would respectfully recommend that steps be taken, 
as soon as the weather permits, to have the work completed 
with the aid of outside help; this is a matter that needs 
immediate attention. 

I would also recommend the addition of a sun-room to the 
women’s building, where the infirm women could sit during 
the morning hours while the wards are being cleaned and

properly aired. At the present they are obliged to remain in 
the wards, moving from chair to chair and making it almost 
impossible to do the work in a thorough and satisfactory 
manner. I would also recommend a new sewing-room on 
the ground floor, where all the women could be together 
under the supervision of the matron in charge. This is 
much needed, as the room used in the basement at the present 
time is wholly unfit, being poorly lhghted, very damp in the 
winter, and is altogether much too small to accommodate the 
required number, many of whom are unable to go up and 
down stairs. 

I would renew my recommendations of last year in regard 
to altering the old boiler house, in order to furnish a cold 
storage plant, recreation and entertainment halls and sleeping 
quarters for officers, the latter of which we stand badly in 
need of. I would also renew my recommendation for a new 
westerly wharf and building thereon. 

My thanks are tendered to those who have donated books 
and papers, or who have in any way added to the comfort of 
those under my charge; also to my officers for duty well 
performed. To the official in charge I desire to extend my 
hearty thanks for good advice and earnest co-operation in the 
work.

My report for the Charlestown Almshouse for the year 
ending January 31, 1907, is respectfully submitted. 

The average population has been larger than in 1905, and 
the general atmosphere and health record remarkably satis- 
factory, many consecutive weeks having elapsed with no one 
sick enough to bein bed. The condition of the buildings and 
grounds is good. 

Many minor repairs in the way of painting, whitew ashing, 
laying of hardwood floors, have been made, and a great im- 
provement in the basement and men’s dressing-room by sub- 
stituting terrazo for the former unsanitary wood floor. I 
would recommend the terrazo for the men’s dining-room. 

Modern plumbing has been-installed in two officers’ bath- 
rooms, a very much needed and appreciated change, and hot 
and cold water carried into the dispensary with a white enam- 
elled sink; new armchairs and small tables have added to 
the comfort of the old people. Officers and inmates have 
enjoyed the plentiful vegetables from our little farm, 

The kindly visits and ministrations of the clergy of St. 
Francis de Sales’ Church, as always, have been greatly appre- 
ciated. We should also express our gratitude to Dr. Rowe 
of the Boston City Hospital for two bookcases and more than 
two hundred suitable and interesting books, and to all the 
kind friends who have in any way remembered us during 
the year. 

My sincere thanks are again given my officers, who have 
rendered their duties most efficiently and loyally. 

I wish to sincerely thank you for your kindness and 
courtesy.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1907. 
Hon. JoHn B. MARTIN, 
Official in Charge of Department : 


The situation at the Long Island Institution changes com- 
paratively little from year to year in its medical aspects. 
Many of the questions to which we referred in our last 
report and which were there discussed at considerable length 
again present themselves this year. 

In the first place, the question of the status of the hospital 
remains in a measure undecided. We have repeatedly urged 
that the inmates of the hospital, and many also in the alms- 
house department, must be placed in the general category of 
the sick, although their illnesses may be defined by no more 
special name than old age and general infirmity. Many of 
the inmates are naturally of this latter class, and of these a 
very considerable proportion, in addition to their physical 
defects, show a greater or less degree of mental failure. The 
classification of these individuals at this institution, as else- 
where, is an extremely difficult matter. The question 
repeatedly arises whether they may be best cared for at 
Long Island or whether they should be transferred in the 
interests of the general good to hospitals for the insane. 
Many of these patients are harmless; others are subject to 
occasional and transitory periods of excitement; and still 
others, in much smaller proportion, are so mentally weakened 
that their presence in the hospital wards, or even in the out- 
lying dormitories, is a positive detriment to the welfare of 
the other patients or inmates. The policy which the Medical 
Staff has from the first adopted in regard to this difficult 
problem is to transfer only such patients as are distinctly 
and more or less permanently troublesome, and who, there- 
fore, cannot be properly cared for at this hospital, which 
makes no pretense to care for the insane as such. ‘This nat- 
urally leaves a very large number of persons who are properly 
placed in the mentally deficient class, and who may by a cer- 
tain liberality in the use of the term be called insane. Many 
of these we should be glad to transfer to other institutions 
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were any such available. It is, however, the lot of an alms- 
house, in the present condition of the public institution 
system, to care for the majority of this type of patient. In 
addition to those suffering from senility and accompany- 
ing mental failure, there is also a certain number of idiots 
and other demented persons afflicted also with epilepsy. If 
these persons become so troublesome that they require the 
protection and care of special institutions, it has been our 
custom to transfer them. If, on the other hand, they remain 
inoffensive and do not interfere with the discipline of the 
institution, they have been retained. 

The whole problem of overcrowding at this institution as 
at others is a pressing one, which must in some way be met. 
We have repeatedly called attention to the misfortune of 
mixing in the general wards patients suffering from venereal 
disease and tuberculosis with others who are free from these 
diseases. Separate provision for these two classes of cases 
is eminently desirable and should be repeatedly urged upon 
those having authority in the matter. Such provision has, 
however, not been made, and under these circumstances the 
necessity continues of placing venereal patients in general 
wards and of providing for tuberculous cases so far as the 
capacities of the hospital will allow with due regard to its 
various other claims. During the period of construction of 
further hospital facilities for tuberculous cases patients must 
be cared for under the conditions as they now exist. Unless, 
therefore, it appears wise to construct another building for 
tuberculous cases at Long Island, the overflow must be 
received in the general wards, where isolation can in a meas- 
ure be practised, if not completely. 

The work of the nurses during the past year has been 
excellent, although carried out under various difficulties. The 
growth of the hospital has been such that it has seemed 
desirable, and in fact essential, to increase the number of 
nurses, if the patients are to be properly cared for. The 
nurses’ home is too small, and further provision must be made 
if the number of nurses is to be increased to any material 
degree. The nursing at such an institution is peculiarly 
difficult and exacting, in many respects very much more so 
than at a hospital where acute diseases are received. The 
nurses’ should, therefore, have proper and sufficiently com- 
modious rooms supplied them, and their number should be 
kept at a point which will ensure efficiency in the trying 
work in the wards. We have repeatedly maintained that 
‘persons ill with chronic disease are deserving of the same 
care and consideration as those suffering from acute affec 
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tions. Such care can only be secured through the employ- 
ment of a sufficient number of nurses. | 

During the past year Dr. Simon F. Cox, assistant super- 
intendent and resident physician, long intimately associated 
with the affairs of the institution, resigned his position to 
accept the superintendency of the Albany (New York) Hos- 
pital. During Dr. Cox’s long residence at Long Island, first 
as house officer, later as assistant physician, and finally as 
resident physician and at one time acting superintendent, he 
showed himself a man of remarkable tact and efficiency under 
the most trying conditions. His mastery of detail, his atti- 
tude toward those with whom he was brought into contact, 
and his skill and knowledge as a physician, constituted a 
combination of attributes which one rarely meets. His 
departure was a distinct loss to the institution. The institu- 
tion was, however, fortunate in being able to secure the 
services of Dr. Nathan P. Thayer, a previous house officer at 
the hospital. Dr. Thayer has filled his position with judg- 
ment and discretion, and has continued many of the policies 
which Dr. Cox inaugurated. The plan of increasing the 
number of house officers from four to six has now been in 
operation upwards of a year, and has proved a success from 
the medical standpoint. The concentration of authority in 
one resident physician is desirable, and the men applying for 
the position of house officer are now of such a character that 
adequate and conscientious work is assured. We believe 
the medical situation at the hospital is best solved by this 
method. 

There have been few changes in the Visiting Medical 
Staff during the year. We have, however, to record with 
deep regret the death of Dr. Walter A. Lecompte, visiting 
aurist to the hospital. Dr. Lecompte had always shown an 
interest in the work which he was called upon to do, and had 
been a faithful attendant at the staff meetings. His untimely 
death is a great loss not only to the staff of the Long Island 
Hospital, but to the medical profession in general. 

We wish, finally, to express our appreciation to those 
having the affairs of the institution in charge during the 
past year. The co-operation which existed between the 
board of trustees and the medical staff in efforts toward 
the improvement of medical conditions at the hospital has 
continued uninterruptedly under your administration.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN.

My report for year terminating January 31, 1907, is 
hereby respectfully submitted : 

During the year we have lost by death seven inmates, 
five women and two men; two women died of cerebral 
hemorrhage, one aged 84, the other 75; two other women 
died of chronic heart disease, one aged 84, due to sclerosis, 
the other aged 55, due to valvular disease; the fifth woman 
died at the age of 88, and the cause of death was arterio- 
sclerosis ; of the two men, one died of cerebral hemorrhage 
and the other of entero-colitis. 

We have not had occasion this year to treat many in the 
hospital, and the results from those treated have been very 
good. 

Many minor troubles have been attended to at the dis- 
pensary; a large and generous supply of drugs have helped 
to give good results in these cases.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a_ systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The hospital 
buildings are modern in all their appointments, and contain 
three hundred beds. 

The superintendent of the almshouse and hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and manage- 
ment of the pupils in the training school. 

The course of training requires two years, and includes gen- 
eral medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the superintendent of 
nurses and the graduate head nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating-room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc. ; bathing, prevention and dressing 
of bed sores, the making and applying of bandages, applying 
of fomentations and poultices and minor dressing, cupping, the 
administration of enemas, and use of the female catheter. 
The pupils are also given lessons in massage. Maternity 
nursing is taught by practice in the confinement rooms, 
which includes digital examination of patients. Instruction 
is also given the pupils how to act in the various emer- 
gencies which arise in child bed. Pupils are taught how to 
cook and serve food for the sick in a proper manner, the 
feeding of helpless patients, and the feeding and preparation 
of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms in 
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a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin ; 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons, not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the superintendant they will 
be received for four months on probation. 

At the end of the four months, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineff- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examinations, they 
will, upon the termination of their service, receive the diploma 
of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 
Pupils are required after they join the school to wear the 
training school uniform and regulation shoes.

APPENDIX II. 


Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An AcT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the Pau- 
per Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and 
the Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, 
are hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two hundred 
and sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the departments 
of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except 
as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said depart- 
ments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trustees 
shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for the 
remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without compen- 
sation, but all expenses reascnably incurred by them in the per- 
formance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved bya 
recorded yote of the board of which the trustee incurring such 
expense is amember. ‘They shall organize on the first Monday 
of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by the 
choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number and of

a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments, shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 8. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the House of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton Insane Hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter. be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint one 
assistant. 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
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report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co- 
ordination of such work, and at said conferences said mayor 
shall preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by t for the benefit of any oneor 
more of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor thereof, 
by the officers in charge of such department or departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Secr. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall without his consent be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and 
to be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or 
‘transfer shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor.

The inmates of the House of Correction at South Boston 
were transferred to Deer Island in the fall of 1902, and since’ 
that time all prisoners who were formerly committed to the 
institution at South Boston have been committed to the House 
of Correction at Deér Island. ‘This consolidation of the insti- 
tutions has brought about a saving in expense, and the last 
full fiscal year, 1901-02, when the institutions were separate, 
the cost of maintenance with an avelage population of 1,349 

was $247,264.94; taking for comparison since consolidation 
the year 1904, on account of population, 1,895, being about 
the same as the year 1901-02, the cost was $184,649.62, a 
saving of $62,615.32, and the same average decrease in cost 
has continued up to the present time.

The number of commitments to the House of Correction 
at Deer Island during the past year was 6,606 males and 927 
females, making a total of 7,553. As compared with the 
total commitments last year of 9,232, a loss of 1,699. The 
daily average was 1,007, as compared with 1,264 last year, a 
decrease of 257. Of this number 4,960 males and 732 
females, a total of 5,692, were committed for drunkenness ; 
for other various offences than drunkenness 1,646 males and 
195 females, making a total of 1,841; of the total number, 
3,154 males and 126 females, a total of 3,280, were committed 
for non-payment of fines, aggregating $24,624; and of the 
committals for non-payment of fines, 2,878 were for drunken- 
ness and 402 for other offences; 488 males and 17 females, 
a total of 455, paid fines amounting to $3,712. These fig- 
ures are evidences of the improved moral condition in our 
community due to the present activity in all kinds of busi- 
ness and the larger and increased demand for labor, as well 
as to our present probation laws. 

There were released during the year on probation 564 
males and 226 females, making a total of 780; of this num- 
ber 110 were released upon the recommendation of the Pro- 
bation Officer, District Attorney, and the judge of the local 
courts. There were returned to the institution because of 
revocation of the Commissioner’s permit to be at liberty 14 
males and 24 females, making a total of 38. Release on pro- 
bation is granted by the Commissioner for good conduct in 
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prison and evidence of reform in the prisoner. There is no 
obligation on the prisoner attached to their release, other 
than their own honor to live up to the provisions of the per- 
mit; they are not obliged to report at this office, nor is their 
conduct or behavior looked after by any officer connected 
with this department, and it is indeed gratifying to feel that 
under these circumstances so many have given substantial 
evidence of entire reformation. 

Chapter 225, section 121, of the Revised Laws, allows an 
inmate of our institution to make application for release on 
probation to the Commissioner, which is forwarded to the 
Probation Officer of the county, permission having been given 
to him to investigate the case, and if he is satisfied that the 
prospect of reformation of the prisoner is good, his recom- 
mendation, endorsed by the District Attorney, is necessary 
before release can be granted. Three hundred and two appli- 
cations from prisoners were made in this way—110 were 
approved, and 192 disapproved; the law does not require 
any reason to be given to prisoners for disapproval of appli- 
cation. When a prisoner is sentenced to our institution it 
is understood by him that the law permits him to make 
application for release in this manner, but unless his conduct 
is good the application will not be forwarded to the Proba- 
tion Officer. Many prisoners believe that this probation law 
was intended to shorten their sentence if their conduct in 
prison was good, and if they showed some prospect of being 
able to care for themselves and a desire to live a. better life 
if released; and because of this anticipation of their sentence 
being shortened they are more anxious to live up to the 
rules, which accounts in a great measure for the good dis- 
cipline at our institution. 

In addition to the releases on probation from the House of 
Correction at Deer Island, there were also released from the 
Suffolk County Jail, by permit of the Commissioner, 34 males 
and 4 females, making a total of 38. 

This report will show 3,154 males and 126 females, a total 
of 3,280, committed for non-payment of fines. In my report 
previous to last year I called attention to the fact that chap- 
ter 220, sections 1 and 2, of the Revised Laws, gives the 
conunitting magistrate the power to place these cases under 
the charge of the Probation Officer, giving them such proper 
time as is necessary in which to pay the fines imposed, and 
an opportunity to earn something to support themselves, and 
in most cases. to help support dependent families. My 
opinion in this matter has not changed, and I believe that if 
this good and just provision of the law was carried into effect, 
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as intended, the expense to the county in caring for these 
people would be very much reduced, and a better result to 
the individual and to the community would be obtained. 

There were 265 males and 67 females, making a total of 
330, admitted to the Observation Hospital at Deer Island 
during the past year. In my opinion, and as I have suggested 
in previous reports, some hospital should be provided to care 
for these cases other than a prison hospital. 

Religious services, Catholic and Protestant, are held as 
usual. The Catholic services are now conducted by the Rev. 
William J. Scanlan, 8.J., who is continuing the good work 
done by his predecessor, the Rev. William J. Richley, S.J., 
who has acted as chaplain at the institution for the past 
three years. 

The work on the reservoir has progressed favorably, and it 
is expected to have it completed this year. 

We have continued during the year the extension of the 
electric lighting service, and all the buildings at Deer Island 
are now equipped with electric lights. An additional boiler 
has been added to the power plant. | 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner, Secretary of the 
Women’s Prison Reform League, continues her good work 
among the women inmates at our institution. 

The steamer “ Monitor,” in addition to carrying a large 
amount of freight to the different islands, has carried a total 
of 109,044 passengers, an increase of 1,486 over the previous 
year. 

The following changes have taken place in the consulting 
medical staff and the resident medical staff of the Deer 
Island Hospital: Dr. Alexander Quackenboss, who had served 
on the consulting medical staff since its organization, as 
Ophthaimologist, resigned in November last, owing to the 
pressure of private business. He has given his time gratu- 
itously and freely, and we regret very much the loss of his 
valuable services. Dr. John C. Bossidy has been appointed 
to succeed him. Dr. Joseph H. H. Kelley, who held the 
position of assistant physician at the hospital, resigned June 
30, 1906, to take up private practice. He had been con- 
nected with the department for more than three years, and he 
has given good service. We extend to him our best wishes 
for success. Dr. Bernard F. McGaffigan, interne at the hos- 
pital, was appointed to fill his position. Dr. Harvey A. 
Kelley was appointed on recommendation of the consulting 
medical staff of the hospital as interne on July 1, 1906, to 
take the place formerly held by Dr. McGaffigan. 
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The health of the inmates and the discipline of the insti- 
tution have been excellent during the past yéar. 

Frequent visits to the institution at Deer Island are made 
by the Commissioner and his assistant, and all inmates who 
desire are granted an opportunity to see them. 

All divisions of the department are in good condition, and 
the cost of maintenance shows the satisfactory manner in 
which the various officials connected with this department 
have performed their duties.

One male prisoner was sent to Foxboro. 
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Six thousand and ninety-eight out-patients have been 
treated, and forty-one thousand two hundred and one treat- 
ments have been given to out-patients. 

Two prisoners who remained overtime died — one of pneu- 
monia and one of nephritis. 

Twelve children have been treated at the hospital; of these 
one died of marasmus. 

Two births, one male and one female, have been reported 
since last year’s account was submitted. 

Dentists from Tufts Dental School have made regular 
visits, helping the work materially. 

Drs. Carson and Gay are still associated with us in our 
work.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND, 
Boston HARBOR, February 1, 1907. 


Mr. JAMES R. GERRISH, Master: 


DEAR Sir, —I beg leave to submit my annual report as 
Catbole Chaplain of Deer Island. 

First of all, I am happy to say that my relations with all 
on the island have been most pleasant and agreeable. 

I have found the officers courteous and obliging. Dr. 
Taft and his staff, Drs. Carson, Gay, McGaffigan and Kelly, 
have been exceptionally kind and attentive. The doctors 
have kindly notified me of every case of sickness where my 
services were required. I must add, too, and I do so with 
pleasure, that the matrons and nurses have been very kind 
and attentive. 

I say two masses and give two instructions every Sunday 
and Holy day of obligation — one at the women’s prison at 
6.30 A.M., and the other at the men’s prison at 8 A.M. I 
hear confessions on Saturday evenings at 6 o’clock. 

It is very gratifying to me to note the good results of the 
religious exercises. The poor people who are sent down 
here are to be pitied. My sympathy goes out to them. It 
is true they have their faults, otherwise they would not be 
down here — but who is without faults? It is true, also, that 
society must be preserved and discipline maintained, but itis 
also true that there is something good in every man. If you 
appeal to the good that is in him, you will get that good 
from him; uplift him and help him to become a good, safe 
member of society. If, on the contrary, you appeal to the 
bad in a man, then your motive is punitive and not reforma- 
tive; and when his time is up you send him back to society 
a worse and more dangerous man than when he entered your 
prison. 

I submit, in conclusion, a few recommendations, which I 
trust will be received in the same spirit of kindliness in 
which they are offered. 

One is, that encouragement be given the Catholic officers, 
matrons and nurses to be present at divine service on Sun- 
days and Holy days of obligation, for in doing so they not 
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only comply with the strict obligation of their faith, but their 
presence there will be to the edification and moral encour- 
agement of their brethren. 

The second is, that kindness and charity be mingled with 
discipline, for we must not forget that the prisoners of to-day 
may reform and become respectable citizens of to-morrow.

Str, —I submit herewith my annual report of the 
steamer * Monitor.” During the year there were carried on 
the “Monitor” a total of 109,044 passengers, making an 
increase of 1,486 passengers over the previous year. In 
July and August, 21,020 Randidge excursionists were carried 
to Long Island and return, this number being included in 
the total, and is largely in excess of the number carried in 
any previous year. ‘The only change in the personnel of the 
crew has been the addition of an assistant watchman, mak- 
ing a more equitable division of the work among the crew. 

The repairs and alterations made during the year have 
proved very satisfactory. The substituting iron for steel 
wheel rims, of which seven new sections were put in last 
fall, has proved to be a good change, for as yet there is no 
sign of deterioration. The change in reversing the piping 
to the boiler circulating pump will soon pay for itself, as the 
rods so far have shown no wear, whereas before the change 
they could not be prevented from cutting and would have to 
be renewed each year. 

The double dash pots, installed on the valve gear of the 
main engines, have also been a great improvement in getting 
rid of the clatter of the valves, as well as keeping them from 
undue wear by pounding on their seats. 

The sanitary changes made in some of the rooms have 
proved a great benefit to passengers and crew. 

The “Monitor” is at present in good condition, every- 
thing running smoothly and agreeably. I am thankful to 
report that there has been no accident during the year. For 
many courtesies and favors received, please accept my thanks.

Sir, — In accordance with section 24, chapter 38, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1907: 

My appointment as Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
having been confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, I assumed 
charge of this department on May 1, 1906. 

This department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston; New Municipal Building, 
Upham’s Corner; the New City Building at Codman Square, 
Dorchester; City Building, Washington and Richmond 
streets, Dorchester; Thomas-street and Poplar-street School- 
houses and Curtis Hall; of all buildings in use for city offices, 
market purposes, halls for public meetings, and the several 
county buildings; also hired buildings or parts of the same 
for city offices, county courts, ward-rooms and armories; 
also contracts for and supplies fuel for all departments of 
the city and county not otherwise provided for; this includes 
the Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public Buildings, 
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Library, Public Grounds, Cemetery and Market Departments, 
the Quarantine station at Gallop’s Island; also the police 
and fire-boats. Requisitions are made by each department 
as needed, the quantity and quality is weighed and inspected, 
and certified to by an employee of this department. 

All requisitions made upon the department during the 
past year for furniture, supplies, repairs and alterations have 
been given careful consideration, and practically all requests 
have been granted. 

The following buildings, or parts of same, are hired for 
municipal purposes :

The following will give a general idea of the repair work 
done on the various buildings in charge of this department 
during the past year:

stand; removed and replaced all storm windows ;

bricked up the fire-boxes of the four boilers; cut through 
partition walls in boiler-room ; reset iron plates, rollers, 
etc.; painted new reviewing stand; painted two coats 
all woodwork and tin on roof and dome, also all window 
frames, sashes, grill-work and iron shutters on building ; 
painted and decorated Mayor's office; prepared ceilings ; 
tinted and decorated same with pure ‘gold leaf; patched 
plastering; painted walls and woodwork two coats; 
bronzed steam pipes and radiators; cleaned off and 
refinished flooring, also all mantles, bookcases, telephone 
booth, etc.; washed off and tinted ceilings; washed and 
painted walls and woodwork and varnished furniture ; 
bronzed radiators and steam pipes in Mayor’s public office, 
City Messenger’s, Street Commissioners’ (5 rooms ), Lamp 
Department, Engineering Department offices, Room 
40, and all rooms of the Street Department, also ante- 
room of Aldermen’s Chamber; tinted ceilings and 
cornices; painted walls ‘and dado two coats on fifth 
floor; touched up walls on first, second, third and fourth 
floors; painted City Collector’s private office, and new 
shield signs for public office; refurnished Mayor’s 
office with new mahogany desks, chairs, tables, settee, 
etc., also new rugs; changed over electric system on 
west side of building, six floors; installed new tablet 
board ; removed all cut-outs and extended top circuits ;

Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sr1r, — In compliance with the Revised Ordinan des 
I herewith submit my first annual report of the Public 
Grounds Department for the year beginning February 1, 
1906, and ending January 31, 1907. 

I desire to say at the outset that the general work of the 
department for the past year has been carried on success- 
fully and without interruption, that the condition of the 
department is good, and that some needed improvements, 
thanks to your public spirit and liberality, have been effected 
during that time. 

This applies especially to the Boston Common, where the 
so-called Railroad walk, extending from Lafayette avenue, 
opposite West street, to the Park-square outlet, and the 
diagonal walk from the former to the corner of Tremont and 
Boylston streets, have been completed; and another diagonal 
walk from the northwest corner of the old burial ground to 
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Lafayette avenue, opposite Mason street, which was begun late 
in the season of last year and will be completed this spring. 

The new granolithic walks, especially the Railroad walk, 
have been a great improvement to the pedestrian facilities of 
the Common; have met with unqualified approval from the 
citizens generally, and, I trust, are to be the forerunners of a 
general system of granolithic “short cuts” for those who 
have occasion to use its cross walks, as well as for those who 
resort to it for purposes of recreation and pastime. 

A great and needed improvement has been effected at the 
southerly end of the Railroad walk, where the outlets lead 
to the Boylston-street crossing, into Park square, and the 
Charles-street crossing. The abrupt elevation at that section 
of the Common has been levelled to a gently sloping grade to 
the square and street curbs; the outlets divided by orna- 
mental squares for grass and shrubbery; the pathway, while 
still affording ample area for pedestrian travel, has been 
materially narrowed and reduced, and the considerable area 
recovered has been added to the cultivable or grass area of 
the Common itself. 

This system of granolithic footways on the Common is one 
which, I trust, will be extended as rapidly as the city govern- 
ment can see its way to foster and promote it. It will be 
most popular with all classes of our citizens. In this con- 
nection I would suggest that it would be a great improve- 
ment to the general appearance of the Common if the 
Mayor’s. walk, so called, extending from the central gate on 
Charles street to West street, were laid in granolithic material 
similar to the new Railroad walk, and that it be the first of 
the new walks to be selected for such treatment. The old 
system of plank walks, a makeshift at best, is not only in- 
elegant in itself, but expensive to handle and maintain, and 
gives but an indifferent service to pedestrians as compared 
with the concrete and especially the newer granolithic foot- 
ways. 


THE PLAYGROUND ON THE COMMON 


needs improvement and modification in several respects. In 
the first place, it should be isolated to a considerable extent 
from the other sections of that resort by the discontinuance 
of some of the walks surrounding or leading to it, the 
erection of needed barriers or fences, and especially the 
modification of its grades, making the area more nearly level 
or gently undulating. 

The most vital matter, however, connected with the con- 
sideration of the Common is the condition of the soil and 
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consequent integrity of the grass and trees on it. The soil is 
generally poor and worn out; it needs'prompt and abundant 
improvement in the matter of addition of good loam anda 
system of surface and subsoil irrigation. The artificial con- 
ditions made necessary in, the maintenance of the Common as 
a public resort, superinduced largely by the abstraction from 
its surface for generations of the leaves in autumn and grass 
cuttings in the summer season, have all tended to the great 
impoverishment of its soil, while the impure smoke and gas- 
laden air of the city, as well as the underground gas and other 
pipes and conduits, have had more or less injurious effects 
upon the vegetation. 

What is needed to make the soil of the Common properly 
nutritive and sustaining for the trees and the grass on it is a 
thorough renewal of its surface by the addition of an adequate 
amount of good rich loam. Until this is done most of the 
remedies that can be applied will be of the nature of mere 
temporary makeshifts. Iam fully aware of the fact that the 
remedy suggested will involve a very considerable outlay, but 
the question is, as the remedy is becoming more necessary 
every year, should it not be applied —and the sooner the 
better ? 

There is one improvement, however, which is imperatively 
calling for attention and is comparatively inexpensive, and 
that is a system of surface and sub-surface irrigation. The 
rains of the season under existing conditions, which need not 
be explained, are totally inadequate to the supply of sufficient 
moisture for the trees and grass roots to give nourishment to 
the same, and if we are to preserve the trees, at least through 
the arid autumn seasons, a resort to artificial watering is 
absolutely necessary. 


THE PUBLIC GARDEN. 


The floral decorations of the Public Garden will be con- 
tinued with the desire to meet the approval of the visiting 
public, and to improve the bedding arrangements on it. 
Many of the walks leading from the main central walk across 
the garden are not pleasing, from the fact that they depart 
therefrom at right angles, and this objectionable feature is 
emphasized by square and oblong flower beds, many of which, 
however, have been varied into more ornamental forms, as 
well as by the interjection of small, round beds, and here and 
there beds of geometrical design. 

As aresult of the settling of the surface of the garden, 
due to the subsidence of the material used in filling on the 
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original marshy bottom, there are many sections which will 
require grading or levelling up by the addition of considerable 
quantities of loam. This work of filling, and the repair of 
fences in consequence of the settling of the surface, should 
be done as soon as practicable. 

There is one improvement which has been demanded for 
many years, and every year with growing emphasis, namely, 
the sanitation of the water in the basin of 


._ THE PuBLic GARDEN POND. 


This pond was made upon the original marsh material of 
the Back Bay, and whatever material or fillimg that was 
dumped into it has ‘tended to settle into the mud or muck, 
which, being lighter, has constantly risen to the surface — 
that is, to the bottom of the pond — with the result that in 
every summer season the traffic of the pleasure craft on this 
pond stirs up this foul material, rendering a voyage upon its 
waters not only comparatively unenjoyable, but even perilously 
unsafe to health. This danger to health and the remedy for 
such a condition have been repeatedly set forth in the annual 
reports of this department, but I regret to say that up to this 
time the condition of the pond remains unchanged. 

The remedy suggested is, filling the bottom with a cover- 
ing of sixteen inches of cinders, on which a layer of six 
inches of Portland cement concrete should be placed, thus 
making a smooth, clean bottom, which would maintain the 
water in the basin free from pollution and from the danger 
of mephitic gases. This pond is a never-failing source of 
enjoyment to thousands of children and adults who patronize 
the boats or simply visit the garden. - It would add greatly 
to the pleasure of the public if we could maintain clear 
water in it, which is now impossible. The pond is cleaned 
twice a year at considerable cost to the department and the 
water changed frequently, but in spite of these precautions 
an unsightly and unhealthy condition prevails during the 
summer months, which is undoubtedly a menace to health. 

The curbing around the pond is, to say the least, unartistic. 
It is further objectionable because it is subject to frequent 
upheavals by the wintev’s frosts, causing irregularities in its 
alignment. It would be a great improvement to the general 
appearance of the pond and garden if this curbing were 
altogether removed and the green turf sloped to the water’s 
edge. 

While on the subject of garden improvement, I beg to 
suggest that one of the most desirable additions to the 
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accommodations for the public would be a comfort station, 
which has been greatly needed ever since the discontinuance 
of the Boston & Providence Railroad station on Park square. 
There is also a need of drinking fountains on the garden, 
and I would suggest that two such fountains be placed 
thereon. 

One more suggestion for improving the garden, and if it 
could be effected it would be greatly appreciated by the 
thousands who cross it every week day on their way to and 
from their residences in the Back Bay to the business section 
of the city: That is, that the main central walk across the 
garden from Arlington street to Charles street be laid in 
granolithic concrete, colored a reddish brown to harmonize it 
with the color of the gravel walks. 


THE OUTLYING SQUARES AND PARKS 


of the city have received attention, and the usual spring and 
summer displays of flowers and flowering shrubs will appear 
on them. ‘These resorts are extremely popular to the local 
population, as is evidenced by the large and continuous use 
made of them as healthful resorts and breathing places dur- 
ing the entire summer season. 


THE STREET TREE PROBLEM. 


The problem connected with the treatment of the trees on 
the streets of the city is one which, in my estimation, is sus- 
ceptible of a partial solution by simple methods. It is a 
fact, however, that the planting and care of these trees 
involves great responsibility and care on the part of this 
department. Trees on the streets of the city proper and of' 
the more populous outlying sections — Charlestown, East 

Boston and South Boston — have most unfavorable conditions 
to contend with. The soil, the wash of the streets, the sub- 
mergence of roots by street and sidewalk pavements, by 
which the necessary warmth from the sun is largely excluded 
and the healthful influence of the rain retarded, are certainly 
discouraging conditions to contend with; but when there is 
added to these the mutilation of roots in the work of setting 
or resetting edgestones, laying or relaying sidewalks, the 
opening of streets at the sides for making conduits, laying 
gas or water pipes, or making connections for house service 
the danger to the trees is greatly increased. Ido not charge 
or even imagine that in carrying out the works in question 
the men of the different departments and private corporations 
realize the mischief they are doing to the trees, or that they 
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are wilfully careless or reckless in their treatment of them. 
It is not to be expected that any of these departments have 
in their employ expert foresters, but that is no reason why 
such expert services should not be employed in behalf of the 
trees. 

My idea and conviction is that the work of protection of 
the street trees can be accomplished by co-operation between 
the different departments dealing with street work and this 
department. In other words, where any work on the streets 
involving interference with the trees on them is contemplated, 
that this department be notified to that effect in order that it 
may detail expert foresters under whose supervision the 
work can be done with the least possible danger to the trees. 


CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUNDS. 


The success of the sand garden established a few years 
ago on a section of the Public Garden has called attention 
to the importance of extending such places of resort not only 
for the very young, but for those who are still of too tender 
an age to avail themselves of the playground for boys and 
youths. Public sentiment now demands the establishment 
of sand gardens and swings in all public places, and this 
demand should be generously responded to by the city 
government, as it so greatly adds to the opportunities of the 
children to obtain healthful exercise and enjoyment in the 
open air. 


GYPSY AND BROWN-TAIL MOTHS. 


The work of exterminating the gypsy and _ brown-tail 
moths within the city limits has been strenuously prosecuted 
since November of last year, large details of men having 
been employed by the department in the work. It was 
comparatively easy to clean the trees in the streets and public 
erounds, but it is impossible to keep them free while the 
pests are allowed to remain on trees and shrubs on private 
estates. ‘T’o the end of averting this latter danger, I have 
been working in harmony with the State Superintendent, 
and we have established a well organized movement for this 
work. So far we have progressed satisfactorily, considering 
the means at our disposal, but now, with ample appropria- 
tion, we shall complete the entire circle of the city the 
present season. ‘The past winter has not been favorable to 
the work of discovery and destruction of the nests of 
the gypsy moth, owing to the excessive snowfalls, but it is 
hoped that this work will be completed in time to deal with 
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the nests of the brown-tail moths, which are exposed on the 
tree tops, and are generally easily reached. It may be well 
to mention here that, in accordance with recent legislation, 
the city will be reimbursed for the amount expended in 
clearing private grounds by special assessment on the proper- 
ties so treated. Later on the department will no doubt have 
to deal with the elm-leaf beetle, which may involve the | 
extensive spraying of trees. Fortunately the department is 
amply provided with apparatus to do this work. 


THE City GREENHOUSES. 


The structures composing the main group of buildings of 
the City Greenhouses on East Cottage street and Massachu- 
setts avenu. in the Dorchester district, are beginning to 
show unmistac<able indications of decay, and it will not be 
long before more stable and permanent structures will be 
demanded to replace them. In the meantime I would call 
attention to the fact that an auxiliary heating apparatus, for 
the protection of the very valuable stocks of plants held there 
in the winter season is an actual and immediate necessity. 
The present apparatus has been in use for years, and as 
several extensions of the main buildings have been made, 
from time to time, the capacity of the boilers is now taxed to 
the utmost limit. During the past cold winter this was fully 
evinced, and if there had been a failure or breakdown the 
loss to the city would have been incalculable. Such a con- 
tingency under present conditions will always be imminent 
in the cold seasons, and to provide against it would seem to 
be a duty that should not be neglected. 

Before closing this report, permit me to refer to my pred- 
ecessor, the late WILLIAM DooGuk, who so long and suc- 
cessfully filled the position of Superintendent of Public 
Grounds of the City of Boston. 

From the time of his appointment to the position in April, 
1878, to the period of his last illness,a year ago, he had 
devoted his talents and energy to the building up and 
development of this department. It was his life work in fact, 
and nobly he acquitted himself of it, for during his twenty- 
eight years of public service in it his energy never tired and 
his zeal never abated. 

In this work he encountered many obstacles which to men 
of less sanguine temperament would have been dishearten- 
ing; but from the first he entered heart and soul into it. 
He began by turning his own stock of rare tropical plants 
and exotics over to the city, and they formed a nucleus for the 
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present fine collection owned by it, which has grown to im- 
portant dimensions, as has been evidenced in the summer 
displays in the Public Garden. 

As a successful cultivator of flowering plants, bulbs and 
annuals he had few superiors. He was indefatigable in 
the pursuit of floral novelties, and was highly successful in 
producing as well as procuring them for the city. It is safe 
to say that his efforts in this direction were fully and widely 
appreciated by the citizens of Boston and the general visiting 
public. ; 

As an arboriculturist he was most successful. His treat- 
ment of the trees on the puble grounds of the city fully 
attest this fact. The trees which he trained and planted on 
the Common, Public Garden and other sections are among 
the choicest specimens of their kind to be found in avy city 
of the country, and will remain for generations to come 
enduring monuments of his skill in forestry, as the city 
ereenhouse plant is to-day of his ability as a horticulturist. 

He had many warm personal friends, who valued him for 
his fine ability as a successful floriculturist and his generous 
nature. He had hosts of admirers whose taste in floral gar- 
dening, it is safe to say, had been materially cultivated and 
improved by the products of his art. His life work has been 
well done, and he has now an honored rest from his labors.

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OBSERVATIONS ON THE MORTALITY OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON. 


Color. —Of the total tabulated mortality of 11,414, 11,064 
were white and 350 colored. 

Sex. — There were 5,967 males and 5,447 females; of the 
colored decedents there were 175 of each sex. 

Age. — There were 2,450 decedents under 1 year of age, or 
more than one-fifth of the total mortality ; 539 between 1 and 
2 years of age, and 438 between 2 and 5 years — making a 
total of 3,326 decedents under the age of 5 years, or more than 
29 per cent. of the total mortality. 

The number of deaths between 5 and 20 years was 646, or 
5.6 per cent. 

The number of deaths between 20 and 50 years was 3,281, or 
28.74 per cent. 

’ The number of deaths of all over 50 years of age was 4,059, or 
35.56 per cent. | 

The greatest number of deaths for any 5 year period was 662 

in each of the 50-54 year and 60-64 year periods. 


Month and Season. — The greatest number of deaths in one | 


month was recorded in March, 950; the least number was 691, 
in June. ; 

The greatest number of deaths of infants under 1 year of 
age in any month was 289, in August. 

Nativity. — Of the total mortality of 11,414, 4,860, or 42.55 
per cent., were born in Boston; 2,441, or 21.38 per cent., were 
born elsewhere in the United States; so that 7,301, or 63.94 per 
cent. of the decedents, were native Americans. 

The greatest number of deaths of native Americans oveurred 
in Ward 6, 386; this ward has the largest foreign population of 
any in the city, but as 210 children less than 1 year of age 
died in this ward it has the largest mortality among the native 
born of any ward in the city. 

The largest number of decedents of foreign birth were those 
born in Ireland; there were 1,932, or 16.8 per cent.; of these 
892 were males ‘and 1,040 females. 

The British Provinces of North America was the birthplace 
of 787. 

Natives of Great Britain were 341, of Germany 206, of Italy 
206, of Russia 219, of Norway 18, of Sweden 80, of China 10, 
of France 10, of Turkey 15, of Austria 24, of Portugal 28, of 
Holland 6, of Belgium 3, of Switzerland 5, of Greece 5, of 
Denmark 7, of Cuba and the West Indies 8, of all other nation- 
alities not specified in the Table VIII., of unknown nativity 195. 
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Parentage. —'The parentage (both parents) of 2,108 dece- 
dents was American. ‘There were 496 decedents of mixed native 
and American parentage. 

Of native fathers and foreign mothers there were 279; of 
native mothers and foreign fathers there were 217. 

Of foreign parentage (both parents same nativity) there were 
6,125; of foreign parentage, different nativities, 432. 

Father native, mother unknown, 85. 

Mother native, father unknown, 195. 

Father foreign, mother unknown, 164. 

Mother foreign, father unknown, 130. 

Both parents unknown, 753. 

Table XIII. gives the parentage (general) of the total mor- 
tality. 


PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Pneumonia is the leading cause of death, there being 1,619 
for the year; 377 of these were less than 1 year of age; 714 
were less than 5 years of age, or nearly 45 per cent. of the total 
mortality from this cause; the total number of males was 824, 
of females 795. 

There were 52 more deaths from this cause this year than in 
1905. 

Phthisis and Tuberculosis. —The number of deaths recorded 
under this head is 1,223, or 67 less than in 1905. While still a 
leading cause of death, it is steadily decreasing in numbers, and 
has so decreased each year with one exception for a number of 
years; as I noted in my last report, it does not cause so many 
deaths as 30 years ago, when the population was not much more 
than half as great. 

The greatest number of deaths from this cause for any 5 year 
uge period was 189, between 30-35 years; this number is closely 
followed by that for the 85-39 year period, with 160 deaths from 
this cause; there were 53 deaths from this cause of children under 
d) years of age, 

_ Diseases of the Heres — Under this head are classified affec- 

tions of the pericardium and aorta as well as specific diseases of 
the organ itself; deaths from these causes are increasing rapidly, 
more so than those of any other class; there were 1,480 deaths 
recorded under this head for 1906, or 108 more an in 1905. 
Nearly 50 per cent. of these deaths occurred between the ages of 
50 and 70 years. 

There were 76 deaths of children under 5 years from these 
causes. 

Apoplexy, Cerebral. Hemorrhage. —There were 581 deaths 
recorded under this classification in 1906, or 18 less than in 
1905. More than half the deaths from these causes occurred 
between the ages of 40 and 75 years, 

Cancer. —'There were 512 deaths from cancer in 1906, or 12 
less than in 1905, despite the small decrease in the number of 
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deaths from this cause, it has almost steadily increased for the 
last 50 years and greatly in excess of the proportion of deaths 
from most other causes; there were 186 males and 326 females. 


PrincrpaL Causes or Death or INFANTS AND CHILDREN UNDER 
5 YEARS. 


Pneumonia. — The cause of the greatest number of deaths of 
children under 5 years is pneumonia, as noted previously under 
that heading. 

Congenital Debility and Inanition. —The deaths recorded 
under this head were 452 in number, and form the second largest 
group. The number was slightly less than in 1905. 

Meningitis. — This disease was the cause of the third largest 
number of deaths of infants and children; the number recorded 
as under 5 years of age was 277, an increase of 3 over the 
record for 1905. 

_Choleru. — The deaths from cholera under 5 years were 119 in 
number, a great decrease from the record of 1905. 

Diphtheria. —'The deaths from diphtheria, under 5 years of 
age, numbered 89, or 2 more than in 1906. 

Prematurity.— The deaths resulting from premature births 
were 388 in number. 

Old Age.—There were 244 deaths recorded as_ having 
occurred from: advanced age, or senile debility, a decrease of 44 
from the record of 1905.. 


DEATHS FROM EXTERNAL CAUSES. 


Accident. —'There were 529 accidental deaths, 12 more than 
in 1905. Of these, the greatest number ascribed to any particular 
cause was 123, recorded as **‘ falls”; ‘* burns and scalds’’ caused 
84, ‘* railroad” (steam and electric) 81, ‘* drowning” 54, ‘‘ frac- 
tures, ruptures,’’ etc., 80, cause ‘* unknown, or not given,” 35, 
‘*run over,” 30; the total number and cause, as far as known, of 
accidental deaths will be found in Table X. 

Suicide. — There were 69 cases of self-destruction recorded in 
1906. Of these, 22 were by firearms, 21 by poison, 9 by illu- 
minating gas, 7 by hanging, 5 by drowning, 4 by cutting or 
stabbing, and 1 the manner of which was unknown or not given. 

Homicide. —'There were 27 cases of homicidal deaths recorded 
in 1906; of these, 10 were by firearms, 6 unknown or not given, 
5 by cutting or stabbing, 4 by illuminating gas and 2 by legal 
execution. 


THe ConsucaL Conpition oF DECEDENTS IN 1906. 


Of the 11,414 deaths tabulated for 1906, 5,782 had never been 
married; 3,423 were married at the time of death; 2,037 were 
widowed; 43 were divorced; and of 129 the conjugal condition 
was unknown or not given. 
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Of the unmarried decedents 3,279 were males, 2,503 were 
females. ‘The married decedents were divided as to sex as follows : 
there were 1,914 males, 1,509 females; of the widowed decedents 
652 were males, 1,385 were fémales; of the divorced 19 were 
males, 24 females; of unknown conjugal condition 103 were 
males, 26 females. ‘The greatest number of unmarried decedents 
in any 5 year period above the age of 19 years was in the 
25-29 year period, 223. 

The greatest number of married decedents in any 5 year period 
above the age of 19 years was 339, in the 35-39 year period; 
males 192 in the 55-59 year period, females 179 in the 35-39 
year period. 

The greatest number of widowed decedents in any 5 year period 
was 268, in the 35-39 year period; males 94, females 174. 


Deatus Nn Institutions, 1906. 


The total number of deaths in hospitals, etc., in 1906, was 
4,029; of these, 2,257 were males and 1,772 were females; 
2,849 were residents of Boston, 1,586 males and 1,263 females ; 
885 were non-residents, 501 males, 384 females; and of 295 the 
residence was unknown, 170 males, 125 females.

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DECEDENTS OF GREATEST AGE. 


The greatest age attained by any decedent in 1906 was 104 
years; this was a female, colored, single, born in the United 
States of native parentage. 

There were three decedents of the age of 100 years, two males 
and one female; all were white, widowed, and born in Ireland, of 
Irish patronage. 

One female attained the age of 99 years 9 months; she was 
white, widowed, born in New Hampshire, as were both her 
parents. 

There were three decedents of an age between 98 and 99 years, | 
one male and two females; all were widowed, and white in color ; 
the male was born in England of English parents; one female 
was born in Ireland of Irish parents, the other in Canada of 
mixed Scotch and native parentage. 

There were four female decedents between 97 and 98 years of 
age; all were white, and widowed; one was born in Italy, of 
Italian parentage; two were born in the United States of native 
parentage, and of one the birthplace and parentage was unknown. 

There were six decedents between the ages of 96 and 97 years, 
one male, five females; the male was white, single, of Irish 
birth and parentage; of the females, four were widowed, one 
single, all were white, one was born in Ireland, of Irish parent- 
age; four were native born, of native parentage. 

Of the decedents between 95 and 96 years of age, there were 
two males, seven females; the males were both married, born in 
Ireland, of Irish parentage; one female was single, a native of 
Scotland, and of Scotch parentage; six were widowed; four of 
these were native born, of native parents; one was born in New 
Brunswick, of English parents; and one in Ireland, of Irish 
parentage.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1906. 


There were 7,574 marriages recorded as having taken place in 
Boston in 1906. This number is 599 more than the record for 
1905. 

In 7,115 cases both contracting parties were white; in 240 
cases both parties were colored; in 17 cases the groom was colored 
and the bride white, and in 2 cases the groom was white and the 
bride colored. 

Seasons. — The greatest monthly record of marriages was that 
of June, 952; the least number for any month was in March, 
335. 

The greatest number of marriages in any quarter-year period 
was 2,116, in the last quarter of the year; the least number was 
1,442, in the first quarter of the year. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials. —'There were 
6,122 marriages solemnized by clergymen and 1,252 by justices 
of the peace. 


Residents and Non-Residents. 


The number of persons who were recorded as having been 
married in Boston in 1906 was 14,748; of these 10,9386 were 
residents of Boston, or one in every 55.4 of the population.

The following pages give the most important vital statistics 
and population, also a comparative analysis for the years 1902, 
1903, 1904, 1905, 1906, together with the area, number of dwell- 
ings to the acre, number of persons to a dwelling and number of 
persons to the acre, or density of population, for each of the 
wards in the city; also the principal causes of death in each, the 
chief cause being first in order. 

The figures for population are estimated and are furnished by 
the State Bureau of Labor and Statistics. The areas are from the 
report of the City Engineer for 1896, or directly following the 
establishment of the present ward lines, and the figures regarding 
the dwelling-houses are taken from the report of the Assessing 
Department for the year 1906, and is a statement of the number 
of dwellings in existence on May 1 of that year. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
Massachusetts State Census reports for 1905, but the ratios 
will probably hold good for 1906 for all general purposes. In 
some cases the census reports have differed materially with the 
report of the Assessing Department regarding the number of 
dwellings in the ward, as the definition of the word ‘* dwelling ” 
has evidently a different sense as used by the census authorities 
from that used by the assessors.

The southwesterly extremity of the ward (Precinct 6) is marked 
by a considerable rise, which includes Pemberton square and the 
easterly brow of Beacon Hill, the extreme elevation of which, in 
this ward, being about 93 feet (at Bowdoin street). 

This ward is in the oldest part of the city, and has the largest 
foreign population of any of the wards; it is also the second 
largest ward in total population, being exceeded only by Ward 20, 
which has about 2,000 more in population, but is nearly six times 
as great in area; although densely populated, it still has a very 
large portion of its area given over to business purposes; it con- 
tains 3 acres of cemetery area and 1 acre of playground.

MIscELLANEOUS TasBLes C, D, E ann F. 


The deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis, pneumonia, diseases 
of the heart, apoplexy and cancer aggregate more than one-third 
of the total number of deaths from all causes in the city. Table 
C shows the number of deaths recorded by each of these causes 
in each year, from 1811 to 1905, with the population of the city 
in each census year during that period, and an estimated popula- 
tion for each inter-census year since 1850. 

From 1811 to 1821, inclusive, Boston was under a town govern- 
ment and its growth averaged about a thousand souls per year. 
During this period the deaths by tuberculosis and _ phthisis 
averaged 191.5 per year; those from pneumonia, 42.4; from 
cancer, 3.1; from diseases of the heart, 2.6; and from apoplexy, 
10.5 per year. 

From 1822 to 1849 (in which year this department was estab- 
lished, and the present system of recording births, marriages and 
deaths was inaugurated) the number of deaths by phthisis and 
tuberculosis was 7,881, or an average of 291.9 per year; those 
from pneumonia, 121.4; from cancer, 11.8; from apoplexy, 
17.8; from diseases of the heart, 25.5, respectively, per year. 

The next period of years is from 1850 to and including 1867, 
which was the last year of the city before the annexations of out- 
lying cities and towns now included in its territory commenced, 
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except that part which is known as South Boston. In the eigh- 
teen years comprising this period the deaths from phthisis and 
tuberculosis averaged 756.6 per year; from pneumonia, 231 per - 
year; from cancer, 42.6 per year; from diseases of the heart, 
103.8; and from apoplexy, £5.5 per year. 

The next period of years includes the annexation of Roxbury, 
Dorchester, Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton, and is 
brought down to the year 1875, when Boston began existence 
within its present territorial limits; in the seven years thus in- 
eluded there were 7,542 deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, an 
average of 1,077.4 per year; from pneumonia, 2,892, an average 
of 413.1 per year; from cancer, 793, an average of 113.3. per 
year; from diseases of the heart, 1,608, an average of 229.7 per 
year; and from apoplexy, 789, an average of 112.7 per year. 

The last period of years in the table, from 1875 to and includ- 
ing 1905, involves the period of the real growth of the city as it is 
to-day. During the thirty-one years there were 43,407 deaths from 
phthisis and tuberculosis, or an average of 1,407.2 per year; from 
pneumonia, 32,059 deaths, an average of 1,034.1 per year; 
from cancer, 10,017, an average of 323.1 per year; from diseases 
of the heart, 23,127, an average of 746.0 per year;- and from 
apoplexy, 10,068, an average of B24. 8 per year. 

These averages are presented more concisely in the following 
table :

A careful perusal of Table C will show the comparative decrease 
of deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, and the remarkable in- 
crease of deaths by pneumonia (which in a number of years has 
exceeded the number of deaths by the ‘‘ white plague ”), and of 
deaths by cancer and diseases of the heart. 

Table D shows the number of native-born fathers and mothers, 
and of both parents of the children born in Boston in 1900-04; 
also the same details for the children of foreign-born parentage 
. of the nativities most largely represented in the population of the 
city. 
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Table E shows the number of deaths caused by cancer by loca- 
tion of the disease from 1849 to and including 1903. This has been 
compiled for the reason that it has been publicly stated that there 
are more deaths from cancer in Boston than in any other city 
in the conntry, and it was thought that these figures might be of 
some value to those who are interested in the study of the 
statistics of this disease. 

Table F shows the population of Boston distributed into native 
and foreign, and the number of foreign-born of each nativity, for 
the census years 1870 to and including 1900. 

Table G shows total mortality, all causes; deaths from 
phthisis; per cent. of deaths from phthisis of whole number of 
deaths for each year from 1811 to 1905, inclusive. 

Table H gives same information for deaths by four principal 
causes for the same years.

APPENDIX -B, 


POPULATION STATISTICS SHOWING GROWTH OF 
BOSTON PROPER AND ANNEXATIONS, 1630-1005. 
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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 


The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
—jin all, about two miles three quarters-and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster’s wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. ‘There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the ‘* Mill pond” land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a small portion 
of it is now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston: for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being ‘‘ rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses.” In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
_ ably that of Cotton Mather in his ‘*‘Magnalia” 1.31, ‘‘ seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot.” 

Estimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 ‘‘ beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town.’’ : 

On Bonner’s map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time ‘near 12,000 people.’? In 1735. 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

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In 1742 a census of the city was taken with the following re- 
sult: Total number of persons, 16,382; houses, 1,719; colored per- 
sons, 1,374; the total includes the colored, leaving 15,008 whites.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gave 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored — total, 15,731. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 17638, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows:

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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only). 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were ‘‘ old, 
infirm, and decrepit.”’ 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174. 

The following table gives the number of polls at different 
periods, and estimates of the population at about the same time:

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about

3,000; this statement is consistent with that of Bonner’s map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. ‘The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. Awriterin the ‘‘ Columbian Magazine,’’ of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is ‘* supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants,” but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for. the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the 17th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads.

Charlestown. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. , There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from, 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. - It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding -had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families. 

The population of Charlestown for the U. S. Census years 
from 1800 to 1900 inclusive, is given in the following table:

South Boston. 


This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the ‘‘ Neck,’’ as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, it is probable that there was none until 1660. The > 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
erazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the ~ 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
‘persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 18385 the population was 
5,595. 

The population of the South Boston district for the U. S. Cen- 
sus years from 1840 to 1900, inclusive, is given in the following 
table:

The original land area of South Boston was about 795 acres; 
its present area is a little more than 1,200 acres. 
The number of dwellings in South Boston in 1900 was 7,336. 
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East Boston. 


The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of East Boston, Noddle’s Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. ‘The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
_ upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle’s, Breed’s and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 18383, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle’s 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
or their tenants, never more than:a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on’ the 
island; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not official, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section:

Dorchester. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 1636 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
_chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were ‘* not less than six score or thereabouts,’’ which 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites 
and 37 colored persons; of the former 635 were males and 688 
females. There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table:

Roxbury. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson’s statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. ‘There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. 

The white population of Roxbury in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2,150. 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

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West Roxbury. 


Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. <A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. ‘There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812; in 1860 it was 6,310; in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ‘* Population of Boston Proper and Annexations.”’ 


Brighton. 


This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as ‘‘ Lit- 
tle Cambridge” until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the ‘* Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688,” the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table :

DBAR Str, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income, and operation of the Sanitary 
Department for the financial year ending January 51, 1907. 

The Sanitary Department has charge of the removal and 
disposal of house-offal, waste and rubbish, house-dirt, and 
ashes that are the product of burning materials for heating 
habitations, cooking and other domestic purposes. 

This department also has charge of the construction and 
repairs of carriages, carts, wagons, harnesses, etc., for this 
and other departments, ‘and the painting of street signs for 
the Street Department. 

The scarcity of suitable dumping places near the points of 
collection is constantly increasing the cost of disposition. In 
most of the sections of the city the time consumed in hauling 
the material from the place of collection to the dumps has 
greatly increased during the past year. 
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The department has tried an ash wagon of three times the 
capacity of the old-style ash cart, and it has resulted in giving 
greater efficiency in the removal of ashes. This trial has 
been so satisfactory that I recommend the purchase of as 
many of this kind of wagon for the Sanitary Department 
each year as the financial condition of the city will warrant. 

The cost of collecting and removing material would be 
greatly reduced in Charlestown, North and West Ends, and 
South End by providing additional dumping boats at the 
Charles River-avenue bridge and at the South yard on 
Albany street. 

Two Barney automatic dumping boats were purchased 
this year and placed in service at the Fort Hill dump. | 

The stables at the Albany street yard and at North Grove 
street yard are in such poor condition that they require con- 
stant repairing. The department should be allowed sufficient 
funds with which to replace these stables with new structures, 
as the continual expense for repairs, in my opinion, is, from 
an economical standpoint, a waste of money. 

The objections from the residents of Dorchester against 
dumping garbage in any section of that district compels the 
department to haul the garbage collected in that district to 
the scow on Albany street, which has greatly increased the 
cost of collecting in that section of the city. 

Until January 1, 1907, the Board of Health of this city’ 
issued permits to private parties for the removal of house- 
offal, but depended upon the inspectors of the Sanitary 
Department to see that the requirements of the permits were 
strictly conformed to by the holders. ‘The unsanitary and 
pernicious system pursued by most of the holders of the per- 
mits resulted in numerous protests. The City Council very 
judiciously took the sole power to grant these permits from 
the Board of Health and placed it jointly in the hands of the 
Superintendent of the Sanitary Department and the Board 
of Health. Under this arrangement there can be no shifting 
of responsibility, as the superintendent is now held account- 
able for the manner in which all offal is collected and 
removed. ‘The ordinance passed by the City Council making 
this change is as follows: . 


ORDINANCES OF 1906, CHAPTER 7. 


No person, other than employees of the city engaged in public 
work, shall, in any street, carry house-dirt, house-offal or other 
refuse matter, except in accordance with a permit from the Super- 
intendent of the Sanitary Department approved by the Board of 
Health, and no person shall deposit or dump any house-dirt,

the Board of Health. 

This ordinance shall take effect on January 1, 1907.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DeEAR Sir, — In accordance with the provisions of chap- 
ter 473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners submits herewith its fifth annual report, cover- 
ing the period from February 1, 1906, to February 1, 1907.

POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


The powers of the Board have already been defined in the 
last report to your Honor, covering the period from February 
1, 1905, to February 1, 1906. It would seem proper, how- 
ever, at this time to call to your attention the severe limita- 
tions that are placed upon the powers of this Board by the 
lack of permanent provisions for new buildings. Where the 
work can be planned only from year to year, it is impossible 
to lay down a reasonable policy with any assurance that it 
can be carried out. Other large cities, without exception, 
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that are pursuing a modern policy in regard to their school 
equipment, provide regularly and liberally for the new school 
buildings necessary to meet the growing demands of the 
population and to replace buildings that are out of date. 

The City of New York, with a population of 3,888,180, has 
spent on an average $8,000,000 annually for the last five 
years. The City of Chicago, with a population of 1,982,315, 
has spent on an average $1,800,000 for the past five years, 
and St. Louis, with a population of 624,626, has during the 
past five years fixed its school appropriation at $3.30 per each 
$1,000 of assessed valuation, and of this amount it has aver- 
aged $860,000 per year for new buildings and $637,500 per 
year for repairs. The Board believe they could do their work 
with $500,000 a year if only this amount were permanently 
assured. 

Of the three cities quoted, St. Louis is perhaps the most 
apt comparison, because it is nearest in size to Boston. Bos- 
ton has at present no regular yearly appropriation that can 
be definitely counted upon. In the past five years, since this 
Board was established, it has depended on the loans author- 
ized by the Legislature. After the first loan, which extended 
over three years, was expended, there has never been a time 
when the Board could look ahead twelve months and know 
what funds would be at its disposal; and at present there is 
no provision for the future. It is needless to do more than 
point out how seriously the powers of the Board are hamp- 
ered, when they cannot plan for work in advance. Almost 
equally limiting have been the circumstances governing the 
power of the Board in maintaining in proper condition of 
repair the old buildings, many of which require repairs far 
in excess of what might ordinarily be called wear and tear, 
and the new buildings, which require a constant expenditure: 
to keep them in first-class condition. 

When the Board was first established the repair work had 
been done, if done at all, with very little system, and the 
majority of the old buildings demanded substantial renew- 
als of the exterior before interior repairs could be justified. 
In 1901 there was but a half year from the establishment 
of the Board on the first of June until the first of February, 
1902. The first full year, therefore, was covered by the 
period from February 1, 1902, to February 1, 1903. This 
year the sum of $277,059-81 was expended for legitimate 
renewals and repairs. The major heating repairs, affecting 
the sanitary condition of the schools, heating and plumbing, 
were all taken care of out of the loan for Land and Build- 
ings for Schools.

In the year from February 1, 1903, to February 1, 1904, 
the sum of $285,959.36 was expended for repairs. In both 
this year and the year preceding a large proportion of this 
amount was spent upon the old buildings, making the exte- 
rior sound and tight, major repairs to roofs and to walls, thus 
preparing the way for the major interior repairs to plastering, 
to painted surfaces and to floors. 

The first building erected by. the Board was completed 
August 7, 1908. Not until this time, therefore, was any 
money needed for repairs of the new buildings, but from this 
time on the new buildings followed each other in rapid suc- 
cession, each building adding to the burden placed upon the 
repair account. With this added burden to face the amount 
expended for repairs for the year from February 1, 1904, to 
February 1, 1905, was $284,664.62. This year, for the first 
time, in accordance with chapter 376 of the Acts of 1904, 
earried through by the School Committee in spite of the pro- 
tests of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners and the 
opposition of the Mayor, such portion of the expense of admin- 
istration of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners as was 
not chargeable against the appropriation for Land and Build- 
ings for Schools, was made payable by the Board of School- 
house Commissioners instead of by the School Committee, 
and consequently was an additional charge against the 
appropriation for repairs. On this account therefore the 
amount expended this year was just below that expended in 
the year 1903-1904, although nine schools had been com- 
pleted since the first one was finished on August 7, 1903, 
and before the beginning of the school year in 1904, and 
the maintenance of these additional schools, representing an 
investment of $1,965,666.07, was chargeable against this 
same fund. 

The erection of new buildings had materially lessened 
the rentals, which was a relief to the School Committee, but 
none whatsover to this Board. For the year 1905-1906 
there was expended for repairs the sum of $283,262.26, a sum 
shightly below that for either of the previous years, and yet 
at the opening of the school year, September, 1905, nineteen 
new buildings had been completed, representing an investment 
of $3,729,284.63. 

Finally, in the present year, February 1, 1906, to Rebus 
ary 1, 1907, there was expended for repairs the sum of 
£539, 987.68, an ‘amount $40,000 less than that available 
in 1902, when none of the buildings erected by this Board 
were complete. ‘his year out of our repair appropriation of 
twenty-five cents assessment on each $1,000 of assessed 
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valuation, by special act of the Legislature, the School 
Committee were empowered to take a sum amounting to 
$60,000 for the payment of teachers’ salaries, of which 
$15,000 was later returned. 

Under such circumstances as these the powers of the 
Board are very seriously curtailed. Nor, with the inability 
of the Board to carry any balances on the repair account 
that might be saved from year to year, is there any possi-- 
bility of putting aside a sum which shall be available for 
such emergencies as repairing the Lewis School, which was 
damaged by fire, or meeting any extraordinary charge which 
might suddenly be placed upon this account. 

Major repairs for the large older schools will often run to 
a very serious amount. The new heating plant installed in 
the Girls’ High School a few years ago. amounted to 
$40,573.94 and at the same time certain sanitation was 
installed amounting to $13,685.33, in alla total of $54,259.27, 
and the plumbing done the same year in the English High 
and Latin Schools amounted to $65,684.14. Fortunately 
both of these were at that time chargeable to the appropria- 
tion for Land and Buildings for Schools, but in future such 
large renewals must necessarily come upon the appropriation 
for repairs.

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As far as the powers of the Board, therefore, are con- 
cerned, it is essential that they should be made secure for a 
series of years, so that the work may be properly planned 
ahead, and the amount set aside from repairs should not only 
not be appropriated for any other purpose, but the surplus 
each year, whenever it is possible to provide a surplus, 
should be carried to the next year’s account, so that there 
might be some reserve fund. 

The bill presented to the Legislature this year by the 
School Committee with the endorsement of your Honor will, 
if passed, make proper provision for the fund for new build- 
ings in the future.

(1.) ReEpoRT oF PROGRESS ON BUILDINGS DESCRIBED 
LAST YEAR AND ON NEw BvuimLpiIncs UNDER-— 
TAKEN SINCE THEN. 


(a.) The William EF. Endicott School. The William E. 
Endicott School, reported last year, was finally certified as 
being practically complete on December 4, 1905, and was 
occupied for school purposes on March 14, 1906. The com- 
pleted cost compares with the original contract price as fol- 
lows :

As a ten-room primary building the Board’s standards set 
the cost of this building at $77,000, which would mean 
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850,000 cubic foot, at 22 cents per cubic foot, or $154 per 
pupil. The final figures represent 348,883 cubic feet at 22.6 
cents per cubic foot and $158.11 per pupil. 

(b) The Nathaniel Hawthorne School. The Nathaniel 
Hawthorne School, reported on last year, was certified as 
being practically complete on December 26, 1905, and was 
occupied for school purposes on May 7, 1906. The com- 
pleted cost compares with the original contract price as 
follows:

As a nine-room primary building the Board’s standards 
set the cost of this building at $69,500, which would mean 
315,000 cubic feet, at 22 cents per cubic foot, or $154 per 
pupil. The final figures represent 281,305 cubic feet at 24 
cents per cubic foot, and $150.91 per pupil. 

(c.) The Charlestown High School. The Charlestown 
High School, reported last year, included two bids, that for 
granite, accepted September 12, 1905, for $67,000, and that 
for the general contract, which was not awarded until Janu- 
ary 8,1906. The original contracts were reduced at the 
time of signature by $11,510.70, so that the reduced amount, 
$294,626.30, really represents the contract price when the 
building was let. The figures to date as compared with the 
original contract are as follows:

(d.) The Normal and Girls’ Latin Group. The Normal 
and Girls’ Latin Group, reported last year as being on the 
drawing boards, was advertised on March 8, 1906, and bids 
were opened on March 29, 1906. The lowest bidder was 
the George A. Fuller Company, to the amount of $663,980. 
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In view of the cost of this group of buildings and the small 
amount that would be left in the fund for Land and Build- 
ings for Schools, evidently quite insufficient to complete the 
Mechanic Arts High School, the Board, after consultation 
with Your Honor, decided to omit the superstructure of the 
Model School and make various changes reducing the cost of 
the exterior and, after having the figures for these changes 
and omissions carefully checked by the architects, the con- 
tract was signed April 7, 1906, at the original figure, with an 
accompanying order of deduction for $135,106; the contract, 
as signed, was practically therefore $528,874, and represented 
the Normal School, the Girls’ Latin School and the Common 
‘Building, but with the Model School having only the founda- 
tions put in and this protected with a temporary roof. This 
group of buildings was let in four contracts and. when the 
general contract was let the plumbing had been figured, but 
the heating and electric work had not. A deduction was 
' made from the plumbing contract in the same way as the 
deduction was made on the general contract, so that this con- 
tract, less the work for the Model School, was $24,762. The 
heating and electric work were revised before bids were 
opened. ‘The contracts as awarded were therefore :

On November 5, 1906, it was voted by the School Com- 
mittee to complete the Model School, so that it might be used 
as temporary quarters for the High School of Commerce. 
Various circumstances made it impossible to replace the work 
originally included in the contract for building and for plumb- 
ing for the same price as was allowed when it was omitted. 
The figures, however, were very carefully checked, and the 
architects and this Board were fully convinced that those sub- 
mitted by the contractors on this work represented fairly the 
market value of the work which was thus incorporated in the 
eroup. With the heating and electric work there had been 
no deduction, but the Board had the original approximate 
estimates, and the slight amount in excess of these, which 
was figured by the contractors for the heating and electric 
work, represented reasonably in the judgment of the Board 
and of its architects and engineers the increase of cost in 
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labor and material. The final figures to date for the complete 
group are as follows:

If the original contracts had been accepted the city would 
have saved about $30,000. The addition to the Mechanic 
Arts High School, for the benefit of which this sacrifice was 
made, the Board found themselves unable to erect, owing to 
the excessive amount of the estimates for this work. 

(e.) The Mechanic Arts High School. The addition to 
the Mechanic Arts High School, which has been reported 
upon annually for the last four years, is still delayed. When 
the contract for the Normal and Latin Group was let without 
the Model building, there remained a balance of $452,872.61 
in the fund for Land and Buildings for Schools. No appro- 
priation had been made by the School Committee out of the 
forty cents for new buildings, and no permission had been 
asked of the Legislature to borrow. ‘There was, therefore, 
no prospect of any addition to this amount. When the bids 
were opened it was found that this building, for which the 
Board had originally contemplated expending at the outside 
about $300,000, would run, in the condition of the market 
at that time, and with the various additions that had become 
embodied in the plans to meet what appeared to be the 
legitimate demands of the work, to an amount rising 
$400,000. Moreover, it was now about twelve months since 
the last of the elementary schools was put in hand, April 26, 
1905, and from that date no new work had been begun to 
take care of the constantly pressing demands of the ele- 
mentary schools. Not only were there legitimate demands 
upon the fund for accommodation for the elementary schools, 
but there were very pressing high school needs, especially 
the newly established. High School of Commerce and the 
crowded Dorchester and Roxbury districts. Under these . 
circumstances it seemed not only inadvisable to attempt the 
completion of the Mechanic Arts High School, but practi- 
cally impossible, as the Board had not funds enough at its 
disposal to finish and furnish the buildings already under 
way, and also complete this addition. The work was there- 
fore again postponed. 
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(f.) The Dorchester High Annex. As reported last year, 
the Dorchester High, although so new a building, has been 
seriously crowded ever since its occupation in 1901. The 
Board had contemplated relieving the situation here by 
building class-rooms on an adjacent lot, and thus utilizing 
the existing plant of the Dorchester High for the four or 
five hundred children that would find desk accommodation 
in the Annex. In view of the desirability of restudying the 
whole of the suburban high school question, this matter was 
delayed, but the working drawings are practically complete. 
The superintendent and the School Comniittee now have this 
whole subject in hand, but have not yet made a report. 

(y.) The Edward Kverett District Grammar School. As 
reported last year the new grammar school in this district 
seemed to the Board imperative, and the Board had adver- 
tised, had selected a lot, and had received the opinion of the 
Superintendent of Schools, confirming this lot. With the 
beginning of the new year, with a new School Committee 
and a new superintendent, it was deemed desirable to with- 
hold action on this matter. The district has been inspected 
by Your Honor and has been gone over by the Superinten- 
dent of Schools, Mr. Stratton D. Brooks; repeated hearings 
have been given to residents of this district who desire more 
especially accommodation for the children living at the Savin 
Hill end, with the result that this Board, the School Com- 
mittee and the Superintendent are convinced that additional. 
accommodation is required at the Savin Hill end in addition 
to the proposed new grammar school, and the School Com- 
mittee voted accordingly on January 7, 1907, asking for 
such accommodation. The Board have advertised accord- 
ingly, and have under consideration offers of land beyond the 
railroad tracks in Savin Hill, as well as the offers that have 
been previously made for land for the grammar school. 
After careful consideration of this matter, the Board finally 
decided in favor of a lot located on Pleasant street, which 
though not in every respect ideal, seemed on the whole best 
suited to the needs of the district at large. Last summer 
when this matter was considered practically settled, Mr. 
Edward T. P. Graham was appointed architect, and as soon 
as this land is taken will proceed at once with the drawings 
for the new school. 

(h.) The High School of Commerce. On June 18, 1905, 
by vote of the School Committee, the High School of Com- 
merce was established, and on April 17, 1906, the Board was 
requested to equip the old Winthrop Street Schoolhouse as 
temporary quarters for the school, which was to begin its 
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sessions Sepember, 1906. This building was prepared in a 
very simple way for the work. It is a primary building, in 
not very good condition, and with no proper sanitary arrange- 
ments for the pupils. “As a considerable number of children 
were attending the school the first year, it was evident that 
larger and more suitable quarters ought to be prepared for them 
before the opening of the term in September, 1907. The 
School Committee therefore ordered, November 5, 1906, 
the completion of the Model School, so that this might be 
temporarily used for the High Schoolof Commerce. To fit it 
for this purpose the rooms in the basement, allotted to cooking 
and manual training, will have the equipment temporarily 
omitted, and these rooms and the playrooms will be changed 
so as to provide a physical and chemical laboratory, a lecture- 
room, and alunch-room. Otherwise the building will remain 
unaltered, so that the Board will not be put to any unneces- 
sary expense when it is occupied eventually for its legitimate 
purpose. On the same date as above, the School Committee 
located the High School of Commerce permanently in the 
Lewis District. The Board advertised for land January 19, 
1907. | 

(2) The Francis Parkman School. The Francis Park- 
men end of the Agassiz District was set apart as a separate 
grammar district by vote of the School Committee on 
December 26,1905. No action was taken confirmatory of 
this division of the district by the new School Committee, 
but in view of the growing needs of the neighborhood, devel- 
oping during the last school term, the Board decided to pro- 
ceed with this item. On December 20, 1906, Mr. C. B. 
Perkins, the architect of the present Francis Parkman build- 
ing, was appointed architect for the addition and the Board 
have the preliminary drawings under advisement. 


(2.) Limit or Cost ror ScHoot Construction, ELE- 
MENTARY AND HIGH, IN THE City oF BosTON. 


The schools without assembly halls or manual training 
and cooking rooms, which have been previously called pri- 
mary schools, are now grouped with those which have com- 
plete equipment for the higher elementary education as 
elementary schools. These two classes of buildings would 
remain in the cost of accommodation practically as laid down 
in the previous report, namely, that small elementary schools, 
containing 10 to 14 rooms, would be allowed 35,000 cubic 
feet per room and 22 cents per cubic foot, and that the large 
elementary schools of over 20 rooms should not exceed 
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30,000 cubic feet per class-room and 22 cents per cubic foot ; 
and that with the higher elementary schools the number of 
cubic feet allowed per class-room would vary from 48,000, 
allowed for a twelve-room building, to 40,000 allowed fora 
twenty-room building, and the price per cubic foot, as before, 
22 cents. For High Schools, from 82,000 cubic feet for a 
large building to 66,000 cubic feet for a small one, per 
class-room of forty pupils; and 24 cents per cubic foot. To 
arrive at the number of class-rooms with 40 pupils, take the 
total seating capacity of class and recitation rooms and divide 
by 40. Under the policy of the Board will be found a note 
with regard to the possible revision of the standards of accom- 
modation which might materially affect the cost per pupil, 
which is of course the final test. 


(3.) FuTuRE ACCOMMODATION. 


As reported last year the Board had then made a careful 
study of the more congested districts, and was prepared to 
advise with the Superintendent of Schools as to the best 
method of meeting the present elementary needs. It was 
not until March 12, 1906, that the new School Committee, 
which took office on January 1, appointed Mr. Stratton D. 
Brooks as Superintendent of Schools. The School Commit- 
tee had on its shoulders the reorganization of all the work 
that previously had been undertaken by a body of twenty- 
four members. The Superintendent had to organize the 
whole of his work on more or less new lines. It was out of 
the question to expect that either the Superintendent or the 
School Committee could, during the first months of office, 
be in a position to advise with the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners as to the future needs of accommodation. 
Moreover, as there was no appropriation for new buildings 
from the tax levy, and no bill before the Legislature asking 
for permission to borrow, there was no money available to be 
expended on new buildings, except the small balance which 
the Board believed should be appropriated largely, if not 
altogether, for the purchase of land. Before the close of 
the school year in June, however, the Board had made an 
informal study of the school situation throughout the city, 
and found that for elementary needs the West End (the 
Washington, Wells, Phillips and Bowdoin Districts) was 
the most congested, and the most difficult of solution ; 
that the North End was already crowded and in some 
cases served by unfit buildings; that in various districts 
where rapid growth was being made it was desirable to take 
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land before it was occupied by buildings. This would 
apply to the Oak square end of the Bennett District, the 
Robert G. Shaw District, and to East Boston, the districts 
covered by the Blackinton, Emerson, and Chapman and by 
the Adams. The needs of the Edward Everett, Hyde and 
Sherwin districts have already been referred to in the pre- 
vious report, and to these is to be added the Dudley. In 
fact, there is hardly a district that can be said to be supplied 
with any provision for the future. On June 26, 1906, 
the School Committee voted that additional accommoda- 
tion was required in the Washington District, but the 
Board has taken no final action here, because the only lots 
that seemed in any way available belonged to other im- 
portant city departments, and it would have seriously 
interfered with their work if the land were taken by 
this Board. Moreover, one of the lots was on the 
extreme edge of the congested district, and the Board 
believed, and was confirmed in this opinion by a 
conference with the Superintendent and with the mas- 
ters of the Washington, Wells, Phillips and Bowdoin Schools, 
that the question was a larger one than merely the relief of a 
single district, so that although the Board proceeded so far 
as to appoint an architect, Mr. James T. Kelley, on Septem- 
ber 26, 1906, and to have tentative plans prepared for one 
site, nothing definite has yet been accomplished. 
With the building of the Charles River dam and the large 
park area that was to be added by this construction for the 
benefit of the people of this immediate neighborhood, it 
seemed to the Board that it would be for the best interests 
of the district and of the City of Boston to ask permission 
to erect the building so much needed: for the relief of the 
West End on a portion of the Charles River embankment. 
A building so located as to be near the present boys’ 
playground would offer the boys the advantages of an 
indoor gymnasium and baths. The population in this dis- 
trict is almost wholly Hebrew and foreign, and the evening 
school work is in some respects quite as important as the 
day work. At present this is carried on under very uncom- 
fortable conditions at the Mayhew, and under conditions 
something better at the Wells. The new building would 
provide for this. The population of this district lives in 
crowded tenements, and both the children and the mothers 
would get the advantage of the building on the park, which 
would give them better air, shelter from the sun and heat, 
and convenient toilet accommodations; and the summer 
school in this location would be infinitely better than in a 
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place in the midst of the crowded tenements. The area on 
the embankment is approximately 400,000 square feet, and 
not more than 20,000 of this total would be occupied by the 
proposed building and its yard, while just beyond the dam a 
park will be built with an area in excess of 500,000 square 
feet. A petition has therefore been presented to the Legis- 
lature, asking permission to locate a building for the relief 
of the congestion of the West End on the embankment. 

In the Dudley District, the School Committee voted on 
October 24, 1905, for additional accommodation. The Board 
had hoped in the past to relieve this district with the com- 
pletion of the Dearborn School. Before that it had been 
suggested that the Dudley and Dillaway Schools might both 
be enlarged. The Dearborn School is full and has not 
relieved the situation, and it is not practicable to enlarge 
either the Dudley or the Dillaway Schools, and therefore to 
provide for additional accommodation in this district the 
Board advertised for land on January 51, 1907. 

In the Edward Everett District, the Board voted on 
November 16, 1906, to request the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners to take land for a grammar school, and in compliance 
with the vote of the School Committee of January 7, 1907, 
asking that provision be made for additional elementary 
school accommodation in this district, the Board advertised 
for, and have under consideration, offers for land; the latter 
accommodation being more especially for the benefit of the 
residents of Savin Hill, and the former for the benefit of the 
whole district. 

In the Bennett District the School Committee passed a 
vote on November 21, 1906, asking for additional accommo- 
dation, and the Board, in response, asked the Street Commis- 
sioners on January 11, 1907, to take land adjacent to the 
Hobart Street School, and advertised November 26, 1906, for 
land for a new elementary school, offers for which are now 
held under consideration. 

In the Blackinton District, the School Committee on Jan- 
uiry 2, 1907, voted that additional accommodation was 
needed, which the Board understood to mean a building so 
located as to relieve the Emerson District, which, in turn, 
might relieve the Chapman District, and the Board on Jan- 
uary 21, 1907, opened bids for land accordingly, which bids 
are under advisement. 

In the Robert G. Shaw District, the Board has received a 
favorable proposition for the purchase of land adjacent to 
the Mount Vernon Street School. This provides a lot of 
nearly 80,000 square feet for the future elementary needs of 
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this district. The Board believes that land should be taken 
to provide better accommodation for the Germantown end 
of the district, and have written to the Superintendent of 
Schools for advice on this point. 

In the Quincy District, the School Committee voted on 
January 21, 1907, that additional accommodations be pro- 
vided for manual training, and the Board on January 24, 
1907, voted to request the Board of Street Commissioners 
to take land adjoining the Quincy School, in area approxi- 
mating 1,584 square feet, on which will be erected a build- 
ing for the teaching of manual training. 

In the Phillips District, the School Committee passed a 
vote January 21, 1907, asking for additional elementary 
school accommodation, and the Board on January 24, 1907, 
advertised for land in this district. 

In the Lewis District, the School Committee by vote of 
November 5, 1906, authorized the establishment of a High 
School of Commerce, and the Board on January 19, 1907, 
advertised for land for this purpose. 


(4.) SANITATION INSTALLED. 


As reported last year the most serious of the sanitary prob- 
lems in the old schools have been taken care of, and whatever 
work is now done will be in the nature of replacing systemis, 
such as flush vaults, which, though not absolutely unsanitary, 
are by no means in line with modern work. Beside the 
schools that have systems that should be replaced, there are, 
as previously noted, a considerable number of schools whose 
material condition is not such as to warrant the expenditure 
of a considerable amount in order to put in new sanitation, 
either heating or plumbing. The following is a list of such 
buildings. 

Those having flush vaults, good of their kind, but not 
modern: 


Cudworth. Wyman.

Agassiz. ~Washington Street, Germantown.

The Brimmer and Winthrop might also fall under this 
same clause, and the Board have a new building in contem- 
plation to replace both of these old schools. 

There is one building with a cremating system, the Henry 
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L. Pierce. No complaint has been received of the system in 
this school, and it has therefore been allowed to remain. 

The following have vaults in out-houses, but the buildings 
themselves do not warrant any expenditure :, 


Austin. Sharp. 
Baldwin. North Margin Street. 


The fixtures in use by the Board are the same as those 
reported on in previous years, with the exception of a slight 
modification of the short-hopper closet, which gives us a 
heavier bowl and does away with the neeessity of having an 
independent support for the seat. 

The following is a description of the work done this year : 


CoTraGE-PLAce ScuHoo.. This is a three-room kindergarten 
building in the Comins District. Old long-hopper closets and all 
old plumbing in building removed. New installation of four low- 
down closets on first and second floors. New teacher’s closet on 
second floor. New soapstone sink for kitchen in basement, two 
slate sinks on first and second floor. New wastes, vents and 
supplies throughout. Old laboratory bowls were reset, but new 
traps, wastes and vents were connected up to same. In connec- 
tion with this work, general repairs, such as whitewashing base- 
ment, new coal-bins, repairs on stairs and painting and tinting of 
toilet and lavatory rooms were provided for. Completed, Sep- 
tember, 1906. Cost $1,452.03. 

Hypre Scnoor. This is a fourteen-room grammar building in 
the Hyde District. Old system of vaults in basement and all old 
plumbing- in building removed. ‘New system installed in base- 
ment, consisting of 42 short-hopper closets, two 12-inch long slate 
sinks, 1 janitor’s galvanized iron sink, 1 janitor’s water-closet. 
Above the basement were placed 6 slate sinks, 2 on each floor; 1 
teacher’s closet, 1 master’s closet, 1 emergency closet, 1 kinder- 
garten closet, 2 bowls, also 2 extra bowls without backs or slabs 
were provided in the third story, and wastes, vents and supplies 
throughout. A complete system of yard drainage was installed, 
consisting of 4 catchbasins, connected direct to main surface 
drainage sewer in street. A complete extra surface drainage 
system to take care of rain-water, independent of the sewage sys- 
tem direct to surface drainage sewer in street, was also installed. 
New local ventilation for closets connected up with the present 
local ventilation fan system in the building. Owing to the nature 
of the soil in this locality it was necessary to relay the entire 
basement floor, which had settled badly. Iron floor beams were 
laid, on these a flooring of concrete slabs was placed and the 
entire floors covered with granolithic finish, except the toilet floors, 
which were. covered with an asphalt finish. The heating and 
ventilating system was repaired, the stacks in the basement 
bricked up, and a general rearrangement of galvanized iron intakes 
made. Completed September, 1906. Cost $14,344.20. 
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(5.) FIRE PROTECTION. 


Again emphasis must be placed on the seriously reduced 
amount available for repairs, which has made the work under 
this heading, imperative as it may appear to some, out-of the 
question for the Board to undertake either systematically or 
thoroughly.. The Board has a complete statement of the 
existing conditions in all the schools of the older types, the 
report dealing more especially with the condition of the heating 
apparatus, its location, and the materials in the walls or floors 
near it, and the material of ducts and the method of construc- 
tion about them. When the amount available in the repair 
fund is sufficient to take care of this work, the Board hope to 
undertake it systematically, until all the basements of the 
older schools are properly protected from fire. In addition 
to this, they will equip, where required by the Fire Depart- 
ment, with fire-escapes, but in the opinion of the Board these 
are not intended for and should not be used by the children, 
except in cases of extreme emergency and then under the 
supervision of the Fire Department. The Board believes 
that the most effective kind of fire protection in the schools 
is to protect from fire by safeguarding the heating apparatus 
and the coal-rooms, and that the children can always be most 
quickly and most safely taken out of the building by the reg- 
ular means to which they are accustomed. 

The work installed this year under this head was the fire- 
escape in the Sharp School, together with miscellaneous work 
in connection with changing bolts on front doors, and install- 
ing fire gongs.

REPAIRS. 


Under the appropriation for 1906-1907, $247,400 was 
available for repairs and for administration expenses. Of 
this $22,532.55 was paid for administration expenses and 
$15,666.57 was required to pay accounts belonging to 1905, 
but which could not be met, owing to the unexpected strain 
on the repair account, due to the expense of making good the 
damage after the fire in the Lewis School; the latter amount 
represents an actual deficit, chargeable against the repair 
account for 1905-1906. Deducting these two amounts the 
Board started the year, therefore, with $209,200.88 for repairs. 
With this amount the Board was expected to continue 
repairs of all the buildings that existed in 1902-1903, when 
the amount expended for repairs was $277,059.81, and to 
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repair and keep in condition $3,729,284.63 worth of buildings 
erected since that date, and, beside this, to make the major 
repairs in heating and sanitation which, up to 1906, were 
taken care of by the appropriation for Land and Buildings 
for Schools. The total valuation of the school property of 
the City of Boston in 1906 was $16,782,000, of which 
$12,075,200 represents the value of school buildings, and 
$4,706,800 the value of land; of the $12,075,200, the sum 
of $4,185,600 represents buildings that may fairly be called 
new buildings of modern construction, and the remainder are 
entirely either second class construction or third. It is not 
only a good investment for the city to see that their first- 
class buildings are kept in absolutely good condition, but it 
is also economy for them to see that such of the old buildings 
as are yet to stand should be put in such condition as to 
make them a good investment for the city, to make their 
heating and ventilation and sanitary equipment up to the 
standard of modern requirements, so that the health of the 
children may be preserved, and to protect them, as far as pos- 
sible, from danger from fire. 

The system for making repairs is the same as that reported 
in detail last year. It is there suggested that while the 
Board is satisfied with its system for major repairs, it 
is not so satisfied with its system for minor repairs, and 
hoped that it could arrive at some method where these 
could be executed at a reasonable cost and without the delay 
and red tape that are now entailed. Other large cities, notably 
Chicago, have been entirely successful in managing repairs 
themselves with their own force, and we believe that it ought 
to be possible to take care of the bulk of our minor repairs 
in the same way. The Board has taken the matter of 
general repairs under consideration, and has already its expert 
electrical engineer and a working electrician for the electrical 
repairs. 


EV. 


POLICY OF THE BOARD. : 


The policy of the Board remains unchanged as to the new 
buildings of elementary grade, their cost and equipment, and 
the relation of the Board to the architects and contractors 
employed by them. The agreement that is made between 
the Board and its architects is included in Appendix 
\V. for reference. 

The problems connected with the erection of high schools 
have been advanced, first, by an admirable report on the 
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equipment of chemical laboratories, prepared for the Board 
by Professor Charles R. Sanger of Harvard, This report 
was based upon the careful study of the equipment in the 
English’ High, Mechanic Arts High, West Roxbury High, 
Roxbury High and Dorchester High Schools, and on his own 
experience as a teacher of chemistry for the last twenty-five 
years. The conclusions arrived at by Professor Sanger are 
given in Appendix VI. Second, a report on the equip- 
ment of physical laboratories, prepared by the Assistant 
Superintendents and supplemented by a special report on 
electrical equipment (see General Information, First Class 
Construction, Physical Laboratory); third, a report on the 
equipment for the handicraft, or manual training, for High 
Schools, by Assistant Superintendent White. (See General 
Information, First Class Construction, Handicraft Room.) 
These will certainly help to establish a reasonable standard 
for equipment for all of this work. The Board has also 
decided to try experiments in the Charlestown High School, 
looking towards the solution of the problem of the dis- 
position of school books when a building is used for both 
day and evening work. If the desks are open, there is 
always danger of the contents being used, or in some way 
interfered with. If they are locked, there is not only the 
expense, but the trouble with lost keys, etc. At the Charles- 
town High we are providing box desks, not intended for the 
reception of books, except temporarily, and at the close of 
the day session each pupil puts his books away in a pigeon 
hole assigned to him, and the whole set is locked by the 
teacher. The evening school will then have the occupation 
of an empty desk. If this proves successful in the Charles- 
town High, it may well be adopted in the elementary schools 
where evening work is done. We shall also test in the 
Charlestown High the experimental lecture-room seat, re- 
ferred to in last year’s report. 

On the subject of domestic engineering, the Board has 
been able to carry out part of its plan outlined in last year’s 
report, page 26, and has appointed an electrical engineer and 
an assistant, a working electrician; but has not yet found 
the right man to take charge of the heating and ventilation. 
It seems to the Board that the time has now come when it 
would be of advantage for it to take complete control of 
everything connected with the erection of the new buildings, 
establishing permanent departments under Civil Service 
examinations, which should have charge of the buildings, an 
architectural department, a department of domestic engi- 
neering, of heating and ventilation, of electric work, and of 
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all problems of civil engineering, lines, levels, surveys, ete. 
At the present time the Board has a civil engineer and 
an electrical engineer, and believes that it would be of 
advantage to the city to extend this service to include all of 
its work. It might appear that this is reverting to the sys- 
tem represented by the appointment of a city architect, and 
which was not considered successful. It differs, however, 
from this in two essential points: first, that the architect 
would, in this case, be an employee of a governing board ; 
and» second, having been appointed under Civil Service, 
would be practically a permanent official of the Board. The 
Board has already had the practical assistance and co-oper- 
ation of a large number of the most skilled architects in 
Boston, and with their assistance has established a standard 
for construction and equipment, which can be better handled 
by a single architectural office than by a succession of offices, 
all of which cannot be expected to be familiar with the work 
of the Board. A single permanent architectural head would 
be able to carry on a consistent policy, while the fact that 
he was directed, and to some extent controlled, by the Board, 
would be a safeguard against the work getting into unde- 
sirable ruts. At present the force of the "department is as 
follows:

As intimated in the report of last year, the radical change | 
in the School Committee has been of great advantage to this 
Board, and will be of still more advantage in the future now 
that the preliminary work of re-arranging administrative 
matters has been finished, and the School Committee, with 
the Superintendent and Assistant Superintendents can devote 


*Ii will be seen from the above that the Board has an Architectural Department, 
but this department is not equipped for designing and making working drawings for 
new buildings, and is employed simply on such architectural work as is connected 
with repairs. 
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their attention more exclusively to the actual management of 
the schools. The chief change in the duties of the School 
Committee lies in the fact that a large amount of authority 
and responsibility now rests with the permanent educational 
experts, the Superintendent and the six Assistant Superin- 
tendents. As this Board is officially concerned with the 
Superintendent, and almost exclusively with him, his added 
powers are of material assistance to this Board in the prob- 
lems relating to school population, its growth and the loca- 
tion of new buildings. 

The School Committee has obliterated a somewhat imagi- 
nary line between primary and grammar children, and this 
action will affect the work of the Board, especially if it 
trends in the direction of putting a larger number of children 
into the elementary schools of lower grade and reducing the 
number of grades that are in the central district school, 
where the children have the additional advantages of equip- 
ment for manual training and cooking and of an assembly 
hall. Undoubtedly the next step which will affect our build- 
ings will be in the direction of reducing the size of the 
classes, preferably throughout all grades, but certainly in the 
lower elementary grades; all of which would indicate that 
our growth will be along the lines of a large number of 
medium sized schools from ten to twenty rooms, rather than 
in the direction of schools of thirty rooms or over. 

By an Aet of 1906, chapter 259, a Joint Board, consisting 
of the Mayor, the five members of the School Committee and 
the Schoolhouse Commission, was established, which Joint 
Commission has the right to sell school property. Here are 
united in one body all of those who have the necessary infor- 
mation and authority to enable them to act wisely in these 
matters. It is certainly a far better arrangement than that 
which existed before, of going through a number of bodies 
in order to accomplish the disposition of school property. 

There is another incidental advantage in the appointment 
of this Joint Commission, in that it brings together officially 
a body which may unofficially and informally discuss matters 
which are of mutual interest. ? 

The bill now before the Legislature seeks to give to this 
same Commission the power to purchase land, which at pres- 
ent is done by a cumbersome and complicated method that 
has proved most unsatisfactory. 

The close relationship established between the School 
Committee, the Superintendent and Assistant Superintend- 
ents and this Board has already proved of great assistance in 
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helping to solve the problems of accommodation and district 
lines, which belong legally the one to the Board and the 
other to the School Committee, although as a matter of fact 
the questions are practically the same and are interdependent. 
This was touched upon in the report of last year. The 
policy of the Board, therefore, while remaining substantially 
as it has been outlined in the past, will be far more effec- 
tively carried out under the circumstances at present existing. 

More and more it is forced upon this Board that a knowl- 
edge of the educational problems of the day is essential fora 
proper and intelligent execution of the work entrusted to it. 
The theory that elementary education is a course which 
all alike pursue, if modified so that in later years of study a 
difference is made between the children who go to work on 
eraduation and those who are to carry their education 
farther, will necessarily affect the buildings, their size, and 
perhaps also their equipment. A similar difference in high 
schools, between those who on graduation go to the univer- 
sity, or go to a technical or commercial school, or go to work, 
will affect the equipment of the high schools. The use of 
buildings for evening study or for technical work of a more 
commercial character will affect the arrangement of class- 
rooms and the position and size of the assembly or lecture 
halls. The demand for technical and industrial education, 
to which we are so slowly awakening, will affect even more 
than any of the above things the planning of schools. In 
Appendix X. will be found a brief description of some 
of the technical work being carried on in London, and also 
of the system which enables the government authorities — the 
Board of Education — to keep in touch with all the educational 
work in England and Wales, and to systematize and unify it. 
It is this Board that has shown the need of and worked out 
the system for the trade, technical and academic education, 
which, as applied in London, makes a comprehensive scheme 
for the whole field. In all these matters educational ques- 
tions are predominant, and they are of great importance to 
the Board whose work is to provide accommodation for the 
school children. Some of their problems are hygienic and 
yet have their educational side, so that the Board of School- 
house Commissioners needs the help of the Superintendent 
and School Committee to make effective the work it tries to 
accomplish. If, for example, a chair is provided to correct 
attitudes injurious to the health of the child, it rests with 
the school authorities to see that the furniture provided for 
this purpose is understood, is properly adjusted, and that the 
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‘ children are taught what attitudes are correct and are encour- 
aged so to sit. In such matters the Board hopes for the 
co-operation and assistance of the school authorities, as it in 
return expects to act only under their advice and with their 
approval, and that they may act wisely the members of the 
Board must keep abreast of the times in educational matters. 


V. 
GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 


It is well to repeat, chiefly for the benefit of architects 
working for the Board for the first timé, the requirements as 
to school buildings. Even if this work were eventually 
taken up by the Board itself, it would seem desirable that 
these requirements should be printed every year, so that the 
Board may at least be assured that they are read over and if 
necessary revised every year and not allowed to become 
stagnant. All buildings are required to be fireproof (so- 
called first class construction) throughout; cost limited by 
allowing from 30,000 to 85,000 cubic feet per class-room for 
the lower elementary schools and 22 cents per cubic foot; by 
allowing a sliding scale of cubic feet per class-room for the 
higher elementary schools (p. 14 of last year’s report) and 
22 cents per cubic foot; common red brick and stone for the 
exteriors, and the smaller the building the less the ornament ; 
the grounds outside the building from 25 to 40 square feet 
per pupil, to contain playgrounds, planted spaces and gar- 
dens, and to be as open as possible for daily use. To this 
one may add the experimental figures for estimating cost of 
high schools, varying from 82,000 cubic feet per class of forty 
in a small high school to 66,000 cubic feet per class of forty 
in a large building, and the addition of 2 cents to the cost 
per cubic foot, making it 24 cents for the high schools. (See 
p- 10.) 

In addition to this it may be noted that the Board has 
found that soft foundations requiring piling, waterproofing, 
reinforced concrete, or any other unusual expense below 
grade, will add in the neighborhood of 2 cents per cubic foot 
to the building, and where such conditions exist the buildings 
must be so designed as to keep then) down to the absolute 
low limit of cost. 

The types of plan which in enti have been found most 
satisfactory (omitting those which, like the Oliver Wendell 
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Holmes, the Dearborn or the Tuckerman, were adapted to 
some peculiarity of site) may be divided into those which 
have one really desirable exposure, those which have two 
equally desirable, and those which have three or four sides 
almost equally available. This refers only to light, not sun- 
light. In the matter of aspect sun appears to be desirable for 
a part of the day in every class-room, but is apt to cause 
inconvenience in school hours. East and west are therefore 
the most desirable exposures ; south and north are undesirable, 
as the one has too much sun during school hours and the 
other none. ‘Too much is far better than none. © The only 
really poor aspect is therefore due north, and this would 
apply only to rooms that are not on the corners, as these 
could have sunlight from a second side, which appears more

desirable than to adhere strictly to the theory of lighting 
from one side only. In grammar schools the plan is also 
affected by the position of the assembly hall. There are 
schools containing assembly halls on the first or second floors 
(we believe it undesirable to consider a higher floor for 
this purpose). 

Various arrangements of rooms grouped on either side of 
a central corridor have been found satisfactory. The Jeffer- 
son (Fig. 1) is the simplest type, the rooms on either side of 
a corridor all facing one way. 

The Oliver Hazard Perry Grammar and the James Otis 
Primary (Fig. 2) are the same with the end rooms turned; in 
some ways a better arrangement than Fig. 1. One is with 
and the other without a second story assembly hall, but both 
presuppose the best exposure at the ends. 
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The Ellis Mendel] (Fig. 3), or better, because more com- 


pact and without unnecessary staircase space, the John 
Greenleaf Whittier (Fig. 4), is the corridor type when one

side is distinctly preferable, a good type for places where the 
ends of the buildings are not free. 

It is evident that as Fig. 2 is more compact than Fig. 1, 
so Fig. 4 is more compact than Fig. 3.

The most compact type of all was developed in the Sarah 
J. Baker (Fig. 5), where two four-room plans were put together 
with no connecting corridor. Notwithstanding the fact that 
four staircases were necessary, this proved as economical as 
it appears. But unless it were really two schools put 
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together the plan does not commend itself. It is sacrificing 
administration to economy. This type appears capable of 
development for schools, with eight rooms on a floor, so as 
to be economical and yet have through communication 
everywhere.

The Mather (Fig. 6) is the corridor plan with the addi- 
tion of wings and is an economical arrangement, but the New 
York development of this scheme would seem on the whole 
to be better. Here we sacrifice the whole centre of the build-

ing, the second and third floors, to the assembly hall. There 
they place the assembly hall in the space enclosed by the 
wings on the basement and first floor. 

The New York plan puts the assembly hall in the centre, 
on the first floor, and surrounds it on three sides with rooms, 
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and doubling this from street to street gives an H plan. 
When the building occupies a whole block (Fig. 7) it has 
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light for class-rooms both on the outside and on the inner 
areas ; when this plan is restricted by party lines it ends with 
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the corridor (Fig. 8), and all the rooms depend for their 
light on the areas framed by the sides of the H. This is an 
excellent plan, but requires a very large school for its devel- 
opment.

The’ Patrick A. Collins (Fig. 9), the Model School of the 
Normal Group, is of this general type, but does not depend 
on the court above the assembly hall for light for class-rooms. 
It appears to be an excellent plan on its cube test.

Another variant on this is the Thomas Gardner (Fig. 10), 


where the rooms surround (or will eventually) the assembly 
hall.

This is carried to its logical solution in the latest Chicago 
type (Fig. 11). 

This type, like Fig. 7, requires a complete block with 
ample light on all sides. The assembly hall is in the centre,

top-lit, and the rooms are on the outside perimeter. It is 
evident that this, while in many respects an ideal plan, is not 
an economical one, as the corridor space is out of proportion 
to the rooms served. The area of 16 rooms doubled would 
be 23,000 square feet. The actual area of the second floor

is 27,000.* It would seem as if a combination of the com- 
pact New York plan with the fine, open thoroughfare of the 
first floor plan of this Chicago type might give an almost 
ideal plan for a very large school. Further notes on the New 
York and Chicago schools and also on St. Louis schools will 
be found in Appendix IX.

SCHOOL—ROOMS. 


CLASS CONSTRUCTION. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


(1.) Size will be 24 by 30 Primary and 26 
by 82 Grammar and not less than 13 feet in 
clear. Modification allowable only after consul- 
tation with the Board. Every room shall be 
numbered on the plans to designate it. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left hand lighting. The glass shall contain not 
less than } of floor area, about 160 square feet 
for a room 24 feet wide;* neither double run of 
sash nor double glazing will be required, but a 
dust-proof weather strip; the head square and 
close to the ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches 
from the floor; the windows divided with muntins, 
no large sheets of glass. Finished with plastered 
jamb, no architrave, metal corner bead. 

(3.) Doors.—One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; brass- 
plated steel butts, 3 lever mortise lock, master- 
keyed; cast-brass knobs, marble thresholds to 
fireproof corridors. Doors to have 2-inch plain 
brass numbers and cardholders 34 inches by 5 
inches. 

(4.) #loors will be Georgia pine rift, or 
maple. 

(5.) Walls will be’ painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards or of tack boards, and above this 
plaster, tinted in water color; the blackboards 4 
feet high; 2 feet 2 inches from floor in Kinder- 
oarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 6 inches in Pri- 
mary and 2 feet 6 inches to 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grammar. Behind the teacher and on one long 
side in Primary, and behind the teacher on long 
side and end in Grammar and High. These 
will be of best black slate, 4-inch thick. In Pri- 
maries a rack or tack board for holding cards 
is required above the blackboard. <A picture 
moulding at top of burlap and also near ceiling in 
both Primaries and Grammars. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster, no paint 
nor tint. 


*It is evident that if this area of glass is requisite to light a room in a building 
with free space about it, such for example as the Sarah J. Baker School, it is inade- 
quate for a room in a building situated, like the Christopher.Columbus, on a narrow 
street. Under exceptionally tree conditions, with no obstruction to the direct light 
from the sky, it is possible that the area of glass might be reduced, but it appears to 
be no more than enough for the ordinary conditions of the new buildings, and should 
be increased, if possible, for such situation as that of the Columbus.

(7.) Lights. — Six groups of four 10 ¢. p. 
lamps each and light for teacher’s desk; electric, 
no gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for ven- 
tilation about 5 square feet for gravity system 
and 3 square feet for fan. 

(9.) Bookcase. — Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes; upper doors fitted with pin 
tumbler locks, and latch and knob; drawers fitted 
with pin tumbler locks. Lower doors to have 
pin tumbler locks; same lock in each bookcase ; 
all bookcase locks master-keyed. (See drawing.) 
Special equipment for care of books where school 
is day and evening is described on page 18. 

(10.) Map Supports. — Provide one map sup- 
port for each class-room in Grades VI., VII., 
VIII. and IX., preferably behind the teacher’s 
desk or opposite the windows, fixed close to the 
ceiling. (See drawing. ) | 

(11.) Teacher's Closet. — Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable from 
the wardrobe. 

(1.) Size. — Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors. — Outside 
light; two doors, both connecting with school- 
room and not to corridor, and having no thresh- 
olds. Doors, double swung, .2 feet 6 inches 
wide, brass double acting butts, foot and hand 
plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold open, 
ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) loors as in school-rooms, 

(5.) Walls. — Painted burlap up to hook 
rail; poles on brass-plated iron brackets witb 
hooks under and pins over, 56 in number. Shoe- 
rack and umbrella clip below. (See drawing.) 
Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height of lower 
pole, Kindergarten, 30 inches from floor; Pri- 
mary, 386 inches to 40 inches; Grammar, 44 
inches, 48 inches and 52 inches; distance 
between poles, 8 inches for Primary and Gram- 
mar, 12 inches for High Schools. 

(6.) Ceiling. — Plaster. No tint. 

(7.) Light.—One lamp. Ceiling outlets, 
electric. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — Heating,

CORRIDORS AND (1.) Size. — Not less than 8 feet wide for 
VESTIBULES. four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet for 
over four rooms, governed by length, access to 
stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows. — Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.—Outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master-keyed, school 
lock; door check; heavy hooks to hold open. 
Vestibule doors open out, heavy butts, pulls, push 
plates, hook to hold open, door checks, no locks. 

(4.) S&loors. — Tile, terazzo, or granolithic. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings. — Painted 
burlap, 7 feet high, untinted walls and ceilings. 
Finish burlap with painted line or a dado cap, 
and put picture moulding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Light. — Ceiling lights, two lamps each, 
electric, also gas for emergency in corridors, on 
stairs and in vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — Heat, di- 
rect. Ventilation, none. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets. —On each floor 
above the first one or two 4-foot sinks and 
emergency closets; one for boys and one for 
girls. 

STAIRCASES, (1.) Number and Arrangement. — Deter- 
mined by building laws, but fireproof construc- 
tion in all cases. 

_(2.) Material. — The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface. Rails of a simple pat- 
tern, easily cleaned; wall rails not necessary.* 

(3.) Steps. — About 64 or 7 inches by 10. 
Rail not less than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 3 
feet on landings. 

SANITARIES. (1.) Size. — General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 3 water- 
closets for each school-room, two girls’, one boys’, 
and 36 inches of urinal for every school-room, 
arranged for convenient supervision and circula- 
tion.f Slate sinks, length from 10 inches per 
class-room in small buildings to 6 inches per 
class-room in large buildings, located preferably 
in the play-rooms. In large schools the number 
of closets may be considerably reduced, especially 
on boys’ side. The above refers to mixed schools. 


*In many schools the children are required to file in the centre of the stairs and to 
keep away fromthe walls. Where this is the rule a rai] on the wall appears needless. 

t Inquiries have been addressed to principals of all schools where water-closets 
and urinals have been installed on this basis, and the concensus of opinion appears to 
be that the number cannot be reduced without inconvenience, but that it is satisfac- 
tory as it stands.

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(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with fac- 
tory ribbed glass. ; 

(3.) Doors. —'The doors arranged ‘* in” and 
‘Sout,’ with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ripple or 
ribbed glass; half-doors to water-closets except 
where ordered omitted. 

(4.) Floors.— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor-wash. 

(5.) Walls. — Salt-glazed brick, or other 
non-porous, inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted. 

(6.) Ceiling. —Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. No basement ceiling need be 
furred level. 

(7.) Light.— Ceiling lights in groups of 
three lamps. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation. — Heat direct. 
Ventilation through fixtures back of urinals, and 
10 square inches local vent from each water- 
closet. | 

(1.) In each grammar school a room of about 
240: square feet for the master, with a water- 
closet and bowl and a_ book-closet adjoining. 
This room should be near the centre of the building, 
7.€., on the second floor in a three-story building. 
In all schools, a room or rooms for teachers, aver- 
aging about 300 square feet for ten teachers, 
with one water-closet and bowl for each ten. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are teachers, 
a separate small room with toilet accommodations 
for men. Yh 

(3.) Opportunity in teachers’ rooms for warm- 
ing luncheon, either gas or electric, unless 
there is a cooking-room in the building. 

(1.) All free basement space to be arranged 
as play-rooms for boys and girls. Salt-glazed 
brick, 7 feet high, and painted or whitewashed 
brick or stone walls above. Asphalt or cement 
floors, plaster ceilings or whitewashed concrete. 

(1.) Water-closets. — The basement water- 
closets for primary and grammar schools are 
short hopper closets; elsewhere, a heavy wash- 
down closet. (See drawing. ) 

(2.) Slate Partitions. — Supported at ends 
with iron pipe about 8 feet high, tied together 
and to the wall, to which doors are hung. (See 
drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals. — The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, without partitions, 
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flushed automatically through 2 g-inch perforated 
pipe, with hot and cold water ; vented at bottom 
into space behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks, of black slate, self-closing cocks, 
set 15 inches on canbres; and cup-hooks ‘at each 
side of cocks. 

(5.) Floor-washes in sanitaries, as already 
mentioned. (See drawing. ) 

(6.) Piping. —(a.) Cast iron, must be in 
trenches in basement, running trap with direct 
indirect fresh-air inlets, clean-outs at every 
change of direction. Soils and vents exposed as 
far as possible, no asphaltum, but oil-tested, red 
lead and three coats of paint. 

(6.) Supplies. — Exposed as far as possible ; 
where covered may be lead, elsewhere brass, 
no nickel-plate. Hot water for janitor’s use in 
basement; cooking-room, and, if convenient, for 
master’s and teachers’ rooms. Supply from boiler 
and from summer boiler, if any, or from a gas 
heater, or from cooking-room range. 

(c.) Sire Lines. —- In first class buildings over 
3 stories high, one or more lines of 38-inch pipe. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


(1.) Assembly halls should accommodate the 
whole number jof pupils in smaller grammar 
buildings, but it is not customary in the larger 
schools to seat over 800 or 900. The platform 
should be capable of accommodating one, or, in 
the large schools, two classes, and should have 
removable stepped platforms of wood to take the 
benches. Galleries may be used where the hall 
is two stories in height. Anterooms near the 
platform are desirable, and a connection from 
adjoining class-rooms to the anterooms or 
directly to the platform. A dignified achitec- 
tural treatment of the walls and a studied color 
scheme is expected. ‘The hall floor will be level. 
The lighting and acoustics should be such as 
belong to a smalllecture hall. Artificial lighting 
to be under control from at least two points, 
one of which must be near an exit. 

(1.)  Size.— Room, generally located in 
basement, should be approximately of dimen- 
sions equivalent to a class-room and its ward- 
robe, preferably a corner room; and arrange- 
ment, shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 28. 

(2.) Light. —The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two adjacent 
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sides. - Artificial light should be provided in 
six groups of four lamps, as in class-rooms, or 
individual light for each desk. ‘This latter is 
preferable where the occupation of room for 
manual training is permanently fixed. 

(3.) Heat. — Heat and ventilation the same 
as in class-rooms. 

(4.) Stock-room. — Stock-room should con- 
tain at least 80 square feet, preferably long and 


‘narrow. ‘Two 18-inch shelves should run around 


the room, 5 feet 6 inches and 6 feet from the floor. 

(5.) Wardrobes. — Wall space for 30 hooks, 
not necessarily a separate room. 

(6.) Teachers’ Closet.— Teachers’ closet 
should be large enough to be used also for stor- 
age of finished work, and-should be fitted with all 
shelving possible as well as with the customary 
coat-hooks. An area of 40 square feet is adequate. 

(7.) Bookcases. — Like those in class-rooms. 

(8.) Blackboards. — Blackboard space of 
about 30 running feet, 4 feet high. 

(9.)  Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, 6 
feet 6 inches high, and 2 feet deep. (For all of 
these see drawings. ) 

(10.) Wash-bowl, — A 3-foot sink is a con- 
venience, but not a necessity. 

(11.) Finish of Room. — A basement room 
should be finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up 
to 7 feet where exposed, and above, brick walls 
whitewashed; if above the basement, finished 
as a Class-room. ‘The floor is of wood. 

(12.) Furniture. — (Not included in the 
building contract.) The furniture comprises 28 
benches and stools, 4 display frames about, 6 
feet long and 380 inches wide, demonstration 
steps and guard rail, teacher’s desk, table 4 feet 
by 24 feet with unfinished top, one desk chair 
and two common chairs. st 

(1.) Size. —Should have an area equivalent 
to class-room and its wardrobe, preferably a 
corner-room. 

(2.) Light. — Windows as a class-room, but 
not necessarily left hand; if located in a corner, 
from two sides. Artificial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Heat. — Less heat is required than in 
a class-room, but the ventilation should be the 
same, with additional vent from the demonstra- 
tion ranges. 

(4.) Wardrobes. — Provision for 28 pupils, 
clothes hooks in separate lighted closet and 
small teacher’s closet. 
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(5.) Interior Finish.— Above basement, 
similar to school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, 
back of teacher’s desk. Walls and ceilings 
painted in oils. A basement room may have 
salt-glazed brick walls up to 7 feet and white- 
washed brick above. The floor of wood. 

(6.) Tile. — The floor space occupied by the 
ranges and the wall space back of them (include 
sides if in recess) to a height of 7 feet, un- 
glazed red tile or salt-glazed: brick. (For all 
this see drawings. ) 

(7.) Sittings. —(a.) Work benches, ac- 
commodating 28 pupils, fitted with compartment 


for utensils, bread-board, etc., a Bunsen burner 


with a hinged iron grill over it, set on aluminum 
plates at each station; benches arranged in the 
form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 26 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 

(o.) Dresser. — Ten feet long, in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or hinged, 
doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 2 cup- 
boards on lower part. 

(c.) uel-box.—In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, with 
hinged lids; small shelf in one section. Build- 
ings having cooking-rooms should have special 
accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(d.) Bookcase. — Similar, to those provided 
in class-room. 

(e.) Sink. — Soapstone, or enamelled iron, 
5 feet long; 2 cold and 2 hot-water cocks; 
drip shelves 24 inches long at each end of sink. 
Sinks should be near ranges. 

(f.)  Hot-water Boiler. — (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(g.) Coal and Gas Ranges.—A_ six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range with hood 
provided and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(h.) Refrigerator. — Will be a part of the 
furniture. Furnished under another contract. 

(1.) Size.— The rooms can be contained in 
the space of a class-room and wardrobe, but a 
slightly larger area is desirable. They comprise 
a large room, a small room, a supply closet,

wardrobe, teachers’ closet and a water-closet and 
bow) or sink. 

(2.) Light. — Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. Ex- 
posure should be sunny. Artificial light of the 
class-room type, arranged for the different rooms. 

(3.) Heat.—Heat and ventilation as in 
class-rooms. 

(4.) Large Room. — The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted on 
the floor, with at least 4 feet all around it when 
doors are open into small room. 

(5.) Bookcase and Blackboard, — Like a 
primary class-room. 

(6.) Small Room. — About 200 square feet, 
with a blackboard opposite window, and wide 
doors opening into large room. 

(7.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 60. Arranged 
as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(9.)  Totlet-rooms.— With seat and bowl or 
sink. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms are laid out for . 
classes of 36 or 42, generally the latter. A 
standard grammar class-room, 26 feet by 32 feet, 
will accommodate 42 high school desks. The 
large class-rooms are to accommodate from 60 
to 80 pupils; the larger number can be accommo- 
dated in a room 33 feet 8 inches by 43 feet. 
Recitation-rooms, which to a certain extent will 
be used also as class-rooms, should be about 16 
by 26. ‘These rooms, if equipped with continu- 
ous desks and seats as in a lecture-room, or with 
double desks, such as are to be used in the 
Charlestown High, would accommodate about 
30 pupils each. 

For a high school would not differ materially 
from that already described for elementary schools. 

For accommodation of the principal there should 
be an outer office, that is a waiting-room or re- 
ception-room, and an inner office; and rooms for 
both men and women teachers, which might well 
be concentrated in the neighborhood of the re- 
ception-room and the principal’s room. The 
School Committee now have under consideration 
a change in the organization of high school 
teachers, which may require a modification of the 
arrangement of the offices. 
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(1.) Size.— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in classes ; 
should be large enough for two classes and 
should occupy a position between the laboratories 
for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light. — As much glass area from the 
rear as possible. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. — In the same 
proportion as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.—Fitted with demonstra- 
tion table adapted to experiments both in chem- 
istry and physics, containing drawers, locker, a 
pneumatic sink at end, supplied with hot and 
cold water under reduced pressure, and cold 
water under street pressure for quick filling ; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; gas hose connection, 
gas air suction, and two forms of electric cur- 
rent: first, a direct current of 110 volts E. M. F. 
and 30 ampere capacity; second, a direct cur- 
rent derived from a motor generator at an E. M. 
F. of 5 volts minimum and 20 volts maximum, 
by means of field regulator, which shall be lo- 
cated conveniently to the table ;-capacity of gen- 
erator to be one kilowatt at maximum E. M. F.; 
third, an alternating current of 110 volts E. M. 
F. and 12 ampere capacity. A 50 ampere am- 
meter with three shunts and three throw switch 
and a 125 volt voltmeter, each instrument with 
long scales and illuminated dials, and mounted 
on swing brackets in full view of class and 
instructor. A stereopticon with a reflectoscope 
and receptacles for same at end of table and at 
rear of room. These currents should be con- 
trolled under table. Over demonstration table, 
secured to ceiling, provide a plank with heavy 
screw hooks. Provide a hood with exhaust 
ventilation. Behind lecture table provide slid- 
ing blackboards and a canvas curtain on a heavy 
spring roller for attaching charts. Provide a 
screen at side of room for stereopticon projec- 
tions, the size to depend on distance and lenses 
used. Hang black opaque curtains over each 
window, sash, door glass, and skylight for com- 
plete cutting out of all light when they are 
drawn. Control the artificial lighting of room 
at demonstration table. Lifting seats with desk 
for taking notes, arranged on platforms, so that 
the successive rows will rise one above the other 
to insure an unobstructed view of demonstration 
table. (See drawing.) 
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The Rooms in General Required. — Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be used as 
recitation-room, but better to use lecture-room 
and keep laboratory free from desks and demon- 
stration table. Lecture-room, separate from 
laboratory, but easy of access, may be used for 
recitation, in that case should have facilities for 
demonstration. Combined lecture-room for 
physics and chemistry admissible. Three rooms 
for administrative purposes, store-room for dry 
chemicals and apparatus, room for storage of liquid 
chemicals and preparation of re-agents, which may 
also be used as teacher’s laboratory, and an office. 

(1.) Size.— Should accommodate from forty 
to fifty pupils. Three sections of forty to fifty 
each should have accommodation for apparatus. 

(2.) Light. — On two sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. —On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each com- 
partment of which should be ventilated by 9-inch 
hole at top, venting into elbow or T of drain pipe, 
thence connected by drain pipe into main flue, in 
which should be a fan operated by a motor. 

(4.) Walls and Ceiling. — Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) #loor.—Preferably of concrete, may be 
of hardwood in narrow strips, filled in by asphalt, 
should slope very slightly between desks, inter- 
spaces again trending to common corner, which 
may be drained. 

(6.) Hquipment. — Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; section movable 
when top is removed. Each section 21 feet to 
24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet to 3 
feet 2 inches in height. Distance between double 
sections about 5 feet, same distance at least be- 
tween ends of sections and hood, which should 
be opposite longer line of windows and at right 
angles to direction of desk sections. Other ends 
of sections near enough to wall to allow for drain 
at right angles to sections and under windows. 
Desks to be of ash or any durable wood, natural 
finish. Top of narrow pine strips, treated with 
aniline black and waterproof lead finish. Indi- 
vidual desks provided with 3 lockers and 3 sets 
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of drawers each, each set of drawers operated 
by bar from locker, combination lock to fasten 
locker. Each double section of desks provided 
with soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope slightly 
to sink. Sink 8 inches at least wide and should 
begin within 1 foot of the end toward hood, 
depth here to be 6 inches, running nearly to other 
end, where depth should be 8 inches. Each 
pupil to have working space of 3 feet 6 inches by 
1 foot 8 inches. Each double section of desks 
provided with shelf for re-agents, running length 
of desk, 10 inches to 12 inches above desk, sup- 
ported by metal standards at suitable intervals, 
of white wood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates 4 inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few elamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not over 
1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 inches to 
2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast lamps, re-agent 
jars, etc. Finish of top of shelf in aniline 
black. Floor space under second, row of win- 
dows taken up with line of extra desks, built like 
sections, furnished in similar way, but without 
necessarily a drain, to be used for emergency or 
general utility. Wall space not otherwise occu- 
pied may be used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed 
slate blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthern jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
- protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be of slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 3 or 4 
compartments, closed by sliding windows. Space 
against wall not occupied by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas. — Lead from gas main at free end 
of centre of double desk sections, branch into 
2 leads along back of each section. Take-offs 
between each working desk space in form of pil- 
lar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end desk a 
single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at each 
side of each compartment of hood. Cocks of 
these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted with 
single gas taps at intervals of 2 feet. 
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(8.) Water. — Lead from water main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections. Size, 
large enough to fill section sink rapidly. Lead 
of ordinary size along length of section under- 
side of shelf,.take-off at free end of section, to 
which blast and suction pump may be attached. At 
junction of each four working desk spaces take-off, 
carrying two valves with hose bibb delivery 3-inch, 
the two valves or cocks facing opposite sides. 
Suction pump attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains. —Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrestor, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and under 
windows, between windows and sections should be 
in form of wooden trough, in sections dovetailed 
from 6 inches to 8 inches inside diameter and 
equally deep, covered with asphalt paint or filling ; 
may be supported on brackets against wall and 
left open, or covered and provided with movable 
top. Into this drain will dip the lead pipes coming 
from section sinks. Slate floor of each hood 
compartment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be connected 
with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, running 
toward and delivering into general sink. 

(10). Hlectricity —Current of electricity on 
section desks, need not exceed ten volts, may 
be supplied from source common to physical 
and chemical side. Plugs between each working 
space placed under desk top on frame.

may be used in common with physics. 

(2.) Light. — Not usually practical to have 
overhead light, generally from sides or front. 
Provision made for darkening room with dark 
curtains beside regular shades. Electric lighting 
at top and sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. — As for 
class-rooms, with extra ventilation to remove 
fumes. Space at left end of desk provided with 
register and flue of at least 10 inches diameter, 
to afford means of down draught. Flue carried 
under floor to nearest wall, flue and draught actu- 
ated by motor, if not sufficient. 

(4.) Hquipment. — Lecture table, not less 
than 12 feet long nor more then 8 feet, nor less 
than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. Placed 
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4 feet distant from wall, material same as that 
of room, top made and finished like laboratory 
desks. Trough at right hand of desk of soap- 
stone in 2 depths. Not to exceed 380 inches 
long, 20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 
inches minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches max- 
imum. Length of minimum depth not to exceed 
60 per cent. of total length. ‘Trough to be de- 
pressed in table and provided with flush cover. 
Trough to have screened drain with mercury trap 
and overflow. Sliding blackboards of slate at rear 
of desk, number and size depending on joint needs 
of chemistry and physics, not less than 50 square 
feet for chemistry. Drawers and closets for lesser 
lecture apparatus and chemicals in body of table, 
wall on either side or under blackboard provided 
with shelves for re-agent bottles under glass, and 
side wall provided with cabinets for larger pieces 
of permanent apparatus, if there is no special room 
for this. A lantern should be provided. Seats 
should be in tiers and fitted with a movable arm. 

(5.) Gas.—Gas taps not to exceed 6 in 
number. Single 4-inch taps at intervals of 2 feet 
or grounded in pillars of 2 cocks at intervals of 
4 feet. Taps should be at front of desk. 

(6.) Water.— Lead from water main of 
sufficient size to fill trough rapidly from bottom ; 
2 faucets or goosenecks with ?-inch hose bibbs, 
to one of which combined blast and suction pump 
may be attached; 4-inch water tap at front left 
corner of trough, controlled by valve to supply 
cooling water for distillation. 

(7.)  Hlectricity.— The provision made for 
electricity for physics will be suflicient for 
chemistry. 

(1.) Apparatus Storeroom. —Should give 
ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus, and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof cab- 
inets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation Room.— This — should 
adjoin the above. Primarily for storage of 
liquid chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
re-agents, and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teacher’s laboratory. Should have wide 
centre table with gas in centre, working desks, 
with drawers and closets along two sides, also 
gas, water, sink, blast, suction, steam and elec- 
tricity. Shelves along desks for storage of liquid 
chemicals, supply bottles and smaller re-agent 
bottles. An adequate hood should be provided. 
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(4.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
storeroom and preparation-room should be small 
room to contain desk, book shelves, table, and a 
good grade balance. 

(1.) Size.—In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room, and shop. 

(2.) Light. —The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte luwmiere studies. 
Artificial light, as in a class-room. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation.— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment. —Small laboratory tables, 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, built 
of hard wood, cherry tops, fitted with 4 drawers, 
supports and adjustable cross-bar. Wall tables 
around room on sides where there are windows, 
with one or two shallow drawers under, but not 
deep enough to interfere with comfort of pupil. 
Drip sinks with cold water to be provided at 
these tables, one to every six or eight pupils. 
Instructor’s table, fitted with hot and cold water, 
Richards pump, numerous cupboards and 
drawers of various depths and widths. Two- 
inch plank bolted to ceiling over this table, with 
space of 2 or 3 inches between plank and ceiling, 
for attachment of pendulums and other apparatus. 
(5.) Furniture. — Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number of tab- 
let arm chairs to accommodate the entire division 
during demonstration exercises. Chairs to be 
placed in rectangle formed by pupils’ taney and 
demonstration table. 

(6.)  Hlectricity. — One outlet for direct cur- 
rent at 110 volts E. M. F. and 30 ampere 
capacity. One outlet for direct current at low 
voltage with regulator conveniently located. 
One outlet for alternating current at 110 volts 
EK. M. F. and 12 ampere capacity. One outlet 
for each kind of current at each demonstration 
table, to be single pole push plugs instead of 
binding posts. Series and multiple connections 
at each pupil’s table. Switch in laboratory to 
cut out pupils’ tables. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 2 or 4 cocks to each table. Wall 
tables to be equipped with gas. Demonstration 
table to be provided with gas. 

(8.) 
of bulletin board covered with burlap, secured at 
edges, but not glued on like wall paper. ° 
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(9.) Blackboards. —As much blackboard 


‘space as possible. 


(1.) Size.— One large or several small rooms, 
to open directly out of laboratory. 

(2.) Hquipment.—To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, extending not higher than a man’s 
reach; cabinets of drawers of various widths 
and depths, mostly narrow and shallow. Some 
of these cases may be in the laboratory, if there 
is sufficient wall space. 

A small shop is desirable, though not abso- 
lutely necessary. This should be eqipped with 
work-bench, power lathe, belted to motor genera- 
tor, and shelving for tools and stock. 

(1.) Size. —In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus room. 

(2.) Light.— Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Furniture. —Forty-two adjustable screw 
revolving chairs. 

(4.) Hquipment.—Twenty-one pupils’ tables, 
54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches high, 
each to accommodate two pupils, to have plate 
glass tops; if stereopticon is to be furnished, 
provision should be made for darkening room 
with dark curtains besides regular shades. 
Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 10 inches 
deep, accessible on all sides. Supply with cold 
water, about 8 bibbs, and 2 hose bibb cocks. 
One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 inches wide 
and 20 inches high, with supply, gooseneck 
cock with aspirator and standing waste. Ice 
chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. Cases built 
wherever practicable. Three sections to con- 
tain 42 pigeon holes, 3 inches by 3 inches by 
8 inches, for storage of instruments. A liberal 
supply of cases to contain drawers and cupboards 
in lower compartment, and shelves above for 
exhibition of specimens, storage of material, 
instruments, books, charts, etc.

exercises, athletic games, and the drilling of the 
school cadets. On account of its size and for 
structural conditions, to be generally located in 
the basement, directly under the assembly hall, 
with clear span of ceiling and combined height 
of basement and first story, with visitors’ gal- 
lery generally provided, but not essential, at one 
end at same grade and entered from first floor. 
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(2.) Size. —The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are generally about 50, and a suitable 
floor space for this number and a full company 
of cadets at drill is from 3,000 to 3,850 square 
feet. The height should be not less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Light.— Ample outside light in all 
cases. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation. —The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 60 
degrees, and about twice as much ventilation as 
is customary for the ordinary class-room. This 
is, of course, insufficient for the number of peo- 
ple who might occasionally occupy the gymna- 
sium for exhibitions, but it is more than enough 
for the ordinary number using it for class exer- 
cises. 

(5.) Hquipment.— The gymnastic appara- 
tus consists of the following fixtures, which are 
slightly modified in the different schools :

(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the guns 
carried by the cadets should be provided on wall. 

(7.) Special Rooms. — Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 feet 
square should be provided for school matron and 
director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing Rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) In the high schools under construction the 
Board is experimenting with the following system, 
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which hasbeen tried with success in many outside 
gymnasiums.* ‘This consists in keeping all the 
clothing of all the pupils in a central locker 
room, each set being numbered and all being under 
the control of the attendant in charge. Dressing 
rooms are provided in a number equivalent to the 
number of aclass. A class coming for exercise 
is given their gymnasium clothing and keys to 
dressing-rooms, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. Returning, they can be given 
the opportunity to take a shower bath in a large 
room fitted with individual showers, arranged in 
three banks for different temperatures, all turned 
on at once by the attendant if a class as a whole 
is bathing. Returning, the class give up the 
keys, but leave their gymnasium clothing to be 
gathered up by the attendant. The clothing is 
carried to the dry-room, and when dried each set 
is put back in its proper pigeon hole. 

(6.) The locker room contains pigeon holes, 
10-inch cube, one for each pupil in the school, 
contained in a room completely controlled by the 
attendant. Beside this there is a counter over 
which to deliver the clothing, and adjoining this 
the dry-room, capable of being heated to a high 
temperature and thoroughly ventilated. 

(c.) The dressing rooms are small cabins, 
about 3 feet squaie, with a locked door, a seat and 
hooks. The shower baths are 3 feet square, 
divided by slate partitions, similar to those for 
water-closets, each having a bar at the front, 
over which a cotton sheet can be dropped. Each 
compartment has two sprays in opposite corners. 

On account of the varying needs of different 
localities it seems unwise to have a uniform course 
in manual training in high schools. With this 
in mind the following minimum equipment is 
suggested, to be added to as special occasions 
arise : 

(1.) Size. — A space 30 by 40 feet appears 
to be ample for this work. 

(2.) Light. — Windows and artificial light 
as for a class-room. 

(3.) Hquipment.—Twenty 36-inch manual 
training benches fitted with 2 vises, 1 to be a 
quick action iron vise; wall bench fitted with 
10 stations; 10 Prentiss iron vises, 34-inch jaw; 
10 tool drawers and 5 Bowers tool holders; 1 
pair Federal bench shears; 4-inch gas hose cock 


*This system has not been installed anywhere, and consequently has not been tested. 
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terminal above each bench station; 2 gas blast 
burners, 1 large, 1 small; the blast burners 
and blow pipes to be accompanied by metal tray 
and ventilating hood; bench drill; ‘metal beating 
anvils according to approved patterns; sink; 
polishing lathe and bench No. 1 C, 4 by 28-inch 
grindstone mounted in iron trough : speed lathe 
8- inch single arbor; 8-inch bench saw; these 
four run by power; cases for work in process, in- 
struments, etc., room for storage of lumber and 
other supplies. 

(1.) Size.—The space should be about 
30 by 40 feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china- 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Light, Heat, etc.— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional VOneyaaes in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Hquipment.—The kitchen to contain 
the same equipment as that for grammar school 
cooking-rooms, but for 24 stations only; a 
kitchen pantry fitted with shelving and a china- 
closet fitted with a sink; drawers, cupboards 
and shelves enclosed with glass doors. The 
dining-room and bed-room simply finished rooms, 
having no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) Size.— The size should be about 30 
by 40, and is preferably divided into two 
drawing-rooms with a work-room between. 

(2.) Light,— Light preferably from the 
north. This is not a necessity except for the 
room in which drawing is done from models. 

(3.)  Hquipment.— Will include cases for 
drawing boards, for models and stock, and a 
bookease, the details of which are given in 
Appendix XI., a small sink, with hot and cold 
water. 

(1.) The lunch-room n equipment in high schools 
will depend largely upon the location of the school. 
If the pupils come from a distance and a large 
proportion of them stay for the noon hour, the 
Board puts in a lunch counter, equipped so that 
simple food can be served hot and fitted with 
conveniences for washing up. This is generally 
managed by arrangement with outside caterers. 

(1.) A-space equivalent to a small class-room 
is ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size of 
the school. The library is planned as a reading- 
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room, that is, with the books in the room and not 
in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools a common wardrobe is 
advised for all the clothing, situated on the 
lower floor to avoid bringing dirt into the upper 
floors. There being an attendant on the lower 
floor the room as a whole can be locked up. 

(2.) Light. — The room should have outside 
light. 
(3.) Heat and Ventilation. — It should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated. 

(4.) quipment.—'The poles, hooks, etc., 
will be similar to those used in the other schools. 


HEATING, VENTILATION AND ELECTRIC 
SYSTEMS. 


(1.) Heat-ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location.—In a corner room, locate 
the duct within 10 feet of the outside wall. Ina 
room with one outside wall, locate the duct on 
the inside wall, near the middle. 

(b.) Size. — Allow one square foot area of 
duct for each nine occupants. The opening into 
the room is to be the same areaas the duct. The 
bottom of the opening is to be about 8 feet above 
the floor. Galvanized-iron deflectors, painted to 
match the adjoining walls, will be placed in each 
opening. In addition, there will be a galvanized- 
iron ground around the opening. 

(2.)  Vent-ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location. — In acorner room, locate the 
duct at the inside corner of the room, and where 
possible on the same wall as the heat-duct. Ina 
room with one outside wall, the duct is to be on 
the same inside wall as the heat-duct, and as near 
the middle as possible. 

(0.) Size, — Allow about one square foot area 
of duct for each ten occupants. The opening into 
the room will be at the floor, and will be the full 
size of the vent-duct. There will be no guard at 
the opening. ‘The floor will be carried into the 
bottom of the duct, and the baseboard will be 
carried in and around. ‘The inside of the duct, 
exposed to view, will be plastered and finished, 
to match the adjoining walls. 

(1.) Heat-ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location. — In a corner room, locate the 
duct within ten feet of the outside wall. In aroom 
with one outside wall, locate the duct on the inside 
wall, near the middle. 
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(6.) Size. — Allow one square foot area of duct 
for each fourteen occupants. ‘The opening into 
the room is to be one-third larger than the area 
of the duct. The bottom of the opening is to be 
about eight feet above the floor. Galvanized- 
iron deflectors, painted to match the adjoining 
walls, will be placed in each opening. In addi- 
tion, there will be a galvanized-iron ground 
around the opening. 

(2.)  Vent-ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location. —'The location and size will 
be the same as those for the Gravity System. 

(1.)  Vent-ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Size. — Allow about one square foot area 
for each sixteen occupants. The other details will 
be the same as for the Plenum Fan System. 

(1.) Duwect.—Allow 12 square inches of duct 
area for each closet and for each 16 inches in 
length of urinal space. 

(2.) Opening. — Each door into the toilet- 
room is to have an opening either in the lower 
panel with a register face on each side or under- 
neath the door. The net area through the opening 
in either case is to be equal to the area of the main 
vent duct from the room. 

(1.) *Duct.— Each wardrobe is to have a 
vent duct with an area of 1% square feet and having 
registers at the top and bottom of the room. 

(2.) Opening. —The door leading into the 
wardrobe at the end farthest from the vent-duct 
is to have an opening similar to that for a toilet- 
room so that the air can” pass from the school- 
room into the wardrobe and thence out through 
the duct. 

(1.) WService.—This should enter base- 
ment underground at location to be determined 
by reference to Edison mains and building ar- 
rangements. Main switch, cut-outs and meter 
should be located as close to service as possible 
and placed in a cabinet. 

(2.) Conduits. — All wires to be run in an 
iron conduit concealed, except conduits for 
mains in basement, and side outlets in boiler, 
engine and stack-rooms. ‘Tap circuit conduits 
to be run above rough floor wherever possible. 
If floor construction will not allow this they are 
to run below floor beams and above ceiling, a 
space of 2 inches being left in which they can be 
run. 


*This would be modified if the Chicago system of wardrobes is adopted. 
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(3.) Wire Slot.— Near each end of a 
large building, or near the centre of a small one, 
either an open shaft at least 24 inches by 30 
inches, or a slot in wall 4 inches deep and 18 
inches wide, should be provided from a point 
4 feet below basement ceiling to a point above 
ceiling of top floor. 

(4. ) Cabinets. — All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor, but finished by the general 
contractor. 

(5.) Cutting. — All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets. —Class-rooms to be provided 
with 6 four-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by two switches, and one light for teacher. 
Wardrobes to have 1 two-light ceiling outlet, 
controlled by switch in class-room. Corridors 
to be lighted from ceiling wherever possible. 
Height of side outlets in rooms to be 6 feet, and 
in corridors 6 feet 4 inches. Switch outlets to be 
4 feet. Switches in corridors, play-rooms, and 
pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated by private key. 

(7.) Fixtures. — Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Gas.—Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler-room 
and assembly hall exits; all except vestibule to 
be wall outlets. Gas-piping to be included in 
the Engineer’s work. 

(9.) Stereopticon. — All grammar halls and 
high schools to be provided with an electric 
stereopticon and reflectoscope. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells. — All schools to 
be provided with a system of clocks, operated 
by a master clock. All primary schools to be 
provided with a system of signal bells, operated 
by push buttons. In all grammar and high 
schools the bell system to be operated auto- 
matically by master clock, according to pre- 
arranged programme. 

(11.) Telephones. — In all schools, each class- 
room, hall, teachers’ room and boiler-room to be 
connected to master’s office, or to room occupied 
by the first assistant, by a telephone system.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The original appropriation of $5,500,000; available under 
chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901, and chapter 386 of the Acts 
of 1902, and the $1,500,000 available under chapter 392 of 
the Acts of 1905, has been practically exhausted by the 
completion of the Charlestown High and the Normal and 
Girls’ Latin Group. All the buildings of this latter group 
are under way, and the Model School will give a temporary 
home for the new High School of Commerce. There was 
not sufficient balance left to enable the Board to build the 
extension to the Mechanic Arts High School, but there is 
sufficient to enable them to purchase land in various parts of 
the city where additional school accommodation is now re- 
quired or will be required in the near future. As has already 
been stated in the report, nothing is so important for the 
proper administration of the work of the Board as permanent 
provision for the erection of buildings which may be counted 
upon regularly year by year, and in accordance with which 
the Board may make their plans a reasonable time in ad- 
vance and so have the buildings ready to meet conditions 
which can always be anticipated a year or two beforehand. 

The bill presented to the Legislature asks for such perma- 
nent provision, and will leave it with the School Committee 
to determine year by year how much money, not in excess of 
certain fixed sums, is needed for the new work of the year, 
and the sums not expended will be cumulative, so that the 
Board may intelligently plan its work. This bill by no means 
takes away from the City of Boston the right to appropriate 
additional sums for this purpose from the tax levy, but 
successive administrations have agreed in thinking that such 
charges as permanent buildings of first-class construction 
should not be taken out of the current expenses of the city. 
As already stated, New York, Chicago and St. Louis have 
expended:on new buildings respectively $8,000,000, $1,800,- 
000 and $800,000 per annum. Reducing all to Boston’s 
population of 600,000, it would mean that New York spends 
about $1,335,533, and Chicago $600,000, and St. Louis 
$800,000, and it seems not unreasonable that Boston should 
spend in the same way, year by year, for a similar purpose.

CONCLUSION. 
The standards of cost and accommodation have not as yet 
been changed, although there has been a considerable rise in 
material and labor in the last twelve months, and the Board 
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feels that, on the basis of the accommodation that has proved 
satisfactory in the past, the standard of cost as laid down by it 
is fairly accurate. If, as intimated earlier in the report, there 
is a movement toward cutting down the size of the class- 
rooms, this will decrease the cost per class-room, but not the 
cost per head, and of course it will increase the cost of 
teaching. As an offset to this additional expense the adop- 
tion of some such system of wardrobes as that about to be 
tested in Chicago would be an economy of space. 

As to the Board’s relation to its architects and their selec- 
tion, the Board believes that it must either continue to select, 
as it has done in the past, from the men who are most com- 
petent in their profession, and, distributing the work, face 
constantly the trouble of having to go over again in detail that 
with which some architect who has already built for the Board 
is perfectly familiar, or else the system of Chicago or St. 
Louis must be adopted and the Board must itself take charge 
of all the architectural work. It would require a large and 
thoroughly equipped department to turn work out as well 
and as rapidly as the architects have done for the Board. If, 
however, there is a permanent appropriation and a system of 
work going on year by year the establishment of such a 
department would be fully justified. 

The relations of the Board with contractors have only con- 
firmed its feeling that a single contract for all trades is the 
most advantageous for this Board, but it has, under the sys- 
tem of advertising, very distinct drawbacks, as it leaves the 
Board with little or no choice in regard to sub-contractors, 
whose work may be of the most important kind. On the 
other hand, without single contracts it is almost impossi- 
ble to have work executed with reasonable despatch. The 
Board believes that it is desirable that at least the bulk of 
this work should be done in Boston, and done under the 
good conditions which prevail here, but it would strongly 
deprecate and oppose any attempt to have this forced upon 
it, nor can it reasonably object to a sub-contractor simply 
because his shop is outside the limits of Boston, provided it 
is within reasonable distance for the purpose of inspection. 

The chief evils connected with the single contract for a 
whole building le in the encouragement of companies or cor- 
porations, which often are not strictly representative of any 
portion of the building trade, and which more nearly approach 
the position of broker or middleman, who get bids and man- 
age the operation. ‘This method tends more and more to put 
the owner out of touch with the actual mechanic. 

The advantages of a single contract are so obvious, how- 
ever, that it would appear to be essential that some way 
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should be devised whereby the city can have its work done 
in this way and yet have some control over the sub-bidders. 
In private work this can sometimes be done by having the 
important branches of the work estimated beforehand by in- 
vitation and awarded provisionally to the low bidder by be- 
ing inserted in the final specification. This need not interfere 
with advertising for these preliminary bids, but the character 
of the bidders could be taken into consideration in awarding. 

In December, 1905, the Hon. Joseph J. Corbett, having been 
appointed Associate Justice of the Municipal Court, Charles- 
town District, resigned from the Board January 2, 1906, his 
resignation taking effect March 16, 1907. He had served since 
June, 1903, and with his long experience in public affairs, 
his sound judgment and his well-balanced mind was of great 
service to the Board, guiding its policy and handling with dis- 
cretion the various semi-legal difficulties with which the Board 
is called upon to grapple. His loss has been keenly felt. 

In making acknowledgment to those who have assisted 
the Board this year in its work the Board feels that especial 
thanks are due to the various members of the new School 
Committee, individually and as a body, and to the Superin- 
tendent and the Assistant Superintendents. Never before 
since the Board was established has there been such close, 
intimate relationship between the educational authorities in 
- the School Committee and this Board, and it has been of very 
ereat advantage in handling the work. To the masters the 
acknowledgments of the Board are due for their constant and 
hearty support and for their competent advice in connection 
with all matters pertaining to their own districts. To those 
who have helped the Board in a special way our thanks are 
due — to Professor Sanger, whose report on chemical labora- 
tories is appended, to Doctor Cotton, who has continued the 
admirable service that he has done in the past in connection 
with the furniture, and to Doctor Standish, who has helped us 
on matters connected with artificial light and its effect on the 
eyes. The Board regrets the loss of Professor Chandler, 
whose- advice had always been at its service in the past 
and who was so helpful in many ways. 

In conclusion the members of the Board wish to express 
to your Honor their appreciation of the support that you have 
given them in the work that has been undertaken this year.

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APPENDIX V. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a building is 
to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 


Section 1. — The Board.—(a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic foot 
thereof ; 

(6.) Is to employ domestic engineers to confer with the 
Architect during the preparation of preliminary studies, and when 
these are accepted by the Board to advise the Architect in the 
details of their work, and make the necessary working drawings 
and specifications for, and have the direction of, the heating, 
ventilating, and electric work for the building, said work being 
hereinafter designated as the domestic engineering ; 

(c.) Isto give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots ; 

(d.) Is to make all borings necessary to determine the quality 
of the foundations, and on request of the Architect, or of any 
person doing work on the building, furnish him full information 
relating to the above, the sewer, water, gas and electric service, 
and to the rights, restrictions, and boundaries of the lot on which 
the building is to be constructed. 

Sect. 2.—The Architect.—(a.) Is to consult and advise with 
the Board and make such preliminary studies as will acquaint the 
Board with the contemplated arrangement, design, construction 
and cubical contents of the building, and enable them to agree 
with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost therefor, and to 
accept said preliminary studies as the basis of working drawings 
and specifications ; 

(6.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies one 
complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, floor 
and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth scale, 
and such detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary to 
explain the specifications ; 

(c.) Is to furnish, revise and correct for the printer one com- 
plete set of specifications for everything to be furnished or done 
in constructing the building, except the domestic engineering ; 
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(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blue prints therefrom, the 
said set of working drawings ; 

(e.) Is to restudy and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if, owing to an 
unwarranted departure from the approved preliminary studies or 
to a needlessly extravagant or-elaborate interpretation of them 
in said drawings and specifications, the lowest bid for doing the 
work in accordance therewith over-runs the limit of cost agreed 
upon by the Architect and the Board ; 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the Board, 
to remain their property, two sets of blue prints mounted on cloth 
taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspective draw- 
ing of the exterior of the building suitable for reproduction, and 
at the conclusion of the work, a complete set of working drawings 
on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or a copy 
therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and embody all 
changes made during construction. 

(g-) Is to make application fora building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the Chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of such 
blue prints from the said set of working drawings as may be 
required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing speci- 
fications to the Building Department) ; 

(A.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building and render 
the full usual Architect’s services, and supervision for such other 
work ; 

(7.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certificates 
of said Engineers as to their accuracy ; 

(j.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the build- 
ing contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes when 
required by the Board so to do; 

(4.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of Jaw and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building con- 
struction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, use all 
proper knowledge, skill, and care therein, and be accountable for 
any failure so to do. 

Sect. 3.—The city, as full compensation for the services 
aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 24 per cent. upon the cost of the 
domestic engineering, and 5 per cent. upon the cost of all other 
work, payments to be made as follows: 24 per cent. upon all 
contracts other than those for domestic engineering is to be paid 
on the signing of such contracts, and thereafter 24 per cent. 
upon the value of the materials and labor, as specified in each 
estimate for payment under the contract, is to be paid on the 
making of the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is made, 
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and if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion of the work it 
is then to be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, the 
value of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned 
one-fifth of the estimated total commission; when working 
drawings and specifications are ready for contract, the value of 
his services to date shall be reckoned as three-fifths of said 
commission. If the Board discontinue the services of the 
Architect at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall 
be reckoned proportionately. 

Sect. 4. — When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph e, above, the Board shall set aside the whole 
or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings, and specifications 
while retaining him to prepare corresponding new studies, 
drawings, and specifications, for the same school building, the city 
shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside a sum not 
exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, and the new 
work shall be paid for on a commission basis as stated in section 
3, above. 

Srecr. 5.— In the above agreement the term ‘‘ building” is used 
to define not only the structure itself, but all work in connection 
with it committed to the Architect by the order of the Board, as 
fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative painting, and 
sculptural decoration.

APPENDIX VI. 


REPORT ON EQUIPMENT FOR TEACHING CHEMISTRY 
IN BOSTON HIGH. SCHOOLS. 


CHEMICAL LABORATORY OF HARVARD COLLEGE, 
CAMBRIDGE, MAss., U.S.A., April 24, 1906. 


To the School House Commissioners, Boston : 


In your letters to me of November 6 and November 8, 1905, 
you ask : 

First. — My criticism ‘‘on a specific plan and _ specifica- 
tions, for example, for the Charlestown High School Chemical 
Laboratory.”’ 

Second. — ‘** A written opinion from you as to what is the proper 
equipment to teach such elementary chemistry as is given in the 
high school courses in the City of Boston.’ 

Third. —‘* What is the proper equipment to prepare sii file to 
become teachers of chemistry in the Boston schools.” 

Pursuant to your request and in order to obtain data which 
should enable me to more intelligently comply with it, I planned 
to inspect most, if not all, of the chemical laboratories of the 
Boston schools. I had visited the English High School, Mechanic 
Arts High, West Roxbury High, Roxbury High and Dorchester 
High, meeting with cordiality on the part of principals and 
teachers, and was preparing to visit other schools, when the 
change in the Board of School Commissioners made it seem uncer- 
tain that the investigation would be approved by the new Board. 
I therefore laid the matter aside until, on February 3, 1906, I 
received a renewed request from you to take up the matter. 

Unfortunately, since last November, when I had some time for 
such work at my disposal, I have become engaged with other 
matters which will leave me no opportunity for further investiga- 
tion on this subject for the rest of this school year. I have there- 
fore decided to make a report to you which may be regarded as 
tentative, if you wish, but which, on the other hand, since the 
five schools visited by me are fairly representative, may be sufli- 
ciently comprehensive to answer your questions. I cannot but 
feel, however, that my opinion, based on my observation of other 
schools, my own experience in teaching, and my occasional con- 
versations with teachers would probably not be greatly changed 
by increasing the amount of data which might be obtained by 
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further visits. This report is accompanied by tables * containing 
data collected from the five schools above mentioned. ‘These 
tables will contain occasional errors in observation, but they are 
accurate enough for reference, if desired. 

(1.) Percentage under Instruction in Chemistry. — The per- 
centage of pupils under instruction in chemistry is probably 
not less than 7 per cent. or,more than 13 per cent. of the total 
number in the school, and the instruction seems to be given 
mainly in the third year, occasionally or additionally in the 
second or fourth. 

(2.) Courses. —The chief instruction given is in elementary 
chemistry, including the fundamental principles of the science 
and some descriptive chemistry, carried on chiefly by laboratory 
work, recitations and occasional] lectures.’ There is little system- 
atic qualitative analysis, though the course in elementary chem- 
istry may include simple qualitative tests and separations. Except 
for the introduction of quantitative principles into elementary 
chemistry, there is no general instruction in quantitative analysis, 
nor is any other branch of chemistry specially taken up, except 
in one instance where mineralogy is included in the course. 

(3.) Odject.— The instruction in chemistry is mainly a part 
of the general high school education, but a fair proportion 
of the pupils in some schools are fitted to pass the entrance ex- 
aminations for college or technical school. A limited number of 
these are qualified to do advanced work in the latter. 

(4.) Training. —I have not found that any pupils whose 
chemical training has been solely in these schools have obtained 
places ag teachers, nor is it the opinion of the majority of the 
present teachers that this is possible. Further, it seems to be 
rare that even a subordinate position in technical chemistry is 
sought for or obtained by pupils who have had their sole chemical 
education in these schools. 

(5.) Methods. — The periods per week devoted to instruction 
in chemistry are four to five in number throughout the year, of 
which two are generally for laboratory work. ‘The teacher is 
usually not of chemistry alone, but generally has additional work 
in other.branches, ‘The sections average 25 to 80 in number, 
which is a large number for one teacher either in laboratory or 
recitation. Occasionally an assistant is provided, having also 
other duties. Outside of the required hours the laboratory is 
rarely used by pupils except for the purpose of making up back 
work. 

(6.) Opinions as to Instruction. — The opinions of the teachers 
as to what should be taught in a high school differ considerably 
as to scope and time. Aside from the purely elementary chem- 
istry, some favor a large amount of descriptive work, some a 
large amount of qualitative analysis, and others believe that the 
instruction should include quantitative analysis and organic chem- 
istry. Nearly all consider that at least two years should be

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devoted to the subject, and those who wish a broader scope con- 
sider three years necessary. 

(7.) Amount of Probable Instruction. —'The question of 
what constitutes a proper equipment for teachers of elementary 
chemistry in the Boston High Schools must, from the above con- 
siderations and those to follow, be considered on an entirely dif- 
ferent basis from that of a college ,or technical school. As to 
the amount and duration of instruction, it is my opinion that 
where practicable two years of five periods per week should be 
given to the subject, which should include : 

Elementary General Chemistry, embracing the fundamental 
conceptions and illustrated by laboratory work which shall include 
as many quantitative experiments as possible. © 

Descriptive Chemistry, which shall give to the pupil such facts 
in regard to chemical substances and processes of manufacture as 
will be of general educational value. 

Qualitative Analysis, as far as is necessary in connection with 
elementary general and descriptive chemistry, but not a specialized 
treatment. 

(8.) Considerations to Follow. — With this amount and dura- 
tion in view, it becomes necessary to consider : 


A. The rooms in general required.

A. Tse Rooms In GENERAL REQUIRED. 


(9.) Laboratory. — The laboratory should be separate from 
the lecture-room. It may be used as a recitation-room in case 
the repetition of experiments by the teacher or demonstration of 
experiments by teacher or pupil be included as a part of the recita- 
tion plan. In this case, however, a portion of the laboratory 
must be set aside for arm desks and demonstration table, hence it 
is in general better to hold the recitations in the lecture-room. 

(10.) Lecture and Recitation Room.—The lecture-room 
should be separate from the laboratory, but easy of access. 
A lecture-room for chemistry alone is not essential, though 
preferable, but the lecture-room should not be used for subjects 
not allied to chemistry. A combined lecture-room for physics 
and chemistry is admissible, and has many advantages, but 
lectures on chemistry should not be given in a general audi- 
torium. ‘The lecture-room may be used for recitations also, but 
recitations should not be held in a room unprovided with facilities 
for demonstration of experiments. 

(11.) Rooms for Administration. —¥or administrative pur- 
poses mainly, there should be three rooms—a storeroom for 
dry chemicals and apparatus, a room for storage of liquid 
chemicals and for preparation of re-agents, which may also be 
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used as a laboratory for the teacher, and an office which may be 
used as an administrative room and as a balance room. 


B. Tue Laporatory. 1. FIxtures. 


(12.) Adaptation to Instruction Given.— The nature and 
scope of the instruction in chemistry in a high school and the 
disproportion of pupils to teachers make the question of labor- 
atory and its appointments different in many respects from that 
of an advanced school. The high school does not educate 
chemists; it does not, except in individual cases, deal with 
pupils who are mature enough*to understand the relation of 
chemistry to other subjects; the system does not now permit of 
much individual attention or instruction from teacher to pupil, 
nor can it ordinarily train pupils to reason. The problem, there- 
fore, as the system is now constituted, for which there is no 
practical substitute, is to provide, as conveniently as possible for 
teacher and pupil, a method of communicating to the average 
pupil a knowledge of such chemical facts and principles as are 
necessary in the scheme of education which the city furnishes. 
For this purpose simplicity in construction and furnishing should 
be sought, but, on the other hand, nothing. should be omitted 
which would facilitate the work of the teacher. 

(13.) Capacity.— The laboratory should be placed as near 
the top of the building as possible. It need not be built to 
accommodate more than 40 to 50 pupils at one time, but each 
desk should be of such a size that three sections of 40 to 50 may 
find accommodation for apparatus. It should be lighted on two 
sides. 

(14.) Materials. — The floor should be preferably of con- 
crete, but may be of hard wood in narrow strips, filled in by 
asphalt. It should slope very slightly between desks, the desk 
interspaces again trending to a common corner which may be 
drained. ‘The walls should be of face brick, and the ceiling of 
plaster covered with a water resisting surface containing no lead, 
All woodwork in the laboratory should have a natural finish 
except the tops of the desks. 

(15.) Working Desks. —The working desks should run 
at right angles to the greater length of the room, in sections 
placed back to back between windows; sections to be movable 
when the top is removed. ‘The distance between double sections 
should be about five feet, and the same distance at least. should 
be between the ends of the sections and the hood, which should 
be opposite the longer line of windows and at right angles to the 
direction of the desk sections. The other ends of the sections 
should come sufficiently near the building wall to allow for the 
common drain (paragraph 33) running under the windows at 
right angles to the sections. 

(16.) Sections.— Each section may be from 21 feet to 
24 feet 6 inches long, and about 2 feet in width, measured on 
the desk top, and from 3 feet to 3 feet 2 inches in height, includ- 
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ing the desk top. The material should be of ash or any durable 
wood, finished natural. The top should be made of narrow white 
pine strips, not less than 14-inch stock, securely fastened 
together, and treated with aniline black and waterproof lead finish. 
The top should project not more than 1 inch over the body of the 
section. 

(17.) Drawers, Closets.— The individual desk should be 
provided with three lockers and three sets of two drawers 
each, each set of drawers to be fastened by a bar operated 
from the locker, the locker in turn to be fastened by a com- 
bination lock. 

(18.) Sink.— Each double section of desks should be pro- 
vided with a sink of soapstone placed between the sections 
and flush with the section top, which should slope slightly to 
the sink. The sink should be not less than 8 inches wide and should 
begin within 1 foot of the end toward the hood, having here 
a depth of 6 inches, running nearly to the other end and having 
here a depth of 8 inches. 

(19.) Working Space.—'The working space thus secured 
to the single pupil would be 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 

(20.) Shelves. — Each double section of desks should be pro- 
vided with a shelf for re-agents running the length of the desk, 10 
inches to 12 inches above the desk and supported by metal 
standards at suitable intervals. This shelf should be of white 
wood 14 inches thick and 9 inches wide, finished natural and 
covered by glass plates 4 inch in thickness, 9 inches wide and in 
suitable lengths, clamped to the wooden shelf by as few clamps 
as possible. 

(21.) Other Space.— At the free end of each section may 
be placed a wooden shelf, 1 inch to 14 inches in thickness, 
3 feet to 4 feet long and not over 1 foot 3 inches wide, 
at a height of 2 feet 8 inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for the purpose 
of holding blast lamps, re-agent jars, or for general utility. The 
finish of the top should be in aniline black. The floor space under 
the second row of windows may be taken up with a line of extra 
desks built on the same principle as the sections and furnished 
like them, but without necessarily a drain. These desks could be 
used for an emergency or for general utility. The wall space 
above the extra desks and all wall spaces not otherwise provided 
for may be used for wall shelves or cabinets. 

(22.)  Blackboards. —The wall space at the end of the 
room opposite the second set of windows and parallel to the 
desk sections should be provided with standard fixed slate black- 
boards, and there should be sliding slate blackboards of convenient 
size above the hood. 

(23.) Slop Collections. — No provision is made in the plan 
of the above desks for a compartment for slop and waste 
container. All liquids likely to be used may be thrown into the 
desk sink, except when this is filled with water as a pneumatic 
trough, and without injury to the mains, since there is usually a 
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sufficient dilution before reaching the corrodible pipes. Pupils 
should be taught to dilute strong acids before disposing of them. 
Solids and dry waste ought always to be disposed of separately 
from liquids and should be thrown into earthen jars. 

(24.) Hood,— Aside from the ordinary ventilation of the 
room, the removal of heavy, unpleasant or noxious gases 
should be carefully provided for. Experiments producing such 
gases are not performed in the open room, but in the closets pro- 
vided with separate draught known as the hood. The function 
of the hood, however, in a course for which we are providing, 
should be mainly limited to the removal of obnoxious gases and 
need not be built with reference to careful quantitative methods. 
Much, therefore, of the elaborate hood construction with which I 
have met may be simplified. 

(25.) Position and Dimensions of Hood. —'The hood 
should run at right angles to the desk sections and along 
the wall opposite the free ends of these sections. The height of 
the floor of the hood above the floor of the room should be about 
2 feet 10 inches, and the minimum height from floor to top 5 feet. 
The floor space provided in the hood should be about one-tenth of 
the space given to the working desks. ‘The width should not be 
less than 2 feet inside. ‘This would give a hood from 15 to 20 
feet in length. It is well to divide the space into compartments, 
but not into more than 3 or 4, each closed by a sliding window 
about 4 feet in width or two sliding windows each 2 feet in width. 
These windows will close an opening of say 3 feet in height, and 
when raised will project about 1 foot above the top of the hood. 

(26.) Material of Hood.— The materials of the hood are 
to be considered more with regard to protection against fire 
than for absolute cleanliness. And yet, as the hood is with 
rare exceptions used only during a laboratory period and is under 
the control of a teacher at all times, the danger from fire is very 
slight. It should be built against a brick wall. The material 
may be entirely of wood, except the floor, which should be of 
slate. Outside and inside the wood should be finished natural. 

(27.) Ventilation of Hood.— More important than the 
question of materials is that of ventilation. Each compart- 
ment should be ventilated by at least a 9-inch hole at the top. 
Into this should set tightly an elbow or T of drain pipe. 
Connecting the elbows and 'T’s a drain pipe of the same diameter 
should run along the top of the hood, outside and thus easy of 
access from the room, connecting the compartments of the hood 
with the main flue. Ata convenient point in this flue should be set 
a fan operated by a suitable motor. Iam quite aware that this 
construction is radically different from that which now obtains, 
but I feel certain that it will answer the purposes to which the hood 
is put, will not be dangerous on account of fire, will be sufficiently 
clean, and with reasonable care can be kept in a presentable con- 


dition. 
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(2.) VENTILATION AND PLUMBING. 


(28.) Sink. —The space against the wall not occupied by the 
hood may be occupied by a general sink. (See paragraph 34.) 

(29.) Ventilation. —I assume that in a modern school the 
ventilation will be on the present system of upper and lower 
ducts, and that the room will be provided with thermostats. 
Attention should be paid to the fact that during working hours 
the amount of carbon dioxide gas from the gas burners, not to 
speak of other vapors which are absent in a recitation room, is 
excessive. 

(30.) Gas on Desks. — The lead from the gas main should 
come up at the free end of the centre of the double desk 
sections, and branch into two leads along the back of each 
section. ‘There should be take-offs between each working desk 
space in the form of a pillar with two 4-inch cocks, and at each 
end desk a single cock, thus allowing each pupil two gas con- 
nections. 

(31.) Water on Desks. —The lead from the water main 
should also come up at the free end of the centre of the 
double desk section, and should be of such a size as to permit, 
by means of a valve used only for that purpose, of 
rapidly filling the section sink when that is to be used 
as a pneumatic trough. From this lead a lead of 
ordinary size should extend along the length of the sec- 
tion on the under side of the shelf. On this there should be a take-’ 
off at the free end of the section, to which may be attached a 
‘¢ Richards’’ or some other form of combined blast and suction 
pump. There should be at the junction of each four working 
desk spaces a take-off carrying two valves with hose-bibb delivery, 
3 inch, the two valves or cocks facing on opposite sides. To 
these bibbs may be attached a suction pump if desired. I am 
unable to see the need of hot water and hence of combination 
taps on the section desks. 

(582.) Sink. —The section desk sink has been mentioned 
in paragaph 18. This is provided at its deeper end with an 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which should be set a 
movable concave netting of wide mesh to arrest larger solid 
matter. 

(33.) Drain. — The main desk drain should run at right 
angles to the sections, along and under the windows and 
between the windows and-the sections. It should start from the 
centre of the section nearest the corner between windows, and 
should slope toward the next corner of the room. It should be 
made in the form of a heavy wooden trough, in sections doye- 
tailed, from 6 inches to 8 inches inside diameter, and equally 
deep, covered with an asphalt paint or filling. It may be sup- 
ported on brackets against the wall and left open, or covered and 
provided with a movable top, to allow free access for purposes of 
cleaning. Into this drain will dip the lead pipes coming from the 
section sinks. Solid matter escaping the coarse netting will be 
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arrested by the drain, and for further protection the drain 
should empty into a shallow concrete basin in the corner of the 
room, which may be drained into the common drain. Over this 
should be placed a fine netting. To this corner should converge 
the slightly concave channels mentioned in paragraph 14. With 
such a protection, I see no use for expensive lead-lined drain 
pipes. If thought best, a faucet could deliver into the drain at 
its lowest point, thus insuring still more effective dilution. 

(34.) General Sink. — As mentioned in paragraph 28, a 
general sink should be placed next to the hood, say at its right. 
This may be of soapstone, 4 feet to 5 feet long, 10 inches to 12 
inches deep and 18 inches wide. It may be provided with hot 
and cold water. It would be for general purposes, and no acids 
sbould enter it except under control. 

(35.) Gas in Hood.—There should be “two 4-inch gas 
nipples at each side of eaeh hood compartment, projecting 
slightly beyond the hood casing at the front, and placed as near 
the hood floor as possible, either side by side or one above the 
other as the casing permits. The cocks of these nipples should 
be outside the hood, and the lead to which they are attached 
may be under the hood floor. 

(36.) Drainage of Hood.—The slate floor of each hood 
compartment should have a beveled border about 4 inch high, and 
the floor should deepen slightly in the centre. At this point 
should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, into which is fitted a short 
drain pipe of lead, closed by a perforated plug, preferably of 
fire clay. The drain pipes should in turn be connected with a 
sloping drain pipe, open or closed, running toward and delivering 
into the general sink. This system of drainage provides for the 
cleaning of the hood floor, and carries off liquids in the accidental 
breakage of containers. 

(37.)  lectricity.— Though not frequently used, a current 
of electricity should be available on the section desks. The 
EK. M. F. need not exceed 10 volts, which may be supplied 
from the source common to the physical and chemical side. 
Suitable plugs should be provided between each working space, 
placed under the desk top on the frame. 

(88.) Gas on Wall Desk. —'This desk (paragraph 21) should 
be fitted with single gas taps at intervals of 2 feet. 


C. Tse LECTURE AND RECITATION Room. 


(39.) Capacity. —I shall assume (paragraph 10) that the 
lecture-room is to be used in common with physics alone, and 
that the recitations are to be held in the lecture-room. ‘The 
capacity will depend on how necessary it is to have present at one 
time the entire number of pupils taking physics or chemistry, but 
it seems to me that the room should contain seats for 100. These 
seats should be in tiers and fitted with a movable arm. 

(40.) Light.—It is not usually practicable to have 
an overhead lighting, but this is generally from the sides or front. 
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There is a disadvantage in a front light in that it is trying to 
the lecturer, but if the front light is constructionally unavoidable, 
it may be tempered by curtains. In addition to the regular cur- 
tains provision should be made for easily and quickly darkening 
the room. The electric lighting should be at the top and sides. 

(41.) Lecture Table.—'The lecture table should not be 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor less than 30 
inches wide, with a height of 32 inches. It should be placed 4 
feet distant from the wall. The material may be the same as 
that of the room, but the top should be made and finished like 
that of the laboratory desks. 

(42.) Gas.— The gas taps need not exceed six in number, 
either single 4-inch taps at intervals of 2 feet or the same 
grouped in pillars of 2 cocks at intervals of 4 feet. The taps 
should be at the front of the desk. 

(43.) Trough.—The trough should be at the right hand 
end of the desk, constructed of soapstone, in two depths. 
The length should not exceed 30 inches, the width 20 inches. 
The minor depth should be from 4 inches to 6 inches, the 
major 16 inches to 18 inches. The length of the minor 
depth should not exceed 60 per cent. of the total length. The 
trough should be depressed in the table and provided with a 
flush cover. 

(44.) Water.—The lead from the water main should be 
of such a size as to permit, by means of a valve used only for, 
that purpose, of filling the trough rapidly from the bottom. 
From this lead should come, at the right hand end of the trough, 
two faucets or goosenecks with #-inch hose bibbs, to one of 
which may be attached a ‘‘Richards ” or some other form of com- 
bined blast and suction pump. In addition there should be at 
the front left corner of the trough a 4-inch water tap, controlled 
by a valve, to supply cooling water for purposes of distillation. 

(45.) Drain.—The trough should have a_ screened 
drain with mercury trap, and also an overflow. For the last 
the ordinary form of standing pipe will answer. As the disposi- 
tion of the acids and the waste is here entirely under. the control 
of the teacher, I see no reason for lead-lined drain pipes from 
the trough. 

(46.) Disposal of Fumes. — While the majority of 
experiments performed on the lecture table are not productive 
of injurious or disagreeable gases, yet the formation of such 
gases is sufficiently common to necessitate provision for their 
removal. There should be for this purpose a space at the left 
end of the desk, provided with a register and flue of at least 10 
inches in diameter, which shall afford the means of a down 
draught. ‘The flue should be carried under the floor to the near- 
est wall flue, and the draught actuated by a motor if not con- 
structionally sufficient. 

(47.) Blackboard. —Sliding blackboards of slate at the 
rear of the desk should be provided. The number and size of 
these will depend on the joint needs of chemistry and physics, 
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but not less than fifty square feet of blackboard area will answer 
for lecture purposes in chemistry. 

(48.) Sittings. —It will probably be found most con- 
venient for the joint purposes of chemistry and physics to have 
the drawers and closets for the lesser lecture apparatus and 
chemicals in the body of the table, and the number and arrange- 
ment of these is a matter of individual preference. The wall on 
either side or under the blackboard should be provided with 
shelves for re-agent bottles, under glass; and the side walls of the 
room, in default of a special room for the purpose, should be 
amply provided with cabinets for the larger pieces of permanent 
lecture apparatus. 

(49.) Lantern. — The joint need of physics and chem- 
istry will decide upon the form of lantern, its arrangement and 
position and also the position of screen. 

(50.) <Hlectricity.— As the need of electricity in chem- 
ical lectures is slight compared to that in physics, it is safe 
to assume that whatever provision is made for the latter will 
answer for the former. 


D. ADMINISTRATIVE FACILITIES. 


(51.)  <Apparatus.—The greater part of the apparatus 
used for experiments is provided once for all at the beginning of 
the year, should be ready in the desks, and these therefore 
serve as an important means of storage. In addition to this ap- 
paratus it will be necessary to issue some special forms or replace 
broken pieces. There should be therefore an ample storage space 
for extra and reserve apparatus. 

(52.) Stock Chemicals. —'The apparatus storeroom may 
serve as a room for storage of original packages of stock 
chemicals, from which the dry re-agent bottles in the laboratory 
may be filled and from which the necessary liquid re-agents 
may be prepared in the preparation room. The apparatus and 
chemicals should be kept mainly in dust-proof cabinets with 
glass doors, partly in drawers. 

(53.) Preparation Room. —-This room should adjoin 
the above. While primarily for the storage of liquid chem- 
icals in bulk, for the preparation of liquid re-agents from 
these and the storage of the supply bottles from which the labora- 
tory re-agent bottles are filled, the room should also be fitted as a 
private laboratory for the teacher, so that it may be possible for 
him to conduct ordinary investigations, should he have the time 
and desire, or to allow him to encourage the occasional pupils who 
manifest special ability by superintending advanced work of the 
latter in this room. 

(54.) General Fittings of Preparation Room.— No detailed 
recommendation for this room is necessary under the circum- 
stances. It should in general contain a wide centre table with 
gas in the centre. Along two sides should be working desks, 
with drawers and closets, provided with gas, water, sink, and

reasonable conveniences in the way of blast, suction, steam and 
electricity. Along the desks should be shelves for the storage of 
liquid chemicals in bulk, supply bottles and smaller re-agent 
bottles. An adequate hood should be provided, more carefully 
‘constructed with reference to quantitative work than that of the 
laboratory. The draught should be upward if possible, but if this 
is constructionally difficult, a down draught may be substituted. 

(55.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining the store- 
room and preparation room should be a small office containing 
desk, book shelves, table, and a good grade balance for quantita- 
tive work. 

(56.) elp.—In case the teacher is without an assistant, or 
the latter is occupied with too many other subjects, provision 
should be made for the employment of one or more of the pupils 
for the purpose of making up re-agents and filling the laboratory 
bottles; also for the issuing of apparatus and clerical work in 
connection with the same. 

(57.) Encouragement of Teacher.—I am strongly of the 
opinion that the teacher should not only be encouraged to do as 
much research work as he can, but that the performance of such 
work should be regarded as a recommendation of the teacher for 
holding his position. Under the present system the often inade- 
quate facilities for private work, the necessity of additional 
teaching, and the multiplicity of administrative duties without 
assistance combine to discourage the teacher for anything but , 
routine work. It is certain that a teacher who is doing some 
original work in his subject, however small, is advancing the 
quality of instruction. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS. 


(58.) Hydrogen Sulphide. — Provision should be made in 
one or more of the hood compartments for the rapid and constant 
generation of hydrogen sulphide when desired. <A small form of 
‘¢ Parson’s ” generator will answer this purpose. 

(59.) Distilled Water. — The simplest. method of supplying 
distilled water would be one of the many gas stills which are on 
the market, which could be set up in a comparatively small wall 
space, near the general sink, into which it may drain. 

(60.) Hvaporation. — Iam unable to see the necessity for an 
expensive outfit of special evaporation apparatus in the laboratory. 
For the purposes of the course a number of constant level water 
baths could be issued when required and set up on the working 
desks. 

(61.) Drying Closets. — Similarly, a number of small drying 
closets (air baths) could be issued when required and set up on 
the working desks.

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APPENDIX VIL. 
REPORT ON ARTIFICIAL LIGHTING. 


The purpose of this report is to explain what has been done in 
the matter of improving and standardizing the lighting of class 
and recitation rooms. 

In the first place it should be stated that the Board has for 
some time been of the opinion that a school-room should be 
treated differently in the matter of illumination than has hereto- 
fore been the practice in rooms intended for public or commercial 
uses. 

The lights should be installed in such a manner as to make it 
impossible for the eye to receive the direct rays of the illuminant; 
there should be an even diffusion of 
light, and strong contrasts of light and 
shadow should be avoided as much as 
possible. 

The correctness of these principles 
is now recognized by the leading 
oculists and illuminating engineers 
throughout the world, and much 
attention is now being given to details 
of illumination heretofore neglected. 
_ The earlier experiments of. the 

Board resulted in the adoption of 
the indirect cluster shown in Fig. 1. 
This fixture consists of an under 
shade of opal glass, 18 inches in 
diameter by 6 inches in depth. 
Inside this shade are 4 incandescent 
lamps, set in porcelain sockets, at 
an angle of about 30 degrees from 
the horizontal. <A cover of clear plate Fig. 1. 
glass, resting in a spun metal ring, 
attached to the outer edge of the opal shade serves to 
exclude dust from the lamps and the inside of the opal under 
shade. Ventilation is provided by several holes in a small 
canopy surrounding the stem of the fixture near the glass cover. 

This fixture is designed to project a greater part of the light 
against the ceiling and side walls, from whence it is reflected 
toward the floor in the form of diffused light, the direct light 
- from the opal under shade being of some assistance to the illumi- 
nation, yet not of sufficient intensity to be disagreeable to the eye. 
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Six of these fixtures, each equipped with lamps of 48 agere- 
oute candle power, have been found capable of giving a standard 
class-room a nicely diffused illumination, ample in quantity and 
very agreeable to the eyes. 

While it has been proved that this fixture is capable of excellent 
results under proper conditions, considerable difficulty has been 
experienced in keeping the fixtures, ceilings and side walls in 
condition to get the best results. In most cases of complaint it 
has been found that the cover glasses have not been kept free 
‘of dust. The cleaning of these glasses was in turn found to be a 
much more serious matter than at first anticipated, from the 
fact that the glasses seldom fit closely into the supporting rings, 
consequently the dust works into the under shade whenever the 
glass is cleaned. ‘This necessitates cleaning out the under shade 
with a damp cloth, an awkward 
operation, requiring considerable 
time. Having this feature in mind, 
the janitors are naturally reluctant 
to use the duster and the illumination 
of the rooms suffer accordingly. 
While it may be possible to have this 
fixture made dust tight, it is probable 
that the care of the fixtures will 
always make its efficiency doubtful. 
With this in view the Board has, 
recently conducted a series of ex- 
periments at the Kast Boston High 
School, with several of the most 
modern types of illuminants, notably 
are lamps, Cooper-Hewett Mercury 
Vapor, Gem High Economy and 
Nernst lamps, Welsbach gas mantle, . 
: te and the standard type of incandescent 

FIG. 2. clusters, both open and enclosed. As 

the Gem lamp seems most likely to 

give the desired results, the Board has arranged for further 

investigation of it both on the principle of indirect light, as in 

Fig. 1, and of direct light widely distributed and diffused by 
proper shades. 

Fig. 2 shows one of these fixtures, the essential features of 
which are the high economy, metalized filament lamp and the 
prismatic glass reflecting and diffusing shade. Unlike the indi- 
rect clusters previously described, the chief object of which was 
so to distribute and diffuse the light as to minimize the amount of 
light from any one direction, and thus avoid shadow, this fixture 
ig more distinctly direct light. The sercening of the light is 
accomplished by the deep shade and the wide angle of the reflect- 
ing shade, and will, it is hoped, neutralize the direction on the 
plane of the desks and so avoid sharp shadows. The same lamp 
could be so arranged with shades and reflectors as to throw the 
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bulk of the light on ceiling and thus give the advantages of the 
even distribution of light obtained with the fixture shown in Fig. 1. 

It must be borne in mind that whereas with daylight the whole 
room is illuminated from one source and all is left-hand light, so 
that the shadows are of no disadvantage, the artificial light is 
from many directions and consequently its even diffusion is of 
prime importance. ‘This fixture (Fig. 2) has also the advantage 
of being much less expensive both in initial cost and cost of main- 
tenance, the energy required to light a standard class-room with 
these fixtures being 600 watts, as compared with 900 watts for 
the indirect clusters. Further developments in the form of shade 
are promised by the manufacturers, and it is expected that a prac- 
tical demonstration of the fixture will be made in the near future. 

The attention of the Board has also been directed to a demon- 
stration of lighting by means of Welsbach gas mantles at the 
East Boston High School, and the exhibit has been carefully 
investigated. The quality of the light was found to be good, 
fairly well diffused and ample in quantity, but the Board is of the 
opinion that the odor, which was quite noticeable, together with 
the inevitable consumption of oxygen from the air in the room, 
makes the use of mantles undesirable. Considerable trouble has 
also been experienced in other schools from the breaking of 
mantles, due to vibration of the floors during the movement of 
classes. 

As the principal argument against the use of electric light is in 
the matter of expense, it may be well to note that great progress 
is being made toward increasing the efficiency of the incandescent 
lamp, the present state of the art indicating that an efficiency of 
one watt per candle power will soon be reached. ‘The efliciency 
of the best standard lamps of the present day is 3.1 watts per 
candle power, which represents a saving of about two-thirds of 
the present expense for lighting, and puts the incandescent lamp 
on a nearly equal basis with gas. 

In view of these facts the Board deems it advisable to consider 
the electric light the standard method of illumination.

REPORT ON HEATING AND VENTILATING. 


Owing to various causes the Board has been unable this year 
to continue the experiments, referred to in the last annual report, 
on the moistening of the air. Now that it has its own depart- 
ment of domestic engineering, these experiments will again be 
taken up. 

In the new work an attempt will be made to put into actual 
practice one of the methods that has been found most practicable. 

The Board has continued its practice of using both the gravity 
system and the plenum system for its schools, and proposes to 
conduct a series of tests, some of which are now under way, to 
show just how far the objects aimed at have been attained in the 
buildings that have been finished. There has been considerable 
complaint of the plenum systems on the score of noticeable 
draughts, and this has been remarked upon both when the dampers , 
were controlled automatically and when they were controlled by 
hand. Also, in both plenum and gravity systems, there has 
been complaint of a marked difference in temperature between 
different parts of the room. As a result of examination and 
tests, the Board may decide to follow the New York plan and 
introduce a certain amount of direct heat into the class-rooms on 
the window side, but depending still for the ventilation and the 
greater portion of the heated air on the primary coils. 

Figure 1, the John Greenleaf Whittier, is a typical example of 
a small primary building with a gravity system, the heating being 
in this case about 10 per cent. of the total cost of the building. 

Figure 2 is the Oliver Hazard Perry, a fourteen-room gram- 
mar building with an assembly hall, a typical example of a fan 
system, a cost of 12 per cent. of the total cost of the building.

TYPICAL SCHOOLS IN NEW YORK, CHICAGO AND 
wii JRO GF ISy 


The New York type is a most skilful adaptation of the 
necessities of a city block to the requirements of a school, and the 
development of the plan that is bounded by party walls is par- 
ticularly good. The chief requirements are (1) for the class- 
rooms, light; (2) for the play-rooms or gathering spaces, including 
gymnasiums, accessibility and light, but the latter not so all- 
important as in class-rooms; (3) for the Assembly Hall, accessi- 
bility and a large area, and light; the last no longer of supreme 
importance, as artificial light will answer, and in many cases 
(lectures with stereopticon or evening meetings) daylight is of no 
importance; and (4) the corridors, sufficient for easy circulation 
with ample light, the stairs sufficient in number and so placed as 
to allow rapid emptying of the building. 

This New York type meets these requirements admirably. 
(1) The class-rooms get their light from central areas that 
cannot be interfered: with by other buildings, the distances 
between the arms of the H (about eighty feet) insuring ample 
opening to the sky. On the lower floors, and especially in the 
rooms near the internal angles, a larger amount of glass is 
desitable than what would be ample on the upper stories. The 
corner rooms have prism glass to help obviate this. (2) The 
play-rooms or gymnasiums occupying the basement or the street 
floor, or both, if two stories high, are very convenient and are so. - 
planned as to have good daylight. (8) The Assembly Halls, 
having the gallery on the first floor level, have the main floor but 
a short flight of stairs below the sidewalk, and are as accessible as 
it is possible to be. (4) The corridors occupying the space 
against the party wall depend on light borrowed from the rooms 
and on light from the small area placed about in the centre 
between streets on the party wall. Ata slight sacrifice of exterior 
wall (7.e., class-room space) they might have been carried through 
to the front and had really good light. ‘The stairs are well placed, 
and, being of the twin type, are double the number that appear 
on the plans. We believe that a single good staircase at each 
of these points would be better than a twin staircase, with its 
feeling of enclosure and of cramped headroom, and the slight 
confusion caused by the alternating direction of landings, but 
New York has found them very satisfactory in operation. Inci-

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dentally they require a slightly greater distance from floor to floor 
than what is used in Boston. ‘The plan as a whole answers the 
chief requirements of a modern school building admirably. The 
system of wardrobes which in New York has been in corridors and 
does not seem to be ideal has been replaced in this building by 
wardrobes with sliding doors, occupying one side of the class- 
room. The development of this idea is shown in a suggested 
plan coming from Chicago, which will be noted later. If it 
proves practicable, it will be economy as compared with the 
Boston type — independent little rooms adjoining the class-rooms, 
which is a plan extravagant in area. 

The De Witt Clinton High School is an excellent example of 
the H plan applied to a city block with light on all four sides. 
The bars of the H have a thickness of two class-rooms and a 
corridor, the cross-bar is nearer one street and leaves open areas 
of unequal sizes. The larger, in basement and first floor, forms 
the Assembly Hall. The smaller, in basement and part of the 
first floor, forms the gymnasium. ‘The Assembly Hall with its 
stage, etc., occupies not only the central area, but all the class- 
room space on the three sides, and the gymnasium occupies the 
central area at the rear and the class-rooms adjoining. This is an 
excellent block, good rooms, well placed stairs and economical 
corridor space, the latter possibly too economical to insure ample 
outside light, especially when wardrobes are placed in it. The 
stairs are the twin type. ‘The exterior is a system of bays, which 
does not express the plan and in many cases gives inadequate 
light for rooms, which, except for the requirements of the exterior, 
might have had ample light. This, however, is no reflection upon 
the general principle of the plan. | 

The Commercial High School, one plan, the second floor, of 
which is given, is the same type as the De Witt Clinton. Both 
these presuppose very large schools. The Commercial High 
would make twenty-six standard class-rooms on a floor. 

New York depends on a certain amount of direct heat in all 
rooms, a distinct economy (perhaps a justifiable one), over a 
complete plenum system, but we feel that fresh air is as important 
as abundant light. Possibly we provide more than is essential ; at 
all events the Board receives frequent complaints as to draughts. 

The Chicago plan is a logical development of the New York 
block plan. It occupies a complete lot about 300 by 300 feet in 
size (larger than a New York block). In some respects it is a 
step in advance of the New York plan. It contemplates having 
a low basement, given up wholly to heating apparatus, the heating, 
unlike the New York plan, being wholly from a fan. The first 
floor is on the street level, with the Assembly Hall in the centre, 
wholly top-lit, and the rooms surrounding it comprise not only 
class-rooms, but also the play-rooms, toilets, etc., which would 
ordinarily be in the basement. ‘The toilets in this plan are dis- 
tributed on the various floors. The play-room is also equipped as 
a gymnasium. It is quite ideal to have so much on the street 
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level, and having no children in the space below grade is a very 
decided advantage. On. this large plan of sixteen rooms on a 
floor, there is opportunity on this first floor for the play-rooms for 
the boys and girls above referred to, for the offices of administra- 
tion and also for six class-rooms. ‘The Assembly Hall is acces- 
sible from all four corners. Additional light for the boiler-room 
below is obtained by making the rooms of administration, which 
are all small rooms, of lower stud, the floor being above the _ 
general level of the first floor. Tested by our floor plan test this 
gives the following results, showing that it is not an economical 
floor plan, for notwithstanding the economy of the small wardrobes, 
the upper floor plans are considerably more than twice class-room 
area : 


Cubical contents. A . 1,835,475 cubic feet. 
Area, second floor . ; ‘ 27,114 square feet. 
Area, 16 class-rooms : : 11,616 square feet. 


Cubic feet per class-room (54), 33,990 cubic feet. 


On cubic contents it is far below our limit of 40,000 cubic feet 
per class-room. Here there are six class-rooms on the first floor 
and 16 each on the second, third and fourth, a total of 54, which 
would allow with us a cube at 40,000 of 2,160,000. It is, how- 
ever, to be noted that the rooms, 22 by 33, are the area of our 
primary standard (24 by 30) and will not accommodate an 
average of 50. So that from the point of accommodation it is 
not yet reduced to the economical minimum. The points about 
the plan which seem to have a direct bearing on our problems are 
the abandonment of the occupation of the basement by anything 
except the heating apparatus, and keeping the first floor down, 
and distributing the toilets on the various floors, thus reducing 
the amount so as not to have additional expenditure. Instead of 
separate wardrobes it is proposed to utilize the wardrobe in the 
room as the mouth, as it were, of the vent. All foul air goes 
through the wardrobe and then out. It is doubtful if this is 
hygienically wise, and the varying bulk of clothing hung there 
might have a distinct influence on the flow of air. The ward- 
robes are closed by doors that slide up, and which, when down, 
have blackboard surface. On a very large plan, and both the 
Chicago and New York schemes require a very big building, there 
is space to spare on the first floor for a few class-rooms, and 
compared with a building having a basement and three stories, 
this building, even without an additional story, would have a large 
accommodation, and with an additional story the class-rooms on 
the first floor would be a net addition over the old scheme of three 
stories, although the top floor, the fourth, would be but a half 
story higher than the other third floor. The through corridors 
with their ready access to either street are excellent, and even 
on the first floor are well lighted. 

Both these plans, however, presuppose schools of such size as 
are never contemplated for Boston, and hardly likely ever to be

required. The St. Louis type is therefore much more like 
an attempt to solve our own problem here. The plan illustrated 
is a fair example of an ideal open, well lighted school, a 
very large lot, admitting of an extended plan and a twenty-four 
room building on two floors only. All this is quite ideal, but, 
until land and building are cheaper it is too ideal a plan for any 
part of Boston, except outlying suburbs, like the borders of West 
Roxbury, where land is still cheap. This building, judged on its 
cost per cubic foot, is economical and the price far below what we 
must pay per cubic foot. Examined, however, by the standard of 
accommodation, it is seen to be an expensive school, and the cost 
per cube is low only because corridor and roof space, of no service 
educationally, are less expensive than class-room space. The 
plan is agenerous one, its area being far more than double the 
area of the class-rooms; its cube is excessive, being more than 
30,000 cubic feet per class-room. On our standards, 24 class- 
rooms at 30,000 cubic feet, would have given the limit of the cube 
as 720,000, but the St. Louis cube is 977,200 cubic feet; and 
22 cents by 720,000 would have put the cost at $158,400, but 
the St. Louis school cost $190,000. To be sure this $158,400 is 
the Boston ‘‘ low limit,” which has rarely been reached, but the 
Sarah J. Baker School, a 24-room building, as is the St. Louis 
one, was built, without bonus, for $157,344.23. -We may at 
least learn from the St. Louis-school the desirability of keeping 
our suburban schools strictly to two stories in height.

TECHNICAL AND INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION IN 
ENGLAND. 


Anything that tends to bring the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners into touch with the trend of educational affairs, and 
so to be prepared to meet conditions likely to arise, is cognate to 
its work. It may not, therefore, be amiss to give a few notes 
on the work being done in England by the Board of Education 
for England and Wales, and in particular for London, by the 
School Committee of the London County Council. The informa- 
tion is drawn from the following Blue Books :

and other reports on training schools, and from personal inter- 
views between officers of the Board of Educators and the 
chairman. 
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One of the most important points seemed to be the thorough 
organization of educational work which came under the control of 
the central board, such as the Board of Education of England and 
Wales. Such organization as this means that the central body is 
in constant touch with all the educational work that is being done 
in England and Wales through reports of the masters and prin- 
cipals and through the reports of their own superintendents or 
inspectors. The value of the information accumulated in this 
way is readily seen by reading any of their reports. Take for 
example the single report, the ‘*‘ Suggestions for the Consideration 
of Teachers.” These suggestions are drawn up by the Board of 
Edueation, who in each case have employed some special expert 
on a particular subject, who has embodied in his suggestions the 
result of his own experience, modified by consultation with other 
teachers in the same line and a comparison of their experience 
with his. Or, again, the Report of their Committee upon Higher 
Elementary Schools, where, not content with examining the 
reports of teachers or superintendents or examining the children 
themselves, they extended their inquiries among manufacturers 
who were employing the children thus educated, and embodied the 
results of these inquiries in a statement which came with authority 
as to the character of education which seemed to them to be 
properly demanded for children who were to leave school at the 
age of fourteen or fifteen. 


This organization of the work under a central body means, as | 


applied, for example, to London, that there is a systematic 
progression through all the schools that are supported out of the 
public funds, and that these schools carry the children through the 
elementary grades, dividing them as they finish this course 
between those who are to go to work and those who go a step 
further. Those who go further and take secondary education are 
again divided, and the work differentiated for those whose 
education stops here and those who intend going still further. 
Those who go further can be guided either along purely academic 
lines towards the universities, or along technical lines towards the 
great polytechnic schools, or along industrial and commercial 
lines toward trade and the industries. Although there are fees in 
practically all grades above the elementary, they are in most 
cases nominal and can nearly always be remitted entirely in case 
of need, and, moreover, are offset by numerous scholarships, so 
that no earnest student need ever miss education for lack of 
means, and the fees presumably tend to discourage those who are 
not capable and worthy of receiving the advantages of higher 
education.* 

Another advantage of a central organization is that this body 
is able to make frequent tests to determine whether or not a given 


* For American readers it is to be noted that the so-called Public Schools in Eng- 
land are not what we call public schools, but are more analogous to Exeter, Andover 
or Groton, large endowed boarding schools, and that the universities referred to 
above would correspond to city universities, like New York, rather than to private 
universities like Oxford on the other side or like Harvard and Yale here. 
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course of study is fulfilling its end. A slight attempt at some- 
thing of this sort was recently made by a State Committee to 
find out whether the instruction given generally in our cooking 
schools was of any practical value. This investigation was quite 
an exception, and one may add that it was not a report that was 
very encouraging to those who are interested in this branch of 
teaching; but reports of this kind are made constantly on all 
subjects in England, so that the authorities are kept informed as 
to the results of their expenditures for this or that branch of 
instruction and know whether or not the money is being wisely 
expended. Not only is such examination useful for this purpose, 
but it is also useful as helping to determine whether a student 
shall be encouraged to go further or not. Through all the stages 
of education that have been outlined above the student is not left 
to his own resources, but, even when he has selected his especial 
course, is constantly guided and helped in choosing such addi- 
tional courses as the educational authorities believe to be desir- 
able for his general development, so as to prevent a student from 
going through and graduating a mere specialist. 

One cannot doubt that it would be an immense advantage to 
the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners if, for example, the 
State Board of Education were in constant touch with the work 
that was being done in Boston, and also with the work done in 
Springfield or Worcester, or any smaller country town; or if, 
tbrough the State, we could learn just what was the -best line of 
educational work for Lynn or Brockton and whether it was 
desirable to modify this in any way for Gloucester. It would be 
an immense advantage to the Board in Boston to know not only 
what is being done educationally elsewhere, but what is being 
done in planning and building. As it is the Board makes its 
own experiments, and if it is to learn anything whatsoever from 
the experience of others, it must itself visit other towns or cities 
and collect this material. If a central body collected and com- 
pared material of the same sort from all over the State, unques- 
tionably there would be most valuable results. Still more 
valuable would be the results if the States themselves filed their 
reports with the Federal Government and a central bureau there 
published still fuller and more comprehensive statistics. 

It is many years since Germany awoke to a full realization of 
the importance of technical education, particularly of that which 
had a direct bearing on the commercial prosperity of the country. 
Later, England has taken up the same consideration. Very 
tardily, struggling in the rear of both of these countries, the 
United States is now beginning to consider this very important 
branch of education. 

The work in England has been done with thoughtful attention 
to detail, but with lack of that over-scientific organization which 
is characteristic of the method of working in Germany. As a 
result, the Report of the London County Council on Technical 
Education, which is under their supervision, is an extremely inter- 
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esting document. London is so large and so cosmopolitan as to 
include within its area all-classes, all nations, and all kinds of 
industry. The technical schools have developed along the lines 
that seem to be suggested by the environment of each particular 
school, so that of the large number of trade and technical schools 
that are more or less under the control of the London County 
Council, no two are the same in equipment or work, and they 
vary from such advanced schools as the Woolwich Polytechnic, 
which covers somewhat the field of our Institute of Technology, 
to a school that specializes in a particular subject, as is the case 
with the School of Photo-Engraving and Lithography. Nearly 
all of these schools have been established within recent years. 
The London County Council is planning adding to the existing 
ones and building new ones, and the work is taken up by the stu- 
dents with enthusiasm. It is nearly all evening work, and adapted 
especially for those who are at work in the daytime. The small 
fees insure regularity of attendance and thorough co-operation of 
the students themselves. The central authority, the superin- 
tendent and teachers, work together to see that each individual 
student is guided so that he may get the greatest possible 
advantage out of the number of hours that he devotes each week to 
this evening work. Practically all of the schools have a day 
department as well, but this is generally less advanced work for 
younger pupils. 

Higher commercial education, which has been occupying our , 
attention in Boston somewhat during the last year or two, was 
made the subject of study by a special committee who some 
five years ago investigated the subject thoroughly and made 
a comprehensive report. It is characteristic of English methods 
that this thorough study and investigation were made before 
they attempted to carry on further commercial education, and 
that they recommended better provision for commercial education 
in secondary schools, ¢.e., our high schools, and the establish- 
ment, in at least one school of the first grade, of a department 
devoting itself primarily to the preparation for business life 
of boys leaving school at eighteen or nineteen, and not expect- 
ing or intending to carry their education further. They then 
recommended that in the University of London special opportunity 
should be provided in the subject of higher commercial education, 
and that, in addition, travelling scholarships be offered, to enable 
teachers with some experience to study in higher commercial 
institutions abroad. 

One other thing is forced upon one in reading these English 
reports. Notwithstanding the great growth that has taken place 
in technical and industrial education during the last ten years 
in England, a growth that has followed closely on the lines laid 
down by Germany, and which at present is hardly touched upon 
in this country, the English reports are constantly laying 
emphasis on the necessity of thorough general education, as 
being of far greater importance in any walk of life than the 
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technical training. In fact their reports would seem to state that, 
unless the groundwork of the education, the knowledge of English, 
its literature and its history, the knowledge of the simpler 
‘branches of mathematics and geography, is the foundation, the 
trade education even is of very little benefit; and all through 
the trade und technical schools where the courses are elective 
the authorities are constantly urging the students to supplement 
their technical work with work which might be described as gen- 
eral education. It is certainly an open question with us whether 
the children were not better educated three or four generations 
ago when they were held more closely to elementary things, and 
were not filled with a smattering of an indefinite number of 
so-called scientific subjects. All of which has a direct bearing 
upon that Board which has to do with the equipment of the 
buildings for educational purposes. 

Another point which is interesting, but not surprising to find 
in an English report on education, is the very strong emphasis 
that is laid upon sport. Out-of-door sports in particular are 
considered an essential part of the curriculum of any well regu- 
lated school, and count as such in the regulations for the public 
elementary schools. This report states that — ‘*'The lessons to 
be learned in the playground are indeed invaluable. Children, 
who take part in properly organized games, will learn to ‘ play 
the game,’ to ‘give and take,’ to devote themselves to and 
efface themselves for a common cause, to feel pride in the 
achievements of others, to accept victory with becoming mod- 
esty and defeat with due composure, and, speaking generally, to 
acquire the spirit of discipline, of corporate life and of fair 
play.” . 

Moral instruction is a subject on which one would imagine 
reports in England just now would touch with a light hand, 
although on the spot: one gathers that the excitement over the 
Education Bill is much more political than anything else, and 
appears to have about as much effect on the every day operation 
of the schools as would the question of admitting Japanese school 
children to the schools on the Pacific coast affect our schools in 
Boston. 

It is perhaps sufficient to note that the Code states that the 
purpose of all moral training is ‘‘ to form and strengthen char- 
acter, to develop intelligence, and to make the best use of the 
school years available; to aim to train children in habits of obser- 
vation and clear reasoning, that they may gain intelligent 
acquaintance with facts and laws of nature; to arouse in them a 
living interest in the ideals and achievements of mankind; to 
bring them to some familiarity with the literature and history of 
their own country; to give them some power over language as an 
instrument of thought and expression; to develop taste for good 
reading and thoughtful study; to encourage their natural activi- 
ties of hand and eye by suitable forms of practical work and 
manual instruction; to afford them opportunity for the healthy 
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development of their bodies, not only by training them in appro- 
priate physical exercises, and encouraging them in organized 
games, but by instructing them in some of the simpler laws of 


health; to implant habits of industry, self-control and courageous. 


perseverance in the face of difficulties ; to teach them-to reverence 
what is noble, to be ready for self-sacrifice, to strive their utmost 
after purity and truth, to foster a strong sense of duty, to instill 
that consideration and respect for others which must be the foun- 
dation of unselfishness and the true basis of all good manners ; while 
the corporate life of the school should develop, especially in the 
playground, that instinct for fair play and loyalty to one another 
which is the germ of a wider sense of honor in later life.’’

Sir,—In comphance with the Revised Ordinances, as 
amended by the Ordinances of 1906, chapter 1, abolishing 
the old Street Department and converting the Sewer Division 
thereof into an independent department, the annual report 
of the operation and expenses of the Sewer Department for 
the year 1906, with tabulated statements of. sewer con- 
struction and maintenance and the reports and recommen- 
dations of the Chief Engineer and the Assistant Engineers, 
is herewith respectfully submitted. 

In pursuance of the recommendations contained in last 
year’s report in relation to the conversion of the Charles 
River basin from a salt water tidal basin to a fresh water 
basin of constant height, and the effect this change would 
have upon the Boston sewer system and the expenses entailed 
upon the City of Boston thereby, I have caused to be intro- 
duced a bill, of which the following is a copy: 
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An ACT OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
No. 689. 


In Amendment of Chapter Four Hundred and Sixty-five of the 
Acts of the Year Nineteen Hundred and Three, in Relation to 
the Construction of a Dam across Charles River between the 
Cities of Boston and Cambridge. : 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

Section 1. Chapter four hundred and sixty-five of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and three is hereby amended by 
striking out the first four lines to the word ‘*‘ base,” in the fifth 
line of “section three of said act, and inserting in place thereof the 
following: The commission shall construct across the Charles 
river’, between the cities of Boston and Cambridge, a dam at 
least sufficiently high to maintain in the basin above the dam a 
minimum water level not less than five feet above Boston city 
base. This dam is to be so planned and constructed as to admit 
of being raised at a later date, at least sufficiently high to hold 
back all tides, and to maintain in the basin above the dam a 
substantially permanent water level not less than eight feet above 
the Boston city base. But this work of raising the dam and 
converting the half-tide to a full-tide dam, and thereby excluding 
all tidal flow, shall not be undertaken until the state board of 
health shall adjudge and certify to the legislature that the condi- 
tion and operation of the sewer systems in the territory naturally 
tributary to the Charles river basin has been so far altered as to 
make such changes in the dam safe and judicious —so that said 
section, when amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 8. The commission shall construct across the Charles 
river, between the cities of Boston and Cambridge, a dam at 
least sufficiently high to maintain in the basin above the dam a 
minimum water level not less than five feet above Boston city 
base. This dam is to be so planned and constructed as to admit 
of being raised at a later date, at least sufficiently high to hold 
back all tides, and to maintain in the basin above the dam a 
substantially permanent water level not less than eight feet above 
Boston city base. But this work of raising the dam and con- 
verting the half-tide to a full-tide dam, and thereby excluding all 
tidal flow, shall not be undertaken until the state board of health 
shall adjudge and certify to the legislature that the condition and 
operation of the sewer systems in the territory naturally tributary 
to the Charles river basin has been so far altered as to make 
such changes in the dam safe and judicious. The dam shall 
occupy substantially the site of the present Craigie bridge, which 
shall be removed by the commission. ,The dam shall be not less 
than one hundred feet in width at said water level, and a part 
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thereof shall be a highway, and the remainder shall be a highway, 
or a park or parkway, as the commission shall determine. The 
_dam shall be furnished with a lock not less than three hundred 
and fifty feet in length between the gates, forty feet in width and 
thirteen feet in depth below Boston base, and shall be built with 
a suitable drawbridge or drawbridges, wasteways and other 
appliances. The part of the dam used as a highway shall be 
maintained and operated in the same manner as the Cambridge 
bridge, and under the laws now or hereafter in force relating to 
said bridge. 
Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The reason for the introduction of this bill is obvious 
from a perusal of the text of it. It is to gain time for the 
city to make the extensive changes in its sewer system 
necessitated by the Charles River dam and to spread the 
expenditure over a reasonable number of years. ‘The feasi- 
bility and practicability of this temporary change in the 
design of the dam was fully discussed in the report of last 
year, and I believe the arguments to be sound ones.

DEAR SiR, —I submit herewith the annual report of the 
operation and expenses of the Sewer Department for the 
year 1906, together with the detailed schedules of sewer 
construction for the year and the reports of the Assistant 
Engineers. : 

In the report of last year the large and important work 
which this department will have to undertake in the near 
future was so exhaustively discussed that it is not necessary 
to rehearse it at this time. 

The work of extending the Stony-brook conduit in 
Jamaica Plain has been started and is in active progress, 
about 680 feet of the conduit and accompanying low level 
sewer having been completed up to date. 

‘ Brick construction for the conduit has been abandoned 
and reinforced steel concrete substituted in its place as being 
cheaper and better. There should be no cessation in the 
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prosecution of this work, as the building of this conduit and 
the low level sewer is the key to the conversion of the whole 
Stony-brook sewer system from the combined to the sepa-. 
rate system. 

On the rebuilding of the old dinntel of Stony brook, 
nothing has yet been done except the making of studies and 
plans. This work should certainly be undertaken during the 
coming year, as, like the conduit in Jamaica Plain, it is the 
key to the conversion of the sewer system of the lower 
square mile of Stony brook area. 

This extensive change from the combined to the separate 
system is a necessity in order to prevent the pollution of the 
Charles River basin, as was fully discussed in last year’s 
report. 

The rebuilding of the Maywoods brook sewer has been 
carried up Shawmut avenue to Vernon street and a connec- 
tion made with the old 3-foot 6-inch by 5-foot 6-inch 
brick sewer at this point, so that a considerable measure of 
relief will be expetienced.. This work should be carried on, 
as stated in last year’s report, until the Laurel, Ottawa and 
Sherman streets region is reached and relieved. 

The rebuilding of the Dorchester-brook sewer, which had 
just been started last year, has been completed to the junc- 
tion with the old main sewer in Brook-avenue place, giving 
relief to the immediate vicinity ; but the work of rebuilding 
should be continued until the region around Intervale, Otis- 
field, Gannett and Holborn streets and Lawrence avenue is 
reached and relieved. 

Upon the intercepting sewer system of East Boston, the 
East Boston low level sewer has been extended to Benning- 
ton street, and extended in Butler avenue a distance of 265 
feet, and a beginning has been made on the Glendon and 
Putnam streets intercepter. 

The Moore-street intercepting sewer has been completed 
to Moore street, and the nuisance caused by the pollution of 
the flats at the Moore-street outlet abated. 

Work should be carried on continuously upon both the 
East Boston low level sewer as far as Leverett avenue and 
the Glendon and Putnam streets sewer as far as Putnam 
street. 

The foregoing recommendations indicate the kind of work 
which the department should prosecute during the next few 
years. 

By districts, these are: 

In East Boston, the low level sewer and the Glendon and 
Putnam streets intercepter. 
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In Brighton, the Shepard-brook conduit and the easterly 
branch of the same. 

In West Roxbury, the main Stony-brook conduit and the 
Roslindale-brook conduit. 

In Dorchester the Talbot-avenue high level sewer from 
Lyons street to Talbot avenue, and the Dorchester high level 
intercepter; the Oakland-brook conduit and the Davenport- 
brook-conduit, and the rebuilding of the Dorchester-brook 
sewer upon the separate system. 

In Roxbury, the Roxbury high level sewer, the rebuilding 
of the Maywoods brook sewer upon the separate system, and 
the rebuilding of the old channel of Stony brook. 

In city proper, the rebuilding as fast as practicable of all 
the old wooden sewers, which are now breaking down with 
increasing frequency, and of which there are still about seven 
miles to be rebuilt.

REPORT OF GEORGE W. HAMILTON.

DEAR Sir:— The following is my report on the principal 
work done in the districts under my charge during the year 
February 1, 1906, to January 31, 1907, together with sug- 
gestions regarding work desirable to build during year 
1907-08 : 


EAST Boston. 


During the year there have been built in this district: 


7,037.37 linear feet pipe sew er. 
1,569.25 — && fe> brick’ |= 
270 O26 Os ars ‘¢ pipe surface drain. 


Total, 10,803.22 linear feet. 
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The most important of this work is the completion of East — 


Boston low level sewer to Bennington street, 547 feet 
3-foot circular brick sewer; the extension of the low level 
_sewer in Butler avenue, 265 feet, 3-foot circular brick; and 
the completion of the Moore street intercepter to Moore 
street, about 3,528 feet of 24-inch brick and 20-inch, pipe 
sewer. The latter does away with the nuisance caused by 
the deposit of sewage on the flats at the foot of Moore street. 
The Glendon and Putnam streets intercepter has been 
begun. This when completed will relieve the nuisance along 
Chelsea creek at foot of Glendon and Putnam streets. 
Sewers have been built at a lower grade in Saratoga, Sum- 
ner and Maverick streets, near Boston & Albany Railroad, 
on account of abolition of grade crossings at those streets. 


Suggestions. 


The East Boston low level sewer should be completed 
to Leverett avenue, and the Glendon and Putnam streets 
intercepter to Putnam street. These will require about 
2,300 feet of 3-foot and 2-foot 6-inch sewer, awd 1,370 feet 
of 15-inch and 12-inch pipe sewer respectively. Before put- 


ting into operation the Glendon and Putnam streets inter- 


cepter, it will be necessary to separate the area drained by it. 
This is not a matter of great expense, as the existing sewers 
in Condor street-can be used as a surface drain outlet, and 


the intercepting sewer serve as house sewer for the streets in 


which it will lie. 

The separation of the sewerage system in the high level 
territory of Breed’s Island should be completed and the 
house sewers connected with the high level sewer.

CHARLESTOWN. 


During the year there have been built 799.91 linear feet. 
of pipe sewers in this district. 

The most important part of this work was the separation 
of the system in the low level territory of the Bunker Hill 
street district. 


Suggestions. 


As the cellars in area drained by Miller and Lawrence 
streets are frequently flooded in time of storm, new sewers. 
laid at a lower grade should be built in these streets, and 
connected directly with the Metropolitan sewers. By exclud- 
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ing all storm water from the new sewers and retaining the 
existing sewers as surface drains, future trouble from 
floodings from surface water in this territory will be avoided. 


BRIGHTON. 


During the year there have been built in this district: 


1,699.38 linear feet pipe sewer.

The most important of this work was the building of the 
6-foot circular brick conduit for Shepard brook and the 
separation of the systems in Brackett street and in Oak 
Square avenue. 


Suggestions. 


The Shepard-brook conduit should be continued from 
Goodenough street to the outlet at North Beacon street. 
This will require about 410 feet 6-foot and 220 feet 12-foot 
brick or concrete conduit. The work should also be con- 
tinued up Market street to Henshaw street, and in Henshaw, 
Wirt, Washington and Shepard streets to the head waters of 
the brook. This will. require some 4,000 feet of 5-foot, 
4-foot, 3-foot 6-inch and 3-foot circular concrete conduit. 

When the work has reached Washington street, it will be 
possible to separate the area bounded by Market, North 
Beacon, Murdock, Cambridge and Washington streets, and 
do away with the flooding of cellars, comcerning which there 
are many complaints in this neighborhood. 

The improvement of easterly branch of Shepard brook 
should be begun in the near future. This will bein Western 
avenue, from Charles river 2,400 feet westerly, thence southerly 
and westerly to North Harvard street, then in Coolidge 
road, Mansfield, Alcott, Adams, Everett, Hichborn, Arthur 
and North Beacon streets to Murdock street, in all about 
11,000 feet of conduit. The lower 3,600 feet of this will be 
in a totally undeveloped country, but the remainder is for the 
most part well built up, and badly in need of surface drain- 
age. The Everett-street overflow should be built between 
Western avenue and Charles river. This calls for 944 feet 
5-foot 9-inch brick at estimated cost of $20,000. 
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West ROXBURY.

The most important of these has been the building of 724 
linear feet of 8-foot circular conduit for Roslindale brook, 
between Cohasset and Houston streets; 1,585 linear feet 
5-foot 9-inch, 5-foot and 4-foot concrete conduit for Florence- 
street brook in Florence street, private land, Brook and 
Sycamore streets, and the Hewlett-street brook conduit, 
between Birch street and Belgrade avenue. 

The outlet for Poplar street and adjacent streets has been 


begun in Canterbury street, between Metropolitan sewer and 


Hyde Park. avenue. 


Suggestions. 


The Roslindale-brook conduit should be completed as far 
as Belgrade avenue. This will require about 2,300 feet of 
8-foot and 7-foot concrete conduit. 

The Florence-street. brook conduit which is under construc- 
tion will be finished during the year, and surface drains should 
be built in the streets tributary to it. 

The Poplar-street outlet should be continued from Hyde 
Park avenue, across New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad to and along Clifford street, and thence in private 
land, and Canterbury street to Poplar street. 

The sewer in Poplar street, between Canterbury street and 
Beech street, should be begun and carried on as rapidly as 
possible in order to afford drainage to the adjacent streets. 

A sewer has been petitioned for several times in Spring 
street, between Metropolitan sewer, near Charles river, and 
Baker street. This is a necessity, and should be built at the 
earliest opportunity.

DeAR Sir, —The following is a statement of the lengths 
of sewer and surface drains built in South Dorchester from 
February 1, 1906, to January 31, 1907, with a lst of the 
most important work done, general comments and recom- 
mendations for future work: 

During the year there have been built in this district:

The building of the Talbot-avenue high level sewer, a 
4-foot 3-inch circular brick sewer, as far as the Lyons-street 
pumping station, and the construction of a 10-foot by 8-foot 
6-inch brick conduit for the improvement of Canterbury 
branch of Stony brook, between Harvard street and Don 
_ street, was finished, thereby doing away with the pumping 

station, partly abating the frequent floodings along Talbot 
avenue, and removing an unsightly open ditch, so that the 
adjacent land can be put on the market for building purposes. 
On the Dorchester high level sewer the completion of Section 
4, in River street, from Groveland street 2,200 feet westerly, 
the start on the siphon at Mattapan square, and the letting 
of contract for Section 3 in River street, will make a contin- 
uous sewer from the Hyde Park line to Groveland street. 
On one of the above sections (Section 3), after a long discus- 
sion as to the routes of the same, it was decided to build a 
reinforced concrete sewer, partly in River street and partly 
in private land and land of the Metropolitan Park. ‘This 
sewer, where it passes through the Metropolitan Park, will 
be above ground in places; but as we have decided to face . 
the same with a first-class granolithic coating, the Park Com- 
missioners offered no objection as to the method, and by 
adopting this line we will make a saving of about $30,000 
to the city. On Tenean creek, between Mill street 
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and Park street, there was built 417.17 linear feet of 
14-foot by 12-foot brick conduit and 130 linear feet of 
4-foot by 4-foot wooden box overflow for the Park-street 
sewer. 

On the improvement of Oakland brook from Rockdale 
street to the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad we 
have built 500 linear feet of 8-foot 6-inch by 5-foot 3-inch 
brick conduit and 500 linear feet of 18-inch pipe sewer. 
This work, when completed, will afford a sewer outlet for a 
large district to the north and provide a suitable channel for 
the old open brook course. 

Sewers were built in Bispham and Christopher streets, 
thereby removing the pollution of Tenean creek and abating 
a long-standing nuisance. 

In Lucerne street and Morton street, we have built 674 
linear feet of 12-inch pipe sewer and 212 feet of 38-foot 
6-inch brick conduit, both of which have been repeatedly 
called for by petitions. The 12-inch pipe sewer will provide 
drainage for two houses on Morton street, next to school- 
house, which at present drain into cesspools, the overflow 
from these going into a small brook across Morton street, 
and causing a great stench in time of warm weather. 


Recommendations. 


The most important work contemplated for the coming 
year is the extension of the Talbot-avenue high level sewer 
from Lyons street to Talbot avenue, and as the most advan- 
tageous line for this will cut across Franklin Field, it will be 
necessary for us to obtain permission from the Park Depart- 
ment. This sewer will afford an outlet for the rebuilding of 
the old Talbot-avenue sewer, at a much lower grade, and 
abolish the chance of suits against the city for floodings, 
which have been very frequent and costly in the past. 

Plans have been perfected for the extension of the Dor- 
chester high level sewer from Groveland street to Morton 
street, and I think it would be advisable to build this during 
the coming year, as we are paying the State an assessment 
based on the valuation and population of the high level area 
in Boston tributary to the Metropolitan high level sewer, 
and until the completion of our high level intercepter we are 
paying for something for which we derive very little benefit. 

This assessment should act as an incentive to the city 
to not only build one section of this Dorchester high 
level sewer each year, as has been the custom in the past, but 
to hurry the matter along to its completion. 
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On the Oakland brook it will be necessary for us to build 
a covered channel from the Neponset river to River street, 
thereby affording an outlet for the large amount of work we 
have. done on the upper end of this watercourse. 

Davenport brook, between Adams street and Van Winkle 
street, should also receive consideration, as the old channel 
has been almost entirely obliterated by private parties, and 
we have had many complaints from floodings.

REPORT OF THOMAS F. BOWES. 


Mr. E. 8S. Dorr, : 
Chief Engineer : 


DeAR S1r,— The following is. a statement of the work done 
in my district during the fiscal year ending January 31, 1907 : 

The principal work of the force employed in the office has 
been as formerly, the preparation of the plans for construc- 
tion ordered done, and the general routine engineering work 
in field. 

Aside from the above, studies and designs have been 
made for several large and important pieces of work contem- 
plated in the immediate future. 

In the A-street district, South Boston, plans and estimates 
have been made for the rebuilding on the separate system of 
the A-street sewer and its outlet in West First street, with 
a view of extending the latter in the future to drain the 
lowland of the Commonwealth in the vicinity of the L-street 
drawbridge. 

The old overflow on West Fourth street, at Dover-street 
bridge, has been practically put out of commission by the 
bridge piers, and studies and plans have been made with a 
view of abandoning the location, and carrying the storm- 
water overflow to some other point, possibly the B and 
Seventh streets outlet. 

In Roxbury the plans for the rebuilding of the Maywoods 
brook conduit in Circuit street, private land, Ray and Regent 
streets, have been worked up so that the construction of the 
separate systems for the relief of this territory might be 
started. 
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Preliminary studies of the different routes of the main line 
of the Roxbury high level sewer, between Jamaica Plain and 
Grove Hall, have’also been made. | 

Plans and estimates have been started for the entire sepa- 
ration of the Ruggles street area, the storm water of which 
is tributary to the old channel of Stony brook. 

A design for an auxiliary overflow has been made, to be 
built in connection with the present overflow at Hoffman 
street. The present sewer at Hoffman street enters the 
Stony-brook valley sewer at Amory Grove and overflows in 
time of storm into the main Stony-brook conduit. The new 
overflow is intended to deliver the regular sewage into Stony- 
brook valley sewer as formerly, but will take any excess dry 
weather flow or all the dry weather flow in case of stoppage, 
into the West Roxbury low level sewer near by. This will 
positively prevent the overflow of any raw sewage into 
Stony-brook conduit at the Hoffman-street overflow. 

In Dorchester aplan has been made for the extension of 
the Dorchester-brook sewer, from Brook-avenue place south- 
erly to West Cottage street, to continue along the work of 
separation recently stopped here. 

Studies and plans have also been made for a lower and 
more satisfactory house sewer on the southerly side of Savin + 
Hill. 

Plans for the development of many private estates sub- 
mitted to the Street Commissioners for their approval by the 
owners have been plotted and schemes for sewerage designed. 


NortH DORCHESTER. — 


There have been built in this district during the past year:

The principal items of construction, are: 

Dorchester-brook sewer, in private land, Rockford street, 
Brook avenue, and Brook-avenue place: This work has 
been carried on throughout the entire year, and is now com- 
pleted up to the junction with the old channel in Brook- 
avenue place. It consists of the rebuilding on the separate 
system of the old 4-foot by 4-foot Dorchester-brook sewer, 
which runs along the boundary line between Roxbury and 
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Dorchester. Instead of following the old line, in private land 
south of Dudley street, where the complications to be met 
with were many, a new and much more satisfactory line was 
selected in Brook avenue and Brook-avenue place. 

In Rockford street, the surface drain was built of an ellip- 
tical section, 5 feet by 7 feet 6 inches, owing to the extreme 
narrowness of the street, and it was necessary to carry a pipe 
house sewer on either side of the same. 

In Brook-avenue and Brook avenue place, the surface 
drain is 8 feet in diameter, and paralleled by one 18-inch 
pipe house sewer. At the junction of Rockford street and 
Dudley street, the latter sewer has a connection with the 
new 8-foot surface drain which has completely relieved the 
many heretofore flooded cellars in that vicinity. 

A connection between the house sewer and surface drain 
has also been installed, which will allow of the flow being 
turned from either one into the other. This will greatly 
facilitate any repair work if found later to be necessary 
on either line. 

A satisfactory beginning has here been made on a hne 
which must later be improved up to Lawrence avenue. 


HARRISON SQUARE DISTRICT. 


A great deal of annoyance and damage has been caused 
throughout this district in recent years, by flooded streets and 
cellars, through the inadequacy of the old system. In 
accordance with the recommendation in the 1905 report, a 
system of surface drains has been constructed in Dickens 
street, Granger street, Leonard street, Fenton street and 
Greenwich street. In Clayton street, between Freeport 
street and Dickens street, where the old sewer is of large 
size, it was converted into a surface drain and now takes the 

storm water only from the above named streets and delivers 
- the same to the outlet at Kimball street. 

A low sanitary sewer was constructed in Clayton street, 
intercepting the old sewers in Fenton street, Granger street, 
Leonard street and Dickens street, and connected with the 
Dorchester intercepter in Freeport street, thereby giving all 
the low cellars in this territory direct connection with the 
main intercepter. °° At the corner of Freeport street and 
Greenwich place the latter sewer was connected directly 
with the intercepter. 

All old catch-basins have been disconnected from the com- 
mon sewers and turned into the surface drains, and the sepa- 
rate system for this district is practically completed. 
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EDISON GREEN. 


The pipe sewers on both sides of Edison Green, built by 
private owners several years ago, had settled to such an 
extent as to render necessary the rebuilding of about 226 
linear feet on the north side, and the entire length, 447 linear 
feet, on the south side. To pruvide.a satisfactory outlet for 
the south side sewer it was necessary to rebuild about 110 
linear feet in Dorchester avenue, between Edison Green and 
Crescent avenue. 

Pipe sewers have also been built in Cunningham street, 
DeWolf street, Howard avenue, Julian street, ae sees 
street, Olney street and Prescott place. 

The principal surface drains are : 

Franklin Park brook, between Harvard street and Blue 
Hill avenue (now complete throughout its entire length). 

Tenean creek, in Marlowe street and Longfellow street, 
between Draper street and Topliff street. 


NortTH DORCHESTER. 


Recommendations. 


Freeport-street brook. — Between High street and Bowdoin | 
street the brook is still uncovered. The necessary land 
takings have been made here and the brook should be 
improved. The elevation of the bed of the brook is so high 
that it holds back the water in the completed conduit above 
this point. 

Bowdoin street. — This work, Lignan recommended for 
many years, has not been constructed. Two routes have 
been suggested — one in Bowdoin street at the expense of 
heavy rock cutting, and one in private land west of Bowdoin 
street, between Hancock street and Hendry street, at the 
expense of land takings. Hither will be a costly one to build, 
but the conditions here demand that something be done for 
the relief of flooded property in the near future. 

Tenean creek, north branch, between Westville street and 
Speedwell street.— The territory tributary to this water- 
course is becoming built up so rapidly that the improvement 
of the main line is. made absolutely necessary. No other 
line than the old channel itself is practicable, and as this 
passes mostly through private land, extensive land takings 
will be necessary. 

Dorchester-brook sewer. — This work has now been com- 
pleted in a very thorough and satisfactory manner from the 
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intercepter in Massachusetts avenue to Brook-avenue place. 
The floodings in the vicinity of the Hugh O’Brien School 
have been abated, but a large amount of work still remains 
to be done. The old 4-foot by 4-foot main sewer which 
drains the whole Dorchester Brook valley is simply the old 
Dorchester brook arched over. This legacy of the Town of 
Dorchester is much too small, and is the cause of all the 
floodings in the vicinity of Blue Hill avenue, Gannett street, 
Holborn street, etc. No relief can be afforded this region 
until the work, so well begun, can be extended at least to 
Lawrence avenue. | 

Oakland Garden fork of Canterbury branch of Stony 
brook. — A start has been made on the lower end of this 
line, and the work should be carried along up Bernard street, 
West Park street, Standish street and Greenwood street, to 
meet the old work in private land near Harvard street. The 
conduit proposed in Kilton street and Faxon street can then 
be built, and some relief afforded the low land between the 
railroad and Washingtow street. 

Bay street.— The overflow from the Bay-street sewer 
haying been cut off by building operations, it will be neces- 
sary to extend the 2-foot 4-inch by 3-foot 6-inch brick 
sewer from Maryland street to the intercepter in Auckland 
street. 


SouTH ROXBURY. 


There have been built in this district during the past year:

Total, 4,825.26 linear feet = 0.914 mile. 


The principal items of construction are: 

Maywoods brook conduit in Ruggles street and Shawmut 
avenue. — This work, which has been detailed in previous re- 
ports, has been completed to Vernon street. Here a large 
overflow from the main sewer has been installed to take the 
storm flow through Shawmut avenue, Ruggles street and 
Hampshire street to the old channel of Stony brook in 
Whittier street. A complicated reducer on the curve at the 
corner of Shawmut avenue and Ruggles street, together with 
various changes in the old structures, made this portion of 
the line a slow and costly one to build. 
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Eustis street, between Harrison avenue and Winslow street. — 
This work consisted of the rebuilding of an old 2-foot brick 
sewer which was in bad condition and too high to properly 
drain the Winslow-street sewer which emptied into it. 

Westminster street, between Ruggles street and Windsor 
street. — This work has been recommended for many years 
- and is now being rebuilt on the separate system. Pipe sewers 
have also been built in Farnham street, George street, 
Orchard street, Sterling street, Sussex street and pipe 
surface drain in Munroe street. 


Recommendations. 


Maywoods brook conduit.— This conduit is: now com- 
pleted from the old channel of Stony brook in. Whittier 
street, through Hampshire street, Ruggles street and Shawmut 
avenue to Vernon street. Nearly all of the work is of the 
heaviest character and has been difficult and costly to con- 
struct. The advantages gained, however, are many, and have 
been obtained only after years of persistent effort. The 
entire Ruggles street area has never had any satisfactory 
drainage for sewage or storm water until this conduit was 
constructed, and the area above the present terminus at 
Shawmut avenue and Vernon street, which formerly dis- 
charged through a small sewer in Vernon street, has a much 
more adequate outlet. 

The line should be extended, however, without delay, as 
the upper regions of this territory are greatly in need of 
better drainage. The entire area from Circuit street south 
to Townsend street, and lying between Washington street 
and Warren street, is drained by an old 4-foot by 4-foot brick 
and stone sewer, which was nothing more than an old water- 
course arched over by the City of Roxbury before annexation. 

_ The portion of the line in Shawmut avenue, Guild row, 
Roxbury street and Washington street, or between Vernon 
street and Circuit street, need not in my opinion be con- 
structed immediately, as conditions here are and will continue 
to be much improved by the part recently constructed below. 

A start should be made in Circuit street as soon as pos- 
sible, and the work of separation continued through private 
land, Bay street, Regent street, Dale street, Laurel street, 
Ottawa street, Sherman street and Bower street to Warren . 
street. 

Roxbury high level sewer.— This sewer will when con- 
structed drain not only the area described above in Roxbury, 
but will also take the sewage from the Dorchester brook 
area above Quincy street, and the Ceylon street area above 


, 
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Quincy street. Several routes for the same have been sug- 
gested, and profiles have been plotted and estimates made. 
The different sub-areas to be drained have been defined on 
paper, and the general scheme mapped out; but construction 
has been postponed on account of the very heavy expense, 
and the fact that the great portion of the line will have 
to be built before it will become of any immediate benefit. 

Ruggles street area. — The building of the Maywoods 
brook conduit in Ruggles street has provided a satisfactory 
outlet for the other streets in this district, and construction 
should follow in Warwick street, Williams street, Willow 
park and Windsor street, it already having been started in 
Westminster street. The storm water from all the streets in 
this district, save Ruggles street, is discharged through over- 
flows from combined sewers into the old channel of Stony 
brook, and neither can the pollution caused thereby be 
diminished nor the low cellars be given satisfactory drainage 
until the separate system is installed. 

Fenner-street surface drain.— This drain is designed to 
relieve the flooded cellars in Cobden street and connect the 
surface drain in Walnut avenue with the large sewer in 
Washington street. 

Hoffman-street overflow. — This overflow is intended to 
prevent the discharge of sewage into the main channel of 
Stony brook from the Hoffman-street sewer. A secondary 
overflow is to be installed which will come into use only 
when the regular flow of the sewer is interfered with by 
obstructions lodging in the pipe. This overflow or by-pass 
will deliver the sewage to the West Roxbury low level 
sewer until such time as the obstruction can be seen and 
removed. 

It will also provide means for diverting the entire dry 
weather flow from the Stony Brook valley sewer into the 
West Roxbury low level sewer or vice versa. In this way 
either sewer can be repaired or cleaned without the incon- 
venience of working in a heavy flow of sewage. 

Owing to the nearness of these two main sewers, I think 
it good policy to install at least two other connections of 
similar character between Roxbury Crossing and Boylston 
Station, so that the flow could be quickly diverted from 
either sewer, for inspection, cleaning, or repairs. 

Winslow street, between Hustis street and Palmer street. — 
This sewer is badly settled, so much so that it was lower 
than its outlet in Eustis street before the latter was rebuilt. 
Now that Eustis street is built, Winslow street should be 
reconstructed on a solid foundation. 
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Orchard Park street and outlet in Chadwick street. — This 
sewer is settled and too small, and should be rebuilt between 
Yeoman street and Orchard street.

The principal items of construction are: 

A street, between Mt. Washington avenue and Binford 
street.— This portion of A street, while on the lower end 
of the line, was not built first, owing to the negotiations 
pending between the city and the Boston Wharf Company 
regarding the outlet. During the early part of the year a 
satisfactory arrangement was made whereby the city was to 
relinquish all rights it might have to the old line emptying 
into Russell’s dock, for a new line through Mt. Washington- 
avenue extension. Work was started here in March on the 
rebuilding of this portion, on the separate system, practically 
as outlined in the 1905 report. 

Mt. Washington avenue and extension, between Fort Point 
channel and A street.— This line is the outlet for all the 
storm water in the A-street district, and acts also as an over- 
flow for the sanitary sewer in A street. The surface drain 
is 6 feet in diameter and has a 12-foot pipe house sewer on 
either side of the same, and is built on heavy platform with 
piles. 

Much of the work was tide work, owing to the fact that 
the old sea-wall at Fort Point channel was so porous that 
more tide-water was admitted to the trench than the pumps 
could handle. A double set of 3-foot tide-gates was installed 
at the corner of A street and Mt. Washington-avenue 
extension. 

Congress street, between A street and New York, New 
Haven § Hartford Railroad. — A portion of the 4-foot 
6-inch brick surface drain left over from 1905 was com- 
pleted up to the line of the railroad, and the entire street 
now has a new and separate system of sewerage. 

HT street, between East Kighth street and East Sixth street. — 
This sewer. has been recommended for many years and has 
relieved the flooded cellars formerly so common on East 
Seventh and East Sixth streets.

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Recommendations. 


West First street, between Dorchester avenue and A street.— 
After a careful study it has been found practically impossible 
to provide a satisfactory sewer in A street, between Mt. 
Washington avenue and West First street, without first. re- 
building the latter sewer down as far as Dorchester avenue. 
It is intended to build a house sewer at a much lower depth 
and of sufficient size and grade as will be necessary to’drain 
the extreme ends of the Commonwealth flats. The old 
sewer in this street will be converted into a surface drain and 
discharge the storm water from a portion of A street, West 
First street, Granite street, etc., into Fort Point channel at 
the old Federal-street drawbridge. 

A street, between West First street and Mt. Washington 
avenue.— This old sewer is badly settled and should be 
rebuilt. With a new low sewer in First street, a low sewer 
can be built in A street and the necessary surface drain 
carried along with it. It is proposed to carry the storm 
water of A street from Richards street, back to the new 
outlet in Mt. Washington avenue, while the sanitary sewer 
pitches in the opposite direction, or toward First street. 
The condition of the paving on this street is very bad, and 
it will soon have to be replaced, and it is advisable to 
construct the necessary sewerage works here before the new 
pavement is laid. 

P  street.— The floodings so common on this street, 
between First street and Third street, cannot be abated with- 
out some radical change in the present system. The south- 
side intercepter which ends on First street, between P street 
and Q street, cannot be extended owing to its present high 
elevation, and studies are now being made with a view to 
extending the south-side intercepter through P street from 
the junction of P and Sixth streets to the junction of P 
street and First street 

E street and Seventh street.— This territory is troubled 
during every heavy rain, especially during those storms 
which occur at high tide. Surveys have been made for a 
new low level house sewer through E street, Ames street 
and Dorr street, to the intércepter in Dorchester avenue, and 
it is proposed to carry a surface drain with it from Dorr 
street to Eighth street.

Recommendations. 


Canal-street relief sewer, where it crosses State street, has 
not been rebuilt. Tests have been made to see if tide-water 
is coming into the sewer at this point, and apparently it 
is not. The sewer is working as a siphon, and is apparently 
in no worse condition than it was a year ago. If the rebuild- 
ing can be delayed until the east side intercepter is rebuilt, 
the expense will be very much reduced, as when that work 
is done the sewage which stands above the crown of the arch 
(in the manholes) will be lowered to the normal flow of the 
sewer. 

North Market street, Fellows street and Beach street. — 
These sewers have not been rebuilt, as recommended in 
previous reports. 

East side intercepter. — Conditions along the line of this 
_sewer are the same as they have been for a number of years. 
More sediment is forming in the sewers, which should be 
frequently cleaned. The filling up of the sewers is a serious 
problem for this department. It*means a large outlay for 
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cleaning, as much of the work must be carried on at night, 
thereby increasing the cost. If the cleaning is neglected the 
capacity of the sewers is reduced, and floodings will occur 
which can be traced to neglect on the part of the department. 
The reasons for not rebuilding this sewer were discussed by 
yourself in last year’s report. 

The district bounded by the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Columbus avenue and Massachusetts 
avenue, which includes the Carleton street and Buckingham 
street districts, should be relieved. ‘This can be done when 
the Hereford street district is separated and a deep sewer is 
brought up to Cumberland street. This matter was discussed 
in report of 1903. 

Back street, Otter street to Brimmer street. — This sewer is 
built of wood, and it is too small for the district in time of 
storm. In many cases of floodings, the inadequate size of 
this sewer has been accountable.

drains should be built in streets that are not already provided 
with them. In some sections but few drains will have to be 
built to complete the separation of the drainage area in which 
they lay. The territory bounded by Bryant street, Hemen- 
way street, Boylston street, Massachusetts avenue and 
Huntington avenue is seventy-two (72) per cent. done. In 
the Smith-street district, bounded by Tremont, Parker and 
Ward streets and Huntington avenue, it is seventy-seven 
(77) per cent. done. On the west side of Parker hill much 
of the work is completed. The territory around Francis 
street is partially separated. 

Avenue Louis Pasteur has recently been laid out from 
Longwood avenue, opposite the Harvard Medical School, to 
the Back Bay Fens. . 

As the avenue is to be constructed immediately, a sewer 
and surface drain system will be necessary. This can be 
done as soon as the avenue is filled and sub-graded.

REPORT OF WILLIAM F. MAHONEY.

DEAR Sir, — The following is an account of the work per- 
formed on Stony brook from February 1, 1906, to January 
$1; 1907: fee 

The work on the gate-houses in the Back Bay Fens was 
completed with the exception of a little grading and a little 
work done on the machinery. 

On May 15, 1906, surveys were started for the continua- 
tion of the Commissioners’ channel from Green street to 
Williams street. Construction work was begun on Sep- 
tember 17, and no obstacles of a serious nature have been 
met with up to date, except a little delay in the progress of 
the work, due to the flood of January 1, 1907, which filled 
the trenches of Sections 3 and 4, and it was found necessary 
to rebrace the work in many places. On Section 1 it was 
. found necessary to drive 5-inch tongued and grooved sheeting 
about 9 feet below grade to confine the quicksand, which 
extended along the trench for over 300 feet. On Sections 
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3 and 4 it was found necessary to divert the water of the 
brook by means of flumes. On Section 4 a temporary bridge 
was constructed to divert the street traffic from that portion 
of Washington street across which the channel passed. 

The Commissioners’ channel should be extended as soon 
as possible, especially to a point near Lotus place, where the 
sewage from this flat district could be taken care of through 
the West Roxbury low level sewer. 

Below is the work completed during the year: 


679.50 linear feet of 16-foot by 20-foot reinforced concrete conduit. 
637.85 linear feet of 2-foot 8-inch by 3-foot 6-inch brick sewer.

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These must be inspected regularly and after every storm, 
and all necessary cleaning and repairs attended to. All of 
the City of Boston connections with the Metropolitan sys- 
tem in Brighton, East Boston, Charlestown and Dorches- 
ter are under the same care.

Stony brook above Green street runs in an open channel 
and requires constant attention. <A large quantity of refuse 
of all descriptions finds its way into the channel and 
obstructs the flow, the lighter material being carried down 
into the covered portion and not only obstructing it, but 
interfering with the proper operation of the gates at the 
outlet. } 

One nuisance which it is difficult to prevent, as it is done 
on the sly, is the dumping of material by ill-disposed people 
into the covered channel through manholes. Removing 
such material is very expensive. A screen should be placed 
at the upper end of the covered channel to prevent as much 
as possible of the refuse from being carried in. 


Pumping Station. 


The following repairs and renewals have been made: A 
new independent steam line to No. 5 pump was installed, 
and connections with the boilers so arranged that any of the 
pumps can be run from either battery. Repairs were made 
on suction chamber of No. 5 pump, on coal bunkers and 
wharf — result of fire in coal—and on a portion of the old 
garbage plant building, to furnish a depot for storage and for 
repairing portable engines, etc. A new tar and gravel roof 
was laid over the Worthington pump chamber. ‘Tiling was 
laid on the out-board pedestal of No. 5 pump, and valves of 
a new design made and installed in the air pump. New 
lockers were built in boiler-room, new scales placed on coal 
run and new fence erected on the northerly side of the 
grounds. 

The Lyons-street pumping station was shut down in 


September and the machinery and fittings sold at public 
auction. 
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Recommendations. 


The repairing of pumping engines Nos. 5 and 4. These 
pumps are in very poor condition and need a thorough over- 
hauling. The old storm duty pumps, Nos. 1 and 2, should 
be taken out and a pump of some description, of modern 
design, installed. The boilers should be equipped with flue- 
cleaners — the gallery gates have attachments to raise them 
by power — and a larger feed-water heater should be installed 
in place of the present one. A new lathe is also needed for 
the machine shop.

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In addition to the routine work and general care of the 
plant the following repairs and renewals have been made, viz. : 

The walls of the gate-house at the outlet were taken down 
and relaid in Portland cement mortar, and new windows and 
frames put in. The copper roofs on the four gate-houses at 
the rear of the reservoir have been refastened; also repairs 
made on the boat-house, house at connection chamber, long 
gate-house and sanitary at Squantum. All of the old por- 
tion of the wharf was replanked with heavy hard pine plank- 
ing. About 1,000 feet of fencing on the embankment was 
rebuilt. The roadway was resurfaced wherever necessary 
with gravel hauled from the beach. The walls of the salt 
water well were strengthed with concrete. 

There is considerable work that should be done here to 
keep the plant in proper shape, which is noted in the follow- 
ing recommendations : 


Recommendations. 


The renewal of the water mains in the bottom of the 
reservoir, which are used for the washing down of the side 
walls, and the continuing of same into the extension of reser- 
voir. The old pipes are badly corroded by the action of the, 
sewage. The bottom of the reservoir in some places has. 
become rough and holds the sewage. One or two of the 
divisions, at least, should be resurfaced. New stagings are 
necessary in the 6-foot gallery, the old ones having become 
unsafe. Some pointing is needed in places in the upper and 
lower sewers and at the outlet, and the ventilator shafts on 
the discharge sewers above the arches should be taken down 
and rebuilt. The sea-wall from the outlet to Moon Head, 
which is exposed to the full force of the northeast storms, 
needs pointing for its whole length. 

Attention has been called in previous reports to the need 
of relaying some of the riprap. This is especially necessary 
_on the northerly side of the embankment. The stones are so 
misplaced that the ballast is washing out from beneath and 
endangers the embankment in which the outfall sewer is 
built. 

Much of the fencing on the embankment has been rebuilt 
in the last two or three years; but there remains to be done 
about 2,000 feet there, and also that on the line of taking at 
Squantum. 

A service pipe from the water main to the connection 
chamber is needed to furnish water for washing down the 
walls when they become foul. The turbine needs extensive - 
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repairs ; but they cannot be made until a gas engine or some 
auxiliary is installed. An engine is also needed at the 
outlet to raise the gates, which are very heavy. Practically 
all of the wooden buildings on the island need painting on 
the outside. They areso exposed to the force of the storms 
that they should not be neglected in this respect. The iron 
fence. around the reservoir also needs painting. 

Some studies have been made in reference to submerging 
the outlet of the discharge sewers, and I do not consider 
that there are any serious obstacles in the way of doing it, if 
it is found advisable; but in view of the agitation lately in 
regard to harbor pollution, the prohibition of the digging of 
clams, and the claim that these conditions are due to the 
discharges from sewer outlets, I think it more advisable to 
make a thorough study of the subject, to the end of devising 
some means of purifying the discharge, instead of submerg- 
ing the outlet, which would only cover up the danger, if it 
exists, instead of removing it. A hidden danger is more to 
be dreaded than a visible one. I think the subject is of vital 
importance, and recommend that it receive marked attention 
the coming year.

Srr,— In compliance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year ending January 
31, 1907. 


POWERS AND DUTIES. 


This department derives its powers and duties from 
sections 18 and 19 of chapter 79, Revised Laws, by authority 
of which soldiers’ relief is extended to eligible veterans and 
army nurses of the War of the Rebellion, and to the 
dependents of said veterans and from chapter 881 of the 
Acts of 1904, under which Massachusetts soldiers in the War 
of the Rebellion and the war with Spain are paid State or 
military aid. State aid is also paid to their dependents, in 
certain cases, and to army nurses. Burial expenses are paid 
for soldiers from all states in the above mentioned EES and 
for certain of their dependents. 


APPLICATIONS. 


All applications are recorded on appropriate blanks, and 
an investigation is then made as to the eligibility of the 
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applicants. In case of a favorable report recommendation is 
made to the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen for an allowance sufficient to relieve the appli- 
cant’s necessities. This committee holds meetings on the 
first or second Friday of each month at the City Hall 
where applicants are given a hearing. At those meetings 
soldiers’ relief, over which the committee has sole power, 
is granted, and action in concurrence with the State Aid 
Commissioner is taken for the allowance of State and military 
aid. To the committee of the past year, Aldermen Tilton 
S. Bell, Francis R. Bangs and Edward L. Cauley, this 
department is indebted for most courteous treatment, and its 
beneficiaries for the humane manner in which their appli- 
cations have been received.

VISITATION. 


Section 15, chapter 881, Acts of 1904, requires the officials 
of this department to visit beneficiaries as often as possible 
in order to keep advised of such changes in their pecuniary 
condition as might render necessary an increase or decrease 
of the assistance rendered. Every hour-that could be spared 
by the officials from their clerical duties has been given to 
such service, with the gratifying result of 1,015 visits during 
the year. By means of the information thus acquired a 
number of changes have been made on our pay-rolls, several 
beneficiaries having been dropped because no longer in need 
of relief. 


STATE AID. 


This -law first enacted in 1862, and re-enacted every 
seventh year since, is the oldest and best known form of 
soldiers’ aid. The present law is chapter 381, Acts of 1904,

and under its provisions much the largest amount is paid to 
Massachusetts soldiers, their wives if married before the 
muster-out of the soldier, and their widows if married before 
1880. All expenditures under this law are reimbursed by 
the Commonwealth on December 10, of the year immediately 
following that in which the payments were made.

MILITARY AID. 


This aid is paid to soldiers only of the War of the Rebel- 
lion and the War with Spain who served to the credit of Massa- 
chusetts, and who are in need of more aid than is possible 
under the limitations of the State aid law. Payments under 
this head are made by authority of sections 9 to 11, chapter 
381, Acts of 1904, divided into four classes, viz. : 

First Class. — Indigent soldiers having no pension or State 
aid, but having a legal settlement in the city or town aiding 
them. 

Second Class. — Indigent soldiers whose pension and State 
aid are inadequate for their relief, and who have a legal settle- 
ment in the city or town aiding them. 

Third Class. — Indigent soldiers having no pension or 
State aid or legal settlement, but who are actual residents of 
the State, and of the town or city aiding them, for the preced- 
ing three years. 

Fourth Class. — Indigent soldiers having no legal settle- 
ment, whose pension and State aid are insufficient for their 
support, and who are actual residents of the State, and of the 
town or city aiding them for the preceding three years. 

One-half of the amount paid to soldiers of the first and 
second classes, and the whole amount paid to soldiers of the 
third and fourth classes, are reimbursed by the Common- 
wealth. 

As this law benefits soldiers only, and not their depend- 
ents, the number of beneficiaries is not large, as will be seen 
by the following table :

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


This form of relief is far-reaching in its humane mission 
and is at the same time a strong incentive to good citizenship. 
Honorably discharged soldiers of the War of the Rebellion 
are eligible to its benefits, no matter what State they enlisted 
from, provided they have acquired a legal settlement in Boston 
by residence and the payment of taxes. The importance of 
this law to the above class may be realized when it is remem- 
bered that only Massachusetts soldiers are entitled to State or 
military aid, while soldiers’ relief is applicable to soldiers 
of all States, including Massachusetts. The distribution of 
this relief is entirely at the disposal of the Soldiers’ Relief 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, who have dispensed it 
in such a manner as to conduce to the greatest good of the 
greatest number. 

The work performed under this law during the past year 
is shown in the following table:

BURIALS. 


Under the beneficent laws of the Commonwealth, no 
veteran of the War of the Rebellion or of the War with 
Spain, nor their dependents, nor army nurses, need be 
buried in paupers’ graves. Sections 17 and 18 of chapter 
381, Acts of 1904, provide for the payment by the city of 
$35 for the burial of each person of the above mentioned 
class, the whole amount being subsequently reimbursed by 
the State. 

Colonel Charles E. Hapgood, of 60 Pemberton square, 
who gave his services gratuitously for many years as_ burial 
agent for this city, resigned last December to accept 
the position of superintendent of the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chelsea. 

Captain Charles A. Feyhl, who was associated with him 
for a number of years and who is familiar with the work, 
was appointed in his place and will attend to all burials at 
the same office.

ADDITIONAL VOLUNTARY SERVICE. 


There are many veterans on our roll whose comfort and 
happiness would be better subserved by removal to the Na- 
tional or State Soldiers’ Homes, where they are sure of good 
treatment, sufficient food and clothing, and the best medical 
attendance and nursing. ‘This office loses no opportunity to 
urge upon our beneficiaries who have no close family ties 
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such action, both for their own sakes and for the city, who 
would thus be saved the expense of their support. Of 42 
applications for admission to soldiers’ homes during the past 
year made through this department, 28 were admitted to the 
National Soldiers’ Home at ‘Togus, Me., and 10 to the Massa- 
chusetts Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea. 

The thanks of the department are tendered to the Public 
Buildings Department of Boston for the use of its ambulance 
in conveying sick and disabled veterans to the Soldiers’ Home 
in Chelsea and to other places. 

Many of our applicants are found to have no claim on 
Boston for aid by reason of having a legal settlement in 
another city or town; in such cases every effort is made by 
this department to secure for them from the place in which 
they have a legal claim the needed assistance. 

Many pension vouchers are executed by our clerks during 
the year without charge to the veterans, and in various 
other ways we endeavor to contribute to their comfort and 
pleasure. 

The following financial statement shows the cost of main- 
taining the department and of supporting the qualified 
veterans and their dependents:

Sir, — We have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of this department for the year ending January 
are1o0r : 

The Board of Aldermen on May 28, 1906, confirmed your 
appointment of Mr. William D. C. Curtis to serve as Statis- 
tics Trustee for the term ending April 30,1911. Mr. Curtis 
succeeds Dr. Davis R. Dewey, who has removed from the city. 
Dr. Dewey was appointed by Mayor Quincy to serve for four 
years from May 1, 1897. He was reappointed by Mayor 
Hart for the five years ending April 30, 1906. 

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk and 
a stenographer. | 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS, No. 13. 


This number of our Special Publications covers the five- 
year period, 1901-05, and contains the same complete 
analysis of ordinary receipts and expenditures as the preced- 
ing numbers of the series. 


Lo 
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In the fiscal year 1905-06 the actual receipts of the city 
(viz., the total of ordinary and extraordinary receipts) 
amounted to $34,615,577, an increase of 5.03 per cent. over 
the total receipts for the year 1904-05; while the actual 
expenditures amounted to $34,338,612, an increase of 1.65 
per cent. In the decade 1895-1904, the actual receipts of 
the city ranged between $24,768,331 in 1895 and $33,502,385 
in 1902, showing a yearly average of $29,885,763, or 
$5,229,814 less than their amount in the fiscal year 1905-06. 

In the year 1905-06 the actual expenditures, amounting 
to $34,338,612, were $4,882,755 above the average for the 
preceding ten years, and $2,747,455 higher than the average 
for the five years 1900-04. 

Ordinary receipts in the year 1905-06 amounted to 
$26,390,694, against $24,941,072 in the year 1904-05. In 
the decade 1895-1904 they ranged between $17,263,954 in 
1895 and $24,941,072 in 1904, showing an average for the 
ten years of $21,550,488, and of $23,961,304 for the five 
years 1900-04. 

Ordinary expenditures of the city ranged between 
$17,306,093 in 1895 and $24,719,388 in 1904, their average 
for the ten years being $21,235,563, and for the second ic 
of the same decade $28,247,289. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to defray when 
the ordinary receipts are applied, appear in the following 
statement : ;

In the five years 1901-1905, ordinary receipts amounted 
to $123,151,755, an increase of $21,631,888, or 21.31 per 
cent., over similar receipts in the preceding five-year period ; 
while extraordinary receipts (loans, ete.) in the period 1901— 
1905 amounted to $39,978,259, against $39,095,002 in the 
period 1896-1900, an increase of $883,257, or 2.26 per cent. 

Ordinary expenditures in the later of these five-year periods 
increased to $120,416,215, having been in the preceding 
period (1896-1900) $100,276,134, a gain of $20,140,081, or 
20.08 per cent.; while extraordinary expenditures increased 
from %40,698,381 in the earlier period to $42,918,869 in the 
later, or 5.46 per cent. 

The average annual ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools and Street Department, taken together 
for the periods 1896-1900 and 1901-1905 respectively, are

MontTHLy BULLETIN. 


The last number of the Monthly Bulletin for 1906 com- 
pleted the eighth volume of that publication, which was 
established in 1899. A noticeable improvement in this 1906 
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volume was the carrying along of the totals for each quarter 
or other fraction of the year in all the tables where space 
permitted, instead of waiting until the close of the year to 
supply them. 

The Appendix articles published in the 1906 volume are 
of wide range and interest, and a synopsis of them follows: 


Bulletin Nos. 1, 2 and 35, Volume VILLI, March, 1906. 


Statistical Showing of Incorporated Charitable Insti- 
tutions, 1904. 


This six-page exhibit, with broadside inset following, was 
compiled from Part II. of the “‘ Report of the State Board of 
Charity for 1904.” The 182 Boston institutions which made 
reports were classified and arranged in 18 tables, as follows: 
(A.) Religious and Benevolent.—(B.) Hospitals.—(C.) 
Dispensaries. — (D.) Children’s.— (E.) Mariner’s.— (F.) 
Women’s.—(G.) Sectarian and National.—(H.) Discharged 
Convicts.—(I.) Aged.—(J.) Animals.—(K.) Industrial.— 
(L.) Women’s Reformation.—(M.) Educational. 

- With the corporate name of each institution there is shown 
the year of its incorporation, the number of persons and 
families aided during the year, the number of employees, the 

value of the property owned a: the receipts and expendi- 
tures for the year. 

The summary table shows the total amount of property 
owned by Boston institutions — none of those supported by 
the city being included—to be $32,490,914, as compared 
with the total, $12,543,285, owned by the charitable institu- 
tions in the State outside of Boston, and the total number 
aided during the year by Boston institutions as 555,663, 
which is 87.98 per cent. of the total for the State. 

Of this number 206,026 were aided by dispensaries and 
197,456 by hospitals. These two totals do not refer to so 
many different persons aided, but to the number of cases 
where aid was given. 

No such complete showing of the extensive institutional 
charities in Boston has hitherto been published. 


Bulletin Nos. 4 and-5, Volume VIII., May, 1906. 
. Population, Valuation, Tax-rate and Indebtedness, also Other 
Taxation and Valuation Statistics for the Cities 

of Massachusetts in 1905. 


The three small tables and the same number of half-page 
tables of which this article is chiefly made up, bring together 
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another year’s financial facts pertaining to the thirty-three 
cities of the State, including the changes that have occurred 
since the showing of the preceding year. 

Boston continues to rank next to the lowest in “ 'Tax- 
rate ” (z.e., $16 in 1905) and next to the highest in “ Net 
Debt per Capita” (7.e., $102.22). Under the much more 
important category of “ Per Cent. of Net Debt to Valua- 
tion” there are twenty of the thirty-three cities that show a 
higher percentage than Boston’s (2.e., 4.83). The highest 
percentage shown is that of Taunton (2.e., 8.15), while the 
lowest is Woburn’s (7.e., 1.69). 

The net debt of Boston in 1905 was $60,862,295, an 
increase of 6.12 per cent. over that of 1904. 

As to tax-rates, twenty-five cities show an increase, that of 
Medford (2.e., $2.60 increase) being the largest, while five 
cities increased but twenty cents (the smallest) over their 
1904 rate. Seven cities show a decrease, that of Taunton 
(2.e., $1.40 ) being the largest and that of Pittsfield (2.e.,$0.10) 
being the smallest. Boston’s tax-rate increased eighty cents, 
three-fourths of which was due to the increased tax of the 
State. There are twenty-two different tax-rates for the 
thirty-three cities, that of North Adams being the highest 
(i.e.. $22) and that of Springfield being the lowest (te. 
$15.40). 

From the other two half-page tables these further facts 
appear, viz.: that Boston’s assessed valuation per capita (7.e., 
$2,116) is more than twice the average of all the cities, 
Newton’s ranking next (7.e., $1,755), Beverly’s third (te., 
$1,367), while the remaining thirty cities show figures rang- 
ing from $1,100 (@e., Springfield’s) down to $499 (ae., 
Chicopee’s); that Boston’s total tax on real and personal 
estate (2.e., $20,155,707) is 36.14 per cent. of that of all the 
354 municipalities of the State, or an amount nearly equal 
to four-sevenths of the tax-levy in the entire State outside of 
Boston ; that the Boston assessors’ books show 62,400 persons 
as assessed on property and 164,960 other persons assessed 
poll tax only, the latter number being 72.56 per cent. of all 
the persons assessed, also that 11.16 per cent. of the persons 
assessed on property are non-residents. 


Bulletin Nos. 6 and 7, Volume VIIL., July, 1906. 


Assessed Valuation, 1895-1905, in the Cities of Massachusetts 
and in the Metropolitan District. 


This four-page exhibit, compiled from State Document 
No. 19, “ Aggregates of Polls, Property, Taxes, Etc.,” shows 
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the total assessed valuation in each of the thirty-three cities 
of the State and in the Metropolitan District, for each year 
of the decade 1895-1904 in comparison with 1905, the 
yearly increase or decrease, the per cent. of increase in the 
10 years as compared with the per cent. of increase in popu- 
lation, also the total increase and the yearly average of the 
same. 

These tables show that Boston’s assessed valuation in- 
creased from $951,367,928 in 1895 to $1,237,038,851 in 
1904, or 30.03 per cent. while the increase in population 
from 1895 to 1905 was 19.81 per cent.; that the average 
yearly increase in valuation was $31,741,214 as compared 
with the considerably smaller increase of $22,692,831 in the 
year 1905, and that Boston’s valuation in the latter year (2.e., 
$1,259,731,682), was 38.03 per cent. of the total valuation of 
all the cities and towns in the State, or an amount nearly 
equal to three-fifths of the total valuation in the entire 
State outside of Boston. 

The valuation figures for the twelve cities and seventeen 
towns of the Metropolitan District outside of Boston show 
some large percentages of increase in the 10-year period 
1895-1904, that for Winthrop being 75.99, Revere 66.12, 
Everett 58.42, Winchester 49.79, Brookline 49.61, whiie 
twelve other municipalities show percentages of increase also 
higher than Boston’s. The per cent. of increase in popu- 
lation ranges higher in twenty-two municipalities than in 
Boston, that is, from 70.54 per cent. in Revere to 22:02 in 
Needham. The total valuation for the Metropolitan District 
outside of Boston increased from $522,847,133 in 1895 to 
$698,038,701 in 1905, or 33.51 per cent., while the per 
cent. of increase in Boston’s valuation for the same period 
was 32.41.

A. Valuation and Debt of the Cities of Massachusetts and 
the Metropolitan District, 1895-1905. 


B. Boston School Census, 1906. 


(A.) This six-page article (compiled chiefly from State 
Document No. 16) includes, besides the four tables showing 
the net debt of cities and towns, a study in comparative 
statistics of population, assessed valuation and net debt. 
Under these three heads are summarized the figures for the 
State, the cities, the towns and Boston respectively, so as to 
show the increase from 1895 to 1904 in valuation and net 
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debt, and from 1895 to 1905 in population, the per cent. of 
increase being also given. ‘There are similar tables covering 
the same facts for the Metropolitan District, which is divided 
for convenience as follows: “ First Zone,” consisting of the 
six cities and eight towns contiguous to Boston; ‘Second 
Zone,’ made up of the remaining six cities and nine towns, 
and Boston alone. 

The outcome of this comparative study of increasing pop- 
ulation, valuation and net debt in the municipalities of the 
State discloses the fact that there is much fluctuation, irreg- 
ularity and lack of correspondence in the changes which 
have occurred during the decade. 

The tables relating to net debt show, for Boston, 48.67 per 
cent. increase in the 10 years 1895-1904, as against 47.10 per 
cent. increase for the entire State outside of Boston, and 
53.69 per cent. increase for the Metropolitan District outside 
of Boston. Taking all the towns of the State together, it 
appears that they have been incurring debt faster than the 
cities (taken together) by 10 per cent. 

(B.) The results of the Boston School Census for 1906, 
taken in September, will be found on the seventh and eighth 
pages of this Appendix, and in addition thereto a half-page 
table showing the distribution and movement of the school 
population, by wards, for the six years 1901-06. Persons 
from five to fifteen years of age, not including those of fifteen, 
make up the “school population,” although about 10 per 
cent. of the total do not actually attend school. 

Table I. shows that (1) of 104,018, the total number of 
persons five to fifteen years of age, 51,250 were boys and 
52,768 were girls; (2) 77,552 were in public schools, 
16,026 were in private schools, and 10,440 attended no 
school; (8) 22,555 were five or six years old, 70,753 were 
seven to thirteen, and 10,710 were fourteen years. ‘The 
number residing in Ward 20 was 7,664, or 1,319 more than 
any other ward contained, while the smallest quota was 
1,626 in Ward 10. 

The entire school population was 2,153 larger in 1906 than 
in 1905, which increase was 191 less than the average gain for 
the five years 1901-05. The number not attending school 
exceeded the average for the previous five years by 2,016, 
but was 144 less than in 1905. 

The whole number of pupils of all ages registered in the 
day schools during the year ending June 30, 1906, was 
105,129, against an average for the five years 1901-06 of 
97,491, and the total registration for the evening schools 
was 23,676. The average enrolment for the school year 
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of ten months in the day schools was 938,421, oe Sapte: 91,262 
for the year 1906. 

Table II. shows that the largest decrease in the school 
population from 1905 to 1906 was 267 in Ward 6, and the 
largest increase was 428 in Ward 20.

(A.) As nearly all of the regular tables in the Bulletin 
show their totals in each number issued, there remain at the 
close of the year only the mortality table of the Health 
Department (2.e., Causes of Death by Sex), and the tables 
referring to the several City Institutions which need to be 
summarized. From these summaries, occupying three and a 
quarter pages, it appears that the total number of deaths in 
1906 was 11,411 (including non-residents) or 5,965 males 
and 5,446 females, which total exceeded that of 1905 by" 
404. The annual death-rate per 1,000 inhabitants was 18.90, 
against 18.49 in 1905, and the mortality from infectious 
diseases was 2,119; art pneumonia, 1,331; from tubercu- 
losis, 1,171; and from heart disease, 1,118. These three 
causes are accountable for 81.72 per vent. of the total 
mortality. 

The average number of inmates in the City Institutions 
during the year 1906 follows, viz.: Pauper Institutions, 926 ; 
House of Correction, 1,028; Insane Hospital, 702; City 
Hospital, 668. The whole number of cases (under * Cared ~ 
for”) recorded in Hospitals was 383,099; in Children’s 
Institutions, 22,278; in Penal Institutions, 30,222. The 
cases where aid was given to Indoor Poor numbered 33,941, 
and to Outdoor Poor, 98,630. The grand total for all classes 
of persons cared for during 1906 was 218,170 cases, or 
8,722 less than in 1905. 

(6.) This table shows the number of quarts of milk 
received in Boston, monthly and quarterly, by the Boston & 
Albany, Boston & Maine, and New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railroads, being compiled from the monthly returns 
furnished by the Railroad Commissioners. The total for the 
year is 114,047,920 quarts, of which the Boston & Maine 
transported two-thirds. 
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(C.) This analysis of the vote at the last four mayoralty 
elections shows that the election in 1905 brought out a con- 
siderably larger number of voters than the other three, the 
increase over 1903 being 15,648. The democratic vote was 
47.60 per cent. of the aggregate, the Republican vote 38.63 
per cent., the latter representing a gain of 18,659 votes 
over the 1903 figures, while the former showed a falling 
off of 4,574 votes. Apparently by reason of the unusually 
large vote for the candidate ranking third (7.e. 11,608) the 
elected mayor received but a minority of the total vote, 
while in the three previous elections the successful candidate 
received a majority. 

(D.) The Appendix closes with an exhibit of the condi- 
tion of the twenty-five National Banks in Boston, as reported 
to the United States Comptroller of the Currency, January 
26,1907. One full-page table shows the resources, another 
the liabilities. Of the total resources (t.e. $277,259,470) 
the «*‘ Loans and Discounts” make up 60.17 per cent. (de. 
$166,827,525), the National Shawmut Bank showing $32,- 
360,701 of the latter, and the First National Bank $29,068,- 
002. The “Total Deposits” of all the banks amount to 
$211,159,891, of which the National Shawmut had $52,588.- 
998 and the First National $42,761,958. These two leading 
National Banks, together with the National Bank of the 
Republic and the Second Nationa] Bank, apparently handle 
55.42 per cent. of the entire volume of business transacted 
by the twenty-five National Banks in Boston. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


This department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, was 
intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1906, and seeing it through the press. 
At our suggestion, the Joint Committee on Rules and Orders 
again authorized the publication of a document edition of the 
Register in addition to the usual edition bound in cloth. 

The Register for 1906, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 813 pages, including an index of 
nine pages. 

At the opening of the year we issued the Municipal 
Calendar for the year 1906. The purpose of the calendar is 
to furnish authoritative information succinctly for the con- 
venience of those who have to do business for or with the 
city on dates established by ordinances, regulations or statutes. 
Accordingly, under the several months, the dates are given 
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for the organization of the city government, the holding of 
elections, the meetings of the City Council, and the School 
Committee, for making application for licenses, abatement 
of taxes, etc., for the payment of certain classes of department 
employees, and for rendering reports and returns to the state 
and city governments. Generally, the ordinance or statute 
under which a date is fixed is cited. 

Special reports in response to inquiries from the Mayor, 
members of the City Council, as well as for heads of depart- 
ments and the public, have increased notably within the year. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city 
among individuals, lbraries, and the executive departmenits 
of other cities, and the securing of municipal and govern- 
mental reports and publications in return, continues to form 
a considerable and important part of our work. . 

During the year, 612 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the city). 
Thanks to the facilities afforded us by the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, our exchange of documents and 
publications with foreign cities, etc., has been effected with 
a minimum of expense and trouble. We have forwarded to 
our correspondents, through the Smithsonian Institution, 
547 packages, besides numerous documents and communica- 
tions sent direct by mail or express.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In compliance with the Revised Ordinances the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1906 is respectfully submitted. 

In accordance with the recommendations made by you in 
your inaugural address, January 1, 1906, that the different 
divisions of the Street Department should be established as 
independent departments, an ordinance to amend chapter 38 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 was passed by the City 
Council and’ approved February 14,1906. The ordinance 
provided that the Street Department should be made up of 
what was formerly the Paving and Ferry Divisions of the 
Street Department. 

The Ferry Division is now, as before, in charge of a 
Deputy Superintendent. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The amount of money appropriated for Street Department 
work for the past year was as follows : 
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First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised by 
taxes. Prior to the- commencement of the financial year, 
February 1, the department estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the department are sub- 
mitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes his recommenda- 
tions to the City Council.

DEAR Sir, — The annual report of the expenditures and 
income of the Street Department for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1907, is herewith submitted, showing 
the nature of the work, the number and variety of permits 
issued, and the details of expenditures involved in paving, 
macadamizing, regulating and constructing various streets.

The Street Department has charge of the following work: . 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or occupy the streets or for 
such other purposes as may be required under the ordinances. 

The removal of snow and ice from the gutters, streets and 
plank sidewalks. 

The cleaning of streets in the suburban districts not 
covered by the Street Cleaning Department. 

The Department is in charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets, with a clerical force under the direction of a Chief 
Clerk, and an engineering force under the supervision of 
a Chief Engineer. 

The repairs upon asphalt pavement have been supervised, 
located and plotted upon plans prepared for that purpose, 
and tables are annexed showing the amount of repairs and 
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the cost in detail on all asphalt streets upon which the main- 
tenance guarantee has expired. 

The agreement which was entered into with the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company in 1904, whereby the asphalt 
repairs on streets.on which the maintenance guarantee has 
expired are guaranteed for a period of three (3) years, was 
continued during the year. 

The past year has been one of great activity, the amount 
of work completed comparing favorably with that of former 
years, especially in’ the outlying sections. A great deal 
remains to be done not only on the macadam streets, but also 
on paved streets, in order that they may be put in proper 
condition. ‘The most important work was the reconstruction 
of the following streets: 


Washington street, from Beach street to Milk street, was 
resurfaced with wood block pavement on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base. On account of the work done in connec- 
tion with the building of the subway, this section of Washington 
street was rendered entirely unfit for the travel to: which it is 
subjected. ‘The business interests in this part of the city 
demanded that proper facilities be provided for the transportation 
of goods as well as for the accommodation of the general public. — 
On account of the noiseless character of the pavement and its 
cleanly appearance, together with the fact that it had given entire 
satisfaction in those streets paved with it, wood block was decided 
the most suitable pavement for this so-called ** shopping district.” 
These wooden blocks are a gum wood treated with a preservative. 
They are laid with a close joint, presenting a smooth surface and 
comparing favorably with other smooth pavements. The surface 
is impervious to water, thereby improving the sanitary conditions 
of the street. The Boston Elevated Railway Company rebuilt its 
tracks in connection with the paving work. The rails are of the 
latest and heaviest pattern, and the ties are laid on a continuous 
concrete girder. This is the most advanced form of street rail- 
road construction, and is expected to increase the durability of 
the rail and obviate the necessity of frequent repairs. 

Columbus avenue, from the bridge over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad to Station street, a distance of about 7,950 linear feet, 
was resurfaced with asphalt. ‘lhe condition of this avenue has 
been a constant source of complaint for many years. The asphalt 
had been laid for from fifteen to twenty years, and the constant 
wear and tear of heavy teaming rendered its condition worse from 
year to year. The repairs have been very extensive and at a very 
great expense. On account of the grade of the tracks, which 
was low, water instead of being carried off remained on the street, 
resulting in an unsightly appearance. This condition has been 
remedied by regulating the track locations. This also necessitated 
the building up of the old concrete base with Portland cement 
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concrete to the proper sub-grade. ‘The upper part of the avenue 
was built after the Roxbury fire and was located over old cellars, 
etc., thus requiring considerable filling, especially from Camden 
street to Walpole street. This filling naturally settled, affecting 
the surface of the street. 


Under the provisions of chapter 823 of the Acts of 1891, 
and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, there 
was one (1) street completed and two (2) streets and one 
(1) boulevard partly completed during the year. 

Under the provisions of chapter 393 of the Acts of 1906, 
there was one (1) street completed and five (0) streets -par- 
tially completed. 


Bennington street, from Orleans street to Moore street, is 
under construction, and will be completed early in the coming 
season. ‘This section when finished will practically complete the 
boulevard from Prescott street to the Revere town line. 


During the year a number of streets in the residential 
sections of the city have been surfaced with bitulithic pave- 
ment. ‘This pavement was introduced four years ago, and 
has given great satisfaction, particularly on grades, where, 
on account of the peculiarity of its composition, horses are 
enabled to travel upon it in safety. 

In the city proper the following streets were laid with this 
pavement: 


Huntington avenue, from Dartmouth street to bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Florence street, between Washington street ‘and Harrison 
avenue. 

Garden-court street, from North square to Fleet street. 

Moon street, from Fleet street, about 106 feet southwesterly. 

North square, from North street to Moon street. 

Prince street, from Hanover street to North square. 

Berkeley street, between Tremont street and Columbus avenue.

Woodcliff street, from Blue Hill avenue to Dacia street. 
Dacia street, from Dove street across Woodcliff street. 

Blue Hill avenue, from Dewey street to Savin street.

The department force has been employed during the year 
in repairing and resurfacing streets, and about 37 miles, or 
507,700 square yards, of streets have been resurfaced.

The following is a description of the most important work 
done during the year. This was under the supervision of 
the Chief Engineer: 


PAVING. 


Atlantic avenue, westerly side, between Broad street and Com- 
mercial street, was finished early in the year. This work was 
done under contract by Robert Eagar, who commenced work last 
year and completed the roadway, with the exception of that part 
of the avenue between Milk street and Commercial street. It is 
paved with large granite blocks on a Portland cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The former surface was 
granite blocks on a concrete base with cement grout joints. 

Berkeley street, between the bridge abutments of the old bridge 
over the Providence division of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, was repaved under contract by Philip Doherty, 
who also did the regulating. The old paving blocks were relaid 
on a gravel base with gravel joints. The former surface was the 
same. 

Congress street, from Fort Point Channel to the New York, 
_ New Haven & Hartford Railroad, was paved under contract by 


Includes 2,676 square yards laid on a cement mortar bed. 
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James Doherty, who also did the excavating and regulating, with 
large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
with pitch and pebble joints. The old paving blocks were hauled 
to Old Colony avenue by the contractor. ‘The former surface 
was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

C street, from West First street to about 1,030 feet north- 
easterly, was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base, with 
gravel joints, by William H. Glenn, under contract, who also did 
the excavating and regulating. C street, from this point across 
Fargo street, was also paved by William H. Glenn, with granite 
blocks on a gravel base. ‘The former surface was gravel. 

Essex street, Charlestown, from Rutherford avenue to Hancock 
square, was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The work 
was done under contract by William J. Rafferty, who also did the 
excavating and regulating. ‘The old gutter blocks were hauled by 
the contractor to the Medford-street yard. The former surface 
was macadam. 

Hawley street, between Franklin and Summer streets, was 
paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The work was done 
under contract by Jeremiah J. McCarthy, who also did the regu- 
lating. The old paving blocks were hauled to the Massachusetts 
avenue lot by the contractor. The former surface was granite 
blocks on a gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Sleeper street, between Congress street and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad tracks, was repaved on a 
oravel base with gravel joints. The work was done under contract 
by the Hugh Nawn Contracting Company. On account of the 
immense amount of traffic on this street it was necessary to do 
the work of repaving at night. 


ASPHALT. 


Berkeley street (easterly roadway), from Boylston street to 
Providence street, was resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing sur- 
face and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete 
binder upon the existing concrete base, which was brought to 
within three (3) inches of the finished surface of the roadway 
with Portland cement concrete. 

Brimmer street, betwen Byron street and Chestnut street, was 
resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company under a ten 
(10) years’ maintenance guarantee, with one and one-half (14) 
inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, and one and one-half 
(14) inches of bituminous concrete binder, upon the existing 
concrete base, which was cleaned off and brought to within three 
(3) inches of the finished surface of the roadway, with Portland 
cement concrete.

Columbus avenue, from the bridge over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad to the north side of Camden street, about 4,087 
linear feet, was resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving Cofi- 
pany, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, with one 
and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and 
one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder, laid 
on the existing concrete base, which was cleaned off and brought 
to within three (3) inches of the finished surface of the roadway, 
with Portland cement concrete. ‘The track location, 174 feet in 
width, was paved with large granite blocks on a Portland cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, and was paid for by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The track brows were 
laid on a cement mortar bed, and the crosswalks were laid on a 
concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The Barber Asphalt 
Paying Company also did the paving and regulating. 

Columbus avenue, from the north side of Camden street to 
about 60 feet north of Station street, a distance of about 3,860 
linear feet, was resurfaced by the Boston Asphalt Company, 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, with one and 
one-half (14) inches of Bermudez asphalt and one and one-half (14) 
inches of bituminous concrete binder, laid on the existing con- 
crete base, which was cleaned off and brought to within three (3) 
inches of the finished surface of the roadway, with Portland 
cement concrete. ‘This company also did the paving and regu- 
lating. The track location was paved with large granite blocks ' 
on a Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, 
and was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The track brows were laid on a cement mortar bed, and the 
crosswalks were laid on a concrete base, with pitch and pebble 
joints. 

Hustis street, at the Albert Palmer School, was paved with one 
and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and 
one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder laid 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee. 
This company also did the paving and regulating. The track 
area was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints and_was paid 
for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The former sur- 
face was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Joiner street, between Park and Chelsea streets, was paved by 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee, with one and one-half (14) inches of 
Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) 
inches of bituminous concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base. ‘The city did the excavating and regu- 
lating. The former surface was macadam. 

EE street, between East Fourth and East Sixth streets, was 
paved with one and one-half (14) inches American rock asphalt 
wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic 
cement concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
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base, by Jones & Meehan, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance 
guarantee. Jones & Meehan also did the regulating. The 
former surface was macadam. 

Lynn street, between Thacher and Cooper streets, was paved 
with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing 
surface and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete 
binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, under a 
ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company, who also did the regulating. The former 
surface was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Palmer street, at the Albert Palmer School, was paved with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder 
laid on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, under a ten (10) 
years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company, who also did the regulating. The old paving blocks 
were hauled to the Dimock-street crusher. The former surface 
was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 


Woop Brock PAVEMENT. 


Washington street, between Beach and Milk streets, a distance 
of about 2,285 linear feet, was paved with wood block, by the 
United States Wood Preserving Company, under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee. The portion at the intersections of 
Boylston street and Essex street was paved with granite 
blocks on a Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and 
pebble joints. The wood block is laid on a 6-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, over which is spread a bed of 
cement mortar $ inch in thickness. On this mortar surface, 
spread smooth and to the proper crown and _ grade, the 
wooden blocks are laid with the grain of the wood vertical 
and courses parallel and firmly bedded in the mortar bed, with as 
tight joints as possible. These joints are filled with cement grout. 
The blocks were laid with a cushion joint of asphalt at the curb 
and ‘crosswalks to allow for expansion. ‘These wooden blocks 
are made from ‘‘ Virginia gum tree wood’’ and are 34 inches in 
depth, from six (6) to ten (10) inches in length and four (4) 
inches wide, and are treated with an antiseptic and waterproof 
mixture. The track area was paid for by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. ‘The setting of the edgestones and the regu- 
lating of the sidewalks was done under the supervision of the 
Transit Commission and was paid for by them. ‘The former 
pavement was granite blocks on a concrete base, with pitch and 
pebble joints. 


HASSAM PAVEMENT. 


This is a patent pavement composed of crushed stone and 
Portland cement grout. It is laid six (6) inches deep, four 
inches of which is composed of No. 1 crushed stone, well 
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rolled and treated with two coats of Portland cement grout. 
Upon this foundation there is spread one and one-half (14) . 
inches of No. 2 crushed stone, well rolled and treated with 
two layers of cement grout, after which it is again rolled and 
2-inch coat of creamy grout, made of equal parts of cement, 
sand and screenings, is spread over the surface. An expansion 
joint of asphalt is made along the line of the curbstone and 
also at intervals across the street, not more than one hundred 
(100) feet apart. -This pavement was laid by Simpson Bros. 
Corporation, under a five (5) years’ maintenance guarantee, in 
Main street, from the Boston & Maine Railroad bridge to the 
Somerville line. As that portion of Main street in Somer- 
ville had already been paved with Hassam pavement, it was 
deemed advisable to lay the same pavement on that portion 
between the Somerville line and the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road bridge. The contractor also did the excavating and 
regulating. The former surface was macadam. 


BITULITHIC PAVEMENT. 


This is a patent pavement composed of crushed stone and 
bituminous cement. It is laid six (6) inches deep, four 
inches of which is composed of No. 1 crushed stone, well 
rolled and treated with two layers of bituminous cement. 
The other two inches, or wearing surface, is composed of a 
crushed stone varying in size from two (2) inches to a fine 
dust, and heated and mixed with bituminous cement and 
rolled with a steam road roller. ‘This pavement was laid 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee by the Warren 
Bros. Company, in the following streets : 


Blue Hill avenue, from Dewey street to Savin street. The 
excavating and regulating was done by the contractor. The exca- 
vated material was hauled to the Dimock-street crusher. The 
track area was repaved with granite blocks on a Portland cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, and was paid for. by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The track brows were 
laid on a cement mortar bed. The former surface was granite 
blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Blue Hill avenue, between Brunswick and Devon streets. 
The excavating and regulating was done by the contractor. The . 
excavated material was hauled to the Dimock-street crusher. 
The track area was repaved with granite blocks on a Portland 
cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints, and was paid 
for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The track brows 
were laid on a cement mortar bed. . The former surface was 
granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Berkeley street, between Tremont street and Columbus avenue. 
The excavating and regulating was done by the contractor. The 
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old paving blocks were hauled to the Massachusetts avenue lot 
by the contractor. The track area was paved with large granite 
blocks on a Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble 
joints, and was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. The track brows were laid on a cement mortar bed. The 
work on this street is practically completed and will be finished 
early in the coming season. The former surface was granite 
blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Dacia street, from Dove street across Woodcliff street. The 
contractor did the excavating and regulating. The excavated 
materials were hauled to the Dimock-street crusher by the con- 
tractor. ‘The former surface was macadam. 

Florence street, between Washington street and Harrison 
avenue. The contractor did the excavating and regulating. 
The former surface was asphalt blocks on a concrete base. 

Garden-court street, from North square to Fleet street. The 
contractor did the excavating and regulating. The old paving 
blocks were hauled to the Revere-street yard by the contractor. 
The former surface was granite blocks on a gravel base with 
gravel joints. 

Huntington avenue, from Dartmouth street to bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. The contractor did the excavating 
and regulating. The old paving blocks were hauled to the 
Kenney-street crusher by the contractor. The track area was 
paved with large granite blocks on a Portland cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints, and was paid for by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. 4he track brows were laid 
on a cement mortar bed. ‘The former surface was macadam. 

Moon street, from Fleet street about 106 feet southwesterly. 
The contractor did the excavating and regulating, and hauled the 
old paving blocks to the Revere-street yard. The former surface 
was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

North square, from North street to Moon street. The con- 
tractor did the excavating and regulating, and. hauled the old 
paving blocks to the Revere-street yard. ‘The former surface was 
oranite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Prince street, from Hanover street to North square. ‘The con- 
tractor did the excavating and regulating and hauled the old 
paving blocks to the Revere-street yard. The former surface 
was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Woodcliff street, from Blue Hill avenue to Dacia street. The 
eontractor did hes excavating and regulating and hauled the old 
gutter blocks to the Dimock- street crusher, The former surface 
was macadam. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed under the 
provisions of chapter “323” of the Acts of 1891, and the 
acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto: 
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Bennington street, between Orleans and Moore streets, is 
about 1,684 feet long. The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to James Doherty, August 6, 1906. Work was 
begun August 14, 1906, and suspended December 22, 1906. 
The roadway consists of an 8-inch ‘Telford base, covered with 
four (4) inches of macadam surface and three (8) feet granite 
block gutters. The sidewalks are twenty feet wide, twelve feet 
loam and the balance brick. The Telford base, crushed stone for 
macadam and the loam were furnished by the contractor. The 
edgestone, flagging, bricks and granite blocks were furnished by 
the city on the work. Work wiil be resumed early in the spring. 

Jersey street, from Brookline avenue to Audubon road, is 
about 1,863 feet long. The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to Robert Eagar, August 23, 1906. Work was 
begun September 6, 1906, and suspended December 12, 1906. 
It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with three (3) feet vitrified 
brick gutters. The sidewalks are 12 feet wide, 7 feet 6 inches 
loam and 7 feet 6 inches cracked stone, overlapping the loam 
space 3 feet. The loam was furnished by the contractor. The 
vitrified bricks and the granite paving blocks were furnished by 
the city on the work. The edgestone, flagging and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. Work 
will be resumed early in the spring. 

Queensberry street, from Audubon road to Audubon road, is 
about 1,763 feet long. The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to William J. Barry, August 22, 1906. Work was 
begun August 31, 1906, and suspended December 7, 1906. Itis 
a 6-inch macadam roadway with vitrified brick gutters. The side- 
walks are 12 feet wide, consisting of 7 feet 6 inches of loam and 
7 feet 6 inches of cracked stone, overlapping the loam 3 feet. 
The loam was furnished by the contractor. The vitrified bricks 
and the granite paving blocks were furnished by the city on the 
work. ‘The edgestone, flagging and crushed stone were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. Work will be resumed 
early in the spring. 

Rowe street, between Ashland and Seymour streets, is about 
478 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing uthis street was 
awarded to William L. Dolan, August 14, 1906. Work was 
begun August 27, 1906, and completed October 6, 1906. Itisa 
6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. The 
paving blocks and crushed stone were furnished by the city on the 
site of the work. ‘The edgestones and flagging were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. 

Bradshaw street, between Esmond and Charlotte streets, is 
about 270 feet long. ‘The contract for edgestone and gutter-con- 
struction was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch, October 5, 1906. 
Work was begun November 1, 1906, and completed November 
24,1906. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone 
sidewalks. ‘The macadam roadway was built and the sidewalks 
surfaced by the Street Department, the balance of the work being 
done by the contractor. The straight edgestone and flagging were

furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone and paving blécks were furnished by the city on the 
work. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 
“393 ” of the Acts of 1906: 


Lorraine street, from Colberg avenue to Belgrade avenue, is 
about 844 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to William L. Dolan, October 3, 1906. 
Work was begun October 15, 1906, and suspended November 22, 
1906. The street has been left in a passable condition for the 
winter. Work will be resumed in the spring, and the street com- 
pleted during the coming season. This street is of a type differ- 
ing somewhat from the usual construction of a 40-foot street. 
The 6-inch macadam road surface is 19 feet in width, with 4-foot 
dish gutters on both sides. The edgestones have been omitted, 
except at street corners and on a small portion where an artificial 
stone sidewalk was already laid. ‘The sidewalks will be 64 feet 
in width, 44 feet of which will be laid with artificial stone,-and 
14 feet loam space, which will be seeded. This type is to be 
recommended for suburban residential streets, as it is pleasing 
in appearance and of less cost than the usual construction. . 

Longfellow street, from 'Topliff street to Draper street, is about 
1,035 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Robert Eagar, October 27 1906: 
Work was begun November 5, 1906, and suspended December 3, 
1906. The edgestones were set and the gutters paved this year. 
The street has. been left in a passable condition for the winter. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Meredith street, from Clement avenue to Kenneth street, is 
about 567 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Thomas F. Welch, October 3, 1906. 
Work was begun October 27,1906, and suspended December 4, 
1906. Itis a 6-inch macadam roadway with dish gutters 4 feet 
wide. ‘The sidewalks are 9 feet wide, 4 feet 6 inches of grano- 
lithic, 3 feet 6 inches loam planting space, and one foot of 
block hip gutters. The crushed stone for the macadam roadway 
was furnished by the city, and the loam and sod for the planting 
Spaces were furnished by the contractor. ‘The granite blocks for 
the gutters were furnished by the city on the work. Work will 
be resumed in the spring. 

Milwood street, from Adams street to Milton street, is about 
755 feet in length.. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Daniel EK. Lynch, October 38, 1906. 
Work was begun October 15, 1906, and suspended December 19, 
1906. ‘The edgestones were set, the gutters paved and the 6-inch 
macadam placed in the roadway this year. The street has been 
left in a passable condition for the winter. The street will be 
completed early in the coming season. 
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Rosemary street, from South street to the Old Colony Railroad 
land, is about 520 feet in length. The contract for constructing — 
the surface of this street was awarded to James W. O’Brien, Sep- 
tember 29, 1906. Work was begun October 22, 1906, and 
completed November 30, 1906. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway 
with crushed stone sidewalks. The edgestones and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The paving 
blocks were furnished by the city on the work. : 


The following streets were built under the general law and 
are assessable only for edgestones and brick sidewalks: 


Evans street, from Nelson street to Capen street, is about 630 
feet in length. The contract for contsructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to W. H. Gfose & Co., August 28, 1906. 
Work was begun August 29, 1906, and completed October 16, 
1906. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone side- 
walks. The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor.

Maxwell street, between Nelson and Capen streets, is about 640 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to W. H. Grose & Co., September 19, 1906. 
Work was begun September 22, 1906, and completed November 
5,1906. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone | 
sidewalks. The edgestones, flagging for crosswalks and crushed 
stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The paving blocks were furnished by the city on the work. 

Nelson street, between Norfolk and Evans streets, is about 
565 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to W. H. Grose & Co., July 17, 1906. 
Work was begun July 23, 1906, and completed September 13, 
1906. Itis a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone side- 
walks, except about 100 square yards, which was paved with 
brick. ‘The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The paving 
blocks were furnished by the city on the work. 

Nelson street, from Evans street to Selden street, is about 475 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to W. H. Grose & Co., November 2, 1906. 
Work was begun November 8, 1906, and completed December 3, 
1906. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone side- 
walks. The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The paving 
blocks were furnished by the city on the work. 

Washington street, from Ashmont street to Armandine street, 
is about 320 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch, August 
22, 1906. Work was begun September 5, 1906, and completed 
November 17, 1906. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with car 
tracks, except that a part of the roadway from Ashmont street to 
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about 200 feet southerly, on the easterly side, is paved with 
granite blocks from rail to curb. ‘The tracks were set to grade 
and the track locations paved by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. ‘The 6-inch macadam roadway and sidewalk surfacing 
were done by the city, the balance of the work being done by the 
contractor. The edgestones were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The paving blocks and flagging were 
furnished by the city on the work. 

Washington street, from Euclid street to Ashmont street, is 
about 1,250 feet in length. The contract for excavating, setting 
edgestone and paving gutters and sidewalks was awarded to 
Daniel E. Lynch, September 17, 1906. Work was begun 
September 18, 1906, and completed November 3, 1906. Itisa 
6-inch macadam roadway with car tracks. The tracks were set 
to grade and the track locations paved by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. The macadam roadway and the resurfacing 
of the crushed stone sidewalks were done by the city. The edge- 
stones, paving blocks and flagging were furnished by the city on 
the work. 

Freeport-street Wall, at the estate of Mary A. Regan, on 
Freeport street. The contract for constructing this wall was 
taken away from John H. Broderick, on January "25, 1906, owing 
to his failure to complete it within the time specified in his contract, 
and the work was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch on February 16, 
1906. He began work on April 17, 1906, and completed August 
16, 1906. Upon the completion of the work an additional con- 
tract was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch for erecting an iron fence 
on the wall. This wall is of the same general characteristics as 
the walls previously built on this street, being an extension of 
the same. It is a mortar wall, about 350 feet in length and 
averaging about 7 feet in height. The building of this wall 
necessitated the relocating and “the rebuilding of a part of the 
public bath house, and this work was also done by Daniel FE. 
Lynch.

BonbDs FOR PERMITS. 


All bonds (excepting those of corporations) are guaran- 
teed by some one of the surety companies authorized to do 
business in the State of Massachusetts. 

There are now on file and in force 1,382 such bonds, and 
74 corporation bonds. 


NOTICES. 


There have been 16,211 notices sent to the various fore- 
men of the department during the year directing them to 
repair defects in the public streets which had been reported 
by the police, inspectors and others; also 2,812 notices to 
departments, corporations and private parties to repair the 
streets where there had been permits issued for excavations 
and the work of resurfacing had been improperly done, and to 
owners of estates where coal holes or sidewalk lights were 
defective. 
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Notices have been sent to departments, corporations and 
owners of abutting estates where ‘street improvements were 
about to be made, including 232 notices sent to departments 
and corporations by the Chief Engineer of the department.

INSPECTORS. 


With the exception of those located at the office for 
emergency work the inspectors are connected with the differ- 
ent district yards. These inspectors report by mail daily, 
and on their complaint of defects, notices are sent to the 
parties responsible, directing that repairs be made. It then 
becomes the duty of the inspector to see that the necessary 
repairs are made. 

There are other inspectors detailed to serve with the 
various corporations excavating in the streets. These men 
are paid by the corporations to which they are assigned, and 
they make a daily and weekly report to this department. 

It is the duty of one of the inspectors to see that artificial 
stone sidewalks are constructed in accordance with the speci- 
fications of the Street Department. 


EMERGENCY PERMITS. 


The system of emergency permits now in use is quite satis- 
factory. During the year we have had more precise knowl- 
edge of emergency openings than ever before. 


CoAL VAULTS OR AREAS. 


There have been 21 permits issued for constructing coal 
vaults or areas beneath sidewalks, in accordance with orders 
of the Board of Aldermen. 


ELECTRIC POLES. 


There have been 118 permits issued during the year for 
the placing of new poles on orders passed by the Board of 
Aldermen and approved by the Wire Commissioner. 

Permits have been issued for the resetting of 812 old poles 
which had become dangerous or were out of line. 

Permits have been issued for the removal of 146 unused 
poles on order of the Board of Aldermen and Wire Com- 
missioner. 

All permits for new poles have been given in accordance 
with approved plans which are kept on file at this office. 
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PLANS. 


Plans of electric pole locations, electric conduits, gas 
mains, railway tracks, and a great number of miscellaneous 
plans such as areas, etc., are kept on file; they accumulate so 
rapidly that it is becoming a problem to provide for them as 
the years go by.

Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit report of income, 
expenditures and operation of the Ferry Division for the 
financial year ending January 31, 1907. This report covers 
the entire year, although I did not take charge of the divi- 
sion until May 14, 1906. 

While it appears that the expenditures for this year were 
$3,467.93 more than for the year previous, this increase is 
readily accounted for by the following extraordinary items, 
amounting to over $14,000. 

Item 1. — Over $6,000 of bills left over from the year 
1905 and paid during 1906. These bills were for work done © 
and supplies furnished during 1905, and should properly 
have been paid out of the appropriation for that year. 

Item 2,— Payment of execution of court amountiug to 
$4,290.73, in a case which had been pending in the courts 
for ten years previous. ‘This execution should properly have 
been paid out of the Reserve Fund instead of from the 
appropriation for this division.’ 

Jtem 3.— Expenditure of $4,014.93 for repairing] the, 
piers on the Boston side of the North Ferry. This expense 
should have been met from a special appropriation. In this 
connection your attention is respectfully called to the condi- 
tion of the ferry piers. All of them need constant care, and 
many of them, at this writing, need immediate repairs. ‘The 
time has come when a special appropriation is needed to pro- 
vide the means of replacing these old and woin out piers 
with some more modern, more substantial and more enduring 
system. 

. During the year it was found necessary to overhaul and 
repair the machinery on all the boats and to have three of 
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the boats placed upon the marine railway for needed repairs 
to hulls and seacocks. 

In October turnstiles were put in operation at all of the 
headhouses, and now a correct system of collecting the toll 
of foot-passengers is in force. ‘This improvement had been 
agitated for a generation, but never became a reality until 
this year. 

With a view to preserving the decks of boats and affording 
better protection to machinery below, the experiment of pavy- 
ing the decks with wooden tarred blocks was tried on two 
boats, and the results have been favorable. 

The most important improvement of the year was the 
completion of the new coal-pocket at the North Ferry, East 
Boston side. The matter of a commodious and up-to-date 
municipal coal-pocket at this location had long been before 
the city authorities, but it was not until this year that the 
desired end was reached. The new coal-pocket is a model of 
its kind and has a capacity of 2,500 tons. 

The property in chargé of this division is as follows : 

South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 square 
feet of land and water. On these premises are one head- 
house, with canopies ; one workshop for carpenters, machinists 
and blacksmith; one storehouse and temporary waiting-room ; 
one new, modern coal-pocket; three new piers which form 
the two slips; two drops and tanks; one new wharf and dock, 
where boats are laid when not in use or while undergoing 
repairs.

Str, —I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done for the Street Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1907. 


ALFORD-STREET SEA—WALL. 


A plan and specifications were made for repairing about 
fifty-four feet of the Alford-street sea-wall, on the westerly 
side of the street on the Charlestown end, near the Malden 
bridge abutment. 

The old wall was removed to the surface of the ground 
and the wall rebuilt, using the best of the old stones and 
some new granite blocks. 

The work was done by H. J. White under his contract, 
dated June 15, 1906, at a cost of $1,000, and was completed 
July 18, 1906. 


BRIDGE CONNECTING SUMMER-STREET BRIDGE WITH 
CONGRESS-STREET BRIDGE. 


A contract was made with George T. Rendle, November 
15, 1906, for rebuilding about sixty-four feet of this bridge, 
which had fallen from excessive loading, and doing other 
work on the bridge. 

The work was completed January 15, 1907, at a cost of 
$1,763.61 for labor, piles and iron. 


East Boston FERRIEs. 


| Coal-pocket. — A contract was made with George Hayes, 
November 3, 1905, for removing the old coal shed and wharf 
at the East Boston landing of the North Ferry, and building 
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a new wharf, a coal-pocket and a small storehouse. After 
the. contract was made the old shed was nearly filled with 
coal by the Ferry Division, and the work of tearing down 
the old shed was not begun until May 17, 1906, at which 
time most of the coal had been used. ‘The contract work 
was completed November 8, except painting the coal-pocket 
and building the storehouse. The painting was completed 
December 19. Coal was delivered in the new pocket the 
latter part of January. 

Ferry Piers, etc.— Estimates were made of the cost of 
putting all the ferry piers in first-class condition, and for 
repairing the sea-wall on the Boston side of the South Ferry. 

North Ferry, Boston Side.— A contract was made with 
Lawler Bros., June 15, for repairing the north and middle 
piers. Fifty-three new piles were driven, 180 linear feet 
were replanked, many walling pieces and a few girders were 
renewed. ‘The work was completed October 24, at a cost of 
$4,014.96. | .

DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures and income of the Street Cleaning and 
‘Watering Department for the financial year ending January 
31, 1907. 

The Street Cleaning Division and the Street Watering 
Division were consolidated under ordinance of February, 
1906. The consolidation justified itself during the past 
year by the co-operation gained and: demanded by the natural 
relation of the work of the two divisions. 


District LINES. 


The district lines remained the same as during 1905-06 ; 
that is, the entire city excepting part of Dorchester, Jamaica 
Plain, Brighton and West Roxbury. 


District 1.— South Boston. 
District 2.— East Boston. 
District 3. — Charlestown. 
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District 6.— Part of Dorchester, under charge of District 1. 
District 7.— Roxbury. 

District 8. —Up-town. South End. 

District 8&.—Down-town. South End. 

District 9.— Back Bay. 

District 10. — North End. 

District 10. — West End. 


_ The headquarters of severa! of the districts are at Sanitary 
yards or Street Department stables and yards. 

This condition is productive of extra expense and incon- 
venience, and I would therefore recommend that any change 
that may be contemplated toward the reorganization of the 
stable and yard facilities of this department be considered in 
such a manner that they may be entirely separated from those 
of any other department. The West End and South Boston 
stables are at present wholly inadequate for the department 
purposes and are a continuous and increasing source of 
expense. Immediate steps must be taken to remedy con- 
ditions in these districts. 


EQUIPMENT. 


The principal part of the equipment of the department 
consists of double and single sweeping machines, dirt carts, 
water carts, cart and machine horses, single and double har- 
nesses, rubbish wagons, waste barrels, push-carts and barrels 
and snow-plows. 

During the past winter several types of snow and gutter 
plows have been tried with much success. During the year 
our equipment has been placed in first-class condition either 
by repair or replacement. The department should have on 
hand a sufficient number of extra carts to make available the 
services of machine, watering cart and other horses for snow ~ 
and special work. Further, carts such as are in use in the 
department carry more than the cart used by private con- 
cerns, and with an extra supply of carts they would be of 
ereat assistance, on snow work particularly. 


STREET CONDITIONS. 


The greatest deterrent to clean streets in any community, 
particularly a cosmopolitan community, is the constant, 
unrestrained and promiscuous throwing of rubbish and waste 
materials into the streets. While, in the past year, our 
department has cleaned the streets more regularly than ever 
before, this littering of the streets minimizes the effect of the - 
work of the department immensely. Evidently with a more 
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strict, constant and co-operative police enforcement of the 
ordinances we would be able to attain and preserve a degree 
of cleanliness in our streets more satisfactory to the public ; 
otherwise more stringent laws are needed to cover this matter. 

This department is greatly hindered in its work by the 
varying conditions existing in Boston’s streets to-day. The 
pavements are of many kinds and varying grades. even in the 
same thoroughfares, necessitating different methods in clean- 
ing. The street surfaces are made difficult of cleaning by 
the continuous tearing up of our streets, by the installation 
of the subway, the excavations of the quasi-public corpora- 
tions, and the indiscriminate digging up by numerous private 
contractors, with its consequent poor and imperfect replacing, 
together with the indiscriminate spreading of loose sand and 
gravel on new and repaired surfaces. 

The large influx of building material, the increased 
amount of coal burned, the vast increase in traffic, and the 
occupation of the sidewalks and streets by push-carts, boxes 
and barrels of all descriptions add greatly to the cost and 
difficulty of cleaning. 

Many nuisances are committed where push-carts, etc., line 
the sidewalks and streets, and in such a manner as to escape 
detection, such as disposing of decayed fruit, vegetables and 
other filth. They also act as a cover for storekeepers and 
occupants of tenements to throw and sweep refuse, ashes and 
garbage into the gutters. 

Another great cause of unclean streets is found in the 
almost universal practice of express and trucking companies, 
contractors, and even city teams, carrying loose material 
(such as straw, dirt, paper, ashes, etc.) through the streets 
without providing proper covering or tailboards. <A third 
separation, consisting of all papers, light waste and other 
general refuse, distinct from that of ashes and offal, should 
be insisted upon. It is indisputable that much of the litter 
that befouls our streets comes directly from stores, the 
receptacles for holding store dirt varying in size, material 
and cleanliness, It is a common sight to see hat-boxes, 
soap-boxes, dilapitated barrels and packing cases on the 
sidewalks piled high with loose refuse of every description, 
winnowed by every gust of wind over the neighboring 
‘streets. The insistance upon a proper receptacle and a 
third separation, including the tying up of the bulkier 
material, would go far in remedying this condition. 

With such third separation, each separation can be finally 
disposed of by methods sanitary and to advantage. I 
would suggest that an ordinance be prepared which would

enable us to enforce the following rule: “ All paper and 
other waste material must be tied in bundles, or otherwise 
prevented from becoming scattered in handling. ‘These 
bundles and all refuse such as boxes, barrels, worn out 
furniture, cast-off clothing, etc. — everything except garbage, 
dirt and ashes — must be tied to prevent scattering and pro- 
tected from the weather. They must not be put into recep- 
tacles which are to be emptied and set back; they may be 
put into barrels and boxes which are to be taken away.” 


DuMPS. 


The question of dumps is to-day indeed the most serious 
and perplexing problem to be solved by the department. In 
the suburban districts most of the low lands have been filled 
in, and the department must place more and more depen- 
dence on private property owners. 

At Fort Hill wharf, where the North End, West End, 
down-town and a great part of the up-town and Back 
Bay sweeping must be dumped, the facilities are wholly 
inadequate, causing long hauls and long waits, thereby 
decreasing the number of loads hauled per day by each cart. 

This, together with the increased cost of sea dumping, due 
to greater restrictions imposed by the harbor authorities, is’ 
raising the cost per load enormously. The Charlestown 
dumps have all ceased to be available, and recourse must be 
had to dumping places beyond the Everett and Somerville 
lines. Immediate steps must be taken to provide scows at 
Charles River avenue to accommodate the North and West 
Ends and Charlestown forces; in fact, preliminary steps are 
under consideration toward providing the same. 

In the near future a plan similar to that inaugurated by 
Waring in New York of providing numerous dumping stations 
throughout the city, where refuse is dumped directly into 
the cars, the same being hauled at night to some dumping 
eround outside the city limits, must be installed in Boston. 
The erection of dust-proof stations within districts of a 
radius of a mile (less in the more congested districts), where 
the dirt would be placed in storage bins or directly into cars 
and then disposed of by arrangement with the traffic company, 
would soon result in not only a reduction of cost and of the 
present inconvenience to abutters at the dumps, but also 
become a source of income. 


PATROL SYSTEM. 


Inaugurated in March, 1891, with a foreman and twenty 
laborers, as an experiment, on a tentative and auxiliary basis, 
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this branch of the department has grown rapidly, until to-day, 
with a foreman, eight inspectors and eighty laborers, it has 
become the popular branch of the service, with constant 
demand for its extension throughout the city. In the con- 
gested districts, where vehicles of\all sorts must in the course 
of business occupy the streets almost continually, within an 
hour after cleaning it is hard to believe that the surface had 
been cleaned at all. Day work is impossible under such 
conditions by any other method than by push cart patrol. 

While our patrol system has been operated in connection 
with the North and West End districts to a limited extent, 
conditions are becoming such as to demand the establishment 
of a special push cart division to cover that territory. 
Estimates have been prepared toward such establishment and 
must be met sooner or later. 


SNow REMOVAL. 


Prompt removal of snow from the streets of the city, like 
Boston, with short and narrow thoroughfares in which traffic 
is great and congested, is a duty demanded from a munici- 
pality to ensure the safety and facility of its citizens in 
travel, the protection of the health of the community and 
continuance of business activity. Our efforts have been 
exerted toward this immediate removal, and have been 
rewarded with greater success this year than ever before. 
Special appropriation for removal of snow should be made, 
as with the limited funds at our disposal our work must 
necessarily be restricted to a limited territory; with the 
continued pushing up town of the business district and the 
building up of the out-lying districts, greater demands will 
be made in snow work. Further, the department work 
should be estimated for the year regardless of snow. ‘The 
department this year purchased several modern road machines 
and snow plows, capable of greater efficiency than the old 
style machines, which proved so successful that I contem- 
plate buying more the coming year. 

During the past winter it has been demonstrated, beyond 
all doubt, that the sewers can be made a successful vehicle 
for use in the disposing of snow. All that is necessary to 
make a decided success of this method is the selection for 
our use of a sufficient number of large sewers throughout the 
city for use after a snow storm. It has been demon- 
strated that there is sufficient heat in the sewers to dispose of 
the snow. In Philadelphia, where this method is used, it 
has been demonstrated that such dumping does not injure 
the sewers, but to the contrary scours and cleans them. 
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PuBLic ALLEYS. 


The duties of this department regarding the care of public 
alleys is not thoroughly understood by the abutters. The 
public alley act of 1898 provided for the construction of 
these alleys by the Superintendent of Streets and the assess- 
ment of the cost thereof upon the abutters, but especially 
provided that — 


Chapter 298, Section 2. — Said city shall not be liable for any 
defect or want of repair in any public alley, nor be required to 
keep the same free from snow, but shall be required to keep same 
free from any substance which is liable to cause sickness or a 
nuisance. 

Section 3. — Whoerer drops or places and suffers to remain in 
any public alley any snow or ice, or any rubbish or obstruction 
of any kind, shall be fined not exceeding fifty (50) dollars for 
each offence. 


The abutters seem to think that notwithstanding the 
provisions of this act they are privileged to throw and 
deposit all kinds of house and store refuse into the alley, and 
that the duty devolves on this department to remove the same. 

Under this act this department is not bound to remove 
substances detrimental to the health of the abutters, but by , 
arrangement with the Board of Health this department has 
assumed the performance of this work. ‘This department, 
even under this arrangement, only assumes to keep the pub- 
lic alleys in a healthful condition. ‘The public alley has not, 
in law, the same standing as a public street. Greater care is 
needed on the part of the abutters and a more strict enforce- 
ment of the law by the police. 


New DIstTRIcTs. 


It may be a question of many years before the street clean- 
ing force will cover the entire city. With the great and 
rapid growth of Dorchester, Jamaica Plain, West Rox bury 
and Brighton the demand for a more up-to-date service 
becomes more insistent and must be met; at present the ser- 
vice is truly rural and primitive. On the Street Department 
falls the work of doing what cleaning of the streets in the 
districts mentioned they can. A small force from the South 
Boston street cleaning district cares for that part of Dor- 
chester bounded as follows: Bounded on the north by Mt. 
Vernon street and Willow court; westerly by Midland 
Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, to 
Geneva avenue ; thence southerly by and including Gibson 
street to Adams; thence by and including Neponset avenue

to the bridge; easterly by the water-front to the point of 
beginning the easterly end of Mt. Vernon street. 

- This territory has been cleaned as often as a small force 
and limited funds would allow. It is only reasonable to 
expect that citizens in this territory experiencing the good of 
this occasional cleaning should demand the establishment of 
a sufficient force for regular cleaning of the entire district 
as far as the border lines Mattapan and Lower Mills. 

An estimate has been submitted of the cost of establishing 
and maintaining a permanent force to care for the entire 
Dorchester district. 

If this estimate receives favorable consideration it will be 
only a few months when this entire district will be receiving 
regular and satisfactory service. Naturally, West Roxbury, 
Jamaica Plain and Brighton, Dorchester’s neighbors, noticing 
this improvement and development, will make strenuous 
efforts for like service. Dudley street is the southerly lmit 
of the Roxbury district, with the exception that Washington 
street, Warren street and Blue Hill avenue, being block- 
paved, are occasionally machine swept as faras Green street 
and Grove Hall, respectively. If the rest of that section of 
the city does not receive the attention it deserves it is because 
no financial provisions have been made for it. 

The practice, for a number of years, has been to sweep 
the streets by machines at night, leaving the dirt in windrows 
in the gutter to be swept into piles and picked up during the 
day. Asa result the dirt remained in the gutters from eight 
to eleven hours, causing many complaints and much criticism. 
As it is impossible to use the machines during the daytime, 
in order that the dirt may be sweptand picked up as quickly 
as possible after sweeping, Iam contemplating placing the 
entire force on night work during the coming summer. 
While undoubtedly it will be a hardship to the men to work 
nights, it is the only system that can be adopted to keep the 
streets free from dirt piled in the gutters. While the entire 
sweeping force will be working nights the patrol system will 
still be operated during the day. Considering the limited 
funds at our disposal, compared with other large cities, the 
cleanliness of our streets compare favorably with any in the 
country with the exception of Washington. 


STREET WATERING. 


With the increased traffic over our streets by power and 
horse vehicles and the increase in population in suburban — 
districts, the importance of this branch of our work has and 
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will continue to increase in importance. Street watering is 
as essential and desirable as street sweeping. In these days 
of widespread knowledge of and increased precaution against 
the effects of bacteria and microbes the demand for frequent 
and intelligent street watering is increasing. ‘The ills and 
inconveniences that intelligent street watering can minimize 
are incalculable; and on the other hand the great good such 
service can do in preserving the roadbed results in a great 
saving financially. 

The season of 1906 opened April 8 and practically closed 
November 9. It was what might be termed a wet season, 
and the reduced expenditures is in a great measure directly 
chargeable to the weather. When one considers the fact 
that this department makes use’of 253 water carts per day 
during the season, for which the city pays $5 per cart, the 
fact whether the season is wet or dry counts considerably. 
Increased service on main thoroughfares and the watering of 
newly constructed streets in the suburban districts (a natural 
increase in the work) will call for additional carts the com- 
ing year. 

The city was during the past year divided into routes 
which carts are expected to water as often, per day, as 
possible, according to the nature of the road and miles to be 
covered. ‘These carts are under the direction and responsible 
to twenty-three tallymen, who are in turn answerable to the 
superintendent. The streets of the Back Bay are watered 
daily from four to six times; those of the City Proper and 
South End four times, and in the out-lying districts the 
main thoroughfares three and four times, and the other 
streets at least twice. 

As the bicycle emphasized the need of smooth roads, the 
automobile emphasized the want of dustless roads. The, 
astonishing increase in the popularity of motoring in Boston 
forces the conclusion that the use of the automobile will 
grow rapidly, and the use of the roads by this class of 
vehicles will form a very large part of the traffic over our 
streets. It is safe to say that with the increased use of 
automobiles the surface of our streets has shown more wear 
than for any proportionate period of time since macadam 
road construction was first started in Boston. 

The low hanging machinery of the car restricts the space 
from the top of the road to a narrow opening which the 
rapidly moving car transforms into a draft, the suction 
from which removes all loose and insecure particles from the 
surface of the road very much as a carpet sweeper operates. 
The auto, by this stripping of the roadway of its protective 
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coat of screenings, brings the underlying stone into direct 
contact with the shoe of the horse and the tire of the wagon. 
Thus more careful and frequent sprinkling is demanded 
not only to prevent inconveniences to the resident from the 
dust nuisance, but equally as important to prevent disinte- 
gration of the roadbed. While water is generally used for 
sprinkling purposes, a preparation with greater binding and 
dust proof properties, without too great an increase in cost 
per mile, must be put into use as soon as possible. 

During the past year I have experimented with several 
preparations. Coal tar, heavy and light oils and calcium 
preparations have been used. Heavy oil and coal tar are 
applied about the same and would entail considerable expense. 
Petroleum and some lighter oils, while applied with a sprink- 
ler, demand a perfectly dry street for successful sprinkling. 

For successful use in street sprinkling the preparations 
used should be capable of being readily applied with any 
sprinkling cart, without skilled labor, in any reasonable tem- 
perature and without interference with traffic. 

While laying the dust it should not create a mud to be 
picked up by the wheels of passing vehicles. It should act 
as a binder toward preventing ravelling of the road surface. 
It may not be possible to obtain such a preparation in the 
near future, but before long, without doubt, a long step in 
that direction will have been taken. 

No amount of sprinkling will keep the street free from 
dust while the Street Department, Boston Elevated and 
private contractors all over the city are allowed to use the 
old primitive method of spreading two to three inches of 
loose gravel and sand on the pavements to be left there four 
to six weeks. When this material is not blowing into the 
dwellings as dust, it is piled. on the street as mud, and it is 
as obnoxious in one form as the other. Paving should be 
laid with grout of cement and gravel or pitch and pebbles. 
This would mean not only a cleaner but a better street. 

The property in charge of the Watering Division is in 
excellent condition, and especial care has been taken in using 
the standpipes so that breakage and leakage might be pre- 
vented. The division is indebted to Mr. J. W. Smith, local 
forecast official, for daily weather reports. 

In closing I desire to pay my tribute of praise to all the 
men of this department. My assistants in the office have 
always and quickly responded to every suggestion; the fore- 
men have worked as a unit and in harmony; the humblest 
laborer has done his duty.

FOR THE YEAR 1906.

Str, — The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in its care, for 

the year ending January 31, 1907. SN 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 52,055 square feet was taken for street purposes. 
Streets having a total length of 2,696.40 feet were made 
public ways. Under authority of the acts of the Legislature, 
for the assessment upon abutting property of the benefit 
derived by it from the laying out and construction of streets, 
there has been assessed upon six streets a total of $81,851.43. 
For benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount of 
$76,397.97 have been made. The total of benefits assessed 
for streets, public alleys and sewerage works during the year 
was $158,149.40. 

The Board issued 93 orders of notice of intention to lay 
out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets or parts 
of streets calling for public hearings. It considered 46 
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petitions for street improvements. In the settlement of 
damages for taking of land, etc., for various changes in the 
city’s “streets, 19 cases were acted upon. Claims for damages 
for sewers and surface drains ordered were settled to the 
number of 21. Under authority of the act empowering the 
Board to apportion assessments on parts of a divided lot, 40 
assessments were apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for, and 
order the construction of, sewerage works, orders were 
passed for the improvement and relocation of various natural 
streams or watercourses, and surface drainage has been sup- 
plied for territories needing it, as follows: 

South Boston. — Land between A street and Mount Wash- 
ington avenue. 

Dorchester. — Brook-avenue place; Fenton street; Gran- 
ville street; Tenean creek in Marlowe street; Frankln-park 
brook relocated at Blue Hillavenue. Brighton. — Newcastle 
road. West Roxbury. — Birch street, between Penfield and 
Albano streets; Stony Brook relocated from Green street 
across Washington street to Williams street, from Ridge 
street through Brook street, east and west of Ashland street in 
the rear of Sycamore street, and from Houston street to Linden 
street; Spalding street; Montebello road, from Brookside 
avenue to Marmion street; Marmion street, from Montebello 
road; Rosemary street, private land between and Spalding 
street; Verona street, from Carolina avenue to Child street. 

In East Boston takings were made in Butler avenue and 
Austin avenue for the East Boston low level sewer. 

Takings were made and sewers ordered built in the follow- 
ing private ways: South Boston.— Private land between 
A street and Mount Washington avenue. Brighton. — 
Hunnewell avenue; Champney street to Atkins street. 
Roxbury. — Leon street; Mountfort street, between Audubon 
roadand St. Mary’s street; Lansdowne street, from Ipswich 
street to Brookline avenue. Dorchester. — Brook-avenue 
place, from Brook avenue; Bispham street, from Park street 
to Christopher street; Neponset court; Orchardale street, 
from Westville street to near Corona street; Prescott place; 
Queen street; River street; Randolph road; Rockdale street. 
West Roxbury.— Clarendon park, from Poplar street to 
Clarendon avenue; Clifton street, from Albano street to 
Norfolk street; Clarendon court, from Clarendon street; 
Otis place; Taft’s place; Walker street, from Dunbar street 
to Addington road.

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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The season of 1906 was decidedly a busy one for this 
division, both in the field and office, and much was accom- 
plished, although the work was somewhat diverted from its 
ordinary channels. 

The early part of the year was devoted to the completion 
of a number of sectional plans which were filed in May, and 
during the summer surveys were continued for future filings. 

The division also devoted much time on surveys and in the 
preparation of plans to be used by the Street Commissioners 
for the purpose of laying-out and making public numerous 
private ways, in answer to requests from residents of different - 
sections of the city. 

Petitions were numerous and many of them urgent, and 
the time in which action could be taken limited, and the 
consequent demands upon this division were frequent, often 
peremptory, and necessitated the withdrawal of the field 
parties from their regular occupation to be detailed upon this 
more important and immediately pressing work. 

The results obtained from these surveys will, however, be 
subsequently of great value and use in the repillar work, the 
preparation of the large sectional plans for filing. 

While the men were engaged in the field upon these special 
surveys the office force was meanwhile kept equally busy 
assisting in the preparation of the laying-out plans, with the 
usual routine work, platting, etc., and incidentally engaged 
upon miscellaneous work, computations, draughting, etc., for 
uses of the city government and its departments, chief 
among which may perhaps be mentioned work done under 
an order passed by the City Council, taking effect April 21, 
1906, requesting the department to prepare an edition of 
fifteen hundred copies of a “ List of Streets, Avenues, Courts, 
Places, etc., by Wards and Precincts, showing Numbers and 
Divisions of those extending through more than one Precinct, 
together with the Location of Hotels, Apartment Houses, ete.,” 
which was printed as a public document, and was of especial 
value and assistance in the work of the registration of voters. 

Many hearings were given during the year under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of the “Legislature of 1898, and 
subsequent legislative authority, relating to the modification 
of plans on file, and much work was thereby necessitated 
either in the preparation of substitute plans or in the revision 
of those already filed, showing readjustments to fit new con- 


ditions, which frequently arise after the lapse of a decade or 
more.

In accordance with a decree of the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
Commonwealth, rendered November 25, 1903, the following persons 
were created a Board of Managers of the Franklin Fund: The rector of 
Christ Church in Boston, and the ministers of the First Church in 
Boston and the First United Presbyterian Church, together with the 
Mayor of the City of Boston and the following eight persons — Richard 
Olney, William Endicott, Henry P. Bowditch, Henry S. Pritchett, 
Nathan Matthews, Jr., Charles T. Gallagher, James J. Storrow and 
Frank K. Foster. 

The Board of Managers chose the City Treasurer as treasurer of the 
fund, and it is now in his custody. 

The fund consists of two parts, the first and larger part being immedi- 
ately available to be expended by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the wishes of Franklin as expressed in his will, while the other 
part is to be kept invested and is to accumulate until the year 1994, 
when it is to be divided between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the City of Boston.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By orders of the City Council, approved July 7, 1890, the principal 
and income of the fund known as the police charitable fund, consisting 
of moneys which had been earned by police officers for fees as witnesses 
in Municipal and District Courts of the City of Boston, were placed in 
charge of the City Treasurer, as custodian. The Police Commissioner 
expends the income thereof, and the amount appropriated for pensions 
of police, for the payment of pensions of members of the police force 
who have been placed on the pension-roll, and, with the approval of the 
Mayor, for the relief of persons who have received an honorable dis- 
charge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other 
disability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances; and also for the relief of the widows and orphans, in 
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necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died while in 
the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the 
execution of their duty. No additions have been made to this fund 
since 1890.

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught 
a certain length of time in the day schools of the city and who have 
contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1907, nineteen hundred and fifty-one teachers were 
contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1907, one hundred and three retired teachers were 
receiving annuities of $15 per month, each having contributed $540 to 
the fund.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEER.

DEAR Sir, — A large part of the work done during the 
past year was of a routine character. In order to decrease 
the excessive loss of head existing on the low service between 
Chestnut Hill reservoir and the city proper it was decided to 
lay a 48-inch main from the 80-inch and 36-inch mains in 
Tremont street, via Prentiss street and Longwood avenue, to 
connect with the 40-inch: main in Brookline avenue, and 
thence to extend it in the near future to connect with the . 
48-inch main in Beacon street, Brookline, at Coolidge 
Corner. A beginning was made on this work during the 
year. by laying 1,462 feet of 48-inch pipe in Longwood 
avenue, westerly from Huntington avenue. 

The work of replacing the old 30-inch main in Tremont 
street, begun in 1903, was continued, and 568 feet of pipe 
was laid from Kendall street to a point near Burke street, 
where the old pipe was found to be in good condition. The 
old 30-inch main from Massachusetts avenue to Burke street 
was abandoned. 

A large amount of miscellaneous work was done in con- 
nection with the construction of the subway in Washington 
street; it was necessary to abandon the 24-inch main in 
Union street, Haymarket square and Merrimac street, from 
Hanover street to Canal street, and the 20-inch main in 
Washington street North, from Union street to Stillman 
street; to replace these pipes a 30-inch pipe was laid from 
the 80-inch main in Traverse street, via Haverhill street, 
Stillman street and Endicott street, to Cross street, where a 
30-inch branch was left for a future extension; from this 
point a 24-inch pipe was laid in Endicott street to Hanover 
street and the old 24-inch pipe in Hanover street was relaid. 
The 24-inch main in Washington street was relaid from State 
street to Adamssquare. All of these large mains, abandoned 
on account of the subway construction, were a part of the 
original distribution system. 
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Considerable progress was made in the work of extending 
the high and low service systems to the South Boston flats, 
226 feet of 24-inch and 959 feet of 16-inch pipe being laid, 
principally in Congress street. _ 

The work of increasing the supply of water for fire pur- 
poses was continued, and improvements in this line were 
made in different parts of the city, notably in Charlestown, 
where about one mile of 12-inch pipe, supplying hydrants, 
was laid in the yards of the Boston & Maine Railroad, west 
of Rutherford avenue; this work has greatly lessened the 
serious danger which threatened Charlestown from fires 
originating in the Boston & Maine Railroad freight sheds, 
which extend along Rutherford avenue from the State Prison 
almost to Cambridge street. 

A 2inch lead pipe, laid in 1895 from Moon Island to 
Long Island, was taken up and was laid between Long and 
Rainsford Islands to serve as an emergency pipe, as the 
existing 4-inch flexible pipe had failed several times. 

Electrical investigations have been continued, and addi- 
tional evidence has. been found that serious damage is being 
done to the water pipe system by electrolysis.

Section 21 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice, by advertisement or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and. 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures to be tested and sealed. 

Section 22 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes also pro- 
vides that at any time after said notice the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in chapter 62, section 34, of the 
Revised Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a 
reasonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit 
the places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; 
and having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this 
office or at their places of business, and in the former case 
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no charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

The testing and sealing of milk and cream jars is an im- 
portant branch of work in this department. The work is all 
performed inside the office, in a room but 20 by 32 feet in 
area; it is used for storage purposes as well as for a work 
room. We could conveniently utilize twice this amount of 
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floor room, and then not have more than enough, at times, to 
house the cases of jars dealers desire us to accept. 

An Act of the Legislature, approved April 26, 1906, 
provides : 


Section 1. Any sealer of weights and measures who shall 
have been notified by any dealer in milk or cream who uses glass 
bottles or jars for the distribution of milk or cream that the said 
dealer has in his possession not less than six gross of such glass 
bottles or jars which have not been sealed, shall forthwith cause 
the same to be sealed in accordance with the provisions of section 
forty-three of chapter sixty-two of the Revised Laws, at a 
suitable place provided by the said dealer. 

Section 2. The fee to be charged for sealing bottles or jars 
under the provisions of this act shall be fifty cents per gross, to 
be retained by the sealer of weights and measures; provided, 
however, that if he is paid a salary by the city or town he shall 
account for and pay into the treasury of the city or town all fees 
received under the provisions of this act. 


No dealer has yet taken advantage of this act. No jars 
have ever been sealed under its provisions. 

The present year 776,859 jars were inspected, of which 
6,937 were condemned. 

Section 48, chapter 62, Revised Statutes, provides that no 
charge shall be made for doing this work.

Sir, —In compliance with chapter 3, section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Wire Department, showing the appropriation, 
expenditure and work performed from February 1, 1906, to 
February 1, 1907. 

In presenting this report, I give a resumé of some of the 
work done by this department under chapter 454, Acts of 
1894, and chapter 249, Acts of 1898, both applying to the 
removal of poles and overhead wires on the streets in this 
city, also of work to be done in the year ending February 1, 
1908. 

Under chapter 454, Acts of 1894, the streets included in 
the district bounded by Dover and Berkeley streets, Charles 
river, Boston harbor and Fort Point channel have been 
practically cleared of overhead wires and poles. 

Under chapter 249, Acts of 1898, which calls for the 
clearance of two miles of street each year up to January 1], 
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1910, would say that the following named streets have been 
prescribed and that they are practically free of poles and 
overhead wires, with the exception of those which are 
exempted by the two acts mentioned and those in the streets 
to be cleared during the present year. 


STREETS PRESCRIBED.

Tremont street, from Dover street to Cottage place; Broad- 
way from Dorchester avenue to Dorchester street; Dorchester 
street, from Broadway to Andrews square; Dudley street, 
from Washington street to Hampden street; Washington | 
street, between Dudley and Keyes; Maverick square, from 
Sumner street; Meridian street, to Meridian street bridge 
and Central square; Main street, Charlestown, from Water 
street to Charles street, including Hancock, Thompson and 
City squares ; Albany street, from Dover to Hampden street ; 
Hampden street, from Albany to Dudley street; Dudley 
street, from Hampden to Magnolia street; Main street, 
Charlestown, from Charles street to Somerville line; Dudley 
street from Magnolia to Columbia road; Congress street, 
from Bridge to A street; A street, from First street to Con- 
gress street; Tremont street and Columbus avenue from 
Cottage place to Old Heath street. 

On the above list, would say that, starting from Charles 
street to Somerville line, and including Tremont street and 
Columbus avenue from Cottage Place to Old Heath street, 
the streets included are in the prescribed district for the 
year 1907, and, as they have to be advertised previous to 
February 1, 1907, they have been included in the streets 
under chapter 249, Acts of 1898, from which poles and wires 
are to be removed. 

In this connection, would say that, as the rights given to 
this department by chapter 249, Acts of 1898, which refers 
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to prescribing two miles of street each year, expires January 
1, 1910, I have considered it proper, in consideration of the 
fact that it may take a year or two to have a new act passed, 
to call same to your attention. 

The places licensed under chapter 450, Acts of 1904, have 
been inspected as required by law. The number has increased 
over previous years. 

In regard to the district prescribed for the year 1906, you 
are advised that, taking into consideration the early winter 
and its continuance, the companies have performed good.ser- 
vice relative to the removal of overhead wires and poles. 

The use of electricity in this city in all its branches has 
increased during the year, and from the presént outlook it 
will be greatly increased during the year ending February 1, 
1908. 

As noted in my last report, your attention is called to the 
necessity of having a fireproof vault built in which to store 
the plans and other records of this department as it is deemed 
very essential that these should be suitably protected. 

Details of work performed by the department will be 
found under their appropriate headings.

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EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The prescribed district for 1906 was Albany street, Hamp- 
den street, and Dudley street from the centre line of Dover 
street to Magnolia street, a total distance of ten thousand five 
hundred and sixty (10,560) feet, the distance authorized by 
law, namely, two miles per year. 

Standing on Albany street, between Dover street and 
Sheridan square, were one hundred and thirty-nine poles, 
belonging to the following companies: American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, forty-nine (49); The Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company, two (2); The New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, forty-eight (48), and the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, forty (40). On Hamp- 
den street between Sheridan square and Dudley street there 
were standing twenty-two (22) poles of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. On Dudley street 
between Hampden street and Magnolia street there were 
standing thirty-three (83) poles. of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company and thirty-one (31) poles of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 

The one hundred and thirty-nine poles on Albany street 
supported about five hundred and_ thirty-eight thousand 
(538,000) feet of wire, owned by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, the Boston Automatic Fire Alarm 
Company, the Boston Fire Alarm Department, the Edison 
Electric Lluminating Company, the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, the Postal Telegraph-Cable Com- 
pany and the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

The first named company (the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company) owning about one hundred and ninety- 
seven thousand (197,000) feet of the above amount, and this, 
together with the forty-nine (49) poles belonging to that com- 
pany, being long distance lines, will remain on the street, being 
exempt from the present underground law. 

The twenty-two (22) poles of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company on Hampden street were supporting 
about ninety-three thousand (93,000) feet of wire and about 
three hundred (300) feet of cable, owned by the following 
companies: the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the Boston Police Signal Service, the Boston Fire 
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Alarm Department, the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, the Boston Elevated Railway Company and F. L. Rich. 

The sixty-four (64) poles of the Edison Electric, [lumi- 
nating Company and the New England Telephone and _ Tele- 
graph Company standing on Dudley street, between 
Hampden and Magnolia streets were supporting about one 
hundred and twelve thousand (112,000) feet of wire and 
this was owned by the following companies: the Boston 
Police Signal Service, the Boston Fire Alarm Department, 
the Edison Electric luminating Company, the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, the West End Street 
Railway Company. ‘There is also some cable belonging to 
the Postal Telegraph-Cable Company crossing Dudley street 
at Cottage street. The above figures do not include the 
trolley and span wires of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. 

We have received over ten thousand six hundred (10,600) 
notices of new work, and all of these require special inspec- 
tion so that much of the Inspectors’ time has been taken up 
in this work outside of their regular routine work in their 
districts ; careful attention is being given to all new construc- 
tion and also to defective work and the correction of the 
same, the selection of new poles Jocations, setting, resetting 
and removal of poles. Where it is found necessary to erect 
derricks and put up derrick guy wires special care is used by 
the inspectors, and during the year we have had no report of 
any accident due to electric wires in connection with this 
work. Where buildings are moved through the streets on 
which wires are located, notice is sent to this department 
and a special inspection is made of this work. 

Owing to the crowded condition of many of our streets, we 
find that great care must be taken in selecting new under- 
ground locations, so that all the various companies may have 
an equal chance in all the streets for their wires and conduits. 

The underground construction is receiving the usual atten- 
tion and during the year there has been considerable increase 
in this kind of work as will be seen in the detail report. 

The work on the line of the Washington street subway is 
well in hand, and in fact the greater portion of itis completed 
and the street paved, the work now being confined to that 
portion below Milk street. With the exception of a little at 
some of the proposed stations, this work has been difficult, 
and though the street is very much crowded in some places 
we believe that all companies have been amply provided for. 

It will be noticed in the tables that the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company have installed but few so-called distri- 
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bution boxes, but they have installed in their place a number 
of the accessible distribution boxes in their manholes. This 
was described in last year’s report. Some fifty-two of these 
have been placed this year.

During the year just closed the various electric companies 
have opened one hundred and twenty-four different streets 
and avenues in the city proper and suburban districts 
for the purpose of building new conduits or enlarging their 
existing systems; sixty-eight of these were in the congested 
portion of the city, north of Dover and Berkeley streets, or 
the original underground district, while the remaining fifty- 
six were scattered throughout the rest of the city. The con- 
tinued increase in the use of electric light and telephone, of 
course, make it necessary from year to year to extend and en- 
large old duct lines so as to provide for additional cables, ete. 

The electrical approvals of the department for opening the 
streets for underground electrical work have been increased 
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by two hundred and seventy-five over last year, making a 
total of eighteen hundred and eighty-two for the year, and 
our underground inspectors have made over eight thousand 
three hundred inspections on these various street openings 
during the year. 

The various companies have, as usual, provided for their 
distribution points in the new underground districts by 
establishing terminal poles at intervals along the lines, these 
terminals are located as follows :

Twelve of the regulation lamp and signal-box posts have 
been located and set by the Fire Alarm Branch of the Boston 
Fire Department during 1906, most of which have been con- 
nected to the manholes of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company or their own underground conduits. 
They have also established one test box or post and connected 
the same with the underground system. 

Twelve iron signal-box posts have been located and set by 
the Police Signal Service of the Boston Police Department, 
the same having been connected under ground to the man- 
holes of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, and through these connecting with the underground 
system of the Police Department. They have also established 
and connected one test box. 

No change has been reported in the general make-up of the 
Boston Low Tension Wire Association this year, and the 
Association consists of the Boston Automatic Fire Alarm 
Company, Boston District Messenger Company, Boston 
Electric Protective Company, Mixer Brothers, Mutual Dis- 
trict Messenger Company, Holmes Electric Protective Com- 
pany, Postal Telegraph-Cable Company, Stock Quotation 
Telegraph Company and United Telegram Company.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


A comparison between the summary of the work of this 
division for the past year with that of the year ending 
February 1, 1905, shows a decided increase in same. 

_ The number of notifications of new work received during 
the past year shows an increase over the number received 
during the year just previous of over 103 per cent.; the total 
number of inspections made shows an increase of over 154 
per cent., while the other items tabulated in the summary, 
with the exception of are lights where there has been a 
decrease in the number inspected, shows increases from 44 
per cent. to 532 per cent., the largest gain being in the 
number of inspections made of motors. 

A special effort has been made to inspect old installations, 
and such time as could be devoted to same, without inter- 
fering with the inspection of new work as called for in 
chapter 268 of the Acts of 1898, has been utilized for that 
purpose. 

One of the immediate results of this inspection of old work 
has been the correction of many dangerous defects which 
were found and were brought-to the attention of the proper 
parties who, with very. few exceptions, took immediate steps 
to make necessary corrections as soon as the matter was 
brought to their attention. 

Among the inspections of old work were those of sixty-eight 
isolated plants, including all wiring and apparatus connected 
therewith. With a few exceptions the plants inspected were 
found to be defective, and a number of them were found to 
be in a dangerous and deplorable condition. The addition of 
wiring or apparatus to isolated plants is often done without 
the knowledge of the department, and as current is not sup- 
plied by a public service corporation an application for ¢ 
permit to turn current on is seldom received, current being 
turned on from plant without the approval or knowledge of 
this department, as required by law. 

To a considerable extent this is also applicable to small 
additions to existing installations, which are supphed with 
current by public service corporations, as additions are occa- 
sionally made without the knowledge of the department or 
the party supplying current, and oftentimes the type of wir- 
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ing, put in under such conditions, is just the type that is in 
need of careful inspections. The present laws relating: to 
this department require that notification of work be sent to 
the Commissioner of Wires, but the fact that there is no 
penalty attached to failure to comply with said requirement 
may be responsible for its evasion. 

The inspection of theatres and halls, as required by chap- 
ter 450 of the Acts of 1894, have been made by this depart- 
ment, in so far as the electrical equipment of same is 
concerned. Lach theatre, in addition to the monthly inspect-. 
ions and tests made of the equipment of same, has been vis- 
ited weekly, inspection being made of temporary wiring or 
electrical equipment of the production staged at theatre at 
the time. 

The benefits of the monthly inspections of theatres are 
shown very plainly by the results of same. Whereas, when 
‘ inspections were made at irregular intervals, defects, such as 
broken sockets, fixtures, etc., were permitted to accumulate, 
the correction of them being postponed from day to day 
until, when inspection was finally made, a long list of defects 
would be noted, necessitating action on the part of the 
department to cause a correction of the same to be made; 
under the monthly inspection this condition does not exist. 
The visit of the inspector is anticipated, and, as there is no 
date set for his visit, for it may be any day of the month, 
the electrician of the theatre, with a natural pride that instal- 
lation under his charge be not the subject of adverse criti- 
cism, corrects the defects that arise from wear and tear as 
soon as they come to his attention, with the result that the 
installation is kept in better condition under the monthly 
inspection system than it ever was before. 

The weekly inspections of electrical equipments of 
travelling companies coming to the Boston theatres have also 
been of great benefit in the interests of safety to the theatres, 
to the audiences and to others in same. 

This class of wiring needs the most careful attention and 
even with the most careful inspection that it is practicable to 
make there may still be hidden defects that are a menace to 
safety. Some of the equipments which have come to this 
city during the past year have been so dangerous that they 
have been condemned in their entirety and their use not per- 
mitted, while many others had dangerous defects existing 
that we required corrected before equipments were per- 
mitted to be put into service. 

The matter of national standard requirements for wiring 
and the electrical equipments of theatres is at present being 
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given careful consideration by a committee-of which a repre- 
sentative of this department is a member, the committee to 
report at a general meeting or convention to be held in New 
York next month under the auspices of the electrical com- 
mittee of the National Underwriters’ Association. It is 
probable that one of the results of action on this matter will 
be a very much higher standard in the class of electrical 
equipments carried by the travelling combinations. 

During the year the Edison Electric IIluminating Company 
completed the grounding of their existing alternating current 
services in this city, about 300 old services being grounded 
by them. In addition to this, there have been about 400 
new services grounded during the year. This makes a total 
for the two years ending February 1, 1907, of 1900 A.C. 
services grounded by means of individual ground wires to 
water services. Ground wire has in all cases been a No. 4 
B. & 8. gauge rubber insulated copper wire run in accord- 
ance with our rules and requirements, which are the same as 
those of the “ National Electrical Code.” 

One of the incidental benefits as a result of the grounding 
referred to above has been that inspections and tests of 
installations were necessary before a permit to connect ground 
wires to same could properly be issued, consequently many 
old installations were inspected and tested that might other- 
wise not have received such attention for some time to come. 

The largest individual installation completed during the 
year was that of the Harvard Medical School buildings, 
located on Longwood avenue. ‘The buildings consist of five 
school buildings and the power-house. [rom the latter cur- 
rent is also furnished to the Good Samaritan Hospital, the 
mains for same being run through a connecting pipe tunnel. 

In the power-house there are three 230-volt three-wire 
generators, with a total capacity ef 725 kilowatt, there being 
two 300-kilowatt and one 125-kilowatt machines, two 250- 
volt 180 horse-power motors used for circulating heating 
water, one 220-volt 13 horse-power motor used for circulating 
brine, one 230-volt 1 horse-power motor used for circulating 
hot water, and one 280-volt 7} horse-power motor for power 
in machine shop. 

The power-house and school buildings are inter-connected 
by tunnels of such size as to contain all necessary heating 
aud other pipes, wires, etc., and afford convenient passage- 
ways for the chief engineer, his assistants or others whose 
duties entitle them to the use of said tunnels. 

The feeders are of slow-burning, weatherproof insulation, 
run on porcelain insulators supported on iron supports. 
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There is in the neighborhood of 20,000 feet of cable in the 
feeder system, the greater portion of which is of 1,000,000_ 
C. M. capacity. For the mains, from the distributing switch- 
board in basement to the various cabinets in buildings, about 
80,000 feet of rubber insulated wire was used, same being run 
in iron conduit. 

For the tap circuits, about 160,000 feet of rubber insulated 
twin wire was installed in iron conduit. 

There are 334 tap circuit cabinets, from which about 3,000 
tap circuits are run. . 

The lighting installation is the three-wire 110—220-volt 
system, and consists of about 8,500 wired up sockets for 
incandescents and 50 outlets for arc lamps (mostly for stere- 
opticons). In addition to these there are 300 plug receptacles 
in tables, baseboards, etc., for special attachments to lighting 
system. Individual circuits are run to receptacles in labora- 
tories for the attachment of heating devices. 

The power installation of the school buildings consists of 
9 inlet fan motors with a total capacity of 258 horse-power, 
27 outlet vent fans with a total capacity of 104 horse-power, 
and provision has been made for some small motors for 
power purposes in various rooms, making a total of about 400 
horse-power. 

Plates numbered 9, 10 and 11 in this report are respec- 
tively views of the power-house (inside), installation of - 
balancing compensators used in connection with three-wire 
generating apparatus and located in basement, and one of the 
feeder junction boxes located in tunnel. 

During the year many tests have been made in the well- 
equipped laboratory of the department of devices and mate- 
rials submitted for approval for use in this city. By its use it 
has been possible to give intelligent and equitable decisions 
regarding appliances submitted. 

All fires and accidents due, or supposed to be due, to 
electrical causes, coming to the attention of the department, 
have been the subject of careful investigation, records of 
which have been kept. In many cases fires have been 
reported as due to defective electric wiring when there was 
no wiring of any description in the vicinity of fire, and in 
other cases, while there were wires in the vicinity of where fire 
occurred, it was plain to be seen that they had nothing to do 
with causing the fire, neither were they materially affected 
by same. 

Fires for which three or more alarms were given were 
responded to by members of the department. 
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During the year, the number of fires originating in the 
interior of buildings have been fourteen (14) as compared with 
twenty (20), twenty-three (23), and thirty-two (52) fires 
respectively for the three years previous. 

The majority of the fires during the past year were of 
minor character, and for nine of same there was no insurance 
loss. For the other five fires, there was an insurance loss of 
$15,364.05, the greater portion of this loss, namely, the sum 
of $11,705, being for a fire at No. 105 to 113 Summer street, 
caused by severe sparking at the commutator of a 10-horse- 
power motor operating a freight elevator, sparks falling into 
some excelsior in packing boxes which had been left beneath ; 
the next heaviest insurance loss was $2,644.50 for a fire at 
No. 79 Commercial street. At this place a short circuit ina 
portable cable caused a 10-ampere plug fuse to blow. An 
employee removed the blown plug and replaced same with 
an old plug that had copper wire soldered into same instead 
of proper fuse metal. Switch controlling current for portable 
light was then thrown on again, short circuit re-occurring 
and hot metal being thrown upon a bale of oakum, igniting 
same. Of the other three fires, one causing a loss of $591.77 
was due to the improper operation of an automatic starter 
for an elevator motor; one causing a loss of $277.78 was due 
to arcing at point where circuit wire opened as a result of 
electrolytic action where wires were subject to excessive 
dampness; and the other fire, causing a loss of $145, was due 
to defective condition of starting rheostat, causing excessive 
sparking at commutator of elevator motor, sparks igniting 
inflammable material in vicinity of motor. 

During the year there were fourteen (14) accidents to 
persons, two of which resulted fatally. Of the fourteen (14) 
accidents, eleven were to experienced men who were work- 
ing on wires or electrical apparatus at the time accidents 
occurred. Of the fatal cases, one was to an employee of the 
Edison Electric [Illuminating Company, who came in contact 
with a conductor of a 2,300-voit A. C. circuit while on a 
pole, the other being to an employee of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, he being fatally burned as a result of a 
short circuit between one of their feeder cables and iron 
work of elevated structure at point where victim was at 
work. Of the three accidents to inexperienced parties, one 
was to a painter who climbed a pole for the purpose of paint- 
ing same, and who received aslight shock causing him to fall 
15 or 20 feet to the ground; one was to a person who fell from 
a station platform of the Elevated railway, coming in contact 
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with third rail, and the other was to a boy twelve years of 
age, who climbed a pole and came in contact with a 2500-yolt 
wire.

FIRES AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELEC- 
TRICITY. 


February 25, 6.40 P.M., Box 134, at No. 303 West Fourth 
street, South Boston; tree fire caused by grounding of ecur- 
rent from high potential arc circuit, wire of which was in 
contact with limb of tree. 

March 5, about 11 A.M., No. 49 Berkeley street; short cir- 
cuit occurred in 500-volt service wires entering basement 
from underground. No damage except to service wires and 
the scorching of some woodwork in the immediate vicinity of 
same. Members of Protective Department called on still alarm. 

April 4, 8.18 A.M., Box 16, No. 5-6 South Market 
street; fire on fifth floor confined to immediate vicinity of 
10 horse-power motor used to operate freight elevator. 
Rheostat used in connection with motor was defective, the 
greater portion of the coils being open-circuited, motor not 
taking current until contact finger was on next to last button 
of contact points. Motor was started shortly before fire was 
discovered, and excessive sparking at commutator, due to 
defective condition of rheostat, occurred. Fire was caused 
by these sparks igniting oil, lint or other inflammable mate- 
rial in vicinity of motor. Insurance loss, $145. 

April 4, 8.45 P.M., tree fire in front of 724 Washington 
street, Dorchester, due to high potential are circuit wire com- 
ing in contact with tree. 

April 9, 2.57 A.M., Box 8, No. 85 Commercial wharf; 
burn-out in underground service cable of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company entering building. Building was 
undergoing repairs and cable was undoubtedly injured during 
same. No damage except to cable. 

April 9, Warren-street drawbridge ; trolley hanger of street 
railway system became grounded, current setting fire to the 
block to which hanger was attached; rain-storm in progress 
at the time. No damages except to block. 

April 10, Harrison avenue extension, corner Hayward 
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place; trolley pole of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
was charged, due to broken down insulators. 

April 16, about 1.31 P.M., two alarms from Box 52, No. 
105-113 Summer street ; fire was caused by severe sparking 
at commutator of a 10 horse-power motor used to operate 
freight elevator. Motor was located on a shelf or platform 
on fifth floor of building, and sparks fell into some excelsior 
in packing boxes which had been left beneath. Insurance 
loss $11,705. 

May 2, about 7.30 P.M., Quincy street, near Coleman 
street; tree fire caused by high potential arc-light wire in 
contact with lmb of tree. 

May 5, 7.56 P.M., Somerset street, City Prison; Chemical 
Engine No. 1 called on still alarm on account of electrical 
trouble at entrance to City Prison, due to break-down in 
insulation of series arc-light cable. Grounding of current 
with consequent arcing between wire and lead sheath of cable. 

May 17, about 8 P.M., Dorehester avenue, near Dracut 
street; Combination Wagon No. 1, Boston Fire Department, 
called on still alarm on account of tree fire, same being due 
to primary alternating wire pulling away from insulator and 
coming in contact with limb of tree. 

May 27, 10.06 P.M., No. 325 Longwood avenue; members 
of Engine 37 called on still alarm on account of flashing and 
arcing where high potential arc-wire swung in contact with 
metal of roof of building. Damage slight. 

May 28, 6.25 P.M., corner Pembroke street and Shawmut 
avenue; members of Chemical 4 called on still alarm on 
account of slight tree fire caused by high potential arc-wire 
coming in contact with limb of tree. 

June 5, 12.80 A.M., No. 461 Washington street; slight 
fire in basement at centre of electrical distribution caused by 
poor connections between fuse wire and ferrule of a 60- 
ampere enclosed type of fuse where fuse wire was supposed 
to be securely soldered to ferrule, causing arcing and melting 
of metal at that point. Fire was communicated to insulation 
of wires and also to surrounding woodwork. Extinguished 
by watchman. 

June 6, 5.80 P.M., Tremontstreet subway, between Boyl- 
ston and Pleasant streets; Fire Department called on still 
alarm. Short circuit occurred in feed cables of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company in conduit located by the side of 
north bound track. Five cables were burned out and explo- 
sions also occurred in manholes of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company at the corner of Eliot and Tremont streets, and 
the corner of Pleasant street and Shawmut avenue as result 
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of burn-outs. As result of explosion at the last mentioned 
inanhole, several panes of glass were broken in neighboring 
stores. 

June 12, 3.25 A.M., Box 249, slight fire on second floor of 
stable owned and occupied by A. J. Houghton Company, 
Halleck street. Insulation of wires where they left heads of 
floor tubes were affected by water used by stablemen in wash- 
ing horses’ legs and feet, cement floor being kept wet or damp 
practically at all times. Electrolytic action caused one of the 
wires to corrode to a point where it was not of sufficient 
carrying capacity. Circuit opened at this point and heating 
and arcing occurred, igniting insulation on wire which com- 
municated fire to boxing protecting wires from mechanical 
injury, thence to timbers of floor above before discovered. 
Insurance loss, $277.78. 

June 15, about 8.30 P.M., No. 1419 Columbus avenue, 
corner of New Heath street; arcing at cross between electric 
lighting and telephone wires. 

June 16, about 10.46 P.M., Box 639, opposite No. 71 Sara- 
toga street, East Boston; telephone wire broken and fell 
across high potential are wire with consequent arcing and 
flashing at point of cross. 

July 2, about 9 A.M., manhole, Causeway street, in front 
of No. 33; explosion in manhole, lifting cover slightly, accom- 
panied by report; some flame and considerable smoke. Burn- 
out occurred in 500-volt circuit, resulting in explosion. 

July 10, 7.01 P.M., Box 37, Nos. 210 and 212 Commercial 
street; fire on top floor due to the improper operation of 
automatic self-starter used in connection with elevator motor. 
Insurance loss, $591.77. 

July 11, 10.27 A.M., Box 28, No. 47 Commercial street ; 
burn-out occurred in main feed wires in street ; flames came 
through cracks in foundation wall of building; no damage 
in building except the slight burning and scorching of some 
empty barrels. 

July 13, 3.13 P.M., Box 13, in trench opposite Nos. 191 and 
193 North street; burn-out in service cable of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, short circuit being caused by 
pick axe in the hands of one of the workmen digging up street 
being driven into service cable. No damage except to cable. 

July 14, 10.59 A.M., automatic alarm Box 121-4, Pier 41, 
Hoosac Tunnel Docks; no fire, but thermostat opened as 
result of overheating of resistance ; used in connection with 
elevator, from improper operation of apparatus. — 

July 15, 5.34 A.M., Box 244, Boston Elevated Railway 
Company yard, corner Guild street and Lambert avenue; 
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slight fire on the underside of car No. 066 used on elevated 
system, due to a short circuit between leading-in wires to 
43 horse-power motor used in connection with air compressor. 

July 18, 7.53 P.M., Nos. 86-388 India Wharf, Engine 25 
and Ladder 8 called on still-alarm; burn-out occurred in 
cable service of the Edison Electric Iluminating Company, 
just outside of building and beneath sidewalk, smoke com- 
ing up between crevices in same. No damage except to 
cable. 

July 26, 7.45 P.M., No. 64 River street; members of 
Engine 16 called on still-alarm; tree fire opposite No. 64 
River street, caused by high potential arc-circuit wire becom- 
ing detached from insulator and coming in contact with limb 
of tree. No damage except to tree and the burning of insu- 
lation on wire for several feet. 

July 27, 12.50 A.M., Peabody square, Ashmont ; Chemical 
1 called on still alarm; bridge over Shawmut Branch of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad; high 
potential arc-wire came in contact with another wire (or 
wires) burned off and fell; arcing and flashing ignited 
housing through which water and.gas pipes were run across 
bridge, doing considerable damage to same. A peculiarity of 
this trouble was that the two parted ends of the arc-wire fell 
in such manner that the circuit was completed through the 
ground, the iron pipes which run through the housing form- 
ing a portion of the circuit, and the street lighting service 
provided by the circuit on which trouble occurred was not 
interrupted until some time after fire was started. 

July 30, 1.27 A.M., Box 814; Blue Hill avenue near 
Intervale street; tree fire caused by high potential arc-wire 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, becoming 
detached from insulator and coming in contact with limb, of 
tree. No damage other than shght burning of tree. 

July 30, discovered about 8 A.M., Castle Island bridge; 
fire at base of electric light pole, due to grounding of current 
from high potential arc-light circuit during severe rainstorm. 
Base of pole and bridge timbers and flooring in the immediate 
vicinity of same badly burned. 

August 4, 6.57 P.M., Box 9; North End park, Women’s 
Lavatory ; short circuit inside of canopy of 4-light ceiling fix- 
ture; wires melted off and hole melted in canopy of fixture. 
No further damage. 

August 16, 7.54 A.M., Box 15; 79 Commercial street; 
short circuit occurred in cable to portable light; plug fuse in 
cut-out blew, relieving circuit ; employee at premises removed 
blown plug and inserted a repaired plug which had copper 
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wire in same instead of proper fuse metal; switch control- 
ling portable was then thrown on; defective fuse blew, throw- 
ing hot metal in a bale of oakum, igniting same. Insurance 
loss $2,644.50. 

August 27, about 11.11 P.M., Castle Island Bridge; fire 
in switchbox, caused by lightning discharge. 

August 23, about 8 P.M., opposite No. 42 Kittredge 
street; cross between high potential arc-light wire and 
telephone wires, necessitating the running of new stretch of 
wires by telephone company. 

September 12, 5.51 P.M., 480 Beacon street; defective 
operation of starting apparatus used in connection with 
motor operating elevator caused resistance coils to overheat, 
causing motor room to fill with smoke; trouble discon- 
tinued by opening motor switch; no fire. Engine 33 and 
Ladder 15 called on still alarm. 

September 12, 11.55 P.M., Columbus avenue, opposite 
Ferdinand street; short circuit in underground electric 
mains at point where same entered manhole; manhole filled 
with smoke and flame and cover of manhole slightly lifted 
off of same. No damage except to mains. Chemical 2 noti- 
fied by citizen at time of trouble. 

September 19, 1.25 P.M., 85 Water street; one wire of 
a 3-wire 110-220 volt service grounded on edge of service- 
box inside of building, wire burning off. No other damage. 
Ladder 8 and Engine 25 called on still alarm. 

September 21, 2.30 A.M., Box 186, K street, near corner 
of First street, South Boston; ground of current from series 
arc-lighting circuit, ground being between wire and end of lead 
sheath of cable just above where it left standpipe. No damage 
except to cable. Severe rain-storm in progress at the time. 

September 21, 9 A.M., Longwood avenue, near Brookline 
avenue; tree fire caused by high potential alternating cur- 
rent circuit wire coming in contact with limb of tree. 

September 21, early morning, Fargo street, near Summer 
street extension; current from high potential alternating 
circuit grounded on lead sheath of cable just above where it 
_ left standpipe. Damage confined to a foot or two of con- 
ductor. Severe rain-storm in progress at time of trouble. 

September 21, Box 453, 12.49 A.M., Chelsea Bridge ; 
current from series arc circuit feeding street arc lights, 
grounded at point where wires came up from under side of 
bridge and passed through iron pipe up pole to cross-arm, 
Damage was confined to conductor, melting of end of pipe 
and burning and charring of wood planking and pole for 
about an inch in depth. 
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September 23, 1.18 P.M., Engine 14 called on still alarm ; 
tree fire caused by tree bracket becoming detached from tree, 
permitting high potential lighting circuit wire to come in 
contact with limb of tree. ‘Trouble slight. 

September 26, about 9.10 P.M., corner Dover and Washing- 
ton streets, Hub Theatre; improper management of moving 
picture machine permitted film to stop in front of focusing 
lens, as result of which film was ignited and about six inches 
of film was destroyed. As apparatus was properly con- 
structed, fire did not extend beyond point where film entered 
magazine. 

September 29, 11.50 P.M., Box 516, Lotus place, wooden 
car barn belonging to the Boston Elevated Railway Company ; 
while car was being run into car barn, trolley wheel left wire 
and caught between a sprinkler pipe and wood ceiling. 
Sprinkler system, steampipe system, metal water conductors 
from the roof, metal flashing, etc., around monitors on the 
roof and water standpipes became charged with electricity, 
with consequent arcing at various places, with the resulting 
melting in places of conductors, pipes, metal on roof and 
roof conductors. Sprinkler system, which was insulated - 
when installed, was grounded by means of a steampipe, the 
hangers of which had been pulled out while repairs were 
being made on pipes, permitting pipe to come in contact 
with sprinkler system. In addition to damage to pipes, etc., 
roof was ignited and small hole burned through same, fire 
was extinguished by Boston Elevated Railway Company 
employees before the arrival of the Fire Department. 

September 15, about 2.15 P.M., East Boston Tunnel, 
incline on East Boston side; trolley wheel slipped from wire 
and trolley arm made simultaneous contact with trolley wire 
and span wire, the insulator of which was defective; trolley 
wire burned off, one end flying against and being welded to 
pipe containing lighting wires, several circuits being burned 
out as a result. 

October 21, 4.56 P.M., alarm from Box 17, Nos. 90-104 
Hanover street; flash resulting from short circuit in electric 
light fixtures in window ignited a lace collar which was in 
contact with canopy of fixture. Damage slight. No insur- 
ance loss. 

October 81, 4.26 A.M., Box 23, Nos..28-30 Pitts street; 
grounded current from series arc-light circuit caused arcing 
and flashing just above point where it left standpipe and ran 
to feed street arc light on bracket attached to-corner of 
building Nos. 28-30 Pitts street. No damage except to 
wire. 
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November 1 (evening), corner Putman and Dudley streets ; 
slight tree fire due to the grounding of current from high 
potential circuit on limb of tree. 

November 9, shortly after 8 P.M., corner State and Wash- 
ington streets; fire in catch box on underground electric 
system of the Edison Electric Nluminating Company, due to 
short circuit in same. No damage except to box. 

November 16, 6.07 P.M., Box 921, Freeport street power 
station of the Boston Elevated Railway Company ;_ short 
circuit at commutator of a 1,000 kilowatt generator. Insula- 
tion of wires, oil and grease beneath generator ignited. No 
damage except to generator. 

November 26, 2.44 P.M.; automatic alarm; 562 Atlantic 
avenue; burning out of armature of electric motor. No 
damage except to motor. 

December 3, Quincy street, tree fire; arcing and flashing 
at points of contact between high potential are light wire and 
tree; storm in progress at the time. Damage confined to 
slight burning of tree. 

December 5, 10.40 A.M., Beverly street, near Causeway ; 
burning of top of wood arc-lamp pole as result of grounding 
current or possibly a loose connection at switch at base of 
gooseneck. Ladder 1 and Chemical 1 called on still alarm. 

December 10, Rutherford avenue, opposite City stables, 
Charlestown; telephone wire fell and came in contact with a 
high potential arc-light circuit, causing arcing, flashing and 
burning off of arc-light wire. No damage except to wires. 
Ladder 9 called on still alarm. , 

December 26, 6.52 P.M., Box 50, 69 Essex street; fire in 
basement due to an automatic rheostat failing to work prop- 
erly, several coils being left in circuit overheating and ignit- 
ing insulation of leading-in wires, fire being communicated 
to neighboring woodwork. 

December 29, 7 P.M., Andrew square; arcing wires re- 
ported by Fire Department. Trouble found to be caused by 
an unused wire which broke and fell, coming in contact with 
high potential are wire on Southampton street, near Andrew 
square. Arcing and flashing took place at point where same 
wire was in contact with wet pole in Andrew square. 

January 9, 176-180 High street ; slight fire in rheostat, used 
in connection with 3 horse-power motor. No damage except 
to rheostat. Members of Ladder 8 called on still alarm. 

January 16, about 2.47 A.M., near Pleasant-street entrance 
to subway; burnout occurred in underground cables of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. Damage confined to 
five cables. 
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January 31, about 6.38 P.M., subway, Scollay square sta- 
tion; iron air-pipe became detached from bottom of car, fell 
across third rail and running rail of system, short cireuit 
resulting; circuit breakers opened. Damage confined to 
air-pipe system of car. 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


March 381, about 8.15 P.M., Albert D. Bullard, of No. 147 
Readville street, Readville, Mass., was crowded or fell, from 
station platform, at the Dover-street station of the Boston 
Elevated Railway system, coming in contact with third rail 
and sustaining a severe burn on the right buttock 

March 31, Robert Randall, 12 years of age, of No. 32 
Tremlett street, climbed a pole belonging to the New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph Company, situated on the 
rear corner of the old Walter Baker estate, Washington 
street, Dorchester, came in contact with a so-called 2,300- 
volt circuit, received a severe shock, and was thrown or fell, 
to the ground. In addition to injuries received from fall he 
received bad burns on the right hand, a burn on the thumb 
and avross the palm of left hand. 

April 8, about 12.15 P.M., Ernest Basford, a painter, while 
in the act of painting a New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company pole, in front of No. 83 Humboldt avenue, , 
received a shock of electricity, causing him to fall to the 
ground, a distance of from 15 to 20 feet. Shock was 
received by coming in contact with span-wire of the street 
railway system, same being electrically charged. Injuries 
sustained were result of fall. 

April 6, about 8.45 A.M., W. A. Combie, wireman, in the 
employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at 
work in their Neponset car-house, received a burn to thumb 
of his left hand, as result of a short circuit, caused by screw- 
driver, with which he was pushing live wires into a junction 
box, cutting through insulation and coming in contact with 
bare conductor, at the same time screw-driver coming in con- 
tact with the edge of junction box. 

May 24, about 2.30 P.M., Main street, Charlestown, near 
Thompson square; Martin Green and Richard Powers, 
employees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while 
at work on ladders placed against iron girders under the 
elevated structure, received injuries as result of a short circuit 
by a tool with which they were at work coming in contact 
with a feed cable and iron work of structure simultaneously. 
Powers was badly burned about the face, neck, breast and 
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hands and was thrown or fell from ladder to the ground. 
Green was so severely burned that he died from the effects 
of same about a week later at the Relief Hospital, where he 
had been taken for attention. 

August 6, 1.50 P.M., Mr. Albert Anderson, while at 
work in twelfth station of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, Chatham street, came in simultaneous contact with 
some grounded metal work and with live metal work on 
6,900-volt apparatus, back of switchboard. He received 
burns on left forefinger and first joint of second finger, burn 
on outside of left forearm and burn on inside of right elbow, 
also badly lacerated scalp and numerous bruises on legs and 
body as result of fall. 

August 15, about 11 A.M., Herbert B. Smith, an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, while at pole 
opposite No. 4 Central square, East Boston, came in contact 
with conductor of a 2,300-volt A. C. circuit. Mr. Smith 
received burns or both hands and fell to ground, death 
resulting. 

September 18, about 7.50 P.M., T. F. Foley, an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, while descend- 
ing street arc-lamp pole, opposite 45 Utica street, received a 
slight shock and fell to the ground a distance of about 10 feet. 
He sustained a very slight burn to the right hand and bruises 
to the feet, he landing on same. Current was derived from 
circuit-feeding lamp on wood pole which he was descending 
at the time; current evidently passing through Mr. Foley to 
the ground by means of a grounded unused gas bracket pro- 
jecting from building to within a few inches of arc-light pole, 
with which bracket Mr. Foley must have come in contact at 
time of accident. 

October 18, at about 3.40 P.M., Albert Pfefferle, a battery 
man employed by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
while at work in the battery-room of their fifth station on 
West Canton street, received severe burn to his right hand 
and arm as result of a short circuit caused by iron bar which 
he was using at the time, making simultaneous contact 
between positive and negative sides of system. 

October 22, James Hunter, an employee of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, while at work installing and 
testing apparatus in snow-plough at Grove Hall car barn, 
caused a short circuit, as result of which he received burns to 
hand. Injury not serious. 

January 4, about 6 P.M., Charles A. Patterson, residing at 
No. 7 Boylston place, an operator in the dynamo room at 
Head-place station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
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pany, while attempting to remove a broken carbon brush on 
250-volt generator end of a motor generator, was severely 
injured about the eyes by flash of short circuit, caused by 
piece of brush falling on commutator of machine. 

January 8, about 7 P.M., Joseph P. King, an employee of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, received severe 
shocks and burns by coming in contact with 6,900-volt appa- 
ratus at the Hawkins-street station. 

January 20, shortly after 8 P.M., John L. McLellan, an 
inspector or patrolman in the employ of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, while at work at street lamp-pole, 
corner North Market street and Faneuil Hall square, received 
severe shock, also a burn to the inside of right hand.
